General Hiffory of Great Britain, as it bas been much defircd, and ear- 
neftly wifhed for a long Time both by the Learned and others, who are Lo- 
vers of their Country, fo there feemed fome Years fince, {uch a Genius 
in mang to undertake fuch aWaork, that there was no doubt, but [uch a 

Compofiere would long before this Time have been publifh:d ; bus it met hitherto 
appearing according to Expettation, it feems a Thing not unreafonable in itfilf, ov 
sh cous $0 the Publick, that fometbing like it be attempted by collecting 
the featter'd Parts of our Englith Hiftory, and uniting them in one Body, mot only 
to fave the Expence of the Curiogs in buying fo many Volumes, but to gratify and 
infra thofe that defire to be acguainted with their own Country, with fuch a De- 
Seripticn of it, as will be diverting as well as ufeful. Thu is the Work, tbat tke 
Undertakers of the folowing Defcription of the Comsties +f that Part of GREAT 
BRITAIN, called England, already carried on aloft balf Way, are endeavour- 
img. They do wot pretend to fearch Libraries for old Manufcripts (shey bave nei- 
ther Intereft nor Leifure enough to do that) bus all that they intend an afm, ute 
gather what is moft remarkable and worthy of Memory, from our printed Hifories, 
and exbibit them to. the Reader at one View, till Providence fhall raife ap fuch en 
extracrdinary Perfon, [ach a NONE-SUCH, or fuch a Scciety of Men, who by 
theirHerculean Labours and indefatigable Induftry fhall prefent the World with fucb 
@ compleat Werk. Indeed a learned Prelate of omy cwn, who is very well acquaint 
ed with our Englith Hiforions, declares bimfelf of eh le Moines Mind, 
as to fuch a general Englith Hifory, That fuch a Perfon ss not yet born, ner ever 
wil be, before the Year that the perpctwal Meticn, or the Philofopher's Stone ss dif- 
covered, becanfe be muft be a Soldier, Statcfman, Philofopher, Divine, Lawyer, 
Orator, and Poet ; yea more than all thefe, abounding with Wit, of an unbounded 
Spirit, and biaff:d with no Intereft or Paffion, which be shinks wil mever mect in 
one Man, or Society of Men; but with Submiffion to his better Fudgment, no Men 
can pofitively determine what may be. We know there were fuch Perfons in for- 
mer Ages, a wrote Univirfal Hiftories with great Approbation, as Diodorus Si- 
culus cmeong the Greeks, and Trogus among the Latins; and why fixuld we de~ 

Spar of ever having fuck an extraordinary Perfon among the Britains? 

But fuppofing ths judicions Prelate’s Opinion certain, there not the greater Rea- 
fon 0 admit ff fuch Attempts as ours is orth: like? For as the greatet Cities be- 
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an with fiagle Houses, and shofe bar few, and have been augmented to a great 
Bak, by conftant Additions of Buildings at differen: Times, el at the e& FF 
Multitudes of Men, fearce any one Perfon being able to ere&t a large Palace, much 
lifs aCity, at bis own Charge alone; fo the Hiftory of Great Britain, though a 
Thing of vaft Difficulty, to be compleatlp wristen by any one Perfon, ss moft likely 
- t0 avive at length to the defired Perfetfion, by fome continual, tho’ but fmall Ad- 
ditions of fuch induftrious Perfons, whofe Genias leads them that Way. This bath 
been the Method hitherto, by wbbich tbe. Hiftories of, a Nations ‘Bbdue come to Jo 
reat Maturity ; fore have written abour- the Courts and otbersabeut the Camp, 
ine of Embaffies, and others of Treaties, fome of one Part of a Kingdom, and others 
of another 3 and fo in Ecclefiaftical Affairs; fome bevye written of general Cougeils, 
athers of Notional Synods, fome of Ecclefiaftical Government, others of the feveral 
Orders of Monks, 8c, The fame bas happened in our own Nation, few oF mene 
being able or experieticed enough to manage vations Matters or Subjects wal, avd. 
fuch as axe, not always baving- Leifure enough to attend them Univerfity-Men. 
aye in the common Opinion, more fit to carry on {uch o general Hiftory fingly or 
jointly, and: far what Reafon they do not, we do not pretend to conjecture. We 
hope, they are meditating fo proftable a Work, and.sill be can bring isto Perfeéti- 
on, we will bing fome {mall Materials to the Building, and contribute our Mite to 
sheYreafury, Wherefore, ° . 

Ta render our Defign more intelligible and ufefi, we will give a {hort Account 
of our Proceedings in the folowing Hiftory of the Counties, There 1-0 eminent Per- 
fon, but is born or educated, fojourns or dwells in, nor any notable Event and Ati~ 
von, but bas happened in or near fome Village, Town, or City of fome Gounty, where. 
aye may have an Opportunity to mention and. defcribe them ; and therefore we have 
laid Mr, Cambden’s Britannia before us, bu. Model being moft copious and (uit. 
able to our Purpofe; but we bave not exactly purfued bis Method of treating of she 
Counties, which is generally by tracing the moff remarkable Rivers from their 
Fountains, to or towards.the Sea, becaufe it isnot fo confiftent with the Topography 

the Nation, as may be wifhed ; yet we bave-not, as ear os we can, omitted” 

one particular Place or Matter mentioned by bim, unle{s we were fare be was 
wiftaken or mifinformed ; and whereas, tho’ be was Clarenceux, King at Arms, 
he bat, for the moft Part, barely named the Families of the Nobility or Gentry, who 
had their Seats, or were Lords of the ve Villages and Towns, we bave out of 
Sir William. Dugdale’s Baronage, and other Writers, given amore full, and we 
bape, fatisfattory Account of them. What Dr, Holland, who was Cotemporary- 
ayith Mr. Cambden, and ss thought to have confulted him in all Places. of Diff- 
culty, when be tranflated it, bath added to illuftrate the Britannia, and # fubjoin- 
ed to every Page at the bottom, in the laft Edition of that Work, 1 by ws inferted” 
its its proper Place : The Additions at the End of each County in the faid Edition, 
which bave enriched, at wel as enlarged, Mr. Cambden’s Text, with many cu- 
viows-and material Obfervations , we bave alfo incorporated into the Hifery, and 
thereby bave laid before the Reader (as-far as we have gone in thu Work, and if 
" 4 : GOD: 
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GOD fpares Life, and continues Health, we fhall go through Great Britain) a 
the Enlargements and Improvements, that have hitherto been made upon Mr. Camb- 
a Pla ele and shat in a beter Order, and cafier Method than i to be found 
inti stfelf. 

What further Advances are made towards a general Hiffory of Great Britain, 
sn our Defeription of the feveral Counties already put cut, and fil be Monthly 
publifhing, wik be fuly manifefted to the Reader, by propounding firft, and then 
<oplying all the Parts of {uch an Hiftory, according to the Fudgment of {uch learn- 

ed Mev, as are moft defirous of it, and willing to promote it; which are, .

anoft eminent Men flourifhed, Cities were built, &c. ; 
* TLL Church-Hijtory, relating the wsoft remarkable Ecclefiaftical Matters from 
the firft planting of Chriftianity in this Ile to our Times, Viz. concerning the Bi- 
feps, and their Sees, Councils, the Univerfities, Monafteries, Martyrs, the Re- 
fermation, Cowvocations, and many other Ecclefiaftical Matters. : 

IV. The History of our Parliaments,and the Laws and Statutes enatted by them. 

v. Risgra by, comprebending the Lives of {uch Churchmen, State{men, and other 
private A who have been eminent in their Generations, either for their 
Wifdom, Piety, Charisy, Learning, great Attions, or Writings.

Thee are the General Heads, which we have endeavoured to model each of the 
Connsies.by; and tho’ it {urpaffes our Abilities to bring every one of them to the Per- 
fettion,. which say be defired, yet we have laboured to carry them as far as we 
can towards it, according to the Help and Afitance we have bad from our beft 
Hiftorians. For, . : 

. As to the Ge apbical Part, we have not only in our Natural Hiftory, given 
an Account of 1 roduct of every County, as Herbs, Plants, Fruits, Beafts, 
Fifh and Fowls, Rivert, Fountains, Mineral Waters, &c. but we bave obferved 
she political Divifion of them into Hundreds, Liberties, and Wapentakes, and therc= 
in bave defcribed the Cities and Boroughs, Corporations, and Market-Towns, their 
Confitutions and Governments, Markets and Fairs, with the multitudes of Villagts 
adjojoing, their Churches, Monuments, Schools, Alms-boufes, and any Antiquities 
{formd in or near any of them, as Camps, CaStles, Urns, Altars, Coins, &C. the 
great Reads leading to, by, or thro’ them, efpecially the Roman Military Ways f 

‘atling-ftreet, tbe Fo sway, Erminftrect, and Ykencld-R.cer, a8 which 
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awe have performed by the Affiftance of the beft Writers on thefe Subjeds, 
viz. Antoninus’s Itinerary, with Mr. Burton's Comment on it, Doometday- 
Book, Leland’s Itinerary, and the particular Hiftories of the Counties already 
publified, Dr. Caius’s and. Dr. Fullet’s Hiftory of Cambridge; Sir Peter Lei- 
cefter’s Antiquities, and Mr. King’s Geographical Hiftory of Chefhire, and Dr. 
Lee’s Natural Hiftory of the fame County: DMMr. Carew’s Survey of Cornwall, 
and the Laws and Cuftoms of the Stannaries of that County; the Laws and Liber- 
tet of the Mines and Miners in Derbythice, with the Poetical Defcriptions of 
the fasion Wonders of the Peake, by Mr. Hobbes in Latin, and Mr. Corton 
in Englith, Mr. Rifdon’s Devonthire; « very ufeful MS. of that County, and 
Mr. Prince’s Danmonii ilhuftres, i. ¢. The famous Men of Devon ; Mr. New- 
court’s Repertorium Ecclef Paroch. Lond. containing a good Account of the 
Churches of he Diocefe of London,viz. Effex, Middlefex, and Part of Herctord- 
thire ; Sir Henry Chauncey’s, and Mr. Norden’s Hiftory of Hertfordthice, 
Mr, Lambert's, Phi'pot’s, and Kilbourn’s Surveys of Kent, and Mr, Som- 
nex’s Antiquities of Canterbury, Dr. Lee's Natural Hiftory of Lancathire, 

- and Mr, Ray’s Manner of making Salt of Sea-Sand in that County, Mr. Burton's 
Leicefterfhire, and Mr. Butcher's Survey of Stamford i# Lincolnfhire, be- 
fides feveral private Letters from the Clergy and Inhabitants of the chief Towns 
in many of the Shires, fome of thems with Names, but woof of them without ; 
which we bave'inferted, where nectffary. <ind as to the remaining Counties, 
which wil be coming out Monthly, nosbing {hall be emitted to make them as full 
and perfell as thefe already publifhed, if not more; for we eve daily inquiring af- 
ter more Helps to compleat the Work, and have fome Hopes of obtaining them. 

IL As to the Chronology, we have under every Diviben of thy Part of Britain 
called England, in the Time of the Britains and Romans, which contained cach 
of them feveral of our Counties, except Kent, defcribed im the beginning of the 
first County, shat occurred in owr Alphabetical Method, whatever we have found 
remarkable concerning them, and {a bave proceeded down to the Saxons, Danes, 
and Normans, and particularly bave taken Notice of the Saxon Heptarchy, and 
nos only given a Catalogue of their Kings, but defcribed many Hs sheir warlike and 
charitable Deeds, according tothe Years of their Succeffion ; tho’ as to rbofe elder 
Times, we feldom meet with the Year when any notable AG of either Sort was 
done. Since the Saxon end Norman Monarchy bath been effablifhed in sbis Ifle, 
the Chronology s: more clear and perfeit, and we have been-fo exatt in thie Point, 
that there #2 hardly any remarkable Tranfaélion recorded, but we have fet dows 
the Year, and very often the Dazy when it was performed, For this Chronolegicat 
Part of owr Hiffory, awe are much bebolden to Archbifoop Uther’s Origines Bri- 
tannicz, or de Primordiis, Sir William Dugdale’s Baronage, Fuller’s Church 
Hiftory, Hollinfhed, Daniel and Speed’s Annals, and Mr. Fox's Martyrology, — 
which for that End we bave more carefully perufed, becaufe we are very fenfible 
of she great Ufe of Chronology in Hiftory, tho’ our Method wilt mor aBow sw to keep 
the Order of Annals, ihe 
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MEL. As t0 she Church Hiftory of this Part of oar Ile, as we bave allotted it a 
Part by itfelf, fo we bave been very copious in the Explication of it, as being of 
great Uje to she Reader. From the firft Settlement of Chriftianity among the 
Britains, and afterwards among the Saxons, we bave fhewed, where the Bifhops 
Sees were fixed, and how they were at length removed to the Chief Cities in their 
Dioerfes; and being fo fettled, we have demonstrated from Bifhop Godwin, 
de Pratulibus Angliz, bow in their feveral Succeffions, this Church was go- 
vaned under them, what Councils they called, and what wholefome Conftitutions 
they made by the Affiftance of thsir Clergy, for the good Government of their Flocks, 
(which bave been chiefly extracted from Sir Henry Spelman’s Councils, and Dr. 
Fuller's Charch-Hiftory) by what Steps and Degrees their Cathedrals were ereh- 
ed, adorned, repaired, and enlarged, and by whom endowed; what Monuments 
arcin thems, and bew many Prebends, &c belong to them. In our Cambridge~ 
thite, we beve briefly defcribed that eminent Univerfity in general, and its feveral 
Cobeges, and flsall do the farne for Oxford, thofe swo Fountains of Learning, from 
whence fo many famous Men have proceeded, as onr Biography wil: {ufficiently 
prove. After our Hiftory of the Bifhops, we give an Account of the Monasteries 
of every County, not from Mr. Tanner's Notitia Monattica only, but from 
Sir William Dagdale’s Monafticon Ang). abhere we bave found fome menti- 
ned in Mr. Speed's Lift from Leland, which are not taken Notice of by Mr. 
Tanner, bow shey were fuppreffed by King Henry VIII. and their Lands, and 
Tubes given to, or exchanged with the Bifhops, Nobility, and Gentry, for other 
Lands (according tothe Politick Advice of Cromwell, the chief Inftrument in that 
Wak) that they might be fo riveted into the Poffeffions of the fecular Clirgy and 
Laity, as mever to be recovered ; all which x9 related from Sir William Dug- 
dale's Baromage, the Hiftories of the Counties abovementioned, and a fe Manx- 
fevipt, which we bove in our Hands, treating of thofe Matters, We have tothefe 
added the tragical Hiftory of the Martyrs, who have fuffered for the Purity of the 
GofpebDcerine, frows the Fimes of Wickliff, to the End of the Reign of Queen 
Mary I. extradfed from ‘Ar. Fox's Martyrology, and bave been the more parti- 
cular in deferibing their Suffirings, that-we may guard onrfelves careful againt 
the Encroachments of Popery, which wewer fails to nfe the fame -butcherly Ivay of 
feining Profelytes, where it bas Power. And thav the Papifts may not brag f 
thir Chsrity, as fo very much exceeding that of the Proteftants, we bave not only 
in every Parifh taker Notice of the Alms-beufes, Hofpitals, and Work-boufes, eftan 
Uifhed and endowed by Proveftanss, but have fubjeined at the End of our Churcb- 
Hiftory, a Catalogue of the Charity-Schools fer wp within a few- Years im every 
Canty, « Bounty of that extenfrve Nature, both to the prefent and all future Gea 
mrations that no Hiftory can parallel it, and Papifts muff ever be fend, as never 
having dome the like, or perbaps ever thought of it. 

TY. As to she Hifterz of Parliaments, with the A&s and Statutes by them made 
and ordained, we bave in our Defeription of the Places, where they have met, gi- 
ven a fhort Account of the Occafionof their Affembling and Proecedings; but finee 

we 
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awe, are.not yet come tothe Places, where woft of the AGs new in Fores were Wide, 
viz. srondon, Weltminftes, Northarapeesire shcwher alecd s of ilo 
‘being upon fuddes Emergenties ufually, and to raife: Taxes ‘for-she careying om of 
Wars, &c. we cownot He Sappoled 10 have written much spon thst Hegd:.at.yet, 
and hereafter muft intreat our ader’s Leave not to. abridge the Statuie-Book, gor 
Jo much as to fet down at large Magna Charta, Charea de Forefta, 8c, whieh 
sere fo long contefted by our Kings and Barons, becaufe {uch Tranfcripts would 
Swell cur Hiftory to tho grest aBulk ; yet we fhall, as wear a we-can, point out 
thofe Parliaments which have enadied, our moft ufeful Laws, and refer oar Reader, 
‘who is defirous to be beter acquainted.with shew, to she Statutes at large, which 
‘are fo cal to be had, that fcarce anyClergy-man or Man of Letters.s wishout 
them, or an Abridgment of them, fufficient for their Uje; and for fuch, i wilt be 

neceffary to confult my Lord Coke’s Comment on foveral of thew in bis lnfticuces. 
V.. As to the Biography, or she Character of Perfons in Church or State, shat 
ave been eminent in their Times for their Wifdom, Condudl, ov Writings, we have 
thought this Part of Hiffory fo very ufeful to provoke the Living se Emulation, 
shat their exemplary Attions may live in the Monuments of Time, when their Per- 
fons are dead, that we have perhaps been {uper-abundant in this Pars of our Work; 
Sor befides the Lives of our Bifhops-and Martyrs, mentioned above ss our Church-Fi- 
frory, we bave in every Tows almoft, where any of thefe Worthies lived, given 
them their juft Encomiums, out of Dr. Eullet’s Worrbies, avd Church-Hiffory, Mr. 
Wood's Athen & Fafti Oxonienfes, and Ar. Lloyd's two Volumes, entitled, 
The Statefmen and Favourites of the fix ‘Reigns preceding King Charles II. 
and State-Sufferers for King Charles I. and where the Paces of their Nativity, 
or Refidence w not named, if we can but difcover the County where they were born 
or lived, we have annexed them to our Topographical Hiftory, if shey be Laymen, 
and at the Endof our Ecclefaftical, if Churchmew ; and te fuch as were Writers, 
we have added the Names of their Books, and when, ond where they were print- 
“ed, if they appeared to we 10 be written upon any wfeful Subjetts. Te thefe we hove 
fubjoined from Mr. Lloyd's and Dr. Walker's Sufferis mgt of the Nobility and Cler- 
SIs for the Eftablifoment.of the Churab, and Loyalty. to their Prince King ChatlesI. 
she Names of fuch Noplemen and Gentlemen at their Seats and Refidence, and {uch 
Clergymen at their Livings, as were fequefived, plundered, and put to Death on 
that Account, that they may receive a juft Commendation of their Conftancy. It 
ws true, we might bave produced at great a Number of Minifters ejected in 1662, 
out of Dr. Calamy’s Aacount, 8c. as were difplaced in 1642, and the following 
Years; but.if ithe the Gaufe, and not the Sufferéngs that makes the Marys it can 
beno Queftion, wherber the illegally difpoffiffed, or legally difplaced, deferve the 
Charaéter, for which we think their Example werth mentioning. 
VI. As to the Hero-ology, or a Defcrigtion of ow Nobility and Gentry, sbeir 
Rife, Falls, Pedegrecs, and Preferments, Mr. Cambden bas indeed mentioned 
many of thet, ae far as bis Time, in he Britannia, at the Place of their chief 
-Refidense ; but be having left ws.much iss she Dark as:to their Originals and nn, 
. : cqfuns 
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ccffieas, we bave been forced to hawe Recourfe to Sir. William Bugdale’s Baroniage, 
swho was Garter, Principal King of Arms, and living im she Lasser, Ed of the laft 
Century, bath abundantly fopplied shat Defect is onr Englifh Hifory, and ont of 
Bim wa bave hitherto deduced the Pedigrees of our Nobility, as they have occurred 
Bo ws in the Places from whence their Titles of Honour are taken, whetber Coun- 
ies, Citiesy or Tesyns, as. we foall ccntinue f¢ todo inthe eofaing Connties. Bus 
bare we wif abferae, -Thes the feme nyblé Farnily will be feweral Times nesntioned 
Cave bepe without any Offence ta the Reader) because: it is cuftomary for them to 
take the Title of Borow from one Place, shat of Vifcount, Earl, Marquifs, and’ 
Duke from foveral others, which being an Honour to each of thofe Places, we bave 

ht it net impertinent to InfPance in thems there; dnd fo weuch the. rather, be- 
caufe she fame Family bar continued Batens for fome Generations, before they were 
created Vifcounes ar Earls; and fo of the other Hanones of a higher Degree... After 
the Nobility, awe eve added a Cotalopue of the Baronets of each County, wot only 
becaufe they are termed by forme Nobiles Minores, bus becaufe they hetding ‘thet 
Titles by Patent, are the firft and immutable Degree of cur Gentry; and Pity is #, 
phat fome confiderable Eftate, unalienable from the Dignity, ss not annexed by their 
Patent, becaufe the Want of it bas rendered many ancient and good Families of Ba- 
vonets, not orily contemptible to the Vulgar, but uneafy to themfelves. 

Many other Matters worth Obfervation, but not aptly coming under any Head, 
we have taken Notice of in the Courfe of our Hiffories, as the Palaces of our Kings, 
aud the Princes. born at tem 3 Sa si of Noblemen rand Gentlemen, which are 
any thing magnificent ; the Manufattures of particular Towns and Counties, Pojt- 
Roads “ad eee many other Things of the like Nature, which we cate 
now particularly enumerate. 

How this laborions Work is performed, the judicious Reader muft determine: Nons 
can fay, but fuch a Compofure wanting, and very defirable, but perbaps all may 

_ wif it bad fallen into better Hands, in which we ourfelves concur, .boping that 
«thes cnr i Undertaking, may excite the more able to dvberters for’ as we 
are fenfible of owr own Defetts, fo'tss our Defire to all-that vowchfafe the Reading

AVING a Defign, in the following Papers, to lay. before 
m the Reader a compleat Hiftorical Geography of Great- 
% Britain and Ireland, it may not be improper, at ‘the En- 
mm trance of fuch a Work, to fay fomething in general of 
m the Antiquities of thefe Iflands; of the firft Inhabitants, 

. who they were, and from whence they might firft moft 
robably come ; of the various Names by which they have been known 
in all Ages; of the feveral Revolutions that have happen‘d_ in thefe Na- 
tions, both in Church ‘and State; and of the different Divifions, chat 
from Time to Time have been made of them, by the People that govern’d 
them. What the Reader may expect here, will chiefly relate to that Part 
of Great-Britain, now called England. A more particular Regard will be 
had to the Antiquities of Scotland and -Ireland, when we come to enter 
upon a Defcription of thofe two. ‘Kingdoms.

I. 


Of BRITAIN i General. 


py REAT BRITAIN is the 
moft renown’d Ifland of the 
whole World; and as. the 
Ancients leok’d upon it to 
be the greateft, fo we may ftill, for any 
thing thet is yet certainly known, ‘not- 
withttanding fome pretended modern 
Difcoveries to the captrary. However 
that be, Caz/ar, who firlt difcover'd it to 
the Romans, had fuch an Opinion of its 
Largenefs, that he thought he had found 
Another World: And fo he wrote to the 
Senate, in a Letter mentioned in hjs Com- 
smentaries, as may be gather’d from a Paf- 
fage in Eumenius, Solinus exprefleth him- 
fer much after the fame Manner; and 
Facitus affirms, that of all the Iflands 
known to the Romans, Britain was the 
seateR, To-the fame Purpofe Dionyfius 
the Geographer writes in the following 
Verfes: 7

Whate'er in Oc0an’s fpacious Bofom lye, 
Let none with Britain’s fpreading Iandvie. 


We need not ftop here to produce the 
Teftimony of Revennas, and other mo- 
dern Writers, to the fame Purpofe: It 
will be more ufeful, in this Place, to 
point out the Pofition of this famous 
Iand, in relation to the Heavens. Dif- 
ferent Authors have given very different 
Accounts of the Latitude of Great Bri- 
tain; but we think it impertinent to 
trouble the Reader with them, fince the 


moft leamed Dr. Halley did us theFavour- 
to inform us, that the Lizard Point; or- 
moft Southesly-Part of Britain, lyes in 
49° 55° of N. Lat. and that Caithas/s, or 
that Part of Britain which is fartheft re- 
moveft towards tif Ngrth, is in 58° 35° 
of the fame N. Latitude. 

Lengitade has hesetofore beer ufually 
reckon’d Eaftward, round the Globe, . 
frora the Meridian, taken at Pleafure, and 
called,. The firff Meridian. ThusPtolemy 
places his firft Meridian about one De- 
gree Welt of the:Casary [fles; others at 
Teneriff; fome among the Azores; and 
ojhere again amongft the Iflands of Cape 
Verde: All counting,. as. we have cb- 
ferv’d already, .Eaftward quite round the 
Globe, ’till they meet again with the 
fame Meridian. But, of late Days, it 
hhas been thought more convenient to 
count from the firt Meridian, taken at 
Pleafure as before; firft Eaftward, cal- 
ling it Bafern Longitude; and then from . 
the fame Place Weftward, calling it 
Weftern Longitude. Thus fome learned . 
Men of our own Nation have defervedly. 
pitched upon. London as the moft proper: 
Place for Engli/b Men to fix their firft 
Meridian at; and thence they reckon 
Eaftward and Weftward, as before men- 
tioned. According to this Way of” 
counting, the Longitude is adjufted in 
the Maps entitled, Britannia Romana and 
Britannia Saxonica, By this MeansEafters - 
and Weftern Longitude from the firft Me- 
ridians, will in fome Meafure correfpond 
with Northern and Southern Latitude from 
the Equater; but with this Difference, 

that 
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that whereas Latitude, for a Reafon ob- 
vious to the Reader, is reckon’d from 
the Equator to the North and South 
Poles only, i. ¢. 90 Degrees or a Quarter 
of the Globe; Longitude is counted 
Eaftward and Weftward, half the Globe, 
"till we come at the lower Semicircle of 
the firft Meridian, i.¢. 180 Degrees each 
Way. There is yet another very mate- 
rial Difference, worth taking Notice of, 
which is as follows: That whereas -the 
Latitude of Places is meafur’d upon their 
Meridians, which are ail of them great 
Circles, and therefore all Degrees of La- 
titude muft be equal one to the other; 
yet the Longitude of Places being mea- 
fur’d either apon the Equator, or Cir- 
cles parallel to it, which Circles conti- 
nually decreafe towards the Poles, and 
yet are each of them, as well as the Equa- 
tor, divided into 360 Degrees. Hence it 
follows, that the Degrees of Longitude 
are not equal every where one to another; 
and do therefore vary in their Propor- 
tion to the fame Sort of Miles, as the Pa- 
rallels are more or lefs d.ftant from the 
Equator. 

From what we have faid concerning 
Latitude and Longitude, it may beg 
ther’d, that Britain, . where ’tis longelt, 
i, ¢, between the Lizard-Peint and Gaith- 
atfiy is neat 540 Mies in Lengths and 
from the Land’s Ex to thelfle of Thanet 
where ’tis broadeft, above 300 Miles in 
Breadth. it is likewife apparent, that 
the lenge Day at Lizard-Point is 16 
Hours, and the longelt at Caitinefs 18 
very nears becaufe the former lyes ih the 
8", and. the other wah the 12‘ Cti- 
mate, - 

Great Britain is feparated from Ger- 
meny and the Notthern Kimpdont,. by 
what is ufually calied the Garman Oceen 5’ 
on the Notth Parts it 2 beat upon Sythe 
Egger boraat-ot wak Northen Goeth ; be-" 
twetn it and Jrelaad, onthe Wet, flows:

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Vervigian) or Irifo Sea; ‘on the South 
runs the Briti Chanel. 


The Chanel between this Ifland and 
France, being in fome Places very nar- 
row, has led fome Authors into an Opi- 
nion, that Britain was once joined to the 
Continent. Servixs upon Virgil is the 
moft ancient Writer we meet with that ° 
exprefsly affirms any fuch thing. But to 
us: it feems that Servius’s Obfervation 
proves nothing but this: That, tho’ he 
lived early, and was not very far re- 
moved from the Time of his Author, yet 
he could however as eafily miftake the 
Meaning of Firgil as more modernGram- 
marians. We find him, notwithftand- 
ing, foltow’d in: this Conceit by many 
Foreigners, as alfo by Fol Twine, ano- 
ted Antiquary of our own, and by Ver- 

Stegan, whofe Arguments are anfwer'd at 
largebySammes in hisBritannia, Mr.Cam- 
den determines nothing in this Point. If 
the Reader defires to fee what has been 
faid upon this Head, he may at his Lei- 
fare, turn to the Authors juft now men- 
tioned. We look upon it as a Trifle not 
worth infifting upon. 

The Air of this ifland is fo temperate, 
that the Natives are not ufually vexed 
with the Extremity either of Heat of 
Cold. One of thefe Bleffings, we pre- 
fume, they owe partly to the Climate, 
and the other, among many other Happi- 
neffes, to their being * encompaffed with 
the Sea. It is withal fo healthful, that 
many of the Inhabitants live to a very 
great Age: So that what Brictius tells the 
World of a Plague raging in Britain once 
in feven Years, muft either proceed from 
Ignorance, or be looked upon as a down- 
right Calumny. . 

‘The Soil here is fo very fruitful, efpe , 
cially in Com, that ’twas ancieatly cal-. 
led the Granary of the Weflern World.; 
Wre think it may, in fome Sénfe, fill, 
deferve'that Name, becaufe, ‘af prefent,, 
fome' of the greateft Kingdoms in’ the

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‘World are fupplied; with that neceffary 
Support of Life, from this Ifland only, 
- If we were writing to Strangers in a 
Language they underftood, and not to 
our own Countrymen, who are daily 
fenfible of the many and great Advan- 
tages they enjoy by being bom in this 
Fortunate Wand; we might inftance in 
Particulars without Number, and tell 
them, that Great- Britain) which no other 
Nation can with fo much Juftice pretend 
to) produces of itfelf all that can really 
conduce either to the Neceflities and Con- 
venience, or to the Pleafures and Satif- 
fadtion of Life. We are apt to think a 
Stranger would the more readily believe 
us, becaufe we find an old Poet faying 
much the fame Thing: 


Tu nimio nec firiéta Gelu, necSidere fervens, 
Clementi Calo, Temperieque places. 
Cum pareret Natura Parens,varieg; Favore 
Divideret Dotes omnibus una Locis, 
Sepofait potiora tibi, Matremg, profeffa,

~ Notwithftanding what we’ faid before, 
we cannot forbear mentioning the Ad- 
vances that have been made towards a 
true Knowledge of Nature, by the 
Jéarned Men of our own Nation. For 
it may with Modefty be affirmed, that, 
ithin the Compafs of fixty Years, they 


have difcover’d, in that Way, fix times 
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more than all the World had done before 
them. 

The Courage of the Englifp has been 
fufficiently experienced by their Enemies, 
that have fuffer’d by it. Happy in fuch 
brave Subjects, our moft glorious Queen 
hasnow GIVEN an Honourable and 
Lafting Peace to Europe. 

After fuch Scenes as thefe, to opena 
lefs pleafing one to the Sight of the Rea- 
der, would perhaps difguft or difappoint 
him: But if we can thew him Elyfian 
Fields in Britain, we hope he will ftay a 
Moment, and look upon jit again, with 
us, under that View. This Opinion, 
how wild and extravagant foever it may. 
feem to fome, is not deftitute either of 
Authorities or Probabilities to fupport 
it. For, we know that the Phenicians 
were the firft who traded into this 
Tfland: We know likewife that the Gres 
cians at that Time were very ignorant, 
and received: their Notices of Men and | 
“Things, and Places, from the Phasnicians, 
Whether they always rightly underftood 
their Teachers, is nothing to our Bufi- 
nefs at prefent. Certain it is, that the 
Tales told by the Phamicians were the 
true Foundation and Original of all the 
Grecian Mythology. Some learned Men 
therefore bave thought, that from what 
the Phaenicians faid of Britain, as that it 
was a moft pleafant and delightful Placey 
abounding in all Things that were then 
thought neceflary to make Men happy 
particularly, that it was full of Groves 
and Rivers, and Fountains; and that it 
‘was not difturbed or molefted by the 


. common Miferies and Calamities of the’ 


World, as being quite feparated from it:' 
From thefe, we fay, arid-fuch Accounts 
as thefe, fome leamed Men have run in- 
to an Opinion, that the Greek Poets took: 
their Defcription of Edyfiums from what’ 
the Phenicians told-them of: Britain; va- 
ried however, nodoubt, in feveral Cit- 
cumftances, by the Vanity and Wanton- 
nels of that Nation, . 
: : Whether

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Whether this Conjefture be well 
‘pute. We “hall only obferve, “that as 
the Pheenicians anciently were, fo the Bri- 
sains at this Day are, famous for their 
Skill in Navigation. In this, and in 
Power at Sea, they are much fuperior to

wife. For'there are now no Nations, 
thofe only excepted whofe Originals are 
deliver’d in Scripture, that can, upon 
any certain Grounds, give a full and 
‘fatisfaCtory Account ‘of the firft Inhabi- 
tants of the Countries they belong to. 
‘They were Men generally tude and un- 
either 


among themfelves, or with their Neigh- 
bours, which deprived them of an Op- 
-portunity of «cultivating thofe Arts, 
which alone could enable them to tranf- 
mit any certain Memorials of themielves 
to Pofterity. ‘Nay, we are affured from 
good Authority, that neither the Druids 
who were the Priefts among the Britains, 
nor the Bards, who celebrated in Verfe 
the Atchievements of their great Men, 
ever did, or ever would, in thofe Days, 
commit any Thing of this kind to Wri- 
ting. ‘There were, ‘no doubt, feveral 
‘Fradifigns among them: One of which 
is, by fome leamed Men, imagined to 
have been, that they were defcended 
from the Trojans. Some Remains of this 
are fuppofed ftill to be preferved in the 
Britifh Hittory, tranflated into Latin by 
Geoffrey of Manmouth,

us, that Brutus, Son of Silvius, who was 
the Grandfon of Eneas by Afianius, 
having been the Caufe of the Death of 
his Mother at his Birth, and of his Fa- 
ther in Hunting, as it was foretold he 
fhould be, fled intoGreace; there refcued 
the Progeny of Helenus, Son of Priam, 
from Slavery ; overcame King Pandrefis 
and married his Daughter; put to 
with the Trejans he had left, and coming 
to an Ifland called Loegetic, was there 
order’d by the Oracle of Diana to fail 
towards this Weftern Ifland. That ac- 
cordingly he paffed thro’ the Streights of 
Gibraltar, came into Aguitain, routed 
Golfarius Pius King of Aquitain, with 
twelve other Princes of Gaul, built the 
City of Tours, ravaged Gaul, croffed over 
into this Ifle, then inhabited by Giants. 
‘That having overcome them, together ° 
with Gogmagog, who was the biggeft of 
them, he called this Ifland Britain from 
his own Name, in the Year 1108 before 
Chrif. 

Some Time after this Hiftory came 
abroad, . it was violently oppos’d by 
William of Newborough : But whether he 
did this out of a Love of Truth, which 
is the common Pretence on fuch Occafi- 
ons, or out of ill Will to the Britains of 
thofe Times, is very uncertain. Gircldus 

Cambren- 
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GConbronfis calls tt a Febaleastiifioy: This 
we think however iachiefy to ‘be-un-! 
derftood of the Eeymplogy of Wales; for 
be elfewhere owne the Story of Bratss, 
and delivers it as true Hifory. But 
whatever was Giraléus's Qpinion con 
cerning ity. ’tis textain that. Zebs Whrot- 
benficed, Abbot. of St in the 
Reign-of Messy VI. ove of the ‘moft 
learned Men of'bis Time, looks ugion it 
as a Fidtion contrary to Trath and to 
the ancient Reman Hiflory, Nay, fince 
the Reftauration of Learning, je 
Vives, Hadrianus Funiss, Polydore Virgil, 
Buchanan, Vignier, Ganebrard, Molinaus, 
Bedinus, ang others, deny’dthere was ever 
fuch a Man as this Bretay, - But Men of 
as much Learning and Skill in thefe Mat- 
ters as any we have mentioned, have a 
quite different Opinion of this-Hiftory. 

nbn Leland the fanious Antiquary, and 

it Fobu Price, have both de- 
fended it: And fo haé'Mi. Seldin, aod: 
of late Days the loamed Br. Siringbow, 
Something too that ‘looks this Way has 
been obferved by Dr. Peess/, Ds. Deviss, 
and the late knowing Brit Antiquary 
Mt. Edward Lhugd: Even the excetlent 
Mr, Comden,..tho’ he makes fome Obr 
Jettions to it, doesnever pofitively deny 
it. I¢ muft be‘own'd; : there are marty 
Ciroumftances in it, which to any Man 
of Learning, at firt Sight, willappear to 
be abfurd, and utterly falfes but that 
she Foundation of the Story is fo too, is 
what at prefent we shalt not affirm, ‘and 
what thofe who oppofe it will never be 
able to prove. 


“MF Canibden raving, upon very good” 


Grounds, rejected the Qpinion of Cafar, 
Diodorus, and others who make the Bri- 
tains Aborigines, goes up as high as the 
Flood, to make out a Conjeéture of hig 
own. He gathers. from Mo/és, that the 
Sons of Noch, when they found their Fa- 
mailies increafe, feparated, and went into 
different Quarters of the World, and by- 
Degrees furnithed :it- with Inhabitants. 
He then cites Theapbilus Antiochenusy and

Siders, to prove, that fome of them came 
ae far es Britain, ot at loa as far ae the 
Britifo Oc0ean. Thea be proposes his 
Canjedture concerning Gener, the eldeft 
Sonof Fopbet, whom he fappofes to have 
given both Original and Name to the 
Gimbei, a People that {pread themfelves 
fanand wide, not only in Germany, due 
in Gex/alfo. Feom this lauer Place be 
brings fome of them over into Britain, 
and makes them the firft Inhabitants of 
this Ifland. This, in thort, is the Opi- 
nion of the learned Mr. Camden ; and this 
is the Opinion which, fincehis Time, has 
generally prevailed. . 

But to shis it_ may be objeed, thaty 
Setting afide the Likenefs of Names, there 
is no Foundation in Antiquity for deti- 
ving Cimbri from Gomer that Cimbri, ac- 
cording to Diedorus end thers, isa Con> 
traction of Cimmeri, who were certainly. 
aPeople of Scyédis, and therefore the Der 
foendants of Afageg,. the focond Son nf 
Sabhety that, in att Probability Britais: 
wad inhabited before the Cimbré pais'd the - 
Rhine, in order-to poflefs themfelves of 
Gaul; that however, long before they 
some escfar ne theShore oppofite to Bri- 
2aitt, into the: Cher onefe called attor theit 
om: Name Cimber; and from this Pes 
infula it is; that Ms, Sdames, theicasead 
Monéeur Leibaitz:, and others, fetch the 
firft Inhabimante of Britaiz. . 

Indeed Mr. Camden has with'a great 
deal. of Leaming endeavoured to make 
good his Opinion. He obferves, that 
‘Goud is the neareft. to Britain of any Part 
of the Continent, being feparated from 
it only by a very narrow Chanel: The 
fame Religion, and the fame Form of 
Government, prevailed in both Nations. 
He tells us, they had the fame Manners, 
Cuftoms, and Way of Living, and thews 
by feveral Inftances they had much the - 
fame Language. 

Thefe we own are very good Argu- 
ments to prove that the firft Inbabitants 
of Britain came immediately out of Gaul. 
But if the Credit of the Britis Hifory. 
holds -

ber, that Brutus upon the Death of his 
Parents fled into Greece, into that Part of. 
Greece call’d Epirus, where he married the, 
King’s Daughter, *Tisnot improbable, 
that upon: the Accourit :of Brutus -his 
Princefs, or.for forme other.Reafons we 
are now unacquainted with, fome of the 
People of Epirus were willing to accom- 
pany Brutus inhis Voyage. At their Ar- 
rival in Gaul, they found that Country 
but thinly inhabited." Now Gaul being 
in this Condition,’ twas no difficult Mat- 
ter for Brutus to make thofe'Conquetts, 
and build that ‘City mentioned in the 
“Britifh Hiftory, Here he might, in all 
Probability leave his Companions, when 
he purfued the Order of the Oracle into 
this IMfand. Hf there be any thing. in 
this Story, then we have a clear Account 
of a Tradition among the ancient Geuh, 
anentioned by Ca/ar, that they were'de- 
fcended from Dis; becaufe Dis or Pluto, 
according to the bef and moft learned 
Interpreters of Mythic Fkffory, was King 
of Epirus, the very Place froth whence 
thefe Companions of Brutus are here fup- 
-pofed to come. But: we lay no manner of 
Strefs upon this Conje@ture, becaufe itis 
sour own, and becaufe it’has no Founda- 
tion, that we know of, but this feeming 
Agreement between the Britié Hiftory 
and the Tradition in Cae/ar before men- 


‘tioned. : 
It will be expected perhaps we fhould 
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fayfomething toC yar} orCamri, theName 
by which the Britains ancientty did, and 
do-at this Day; call themfelves, becaufe 
it feems, as the knowing Mr.Camdexhas 
obfery’d, to owe its Origin to Cimbri, 
Thefe Names refemble ene another very 
much ;. bat perhaps, a8 Dr. Davixs inti= 
mates, they:meant-no more by Clmry, 
thaws that theyware, as Cafer faysexprefly 
they 4ooked-upon themfelves to be, Indi- 
gerd, i.e. the firt or moft ancient Inhabi- 
tants of Britain, in-Oppofition to thofe 
that came over out of Belgium, who in his 
Days, or before, had feated themfelves in 
the Maritime Parts of it: Tho’ the Doc- 
tor’s own Opinion, that-they called them- 
felves fo: from Camber, one of the Sons 
of Brute feems much more probable. 
Weknowthe learned Father +Pezron's 
Sentiments of thefe Cimbri are fomewhat 
different from Mr. Cambden’s ; and yet he 
too endeavours to deduce them from Go- 
mer, . But this Writer is fo whimfical, 
fo full of his ‘Celta and’ the Celtique Lan- 
guage, that to us, in-thefe Matters, he 
feems tobe an Author of no great Credit 
or Authority.

Diverfity of Opinions in rela- 

tion to the firft Inhabitants of 
Britain, we have here a much fairer Op- 
portunity offered us of doing fo, in Re- 
ference to the Origination ef the Name. 
But tho’ the Opinions of Writers, who 
have propofed their Conjeéttres about 
this Bufinefs of the Name, be numerous ; 
yet fome of them are fo abfurd and ill 
grounded, that the bare mentioning of 
them will fuffictently expofe them. 

Some feem to have thought it was cal- 
led fo from Brito thé Centaur; others 
ftom Bretanus, mentioned by Parthenius. 
The learned Sir Thomas Eljict derives it 
from Dgvleaefa ; butthe Greets themfelves 
call it BesTania Of Besterle, Hympbrey 
Lhayd, a noted, Antiquary, confidently 
deduces it from the Britié Word Prid- 
cain: Bot this feemg to us to be a mo-

We 
cannot tell whether it will be any Ex- 
cufe for thefe Learned Men to obferve, 
that "tis difficult to come at the tne 
Meaning of very many Ancient Names 
and Cuftoms, becaule of the Changes 
and Revolytions, that, in a tong Tra of 
Time, ufually in every Nation. 
Something like this has been taken No- 
tice of by Afanibus.

However, there are two of three Opinions 
behind that will deferve a more ferious - 


 Confideration, becaufe they have

Knowledge in thefe Matters. "We 
mean that of the great Mr. Camden, that of 
Mr. Somner, and'that of Monficur Bochart ; 
to which we thal! take this Opportunity 
of adding a Fourth, that has not yet, as far 
ay we know, been publithed inBacie.

If it could once be made out, that the 
Hiftory of Brute is true, and to be de- 
pended on; if Antiquaries were agreed 
fn and fatisfied about’ this fingle Point, 
any farther Difquifitions about the Ety- 
mology of Britain would be altogether 
needlefs, We fhould then have no oc- 
cafion to trace it in the Phornician,Greci- 
an, or Britih Languages; which fort of 
Search ‘cannot be very pleafant or fatis-. 
factory, becaufe in this Cafe if one 
fhould happen to hit upon the Truth, 
he can never be certain he bas found it, 
But what Strefs is to be laid upon this 
Story, muft be determined by the Argu- 
ments and Authority of the Authors 
mentioned in the foregoing Chapter. 
Mr. Camden has attempted to prove by 
feveral Authorities, that the ancient Bri-. 
tains ufed to paint their Bodies, This 
being allowed, he finds in the Briti 
“Language, that Brith fignifies Painted,and 
aaa in Greek he fuppofes to fignify a 
Region or Country, From thefe two 
Words, drawn from different Languages, 
he forms Brithtania, or Brittania, or ta- 
ther, as ’tis ufually written, Britannia, 
i.e, a Land or Country of painted Men. 
But the learned J/aac Cafaubon thewed 
his Diflike of this tela long ago, bein 
not fatisfied with the Authority of Che 
Saries in this Point; He required fome 
Author’ fhould be produced that had 
ufed the Word ras in that Senfe. Nay 
Mr. Sommer will not allow that, in StriGt- 
nefs of Speech, the Ancient Britains did 
ever paint themfelves. It appears indeed 
from Cefar, Mela, and Pliny, that they 
ftain’d their Bodies with Woad: But 
there isa wide Difference between bare~ 
ly dying or daubing the Body (which 
implies no more than colouring.) and 
painting, which neceflarily fuppofes fome 
fort of Figures drawn.ppon the Body. 
This learned Antiquary therefare, having 
rejected. the Brith-tania of Mt. Camden, 
would have it come from Brydio, which 
in Britif fignifies fervere, aftuare, &c. 
pointing opt the Heat apd viglent Mo- 
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tion of the Britis Sea, fo much talked 

of by Authors. Now fince this Quali- 
yor our Seas has been fo remarkable in 

all Ages, fince the Brito Bridio fury 
expreffes that Quality, we mutt at leaft 

allow this Conjecture a good Share of 
Probability. And a late Author having 

affirm’d that ’tis no lefs plaufible than 

learned, adds ; Doubtle/s from, the fame 

Original is their Brydaniceth,iracundia,fer- 
vor, which leads us naturally to Brydane ; | 
in Saxon, Brytane; with us, Britain. 

However Dr. Skinner, a famous Etymo- 

loger; feems not fatisfied with this, but 

derives it from Bri, which in Brith is 

Noble; and Tain, which in the ‘fame 

Language fignifiesa River. So that Bri- 

tain according to him, is fo called from 

its abounding in excellent Rivers: And 

indeed we think there was no Ifland, 

anciently known, that equal’d it in this 

Refpeét. 

Monfieur Bochart, whofe Conjecture 
we are now about to mention, was cer- 
tainly very great Man; particularly in 
the Oriental Languages; by the Help of 
which he has not only cleared up many 
obfcure Paffages in Scripture, but alfo 
in ancient Hiftory, efpecially that of the 
Pheenicians. In his Treatife concerning 
their Colenies, he has not only traced, 
them all along in the Mediterranean, but 
thro’ the Streights, and has proved from. 
Strabo and others, that they came at leaft 
as far asthe Caffiterides, Thele Caffiterides 
Mr. Camden: bas fhewn to be the Silly, 
Tfand;, Now if they came fo far, nay. 
even into Britain, as the fame Authors 
affirm, there is no doubt put they came 
into Cormwal too, being very near thefe. 
Tflands, and abounding with Tin, from 
which Metal thefe Cafjterides had their 
Name. Hence it is that Monfiewr Bo- 
chart gueffes they called this Ifland Be- 
ratanack ot Brat-qnack, a Land of Tin. 

We know all this Account of the. 
Phenicians trading hither, and giving 
Names to Places, has been ridiculed by 
fome of oyr bef Aptiquaries ; pt

Mr. Sammes, who follows Bochart in this 
Point, has been infulted as one that was 
an utter Stranger to our Briti/h or Saxon 
Antiquities. But fince it has been evi- 
dently made out that the Phanicians did 
come as faras Britain, we, fhall take, the 


Liberty to give another Derivation of ° 


Britain from the fame age, taken 
from an + Autbor now living and well 
vers’d in the EafternDialects. The Pha- 


nicians having paffed the Streights, met’ 


with no Iflands in the Ocean comparable 
to thefe now called the Britih Ties. 
‘Thefe therefore by Way of Excelteni 
they named Brithan, EXTERN, 
OUTE R, or Iflands in the OUTER 
SEA or OCEAN, in Oppofition to 
thofe in the Mediterranean, which they 
caied the INNER SEA. From 
this Brithan, Britannia will naturally 
flow. 

Of thefe Opinions, Mr. Camden’s has 

enerally been followed in England, and 

'r. Bochart’s beyond Sea. But what the 
Learned will think of the laft, cannot 
certainly be forefeen. :

Fracoftorius derives it from the Nature 
of the Engi Soil, which lies very 
much upon Chalk, or a white ‘fort of 
Marle. Others deduce it from “AA¢®-, 
which in Greek fignifies White. Mr. Hav, 
in his. Commentary upon Dionyfius the 
Geographer, thinks it might be called 
fo from Allybaun, a Name by which the 
Northern Parts of Great Britain, were 
known to the Jrio-Scots, becaufe Ellan- 
Ban, ‘in the Ancient Scotti Language, is 
a Word of the fame Signification with 
Albion, according to the Interpretation 
we fhall give of it by and by. . : 

Others fancy it may be named Albion, 
as if it had originally been Oldion, from 
“oat, which in the Language of the 
Greeks is Happy. Of this Opinion 
Mr. Drayton, the Poet, feems to have 
been, who intitles his Defcription of 
this Ifland Poly-Olbion, Nay there have 
not been wanting Authors, who were 
fo abfurd as to bring Albion from Albi- 
na, .a fuppofed Daughter of Disclefian, 
we know not what King of Syria; and 
Mr. Milton will have it Alebion, as if it 
had fome Relation to Libya, But it may 
with more Probability be fetched from 
Alpin, 2 Phaenician Word, which fignie 
fies a bigh Mountain; or Alben, which in- 
the fame Diale& fignifies Hite. The 
former of thefe Opinions is vehemently 
defended by Buchazan, who will have 
Alpin or Alpum to be a Word common 
to feveral Nations, But to us it feems 
indifferent from which of thefe Words 
we derive Albion, becaufe the Mountains 
on the Shore appear not only very high, 
but white to .thofe that approach this 
Ifland from the Continent ; tho’ it muft 
at the fame time be owned, that A/bion 
from Alben feems.to be countenanced by 
the Britifs Poets, who after Onomacritus, 
call our Ifand Inis Wen, i. ¢.. the White 
Tfand, : 
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CHAP. IV. 


Of the Cuftoms, Manners and Way of | Living, 
among the Britains. 


HE Ancient Britcias were a 
generous and a brave. People ; 
and tho’ they were too, at 
that Time, Barbarous and 
Idolatrons, yet this was no peculiar Une 
happinefsof theirs, but common to them 
with the reft of their Neighbours. Of 
all their Neighbours however, moft 
refembled the Gauls: But as Tacitus has 
preferred the Genius of the Britains to 
‘tbat of the Gaus, fo has Diodorus their 
Integrity to that of the Ramans. Their 
Bodies. were generally tall and well pro- 
portion’d, and their Conftitution fo 
Atrong, that, if Pistareh be credited, 
many of them lived 2 Hundred and 
twenty Years. ‘Ehey were remarkable 
for their-zellow Hair, and their Women 
‘were fair and of very fine Features. 

They looked upoe it as a Crinte to eat 
ether Hen os Goofe, which how- 
ever, Ca/ar affures us,they kept for their 
Pieafate. Way Piisy :affems, that the 
Chenerotes, whichare Of the fame Species 
with Geefe, ‘were looked upon as the 
ehoiceft Meat in Britais.- “Fhey ware 
very. {paring in their Diet, according to 
Disdorns, which both he and Cafaralirm 
to have been ufualty either. Venifon, ot 
Fruits os Milk.. Strabo fays,. iew 
nothow. to make Cileefe,; * but thatcan- 
not be altogether true; for it will not 
eafily be allowed that all of them, efpe- 
cially thofe that dealt with the Phani- 
cians, were ignorant of fo common a 
Piece of Shill. Dien affures us they til- 


ledno Ground: But he too mutt be un- 
derftood with Reftriction; for Pliny af- 
fures us, they manur'd their Ground 
with Marl a of Dung, which are 
gues no fuch Ignorance in dry as 
Strabe and Dien charge upon them, Tei 
Drink was ufually made of Barley, as 
Solinus hath inform’d us, We thall on- 
ly farther obferve, that this Diftindtion 
of Meats, theit making fome lawiul, 
others unlawful, in Mr. Seldén’s-Opi- 
tion, relith’d fomewhat of the Few, 
and was rarely practis’d by any but Ea- 
ftern Nations, foch as Phenice, Egypt, 
Syria, &c. who had converfed with the 
Fews. So Dion tdls-us, the ancient Bris 
Sains fymbolized with the Syrians in res 

fufing to est Fifh. ~ . 
Their Cldathe, when they ufed any, 
were very mean, being commonly so 
thing elfe but. the Skins of Beafts. For 
Ornaments, they wore Chains of iron 
abouttleir Anns, and above their Mid» 
die, Of their paiming themftlves, we 
have faid fomethiag above a the. fecoud 
Chapter. © \ 
cir Buildings were almott, geterdlly 
fpeaking, as meat as their Clomths. 
Bor a Fown, in the Lan; of the 
Britains, wees a a sich ond, urvonedond 
fenced 4 Diteh.and Rampirei 
‘Fheir. Cottages were very:.findl, arid 
thatched with Straw. What then? Sa 
‘are they ffill in feveral Places of Bri- 
tain. But can we thence ‘conclade with 
alate leamed Writer, that Cz/ar, at his 
landing 
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Landing, fourd net f2 nanch as one Stone 
a ‘anotbir. The direét-conttary to the 
Affertion fens to-be probable from fome 
Paffages in Ca/er himfelf, wht affures 
us, the Britis Bulldings were: like thofe 
of Gesl; and in the fame Book we 
have Accounts of large Cities ditd lotig 
Sieges. We think it patt Doubt, fome 
of thefe Cities, at feat the Walls of 
them, were of Stone. Why fiduld Bri- 
tain therefore, which exceedéd Gaul in 
almoft all other Refpeéts, be thought to 
come fa very fhort of it in this? . 
Te cannot eafily be imagined that all 
the Cities in Gaui, mentioned by Ca/ar, 
were:buitt by the Remens, ‘e will 
therefore, at prefent, fuppofo there an+ 
ciently were upon the Goafts of Britain 
fome good Towns, to which Strangers 
had Recourfe to buy ahd fell, and éx- 
change Wares with thofe of the Ifland. 
The Inhabitants on the Shore; towatds 
the South, were much more civifited 
than thofe.of the Inland Country, The 
Commodities then rteG-ount of this 
Iftand were moftly Hides, Tin artd Lead, 
which the Natives exctiariged: for Brafs 
and Iron chiefly, of which they made 
not only the Chins <Bove-mientiohed, 
but alfo Money, ‘which was then’ fio!

Notions, we thall not be. very folicitous 
to enquire. “We chife to fay this, be- 
caufe Mr. Camden, who was'a Perfon of 
admirable Learning and Judgment, if he 
had been alive after the great Difcoveries 
made, in the moft diftant Antiquities, 
by Bochart and others, would, without 
more ado, have readily come into a good 
Opinion of them. , 

This then, according to Ca/ar, was 
the Cuffom the Britains ufed in fighting 
with their Chariots: Having driven to 
all Parts of the Enemy’s Army, and di- 
ftributed their Darts to the beft Advan- 


tage, they frequently put the foremoft 


Ranks in Diforder, only with the Noife 
of their Wheelsand Horfes ; then forcing 
their Way into the midft of the Cavalry, 
forfook their Chariots and fought on 
Foot, performing at the fame Inftant the 
Part of nimble Horfemen, and that of 
ftable Foot :. Their Drivers in the mean 
while riding a little Way out of the 
Battel, placed themfelves fo convenient+ 
Jy, that if their Party were too much 
opprefled by the Enemy, they might 
fafely retreat to them again. So expert 
were they at this Exercife by perpetual 
Pra€tice, that they could, ftay their Hox- 
fes upon a full Stretch, even in the midi 
of a Defcent ftop fhort and turn, run 
upon the Pole, reft on the Harnefs, and 
throw themfelves with great Dexterity 
into their’ Chariots. . . 
The Chariots they thus..fought in 
were exceedingly well ' harnefle 
armed, for at both Ends of, the Axel; 
‘Trees they faften’d- Hooks. and Scythes; 
{6 that driving furioufly ‘into the Ene+ 
my’s Battel, they made whole Lanes of 
Maughter’d “Men, the Scythes cutting 
them to Pieces who did not Rive: seedy 
‘Way, and fuch. as efcaped them were 
caught up with the Hooks, which were 
placed for that Purpofe’s’ fo: that hangin, 
there, and fulfering’ intolerable Pain anc 
‘Torment, they were conftrained to wait 
upon the Triumphs of their Conquerors, 


their Chariot-Wheels. .° .” 


The INTRODUCTION} being 


being ’d along befote and behind 
. The Horfes the- Britains ufed in theic 
Chariots were fmalkand fwift ; but whe= 
ther their Breed was generally fo, or 
whether they chofe them fuch, as éafier 
to be managed, and fitter to climb Hills 
and endure Labour, - is not, as. far. awe 
find, determined by antient Writers. 
But becaufe this Way of .Fighting-is 
more ‘eafily defcribed and, fet out to the 
Eye, than conveyed by Words to the 
Imagination, we have caufed a Draught 
to be made of it. 


The Britains were very {wift, neither 
did they encumber them(elves with any 
Armour, which they could not at Pleas 
fure fling away. They had a Shield and 
a thort Spear, in the nether Part where~ 
of hung a Bell, by the fhaking of 
which they. thought to: affright and 
amaze their Enemies. They.ufed Dag- 
gers alfo, and girded their Swords to 
their Sides by an Iron Chain. 

As to their Religion, it was as barbas 
rous and cruel as that of any other Nati- 
on, extending even to Human Sacrifices. 
The moft ancient Sort of Religious we 
meet: with among the Briseins were called 
Bardi, i. ¢. Poets or Songhets. Their’ 
Bufinefo. was to preferve the Names of 
great Men to Pofterity, which they en- 
deavoured to do by finging their Praifee 
to. Mofick. The Mutfical Inftrument, 
employed. by, the Bards upon this otea~ 
fion,, feems fo Have refembled a Harg' z 
‘and fo it is called-py fome Authors: Ine 
deed Nabliam and Cithara, on: which they 
are faid to have. play’d, may riot.impro~ 
perly.be fo render’d.. For tho’ they were 
not exadily the fame with Harps, yet 
they, were ,natialtegether walike them: 
The Cytharg had ten: Strings, and was 
play’d. on. with a Quill, or fome fuch 
Thing ; the Nablium had twelve Stringey 
and.was play’d on by the Fingers. ‘Some 
fuch Accounts 2 thefe, concerning the 
Bards, may-be fen in Disderur, Fetus, 

Ammianus

‘ 
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CHAP. V. 
Of the Congueft of Briratn by the Romans. 


N this Condition was Britain when 
it was firft invaded by the Romans 
under the Command of  Fulius 
Cafar, one of the ableft Generals 

that any Age or Nation has produced. 
And fince he was as excellent a Writer 
as he wasa Commander, upon that Ac- 
count it may perhaps be not unfatisfa€to- 
ty to the Reader to hear Cz/ar himfelf 
tell the Story of his firft famous Expediti- 
on into Britain. This he undertook 
about 54 Years before Chrift, and the 
fecond fome Time after. What moved 
Ta/far to crofs the Sea into this Ifland 
we fhall learn by and by from his own 
Pen: Tho’ Suetonius affirms, that he was 
excited by the Hopes of the Briti/h Pearls, 
the Weight and Largenefs of which he 
had often try’d in his Hands ; an impro- 
bable Inducement, and more likely to 
work upon the Mind of acommon Sol- 
dier, than that of a Hero, But ’tis Sue- 
tonius’s Way to difplay even the fuppofed 
Weaknefles and Vices of an Emperor, 
‘when at the fame Time he is very {pa- 
ring in his Relation of their real Vir- 
tues. 

The Summer was now almoft fpent; 
and tho’ in thefe Parts, Gaul lying far 
Northward, the Winter begins very early, 
yet Ca/far refolved to go over into Bri- 
Yain, BECAUSE he had been inform- 
edin all the Wars of Gaul the Enemy 
had received confiderable Supplies from 
thence: Not that he expected the Time 
of Year would allow him to finifh the 
‘War, but he thought *twould be worth 
his while to make a Voyage thirher, on- 


ly to view the Jfland, to learn the Na- 
ture of the Inhabitants, to be acquainted 
with their Places, their Ports and Creeks, 
which the Gauls were almoft entire 
e Strangers to: For they were feldom vi- 
fited by any but Merchants, who were 
unacquainted with all their Country ex~ 
cept their Coafts, and thofe Parts which 
were oppofite to Gaul; therefore tho’ he 
called together Merchants from all Parts, 
he could neither learn what Extent the 
Ifland was of, what Nations or how 
powerful the Inhabitants were, how well 
they underftood the Art of War, what 
Cuftoms they were govern’d by, nor 
how confiderable a Navy their Ports 
~ were capable of receiving. 

For this Reafon he thought it conve- 
nient to fend out C. Volufenus with a 
Galley to difcover what he could, and 
immediately return with Intelligence 
before he embarked himfelf. He in the 
mean time marched with all his Forces 
into the Country of the Morini, now 
Picardy, from whence lay the fhorteft 
Paflage into Britain, and there he or- 
dered feveral Veffels from the neighbour 
ing Ports, together with the Navy he 
had built the Year before, to attend him. 
Whilft thefe Preparations were going 
forward, feveral Provinces in Britain, 
who had Intelligence of the Matter by 
Merchants that frequented their Coatfts, 
fent Embafladors to Cafar, to let him 
know how willing they were to fubmit 
to the Romans, and deliver Hoftages for 
their Fidelity. To thefe he gave a fa- 
vourable Audience, and, haying encou- 
- D a aged 


r& 


raged them to adhere to their Agreement 
by Promifes of confiderable Rewards, 
fent them back again to their own Coun- 
try; ordering Comius to go along with 
them, a Man of confiderable Intereft in 
Britain, whom he formerly made King 
of the Atrebates, [Inhabitants of the 
Country about Arras] for his extraor- 
dinary Wifdom, Virtue and Fidelity. 
To him he gave Inftructions to vifit as 
many States as he could, and perfuade 
them to accept of an Alliance with the 
Romans, for Cafar himfelf would in a 
fhort time land in their Country. But 
Comius upon his firft landing was trea- 
cheroufly imprifon’d by the Britains, 
Volufenus, in the mean time, having 
made what Difcoveries he could of the 
Country, for he durft not venture him- 
felf athoar with fo barbarous an Enemy, 
after fiye Days cruifing returned, and 
acquainted Cz/ar with all he had feen. 
Cafar ftayed in thefe Parts till his Navy 
was fitted out, during which Time the 
Morini fent Embafladors to him, defi- 
ring he would pardon their former 
Faults, for they were an ignorant Sort of 
People, wholly unacquainted with the 
Roman Cuftoms, otherwife they would 
nothave made Warupon them; but for 
the future they would demonftrate how 
ready they were to obey his Commands, 
Ca/far being defirous to leave no Enemies 
behind him, and unwilling to neglect 
his Briti Expedition, having firft re- 
ceived Hoftages from them, took them 
into Favour. He had prepared eighty 
‘Tranfport Veffels, which he thought fuf- 
ficient to carry over his Legions: He di- 
fiributed his Callies to the Queftor, Lieu- 
tenant-Generals, and Commanders of 
the Horfe ; and eighteen Tranfport Ships, 
which were Wind-bonnd at a certain 
Port about eight Miles off, he appointed 
for the Service of his Cavalry. To Lieu- 
tenant General P. Sup. Rufus he gave the 
Charge of the Port where he embarked, 
with a {trong Garrifon to maintain it. 
Thus haying difpatched the n¢ceflary 


. 
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Orders, the Wind offering fair, he failed 
{from Portus-Jeciws, now probably Bou- 
Jogne in Picardy] about one in the Morn- 
ing, commanding the Cavalry to em- 
bark at that Port, where the Veffels lay 
ready to receive them, and follow him ; 
which Orders were not executed fo rea~ 
dily as they ought to have been; but ho 
himfelf arrived on the Britifo Coatts 
with his Squadron by Ten of the Clock 
the fame Morning, where he faw all the 
Cliffs [about Dever] cover’d by the 
Enemy in Arms: Such was the Nature 
of the Place, that the Britains might cat 
their Darts with great Advantage from 
the impending Hills, wherefore, not 
thinking it convenient to land there, he 


.caft Anchor, and waited for the coming 


up of the reft of his Fleet till Three in 
the Afternoon. In the mean Time ha- 
ving called the General Officers to a 
Council of War, he acquainted them 
with the Intelligence he had received 
from Volufenus, and gave them fuch Or- 


.ders as he thought proper for the Occa- 


fion, putting them in Mind how necef- 
fary it was in Military Difcipline, that 
the Army fhould move at the General’s 
Nod to a Minute, efpecially in Sea-Af- 
fairs, which were fo quick and unftable. 
Then breaking up the Council, whilft 
the Wind and Tide ftood fair, he gave 
them the Sign for weighing Anchor, and 
having failed about eight Miles farther, 
he arrived at a plain and open Shoar: 
[fomewhere about Deal on the Coatt of 
Kent.} 

The Britainsbeing apprifed of Ce/ar’s 
Defign, fent the Cavalry and Chariots 
before, and follow’d after with the reft 
of their Army, in order to oppofe his 
Landing. We found it very difficult to 
get land for many Reafons; our Ships 
were tall, and required a confiderable 
Depth of Water, and our Soldiers, 
whilft their Hands were employed and 
loaden with heavy Armour, were at the 
fame time to encounter the Waves and 
the Enemy, in a Place they were not ac- 

quainted 
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quainted with: Whereas the Britains 
either ftanding upon dry Land, or wa- 
ding a little Way into the Water in 
thofe Places they knew to be fhallow, 
having the free ufe of all their Limbs, 
could boldly caft their Darts, and fpur 
their Horfes forward, who were inur’d 
to that kind of Combat: Which Dif- 
advantage fo difcouraged the Romans, 
who were Stiangers to this Way of 
Fighting, that they did not appear fo 
chearful, or fo eager to engage the Ene- 
my, asin their former Confliéts on dry 
Land. 

Ca/far perceiving this, gave Orders the 
Galleys (a nimble kind of Shipping the 
Enemy had never feen) fhould advance 
alittle before the reft of the Navy, and 
row along with their Broad-Sides to- 
wards the Shoar, that they might more 
conveniently force the Britains to retire 
from the Water-fide by their Slings, En- 
gines, and Arrows, which did the Ro- 
mans confiderable Service; for the Bri- 
tains being furprized at the Make of our 
Galleys, the Motion of our Oars and 
Engines, began to give Ground. Here 
the Standard-bearer of the Tenth Legion 
perceiving our Men were unwilling to 
venture into the Sea, having firft invok’d 
the Gods for Succefs, cry’d out aloud: 
Fellow Soldiers, unle/s you will l forfake your 
Eagle, and fuffer it to fall into the Hands 
of the Enemy, advance; for my Part I am 
refolved to perform my Duty tothe Publick, 
ond to my General, With this he leaped 
over-board, and advanced the Eagle to- 
wards the Britains; whereupon the Sol- 
diers, encouraging each other to prevent 
Jo fignala Difgrace, follow’d his Exam- 
ple; which thofe in the next Ship per- 
ceiving, fpreffed forward to engage the 


nemy. 

‘The Confli& was fharply maintained 
on both Sides, tho’ the Romansnot being 
able either to keep their Ranks, obtain 
firm Footing, or follow their particular 
Standards, leaping out of feveral Ships, 
and joining the fir Enfign they met 


all difpers’d, 
Dz 
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with, were in mighty Confufion. But 
the Britains, who were well acquainted 
with the Shallows, when they faw us 
defcend in fmall Numbers from our 
Ships, {purring their Horfes into the 
Water, fet upon our Men encumber’d 
and unprepar’d to receive them ; and 
fome furrounded us with their Num- 
bers in one Place, whilit others flank’d 
us where we lay moft open in another: 
Which Ca/far obferving, he caufed the 
long Boats and fmaller Veflels to be 
manned, and where Occafion required 
fent them to affift their Fellows. Thus 
our foremoft Ranks having gain’d dry 
Footing, were follow’d by the reft of 
the Army, and charging the Enemy 
brifkly, put them to flight; but were 
notable to purfue or take the Ifland that 
‘Time, becaufe we had no Cavalry,which 
was the only Thing wanting to compleat 
Cafar’s wonted Succefs. 
¢ Enemy being defeated, fo foonas 
they had efcaped beyond the Reach of 
Danger, fent Embaifadors to Ce/ar to 
defire a Peace, promifing to deliver Ho- 
ftages for their entire Submiffion: and 
with thefe Embafladors came Comius of 
Arras, whom Cafar formerly fent into 
Britain, where he had been imprifon’d 
upon his landing, but fet at Liberty 
again after the Battle. They endeavour'd 
to excufe themfelves, by laying the 
blame upon the Mob. Ca/ar reprimand- 
ed them for their Breach of Faith, 
which they excufed by their Ignorance, 
and he forgave, then demanded Hofta- 
ges for their future Carriage, Part where- 
of they deliver’d immediately, and with 
the reft, who liv’d at fome Diftance, 
they promifed to return in a few Days. 
A Peace being thus concluded within 
four Days after Cafar’s Arrival in Bri- 
tain, the eighteen Tranfports appointed 
for the Cavalry put out to Sea witha 
gentle Gale; but when they werealready 
arrived within View of the Roman Camp, 
fo fudden a Storm arofe, that they were 
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The fame Night it being Full'’Moon, 
at which Time the Tides are higheft, an 
Obfervation our Mariners were Stran- 
gers to, the Galleys, that after the Men 
were landed, had been hauled up towards 
the Shoar, were filled with the Waves, 
and the Veffels of Burden which rid at 
Anchor, at the fame inftant tofled by the 
‘Tempeft: Nor was it poffible for us to 
attempt their Prefervation. ‘Thus feve- 
ral of our Ships were deftroyed, and 
the reft having loft their Cables, An- 
chors and Tackle, were render’d wholly 
ufelefs, which was a great Affliction to 

_ the whole Army. 

The Princes of Britain, who were af- 
fembled to perform their Agreement with 
Cafar, having Notice of this, under- 
ftanding the Romans had neither Caval- 
ry, Ships nor Provifion, and computing 
the Number of our Men by the Small- 
nefs of our Camp, which was then nar- 

_ Yower than ufual, refolved to rebel, to 
intercept our Convoys, and delay us ’till 
‘Winter. Then having either defeated 
‘us, or prevented our Return, they hoped 
_ to deter others, by our Example, from 
invading Britain for the future. 

Cafar, tho’ he knew nothing of their 
Defign, yet fufpecting an Alteration up- 

“on the Lofs of his Shipping, by their 
Delay in the Delivery of their Hoftages, 
“prepared for all Events, caufing Provi- 
fions to be brought into his Camp every 
Day from the Country round about, 
and his Ships to be refitted. 

In the mean time the Seventh Legion, 
whofe Turn it was, went out to forage; 
as Part were employ’d in the Field, and 
ahe reft in carrying Corn to the Camp, 
not in the leaft fufpeGling any As of 
Hottility, the Out-Guards gave Ce/ar 
Notice that they obferved a greater Duft 
than ufual that Way which the Legion 
went. Whereupon fufpe€ting that the 
Britains had revolted, as he afterwards 
found they had, taking along with him 
the Cohorts that were placed for an ad- 
vanced Guard, he commanded two 
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other to fupply their Room, all the reft 
to repair to their Arms, and follow him 
as fait as they could. He had not match- 
ed many Paces from his Camp, before 
he faw his Foragers overcharged by the 
Enemy, drove into a fmall Compafs,and 
expofed to the Briti Darts on every 
Side. For the Enemy knowing there 
was only one Field left which had not 
been foraged, concluded we muft of Ne- 
ceflity come thither; wherefore having 
hid themfelves the Night before in the 
Woods, there they ftayed to expect us; 
and fetting upon our Men whilft they 
were bufy in reaping, and had laid 
down their Arms, killed fome of them, 
put the reft in Diforder, and then fur- 
rounded ’em with their Horfes and Cha- 
riots. 

The Romans being diforder’d by this 
new kind of Fight, Cz/ar came very op- 
portunely to their Aid; for upon his 
Arrival the Britains made a Stand, and 
our Men began to forget their Fears : 
However, not thinking it convenient to 
engage the Enemy at that Time, he 
maintained his Ground for a while, then 
retreated with the Legions to the Camp ; 
and the Enemy likewife, whilft we were 
otherwife employ’d, marched off. The 
‘continual Rains and Tempefts, which 
follow’d after, feveral Days fucceflively, 
kept the Romans in their Camp, and the 
Britains from fighting. 

But the Enemy were not idle in the 
mean while, for they difpatched Cou- 
riers toall Parts of the Ifland, to inform 
‘the People how fmall an Army the Ro- 
mans had, how confiderable a Booty 
they might obtain, and how glorious an 
Opportunity was offer’d, to make them- 
‘felves free for ever, if they could but 
force the Roman Camp. By which 
Means having immediately raifed great 
Numbers of Horfe and Foot, they camé 
to force our Trenches. 

Now tho’ Ca/ar forefaw the Enemy, 
in cafe they were routed, would efcape 
the Danger by Flight, yet having got 

thirty 
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thirty Horfe, Part of Comius’s Retinue, 
he drew his Men up in Order of Battel 
before the Camp, and having engaged 
the Britains, who were not able to fu- 
ftain long the Fury of our Soldiers, he 
put them to Flight, purfued them till 
his Men were out of Breath, and having 
made a confiderable Slaughter, burnt 
their Towns and Buildings for many 
Miles about, then returned to his Camp 
again, where he received Embafladors 
the fame Day from the Enemy to defire 
a Peace. 

Hereupon he commanded them to fend 
him double the Number of Hoftages he 
formerly required, into Gaul}, and becaufe 
the Autumnat Equinox approached, not 
thinking it fafe to take a Winter Voyage 
inhis crazy Veffels, fo foon as the Wind 
ftood fair for Gaul, which was about 
Midnight, he weighed Anchor, and ar- 
rived fafe at the Port where he embark- 
ed, with all his Fleet, 

This is Ce/ar’s own Account of this 
memorable Expedition: Yet his fudden 
Departure in the Night, which imme- 
diately follow’d the Battel, has made 


fome fufpeét that he was beaten by the. 


Britains. Lucan fticks not to affirm as 
much ; but he being a profefs’d Enemy 
of Cefar’s, and a Poet too, deferves but 
Uttle Credit in this Cafe. Certain ow- 
ever itis, that Cx/ar-met with a much 
warmer Reception than he expected. 
This he as good as owns himfelf, when 
ke tells us, that the eighty Tranfports, 
that ferved him in his firft. Expedition, 
were, upon his fecond Attempt, increa- 
fed to. Eight hundred. The Britains 
were backward in fending over their 
Hoftages ; fo that Ca/ar, having put five 
Legions and Two thoufand Horfe on 
Board; a fecond time hoifted Sail for 
Britain, About Noon the next Day he 
cameto the Place where he landed be- 
fore. Here, at prefent, no Britains ap- 
peared, for they had retired at the Sight 
offonumerous a Fleet. Ca/or having 
landed his Army, marched into: the 
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Country in queft of the Britains. But 
he had not marched above twelve Miles 
before he faw the Enemy, who having 
pofted their Horfes and Chariots on the 
Banks of the River gave us Battle, and 
endeavoured to oppofe our Paflage; but 
were repulfed by our Cavalry, and obli- 
ged to retire to the Woods, notwith- 
ftanding the Advantage of Ground, 
Cafar would not permit them to follow 
the Purfuit, but returned with his Ar- 
my to his Camp, in order to-refit his 
Ships, which had again fuffered by a 
Tempett. 

‘The Britains began now to appear more 
numerous than ever; and having cho- 
fen Caffivellaunus, a powerful Prince, 
their Generaliflimo, attacked the Romans 
in their March; but being repulfed they 
fled again to the Woods. They not 
long after returned, made a fudden Sal- 
ly, and fellupon Ce/ar’s advanced Guard. 
Hereupon he detached the two firft Co- 
horts of his Legions to their Affiftance ; 
but the Britains boldly broke thro’ the 
midft of them, and fo retiréd. Upon 
this Action Cz/ar makes the following 
remarkable Obfervation: This Engage- 
ment, fays he, happening in the View of the 
whole Army, every one perceived that the 
Legionary Soldiers were not a fit Match for 
Such an Enemy; neither could the Cavalry 
encounter them, becaufe the Britains often 
counterfeited a Retreat, and having drawn 
them (ie the Legions, would forfake their 
Chariots, aud fight on Fost, to a vaft Dif- 
advantage. 

The next Day Ca/ar fent out three Le- 
gions and alt tlie Gavalry to forage. 
Thefe were fet upon:on all Sides by the 
Britains; but being brifkly repulfed, and 
‘purfued by the Roman Cavalry, receiv’d 
a confiderable Defeat. Upon this Rout 
the auxiliary Troops deferted, fo that 
the Britains were never after in a Condi- 
tion to make Head againft their Enemy. 

Ca/far being apprifed of this, refolved 
to march into the Confines of Odfivei- 
Jawnus towarde the Thames, As-foon fo 

. ie 
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he came thither, he faw the Enemy’s 
Forces drawn up ina confiderable Body 
on the oppofite Bank, which was forti- 
fied with fharp Stakes. The Britains 
had likewife driven many Piles of the 
fame kind into the Bottom of the Ri- 
ver, whofe Tops were covered with the 
Water. Cafar, notwithftanding thefe 
Difficulties, croffed the River, fome- 
where about King/fon, with his Army, 
-his Legions wading up to the Neck, and 
put Caffvellaunus to flight. 

Thus Caffvellaunus, having loft all 
Hopes of Succefs by Battel, and retain- 
ing only about 4000 Chariots, obferved 
the Enemy’s Motions from Time to 
Time. This prevented their making 
fuch Excurfions as they would otherwife 
have done. Many Provinces in the 
mean Time fubmitting to Ce/ar, and the 
Kentifh Kings having mifcarried in their 
Defign upon Ca/ar’s Camp, Caffivellaunus 
fent Embaffadors to treat ofa Surrender, 
who were introduced by Comius of dr- 
ras. Cafar defigning to winter in Gaul, 
demanded Hoftages, and appointed the 
Yearly Tribute which the Britains fhould 
pay to the People of Rome.Having receiv’d 
the Hoftages, he marched his Army back 
to the Sea-Shoar, where finding hisFleet 
refitted, he ordered it to be Jaunch’d, 
and fo took his final Leave of Britain. 

We hear no more of the Romans in 
Britain ’till the Days of Claudixs, He in 
the fecond Year of his Reign, at the In- 
ftance of Bericus a Britain, fent A. Plau- 
tius to make a Defcent upon this Ifland. 
His Soldiers in Gaul at firft refufed to 
march, declaring, they would not make 
War out of the Compafs of the World; for 
fo they judged Britain to lye. But by 
Means of Narciffus, the Emperor’s Fa- 
vourite, he prevail’d with them, and. 
landed in Britain without Oppofition. 
The Inhabitants having made no Prepa- 
ration, retir’d to the Woods and Mo- 
raffles; fo that ’twas almoft as difficult 
for Plautius to find them out, as it was 
to defeat them. After fome Time how- 


“Strength, became. unferviceable. 
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ever he met firft with Caraéfacus, then 
with Zogodumnus, beat them both, and 
made Part of the Dobuni fubmit. He 
afterwards marched towards the River, 
behind which the Britains thought them- 
felves fecure, and having order’d over 
the German Soldiers, who could fwim 
the ftrongeft Current in their Arms, 
commanded them to ftrike dire€tly at 
the Hories, by which Means the Cha- 
riots, wherein confifted their chief 
To 
fupport them, he fent the famous 4/pa- 
Jian, with his Brother Sabinus, who did 
great Execution. Yet the Vi€tory con- 
tinued doubtful ‘till Sideus Geta gave 
them a fignal Overthrow. Hereupon 
they retired tothe Mouth of the Thames, 
which by their Acquaintance with the 
Shallows they pafled. They were put- 
fued at great Difadvantage by the Ro- 
mans, who being Strangers to the Places, 
run themfelves into Bogs and Meers, and 
by that Means loft many of their Men. 

This Succefs not anfwering Expecta- 
tion, and Plautius finding the Britains fo 
far from being difcouraged at the Death 
of Togedumnus, that they were preparing 
to revenge it, fent to the Emperor for 
Affiftance. Claudius embraced the Occa~ 
fion, and having gather’d together the 
Flower of the Nobility, he marched 
through Gaul in great Pomp with armed 
Elephants, and fo croffing the Sea fhort- 
ly after, joined Plautius, The Britains 
who had the Courage but not the Con- 
dua of Cafibelan, ventur’d in open 
Field to meet almoft the whole Power 
of the Roman Empire. But they were 
foon made fenfible of their Miftake, for 
being entirely routed, and great Num- 
bers of them taken Prifoners, they loft 
Camulodunum, now Maldon in Effex, the 
Royal Seat of Cynobelinus. 

Camulodunum was made a Military Co- 
lony; and Part of the Ifle reduced to 
the Form of a Province. Over thefe 
he placed Plautius Governor, leaving Or- 
ders with him to carry on the War 

againft 
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againft thofe that were yet unconquer’d, 
whilft he himfelf haften’d to Rome to 
seceive the Honours decreed him by the 
Senate. After the Departure of Clau- 
dius, Plautius managed Affaits with 
good Succefs. Now in thefe Britip 
‘Wars it was, that Ve/pafien firft made 


himfelf famous: If we may credit Sue-. 


tonius, he fought th'rty Battles with the 
Britains, fabdued two mighty Nations, 
took twenty Towns, and conquered 
Veé?is or the Ife of Wight. Under him 
ferved Titus his Son, in Quality of Tri- 
bune, a Youth of extraordinary Valour 
and Modefty, who afterwards deftroy’d 
Ferufalem,. according to the Prediétion 
of our Bleffed Saviour. 

Plautius was facceeded by P. Oftorius, 
in Quality of Proprator. This General 
well knowing that the fir Action would 
either encourage orintimidate theEnemy, 
vigoroufly attack’d all he found io 
Arms. After he had difperfed thefe, he 
proceeded to difarm all fuch as were 
moft likely to give him any Difturbance. 
But left this fhould not be fufficient 
he fet feveral Garrifons on the Rivers 
Severn and Anton (now Avon) in order 
to puta ftop to their Incurfions for the 
future.” By this Means, all Britain, that 
laid South of thefe two Rivers, was re~ 
duced into the Form of a Province. 
‘That this Part of the Ifland might be 
govern’d with more Security by the Ro- 
mans, many Cities were put into the 
Hands of Cogidunus, a Britifs Prince, 
with the Title of King. So that by this 
Piece of Policy, not unufual among the 
Romans, Oftorius engaged Cogidunus to 
the Roman Intereft. 

Thefe Proeedings however alarmed 
the Iceni a powerful People, and not 
yet wafted with War. But they had 
not been long in Arms before they were 
entirely defeated. This proved a great 
Advantage to Offorius ; for other States, 
by the fad Example of the Zceni, were 
confirmed in their Obedience to the Ro- 
mans, 
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After this Oftorius marched Weftward’ 
againft the Cangi; but they refufing to 
give him Battel, he plunder’d their 
Country, and then tumn’d his Arms to- 
wards the North, whither he was called 
by an Infurre€tion of the Brigantes. 
Thefe two he eafily quell’d ; but the 
greateft Difficulties he had to ftruggle 
with are yet to come. 

The ftouteftOppofition the Romans met 
with in Britain, was made by the Silures, 
or People of South-Wales. They were 
particularly incenfed againft the Gene- 
ral, becaufe he unadvifedly threaten’d he 
would not only extirpate their Nation, 
but extinguifh their very Name. They 
were, at that Time, headed by Caradta- 
¢us, or rather Caratacus, (for his Britifb 
Name was CARADOC) a brave 
Prince, and fuperior in Conduét to Ca/- 
fibelan himfelf. This experienc’d Com- 
mander, finding he could not meet the 
Romans in open Field, removed the Seat 
of the War out of his own Country in- 
to that of the Ordovices, or North-Wales, 
a Part of the Ifland encumber’d with 
high Mountains, Rivers, and narrow 
Paffages, which feemed to make the Ap- 
proach of the Romans very dangerous, if 
not impracticable. In this Country, 
fomewhere about CAER-C4AR ADOC 
on the Weft of Shrop/ire, he fingled out 
a Place, ftrongly fortify’d by Nature, 
where he drew up bis Army, and waited. 
for the Enemy. It wasa Plain, furround- 
ed on all Sides but one by craggy 
Mountains. This was the only Place 
the Romans could attack him at, and this- 
Way looked the Front of his Army, 
guarded not only-bya River almoft im-. 
paflable, but alfo by a Ditch and Ram- 
pire, he had caufed to be made to break. 
the Force of the Enemy, if they endea- 
voured to ford the River? Oftorius was 
now upon his March, and in Sight of 
the Britif/ Army, when he firft difca- 
ver’d the River and Rampire upon 
it. This, together with the Advan- 
tageous Situation of the Britains, at firft 
pur 
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put him to a Stand; but the Soldiers re- 
quiring the Signal, be ordered them to 
pafs the River at fuch Places as he 
thought moft convenient; which they 
did not without great Difficulty, and 
fome Lofs. But when they came to 
mount the Rampire, they were mifera- 
bly galled by the Britains, who poured 
their Darts upon them from the higher 
Ground, The Romans not being able 
longer to endure this unequal Way of 
Fighting, immediately caft themfelves 
into a Tefudo, a Practice ufual with 
them in {caling Walls and other difficult 
Enterprifes, i, ¢. they lock’d their Shields 
one within another over their Heads in 
fuch a Manner, that they were as a Roof 
and a Shelter to them. In this Form 
they fecurely advanced, till they came 
to clofe Fighting; which the . Britains 
not being in a Condition to bear, after 
a brave Refiftance, threw down their 
Arms, a few only efcaping. 

This Vi€tory was rendred famous by 
two noble Captives, the Wife and 
Daughter of Caratacus. He himfelf in- 
deed efcaped, but flying for Protection 
to Carti/mandua, Queen of the Brigantes, 
was bafely delivered up by her, and fent 
in Irons to the Conqueror, 

Thefe threc illuftrious Perfons were 
scarried to Rome to be expofed, and, as it 
were, led about in Triumph. But -Ca- 
ratacus’s Behaviour was fo brave, and 
the Speech he made moved Claudius 
fo much, that he ordered his Irons to 
be ftruck off, and pardoned both him 
and his Family. 

The Name of Caratacus was celebrated 
in Rome long before he had the Misfor- 
‘tune to go thither himfelf. Nay, the 
Senate had fo high an Opinion of this 
Prince, that they agreed, O/forius, by this 
Adtion, had done as eminent Service to 
the Public, as Scipio Africenus did, when 
he brought Syphax, King of Numidia, 
Prifoner to Rome; or Paulus Hmilius, 
when he led Per/euws, King of Macedon, 
do Triumph, 
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Thefe Vidtories, gain’d in Britaindy 
the Romans, under Claudius and his Lieu- 
tenants, were looked upon as equal, if 
not fuperior, to the greateft Atchieve- 
ments of that People. And upon this 
Account it is, that an old Poet, prefer- 
ved by Scaliger, prefers Claudius not on- 
ly to Romulus and Numa, but to Fulius 
Cafar himfelf. His Words are thefe:

°Tis very probable Caratacus did not 
long out-live-his Enlargement at Rome, 
becaufe we meet with no more of him 
in Story: Neither, after the moft dili- 
gent Enquiry, have we been able to 

ind that he ever return’d into his own 
Country. The Silures neverthelefs con- 
tinued their Hoftilities to Oftorius; who 
now finding his Fortune decline, and 
his Reputation fink, after many Loffes 
fuftain’d, quite tired out with a vexa- 
tious War, died in a little Time after, 
as moft Authors agree, out of mere An- 
guith and Grief, that, after fo many 
Vitories, he fhould fee himfelf baflled 
and beaten at laft by a barbarous Na- 


tion, 
‘Who 
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‘Who ® was, st-this Time, that com- of. This made Venutivs raife an Arm; 


wmanded the Siltres; we have not Light 
-enovgh left in to-difcover. Some 
have pitched upon Arviregus; others up- 
on Venstins, and others again have made 
Arviragus and Venutins the fame Perfon; 
but we cannot eafily agree to either of 
sthefe Opinions. - . 
However that be; cértain it is Offorius 
wis fuccetted by: Avitus, or as others 
call him, Abds Didizs Gallus, He was 
Mifpatched over in Hafte, that the:Pro- 
vince, now its Affairs were in an unfet- 
Aled Condition, might not be deftitute 
‘of a Governor, Notwithffanding this, 
before his Arrival, a Legion commanded 
by Mankias Pdlens was extirely defeated, 
and almoft cat to Pieces by “the Silures. 
Didius was en old Man, and therefore 
perhaps better fitted to’ act the Part 
which was then expefted from him: For 
the Reman Affairs in ‘Britain, at that 
Time, {eem to have required a Cautious 
tather than an AGtive Commander. And 
fach indeed he thew’d himfelf to de; 
for having, in fome Meafure, confin’d 
the Sidures to their ancient Bounds, and 
built fome new Garrifons higher in the 
Country, he endeavour’d in the main 
only to fecure what his-Predeceffors ‘had 


gin’, : 

One remarkable Diffenfion among the 
Briteins' "din Didius’s Lieutenancy, 
which it not to be overlook’d, be- 
caufe it continued to the Reign of Vef 
psfien. Fenntius, who ‘feems to have 
‘teen nearly retated to Cardtaius, the brave 
Prince of the Situres, By his Marriage 
with Cartifmandua, fotmerty mentioned, 
wquired fome Sort of Right to be Kin 
Of the Brigantes, ‘This bafe Woman ‘(i 
we may be allowed to call a Woman of 
ber Quality fo) i a litte Time took 
fome Diflike to her Husband; infomuch, 
that, after fome foandalous Familiarities 
with Felletatus,- one of Venutius's Sera 
vants, fhe became fo fhamelels, as pub- 
lickly to endeavout to faife him to the 
Dignity Vesutixs was now in Poffefion 


‘againft hia Wife; and tho* by the At 
‘fiftance fhe received from the Romans, 
he was at firt worfted; yet Didius not 
sbeing able, becaufe of his Age, to ma- 
nage the War in Perfon, all he could do 
by his Deputies was only to refcue Car- 
‘tifmandus. And fome Writers are of 

pinion fhe had fome Sort of Claim to 
the Protection of the Romans, becaufe the 
thad always been in the Intereft of that 
People. 

We had almoft forgot to tell the Rea- 
‘der, that tho’ Nero, at his Acceffion to 
‘the Imperial Dignity, continued Didius 
if his Government, yet afterward, in 
this own Mind, he had fully defigned to 
“withdraw all his Forces from Britain, 
and fo difmantle the Country. Wher 
ther he laid afide this’ Defign ‘out of 
Shame, or out of a Defire of being 
thought willing to purfue Claudius’s 
-Counfels, which were then very popular, 
we cannat determine. Certain.however 
At is, the fame Nero ‘fent Veranius ove; 
into Britain to fucceed Didius. Veranids 
wasa Man of another Temper: And ‘tis 
look’d upon to have been a wife Piece of 
Management in Nero, after a Relaxation 
of the Roman Military Difcipline under 
an old and difabled General, to employ 
fo rigid and fo fevere a Commander. 
Bat he was cut off by Death in the firft 
Year of ‘his Lieutenancy: So we know 
little more of him, than that he made a 
few Inroads into the Country of the Si- 
Hares; and, that when he was dying, he 
feft his Bog/f behind him, If he had lived 
two ears here,, be could have conguer’d the 
whole Yfand. 

: He was follow’d indeed by one, that 
made great Advances towards fuch 4 
Conquelt; and that was Suetonius Pauli- 
mus, Lhe maoft renown'’d Captain of his 
Age. His Beginnings were fo fuccefs- 
fal, that he thought ‘of nothing Jéfs than. 
conquering new Hands. Mona, or An- 
giefey, ‘at that Time was very populous, 
and the prime Seat of the Druids. it 

order 
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order to invade this Ifle, he firt built 
flat-bottom’d. Boats ta carry over the 
Foot, and then order’d the Horfe to fol- 
Jow;, which by the Help of Flats and 
‘Shallows, and by fwimming where it 
‘was deeper, came up with the Foot on 
the oppofite Shoar. ‘There they were re- 
ceived by a ftrange Medly of an Army, 
made up of Armed Men, Women and 
Druids, The Women were in Black, 
who with their Hair dithevel’d, and 
‘Torches in their Hands, ran about like 
fo many Furies, whilft the Druids, with 
Hands lifted up to Heaven, poured forth 
direful Execrations. -The Strangenels of 
the Sight at firft aftonifhed the Romans 5 
who, tho’ they received many Wounds, 
yet ftood like fo many helplefs Men, as 
if they had been inchanted; "till at laft, 
being awaken’d and animated by their 
Leader, they advanced, and bearing down 
all before them,. gained an eafy and com- 
pleat Victory over this frantick Multi- 


tude. : : 
_ Whilft Paulinus’ was bufied here in 
tutfing down Groves, confecrated to 
their bloody Superftition, and endeavour- 
ing by Garrifons to fecure his new Con- 
queft, he was fuddenly recalled by adan- 
rous Infurre€tion of almoft the whole 
jody of the Britains, Prafutagus, King of 
the Jeni, dying about this Time, leftNero 
Coheir with his two Daughters. By this 
Means he thought to have fecur’d his 
Family from Oppreffion, and his Daugh- 
~ters from Difbonour. But it fell out 
" quite otberwife; for under Pretence of 
taking Poffeflion of the Emperor’s Share, 
Prafutagus’s Kingdom was laid wafte, his 
Palace ranfack’d, and his Relations repue 
ted asSlaves; his Wife Boadicea whipp’d, 
and his Daughters ravifh’d. Thefe un- 
fafferable Infolencies made the Resi not 
only revolt, but- fallicit alfo the other 
Britains to join.with them, fon Redrefs 
of their. common Wrongs; and now, 
in. the Abfence of the Lieutenant, to en- 
fewvour the regaining of their. ancient 
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Upon this, a numerous, end brave 
Army immediately aflembled wader tae 
Conduét of Boadiceg, the injured Queer 
‘of the cenit. This'entag’d Heroine, ea- 

er to revenge the Difhonour done to har 
fit and Daughters, after fhe bad cut to 
‘Pieces fome fcatter’d Garrifons, march’d 
dire&tly to Camaledunum, now Malden, 
the chief Quarters of the Romans. She 
quickly de. her felf Matter of the 

‘own by Storm, where, it muft be owny 
ed, the fpared neither Age nor Sex, but 
order’d all to be put to the Sword.. The 
Britains managed this Viftory in the mot 
barbarous and cruel Manner, putting the 
Remans to all the exquifite Tormente that 
either Anger, Revengey,or Malice, could 
invent. Petilins Cerealis, was haftening.to 
the Refcue of Camaledunum with the 9% 
Legion, when hé wag met by the Brie 
tains, heated with their Jate Succefs, and 
entirely routed hy them. The Feot were 
all cut off, whillt Cerealis himfelf, toge’- 
ther with the Horfe, ¢fcaped to the 
and there faved them(elves. within. the 
Works. . . 

Suetonius hearing, of thefo. Things, 
march’d direétly thro’ the Enemies Quare 
ters to London, where.at firtt, he defigned 
to engage the Enemy 5 but confidering 
the Smallnefs of his Army, and thé: une 
fortunate Rathnefs of Gerealis, he alter’'d 
his Refolution; and notwithftanding 
the Cries and Prayers of the Inhabitants, 
quitted the Place, which was. immedi- 
ately after taken and fack?d by the Briy 
taing, as. was alfo Verolamium, now 
St, loans. It is affirmed by the Remes 
‘Writers themfelves, that, at the Places 
above-mention’d, more than Seventy 
thoufand Reiman Citizens and Affociates 
were deftroy’d. 

Suctogius had not above Ten. thoufand 
Men,. fo that he was neceflitated to chufe 
an advantageous Poft, left he thould be 
flank’d, by the Enemy. He’ therefore 
drew up his Army ina Place inte which 
there was but a very narrow Entrance. 
Behind. him he had a thick Wood fog 

ecus 
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Secitity. Before him was a fpacious 
Plain, where the Britains appeared in vaft 
Numbers. ‘They were fo confident of the 
ViGtory, that they brought their Wives 
and Children to be Spectators of the De- 
frruion of the Romans. Beadicea, having 
her two Daughters with ber in her Cha- 
riot, rode about to encourage the Soldi- 
ers. Warner, amsong other Things, makes 
her fpeak thus: 


—— The Romans tos, that be 
Such Conquerors, cnd valiantly can Woman- 
kind opp ef, 
Shall knew, that Britith Woman can the 
Roman Wrongs redrefs. 


Notwithftanding all this, after 2 
bloody Battel, the Britains were forced 
to fly, leaving behind them no lefs than 
Fourfcore thoufand dead upon the Spot. 
Buadicea, {corning to live after the Defeat 
of fo great an Army, which is reckon’d 
to have been upwards of Two hundred 
and thirty thoufand, ended her Days by 
Poifon. 

This was a fatal Stroke to the Liber- 
ties of Britain, and would have been 
much more fo, if Suetonius had not been 
foon after recall’d by the Calumnies of 
Clafficianus. He was fucceeded by Petre- 
xius Turpilianns, Petronius by Trebellius 
Maximus, and Trebellius by Veétius Bola- 
aus, in the Reign of Vitelius, 

Nothing memorable pafs’d in Britain 
during the Government of any of thefe 
tyee : But Ve/poflan coming to the Em- 
pire, fent Petilius Cerealis in the room of 
Bolanus, who fought many Battles, fome 
bloody ones, with Venutius before-men- 
tioned, conquering or wafting the great- 
e& Part of the Brigentes; and hit Succef- 
for Fulius Frontinus (Author we fuppofe 
ef the Stratagems) was fo fucce(sful 
again the Sileres, that he forced them 
to fabmit to the Reman Government. 

: FBrontinus was follow’d by the famous 
Julius Agricola, who was equal at beait:

‘Commander ever employ’d by the Ro- 
mans in this Ifland. An ample and ac- 


“curate Account of his Life may be feen 


in Tacitus, who married his Daughter: 
Ac his firft Arrival, he was furpriz’d 
with a Piece of bad News from the Or- 
dovices, who had cut off a Squadron of 
Horfe that lay in their Borders. But 
this was fpeedily and bitterly revenged 
by the General, who marching thither, 
maffacred almoft the whole Nation. Af~ 
ter this, he invaded and conquer’d Mona 
or Anglefey: Then turning his Forces 
Northward, thofe of the Brigantes, that 
were not fubdued by Crrealis, he forced to 
fubmit. So likewife did he the Meata, a 
People about Tweed, Nay, fuch were his 
Succeffes, that without any Mifcarriage, 
in lefs than four Years, he placed Forts 
and Gartifons on the narrow Neck of 
Land between Glota and Bodotria, i.e. be+ 
tween the Friths of Dunbritton and Eden 
borough, 

Having furnith’d with Forces that Part 
of Britain that lyes towards Ireland, 
which Ifland he defign’d to attempt; itt 
his fifth Year he failed to certain Ng 
tions unknown to the Romans, which he 
is faid to have conquer’d. Thefe Nations 
are fuppos’d to have been the Inhabitants 
of the Orcades, or Ifles of Orkney. 

He began now to be apprehenfive of 
a general Infurreétion of the Caledonianr, 
thofe fierce and warlike Nations beyond 
Glota and Bodotria, The next Year there- 
fore he fitted out @ Fleet to difcover the 
Creeks and Harbours of their Country, 
whilft he with his Army marched di- 
re€tly towards the North. Thus Agri- 
cola was the firft that feconded his Land- 
Forces by a Navy, and attacked the Bri- 
tains at the fame Time both by Sea and 
Land. The Caledonians were not alittle 
confounded at the Sight of his Ships; 
yet, however, in order to difcourage the 
Romans, by being Aggreflors, they armed 
with great Power, smd advanced with a 
Defign to make their Irruptions in fe- 
yeral Bodies.. This put Agrimla upon

marching in-three Divifions, to prevent 
being furrounded by fo numerous an 
Enemy; which being obferv’d by the 
Caledonians, they alter’d their Refolu- 
tions, and ia one Body fet upon the 
ninth Legion in the Night. Agricola 
having Intelligence of this, immediately 
follow’d, ordering the lighteft Horfe and 
Foot ta charge them in the Rear. The 
Day dawning, after a fharp Fight, the 
Caledonians drew off; by which Means 
an End could not be put to the War at 
that Time. 

- The Roman Soldiers neverthelefs were 
fo animated by this Succefs, that they 
ery’d out to be led into Caledonia, that 
they might at laft find out the utmoft 
Bounds of Britain. They were further 
encopraged by the following remarkable 
Accident: A Cohort of the Ujipians, le- 
yied in Germany, having killed their 
Centurion and othes Roman Officers ina 
Mutiny, to avoid Punifhment fled on 
Ship-board, and fet fait in three light 
Gallies. without Pilots, Thefe by Tide 
and Weather were carried round about 
Britain, and after various Fortunes, made 
the firft a€tual Difcovery to the Romans 
phat it was an Ifland, . | 

«Phe laft great Struggle made by the 
Britains to yecover their Liberty, wasuns 
der.Galgacus, the brave Prince of the Ca- 
Jedonians, He had got together Thirty 
thoufand Fighting Men, befides great 
Numbers of -Youth and vigorous od 
Men, who.,had. formerly been-excellent 
Soldigrs. dgricela marching to the Hilt 
Grampius, npw Grantazboin in Scotlandy 
came in,Sight of this Army, lodged on 
the Decline of the Mountain. Upon, 
this enfued a bloody Battle, excellently, 
defcrib’d by Tacitus; the Hue of which 
was in fhort this: The Calgdoniens, aften 
a ftout Refiftance, were vanquifh’d with 
great Lofs: -On- the Roman Side fell 
‘Three hundred and forty, and among. 
them 4, Atticus, Captain of a Coa- 
hort. . 
About this Time, Orders were feng by 
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Agriala ta the-Commander‘of bis ‘Navy 
to fail round Beitsin, which: he in a lite 
ue Time performed, and found by: his 
own Experiente the Truth of what had 
been lately affirmed by the U/ipians ; 
whilft the General himfelf, after many 
flow Marches, toawe the new conquer’d 
Nations with the very State of his Pafs 
fage, difpofed of bis Soldiers into Win- 
ter Quarters. . . 
Agricola was not only an excellent Sol- 
dier, but a prudent and politic-Gover- 
nor. He regulated many Abufes, aad 
reform’d many Corruptions, in his Fa- 
mily, in his Camp, and in.the whole 
Province: Particularly he eafed the Bri- 
tains of fome Grievances that had ac- 
companied the Colleétion of Tributes ; 
and freed them from Exaétions, which 
ate ufvally more grievous than the Bur- 
den it felf, To allure them to the Plea~ 
fureaof Peace, he exhorted thers im Pri- 
vate, and. afiifted them in Public, to 
build Temples, Places of Refost for Di- 
verfion, and ftately Houfes. He took 
Care to have the Sons of the Nobility 
diligently in@ry@ed in the Liberal Arts. 
and Sciences, applauding their Pains, 
and preferring their Parts to thofe of the 
Gauls. He brought not only-the Lan 
guage, but the Habit of the Romans ine 
to Requefts and wonld probably, wish 
out much more Fighting, have reduced 
the whole Ifland to the Obedience of the.

_ Severus having thus tamed the Caledo- 
nians, built a frong Wall of Stone, 
where Hadrion had formerly raifed one 
of Turf, to prevent the future Incur~ 
fions of this barbarous People. It was 
fortified with.a deep Ditch, according to 
Orofius, and at convenient Diftances had 
‘Towers ot Battlements raifed upon it, 
within the Sound of a Trumpet, as fome 
affirm, one from the other. But of this 
‘Wall we hall {peak more particularly 
hereafter. . 

The Emperor now aflumed the Tide 
of Britannicus Maximus, and at York, 
(where Jtiftice was then adminiftred by 
Papinianus, the greateft Lawyer of all the 
Romans) bea confulted in a Cafe or 
Queftion of Right, gave forth his Im- 
perial Confiiturion,” De Rei Vindica~ 
tiene, The Caledonians, ever impatient 
and unquiet, foon took Occafion te 
break the Peace, againft whom the Em- 
peror fent his Army, with Command to 
fpare neither Age nor Sex; which was 
feverely executed. Severus having re~ 
preffed this Commotion, now worn out 
with the Toilsand Fatigues of War, and 
with Trouble and Grief for the irre- 
claimable Mifdemeanor of his Sons, 
efpecially the Elder, who had attempted 
to kill him, died at Yor# in the Year of 
Chrift CCXI. 

In the Reigns of twelve fucceeding 
Emperors, to the Time of Aurelian, we 
know little of the Affairs of Britain: 
Only what we learn from Lampridivs 
may be worth obferving ; That Alexan: 
der Severus, when he came to be Empe- 
ror, gave to the Soldiers of the Marches, 
as well in Britain as in other Parts of 
the Empire, thofe Lands which were 
won from the Enemies, ‘fo that’ they 
fhould be their Property, and never re- 
lapfe into private Hands, provided chelt.

Of the Converfion of the BRITAINS fo 
Chriftianity. : 


Chriftian Church was planted in 
Britain towards the latter End of 

the Reign of Tiberius Cefar, The learned 
Dr. Heylin, who is feldom miftaken in 
thefe Matters, feems to fall in with ghis 
Account... But if we compare the Cir- 
cumftances of thofe Times, and confider 
the fmall Number of Years between our 
Saviour’s Paffion, and the Death.of Ti- 
berius, we {hall find very little Proba- 
bility of founding a Chriftian Church 
fo foon, in a Place fo remote as Britain. 
To make this out, we need not infift 
upon the Teftimonies of Apollonius, Hip- 
politus Thebanus, or Eusdius; all which 
are inconfiftent with this early planting 
a Church in Britain: We fhall rather 
fhew that the Scripture gives fuch an 
Account of the Extent and Defign of 
the Difciples Preaching upon their being 
difperfed after the Martyrdom of St. Ste- 
phen, (fappofing that Difperfion to have 
happen’d in the Reign of Tiberius) as ut- 
terly overthrows all Probability of their 
coming hither. The Words are thefe: 
Now theywhich were feattered abroad upon 
the Perfecution that erofe about Stephen, 
travelled as far as Phenice and Cyprus, 
and Antioch, Preaching the Word unto 
none, but unto the Jews alone. The near- 
eft of. thefe Places is far removed from 
Britain; and if then they preached to 
none but the Fews, they could not in 
that Time convert the Britains, who 


T. is an Opinion getterally received 
among our later Writers, that .a 


were Gentiles. Baronius, A.D. 35. al- 
lows, that hitherto the Fews only had 
the Gofpel preached to them: -And yet, 
in the fame. Year he adds,. that. fa/eph 
of Arimathes.came over into Britain. to 
preach Chriftianity: which, according 
to his own Suppofition, muft be only to 
the Fews in Britain, But we are almoft 
certain there were no. ews here at that 
Time, or: if it be underftood of the 
Gentiles, Sirmondus. rightly obferves that 


“this Account contradiéts the Scripture. 


This Way of Reafoning has prevailed fo 
much in France, that Launoy and Natalis 
Alexander, tho’ they endeavour to defend 
this Tradition, yet give up the Reign of 
Tiberius, and place it much lower, 
4. D. 62. Now when fuch a Tradition. 
is either. wholly rejected there, as dif- 
agreeing with Scripture, .or fet fo much 
later, on Purpofe to reconcile it to the 
Ais of the Apoftles, it cannot but feem. 
ftrange among us, that there fhould be 
fuch an Opinion ftill fo generally re- 
ceiv’d, that the Gofpel fhould be here 
preached before the End of the Reign of 
Tiberius, 

That which feems to have mifled moft 
of our Writers, is a Paflage in Gildas, 
which they have applied to. the particu- 
lar Preaching of the Gofpel in Britain; 
whereas it ought to be underftood of 
the general Liberty of Preaching it thro’ 
the World. For he, as the moft learned 
Bithop Stillingfleet has made it appear, 
Speaks of a.double Shining of the a

pel; the one General t6’the World, in 
the latter End of Tiberius; the other 
Particular to Britain, which ‘happen’d 
between 4, Plawtius’s coming over in the 
Time of Claudius, and the fatal Battle 
between Boadicea and Suetonius Paulinus, 
in the Reign of Nero. This will be 
more clearly made out hereafter. At 
prefent it may not be amifs to exatnine 
thecommon Tradition concerning Fo/eph 
of Arimathea, and his coming over to 
preach the Gofpel in Britain. 

The Traditign then about Fo/eph of A- 
rimathea feems to be an,nvention of the 
Monks of Glafenbury, to advance the Re- 


putation of their own Mohaftery. Thisis * 


the more probable, becaiife'all the Tefti- 
monies bibughe té'confirm this Traditi- 
on come from Glafenbury, and becaufe 
the moft ancient and inquifitive Writers 
of our Affairs make no mention of it; fo 
that there is no Notice taker of it either 
by Gildas or Bede, or Afferius Menevenfis, 
or Marianus Scotus, or any‘of our ancient 
Annals, Nay Griffith and Creffy, two of 
“the lateft Defenders of this Tradition, 
are fo far from producing any ancient 
authentic Authority to prove what 
they would. have us-believe, that they 
only confirm one Legend ‘by another, 
which in Effeét is as good as no Proof 
at all. 

We make no Doubt however, but 
there was a Church in Glaftenbury, built 
by the ancient Brifains, For in the latter 
Times of the Britifb Churches, when they 
were fo miferably harafled and perfecu- 
ted by the Pagan Saxons, they were 
forc’d to retire into Places of. moft diffi- 
cult Accefs for their own Security, and 
there they made them fuch Churches as 
were fuitable to their prefent Condition, 
and lived very retired Lives, being-in 
continual Fear’ of their barbarous Ene- 
mies, Such a Place this Ifland of Ava- 
don or Glaftenbury was, which was the 
more dear to them, becaufe the Body of 
their renowned Champion King Arthur 
was there buried. Hence it is reafona-

Ble to believe, that the firft Saxon Chri- 
fians in thofe Parts might probably find 
“there fuch a low wattled Church as is 
“defcribed in Sir Henry Spelman; a Re-~ 
«mainder of the Briti Chriftianity in 
that Ifland. A Cut of ‘that Church may 
be feen in the Mapentitled, Britannia 
“Romana: And ’tis hcped this Account 
of it will be more fatisfattory to any 
“one of Judgment, than the Legend of 
'Glaftenbury, which affirms, that the 
Church was firft built by Jo/eph of 
Arimathea, and confecrated by out Blet- 
‘fed Saviour himfelf to the Honour of 
his Mother. u 
Neverthelefs, there being a Monaftery 
founded here by King Jia, ‘and well en- 
‘dowed, the Monks growing rict’ be 
‘times, began to lay claim to fome great- 
ex Antiquity. For this the old Britis 
“Church was an admirable Foundation. 
“And St. Patrick and St. David being two 
“Saints of great Efteem in /relénd and 
Wales, they firft fet up with the Reputa- 
tion of thefe two-holy Men, being at 
Gloftenbury, the former lying buried 
there, and the latter building a little 
Chapel. Finding the Advantage of 
thefePretences, they made a farther Step 
towards the Advancement of their Mo- 
naftery, by giving out, that their Od 
Church was the firft Church in Britain, 
and that all Religion came from thence 
into other Parts: ‘This by Degrees gain- 
ing Credit, they at laft pitched: upon 
Fofeph of Arimathea, as the Perfon who 
came firft hither, being a Man whofe 
Name was every where in great Efteem, 
for the Refpe&t he fhew’d to our Savi- 
our’s Body: And him they thought 
they might fafely pitch upon, not being 
pretended to by any other Church. 

But if there were much better Autho- 
rity to fupport this Tradition, than 
there really is; yet the very Circum- 
ftances of the Story were enough 'to dif- 
credit it. For the Legend: fuppofes 
Saint Philip in Gaul, from whence he is 
faid to fend Fofeph of Arimathea. over

ge the Tradition of the Church, men- 
tioned by Eu/ebius, Sopbranius, S. Chry- 
foe, and Hippolytus Portuenfis, evi- 
dently contradicts this Story, and affirms, 
that St. Philp continued Preaching in 
ithe Eaftern Parts, . about Phrygia, and 
faffered at Hierapelis. Befides, the Ere- 
amitical Courfe of. Life praétifed by this 
Fofeph and his Companions is wholly 
‘different from that of the Apoftles, and 
ather Difciples of our Saviour; in an 
Age of fo much Bufinefs and Employ- 
ment in ,Pregching the Gofpel, who 
went from one Cityand County to ano- 
‘ther for that End, The Circumftance 
too-of building a Church by:the Vifon 
of an, Archangel, and devoting it and 
, -themfelves to the Bleffed Virgin, is too 
-much like Monkifh Syperftition to be 
anear the Tjme pretended. But to confe- 
rerate a Chureh-yard, together with a 
‘Church, ad that in order to: bury Per- 
_ -fons init at that Time, is what no 
knowing Perfgn will eafily be brought 
‘to allow. However, the Condition of 
the Roman Province, in the Reign of 
Nero, will hardly admit of any King of 
the Beige: .Much lefs can we fuppofe 
erviragus to -have been the Man who is 
\faid-by-the Legend.to bave given the Ifle 
of Avalon to Fofeph of -Arimatheq,  be- 
caufe ke is not oace mentioned in the 
-Roman Story of thofe Times. The firft 
and: gnly ancient Author that mentions 
him jis ‘Zuuend), -and that too'in the Reign 
of Demitian,.a confidesable Time after. 
Thefe Circumftances, and becaufe the 
Tradition isnot fupported by any good 
Authority, iprevailed fo far with the 
learned Bithop Stillingfleet, that he utter- 
ly rejected this Story concerning Fo/eph 
of Arimethea; tao’ tis not improbable 


the took his firft Hint, of difproving - 


this Legend, frem the judicious Anti- 
quary Leland, -who deny’d it in the 
Reign of Henry VIII. as appears from 
more Paflages than one, in his Book 
concerning the Britis Writers,

~Reafons here ’.offer’d ‘again& the Preach- 
sing of Fofeph of Arimathea in Britain, 
-we hape notwitbftanding to maké jt ap- 
pear from very good and {ufficient Evi- 
dence, that there was a Chriftjan Church 
planted in this Ifland during the Apo- 
files Times. :And fuch. Evidence ought 
-to be allowed .in this,Mattet, as. is built 
upon the Teftimony: of ‘apcient and cre- 
dible Writers, and hath at the fame 
Time, 4 concurrent Probability of Cir- 
cumftances. J : 
Now there is no Author more re- 
-markable.in all, Aatiquity, than Eu/e- 
dius. He was a learned and _inquilitive 
Perfon; a Favourite of Einjtantine, the 
firft Chriftian Emperor, (botn.and pro- 
claimed Emperor in Britain) one prefent 
at the Council of Nice, whither Bifhops 
werg fummoned from all Parts of the 
.Empize 5 nd, one that had a particular 
Curiofity to exasnine the Hiftory of all 


‘Churches, as defigning an Zecleiaftical 
. Hiffory out. of the Colleétions he made. 


The Teftimony of a Perfon thus quali- 
fied cannat but deferve Confideration, 
efpecially, when it isnot deliver’d by 
Way of.Report, but when the Force of 
an-Argument depends, upon it: And yet 
this very Ex/ebius, .in the third Book of 
his Evangelical Demonjtration, where he is 
-proving, That the Apofiles, whe firft preach~ 
ed the Copel to the World, could be no De- 
ceivers, among other Arguments makes 
iat altbo’ it were poffible for 
Such Men to deceive. their Neighbours and 
Country-men with an improbable Story; yet 
what Madnefi would it,bgve been for fuch 
illiterate. Men, wha underftood only their 
Mother Tongue, to go about to deceive the 
World by preaching this Daétrine in the re- 
amoteft Cities and Countries? And having 
named Romans, Perfians, Armenians, Par- 
thians, Indians, and Scythians; he adds 
particularly, that fome-paffed over the 
Ocean to thofe called the Britis lands. 


.From this he concludes, that fome more 


than human Power did accompany the 
Apoftles, 
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Apofttes, and? that’ they were ito light 
fhors and Deceivers, 

Thus it appears from Eu/ebius, that 
fome of the Apoftles themfelves preached 
the Gofpel in the Britj [lands, And 
the Account probably he had eithet 
from Conftomtiné himielf, to whom he 
was well knowm,- or from fome of the 
Emperor's Counttymen, who were then 
in his Court ; or of the BritiA Bifhops 
fummon’d to the€ouncil of Nice, where, 
in dl liketihood, fome of them made 
their Appeararice. . 

Mucts to the fame Parpofe is the Te- 
ftimony' of Fhrodorer, another teamed 
and judicious Chuitch-Ffittorian': "For 
among the Nations converted‘ by” the 
Apoftles, he exprefty names the Britains. 
Eltewhere, having, mentioned Spain, ke 
affirms, that $t. Paid brought Salvation to 
‘the Mands that lye in theOcedn, i. ¢. tothe 
Brityh Phlands. And Ste Ferome faith, 
that’ St. Paw, ‘after “bis Imprifotment, 
preached the Cape int the Wefern Parts. 
‘That by thefe Weftern Parts, the Britié 
Tfands were chiefly underftood, will ap- 
pear fromy the Pefiinomy of Clemens Ro- 
~shomus, who writes, that St.Paut preached 
Righteoafnefs thrd the wbole Word, and in 
fo doing went #ri 3 theus ris! Avowws, 
to the ~atmoft Bounds ‘of" the Weft: This 


inconfiderable Men, much Jefe: Impo- - 





Paffage will neceflarily rake in Britain, if 


we confider, what, among the Ancients, 
was meant’ by the Bounds of the Weft. 
Phutirch;, fpeaking of Cafar's Expedition 
into Britain, faith, He was the firft that 
brought a Fleet into the W¢fern Ocean, 
ie. the Britij~h Ovean. ' Eucfebius feveral 
times caits this in the Weftern: and 
elfewhere he mientions Gaul and the 
Weftern Parts beyond it; by which he 
means Britain, And Ybeodoret reckons 
up the Inhabitants of Spain, of Britain 
and Gawi, (who; faitti he, lye between the 
other two) as thofe, who dwell in the Bounds 
of the Weft. And among thefe the Bri- 
sains mutt be the utmoft Bounds, becaufe 
the Gauislye in the midi, 
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Tho’ thefe Feftimonies-are of them- 
felves fufficient to prove, that there wae 
4 Church planted here by fome of the 
Apoftles, and'that St. Paul, the great 
Apoftle of the Gentiles, was probably 
the Man; yet, to make this out more 
fully, we hall confider fome Circum- 
ftances that wilt add Weight and Evi- 
dence to the abovementioned Authori- 
ties, It is certain therefore, in the firt 
place, that St. Pau! wanted neither Leit 
fare nor Opportunity to come over into 
Britain, and preach the Gofpel. For Ew 
Jfebins, St. Ferome, and others of the An-- 
cients, agree in this; that St. Poul fut 
fer’d Martyrdom at Rome in the Four- 
teenth of Nero. "Now Sr. Paul was fent 
to Rome when Fe/tts w23 made Procurator 
in Fudea in the room of Felix, which 
was, according to the fame Authorities - 
in theSecond of Nero. But, confidering 
‘the Circumftances of his Voyage, we 
will with Maffutius allow,’ that he could 
not come to Rome till the’ Third of Nero. 
We Know from St. Luge, that he abode- 
there two Years. So that in the Fifth - 
“he was fet at Liberty, probably on Oc- 


‘cafion of the Favours fhewed to Prifo-- 


ners and Exiles upon the Murder of 
Agrippina. From this Time ’till his-re- 
turning to Rome, where he fuffer’d, 
(which was about eight Years) he went 
up: and down Preaching the Gofpel. 
Sure we are from Scripture, that he did: 
not return into the Eaft. For in the laft 
of his three Peregrinations, related in the 
AAs of the Apoftles, at Miletus we find 
him fending for the Elders of the Church, . 
taking his folemn Leave of them, and 
telling them, That they fhould fee bis Face 
no more. Which Words do not only 
concern the Church’ of Ephefus, but all‘ 
the’ other Churches planted by him in. the 
Eaft: And this he fpeaks not as hisFear 
or ConjeGture, but out of certain Know- 
ledge.. “Agreeable to this Divine Tefti- 
mony, we have alf the ancient Fathers 
unanimoofly affirming,. that from the 
Time of his Liberty to that of his Suffer- 
ings 
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ing, he continually preached the Gofpel 
in the Weflern Parts only. We have 
fhewed before, that Britain is contained 
in, if not the principal Place meant by 
the Weftern Parts. And we know from 
Gildas, that the Gofpel was received 
here before the fatal Defeat of the Bri- 
tains by Suetonius Paulinus, which was, 
according to Petavius, the Eighth of Ne- 
re: So that St. Paul, being at Liberty 
the Fifth, had Time and Conveniency 
enough to fettle a Chriftian Church in 
Britain. 

Thathe had Encouragement and Invi- 
tation to do fo, will not be denied, if 
we confider not only the infinite Num- 
bers of People mentjoned by Ca/ar, and 
the new Settlements that were dajly 
made by the Romans, after their firft 
Succefs here under Claudius : but alfo the 
particular Inducements he might have at 
‘Rome tocome hither from Pomponia Gre- 
tina, and Claudia Ruffini, both Chrittians, 
and both probably converted by St. Pau! 
himfelf. Thefe are fuppofed to be fome 
of the Saints that were in Czefar’s Houjbold. 
However, we learn from Tacitus, that 
Pomponia was aChriftian; and ’tis more 
than probable, that, not only Claudia, 
but Pudens her Hufband, are mentioned 
by St.Paul, in his fecond Epiftle to Timo- 
thy, That thefe-two Ladies would excite 
our Apoftle to come over into this Ifland 
to preach the Gofpel, we have Reafon 
to believe, becaufe one of them was Wife 
to Plautius, the Roman Lieutenant in 
Britain, and the other a Britain born, ce- 
lebrated by Martial for her admirable 
Beauty and Learning. .

This is the moft fatisfa€tory Account 
we have hitherto been able to meet with - 
concerning the firft planting a Chriffian 
Church in-Britain: But fince we find 
many Writers afferting that King Lu 
cius was the firft who introduc’d Chri- 
ftianity into this Ifand, we will put an 
End to this Chapter, by telling the Rea- 
der, what we look upon to be true in 
the Story of that King, whois generally 
fuppofed to have been the firft Chriftiag 
of that high Dignity inthe World. He 
-feems then to have been 2 King of the 
Regni within the Roman Province, aSug- 
ceflor at fome Diftance of Cagidunus, a 
great Favourite of that People. This 
being fuppos’d, there will be no Impro- 
,bability in affirming, that King Lucivs 
chearing of the Chrittian Doétrine, . ei- 
 ther.by the sold Briti:Chriftians, fuch _ 
-as were Eluanus and Medwinus, or by 
fome of -M.-Aurelius’s Soldiers, coming 
hither after the great Deliverance-of the 
‘Roman Army by the Prayers of the Cdri- 
Aliaus, might upon this be very defirous.to 


. inform himfelf thoroughly ‘about ‘that 


Religion. There.was, we know, at that 
Time frequent Intercourfe between Rome 
and Britain: He might therefore fend 
Eluanus and Medwinus to Eleutherius Bi- 
thop of Reme, to be fully inftrudted fin 
‘this. Matter. Thefe two returning. into 
Britain, together with Faggnus.and Du- 
vianus, (asy they are. ufually called) 
did probably baptize King Lucius, with 
many others, and, by that means increa- 
fed the Chriftian Church in Britain. So 
that King Lucius is to be looked upon as 
one that Enlarged or Revived Chriftianity 
in this Ifland, rather than the Perfon 
that firft introduced it. 


CHAP. 
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a CHAP. VIL -: 
Of the Conqueft of Britain by the Saxons. 


- | BOUT the Decline of the 
. Roman Empire under Valen- 
sinion ILI, Britain was not 
only robbed of the beft of 

her own Mea, but abandon’d by the Ro 
man Soldiers. For Maximus, ‘in his Ex- 
pedition againft Gratian ind Valentinian, 
carried over the Flower of them with 
him into Gaul; where they remain’d, 
ever returning home, and gave Name 
and Original to the Britains of Bretaignue 
in France. Upon this, Vortigern, having 
ufurped a Command over the Britains 
either to fecure himfelf-in-it, or to de- 
fend his Country. againft the Scets and 
PiGs, or both, called.in the Saxons to his 
Affiftance. It is very .probable thefe 
Pidis were abetted'and encouraged under- 
hand by Gratian and Valentinian to give 
Maximus a Diverfion. Bat. however 
that: be, “tis certain that, at Vertigern's 
Requeft, the Saxens,- under the Com- 
mnand of Hengi/t and‘Horfa, foon arriv’d 

in Britain, Thefe Saxons,..immediatel 
after their Arrival, had {ach Succels 
againit the Sets and Pigs, in two feve- 
ral Engagements, as ‘reifed their Repu- 
tation confiderably. . Hereupon more of 
them were fent for overs into: whofe 
Hands were put ‘the Gasrifons on the 
Pié&s Wall, and on the Keati/s Shores. 
This, as Bithop Stillingfleet has rightly 
obferved, was very bad Policy in Vorts- 
gern: For by this means the Saxons, be- 
ing poffeffed of the Frontier Garrifons, 
bad an Opportunity of letting in what 


Numbers they pleafed of their own Peo- - 


ple, to ftrengthen their own Party againft 


thofe they had a Mind afterwards to call 
their Enemies; which at laft proved an 
Oceafion of the utter Ruin of the Bri- 
tains, For Hengift and his Company 
having tafted che Sweets of this Ifland, 
‘and finding the Air, Situation, Fruitful- 
nefs, and other Conveniencies of it, ‘far 
éxceeding thofe of their own Country, 
they never left off wheedling Vortigern 
with fair Promifes, and a Neceflity of 
greater Succours, till they had got to- 
gether fuch a Force as put them in a 
Condition of bidding Defiance to the 
Britains. As foon therefore as they found 
themfelves thus powerful, ‘under Pre- 
tence of ill Pay and fhort Diet, having 
firft made a League with the Pids, they 
turned their Arms againft their Enter- 
tainers, and raifed a bloody War in fe- 
veral Parts of the Iflands. The poor In- 
habitants were put to the Sword, their 
Lands wafted, ‘and their Cities razed; 
infomuch that after fome Struggles and 
Refiftance, made chiefly under Aurelius 
Ambrofrus, and the renowned King Ar- 
thur, the Saxons, tho’ the Succefs was 
fometimes various, at laft proving fupe- 
rior, drove the Britains out of the beft 
Part of the Ifland, into that Part of it 
now called Wales, where their Pofterity 
remains to this Day. It is reafonable to 
believe, that the poor Britains of thofe 
Times bore all that a barbarous Conque- 
ror can.be imagined to infli€t, or a mi- 
ferable conquer’d Nation can be fuppo- 
fed to fear. 

Ta the Chapter concerning the various 
Divifrons of Britain, we will give fome 
: G. . Account 
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Account of the Heptarchy, or feven King- 
doms ereéted in this Ifland by thefe vidto- 
rious Saxons. At prefent it will be more 
proper to enquire into the true Origi- 
nal of the Englifs Nation, generally de- 
fcended either from thefe Saxent, or the 
People that came over with them, the 
Fates and Angles, This we will endga- 
‘vour to do by tracing, Im good Authors, 
not only the Names of thefe Peopte, but 
the Places, from wheuce they originally 
came. 

1. The Saxons then, according to Ji- 
dore, had their Name from Saxum, i. ¢. @ 
Stone, becaufe they were, as he obferves, 
a hardy and a warlike Nation: But

tanus obferves, are two short Swords atrofs. 
So that we cannot agree to what is oa 
med by Reineccius and Gryphiander, that 
the Saxons had their Names from Saffen 
or Sgten, which fignifies Natives or In- 
habitants; becaufe it is not eafy to con- 
ceive, how that which was cemmon to- 
other Germans, Dhould give 2. petaliar 
Denomination to the Saxons. : 

2. Concerning the Saxens, ftrily fo 
called, enough his been faid already. 
But the Name Saxe, in a larger Signi- 
fication, comprehended alfo two other 
powerful Nations, that came over into 
Britain, and are by our own Hiftorians 
y oF Getes, and 


Name itfel& according to the Northern vegies. 


Antiquities, is older even than the Za- 
tis Tongue. Krantzixs derives it from 
Afchanes, the Son of Gomer: But this 
he does without any Authority. Gere 
pius Becanus fetches it from Sace, a Pee- 
pe about Armenia; fo that Savones, or 

axons, is only a Contraction of Seca 
Sines, i. &. the Sons of the Sace. But 
Strabo, who is Geropius’s Author, affirms 
that the Sace were utterly deftsoyed by 
the Perfians; and befides this, no good 
Account can be given how thefe Sasa 
came into Saxeny. ‘ Not to. mention 
Saxo, the Brother of Vandalus, or the 
Remains of Mexander’s Army, from 
‘whence fome are fo abfurd as to deduce 
the Saxons ; that which feems moft pro- 
bable to us, is, that the Name at firt 
came from the Shert Stwerds they ufually 
wore, called Sachs or Seaxen. in, their 
Language, and Sags in the Rusc: Or 
the Name mey come from Saj/ex or S¢i/- 
Jon, as itis. in Megeferas, which figni- 
fies a Hook, or a Sword with a: hooked: 
Point; for fuch Swords were in ufe a- 
mong the Saxons. A Confirmation of 
this, or the former Opinion, if there be 
any material Difference between them, 
may be feen in Tacitus, who fays. the 
Northern Germans were diftinguifbable by 
a round Shield and a Sword: Nay 
the Arms of Sexeny at this Day, as Pon- 


‘The Gates, before-they came fo far thie 
Way as Denmark, where ts a Pexinfule 
named Futlend from that le, feem 
to have lived upon the Exsine above 
‘os about the Mouth of the Danwde. ‘Fhiv. 
‘is the Country that Gord was benified 
tas and he is {aid to have lived fo long 
among our Anceftoss, that ‘he learned 
theis Language, and wrote feverl Books.

the Name of Jnglins, is as certain as that 
they were named Angles, becaufe the By- 
zantine Hiftorians, particularly Nicetas 
and Codéts, call the Angles, 'ifyruct i. 6. 
Anglin or Inglins. 

This is the moft probable Origination 
of the Neme Angits, we can at prefent 
fornifY the Readers with. We thall 
therefore fay no more of it, having al- 
feady pethaps faid too much upon a Sub- 
je@ Of no great Ir ce. 

Mr. Camden has by feveral At ents, 
endexveured to prove, That the Saxons 
ante over into Britain fome Time before 
the Year of Chriff CCCCXLIX. But 
his Rexfons, upon Examination, being 
found to have no great Weight, in them, 
we fhalt feave the 4ra of their Coming 
fix’d, by many and good Authorities, to 
the Year above mentioned. : 

The Englfe Saxons were a Warlike 
People, emirtent for their Talinefs, Pro- 
portion of Parts, and’ Exa€tnefs of Fea- 
tures. ‘Their Ctéaths were foofe, and 
generally Linen, as we learn from Dia- 
nus &. ‘Frimming broad mate °P 
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of feveral Colours. They were excel- 
lently fkilled in Maritime Affairs, fo 
that they vexed the Shores of Britain and 
Gaul, even as far as Spain, with their Pi- 
racies to that Degree, that in the Decline 
of the Roman Empire, it was thought 
neceflary to keep Guards along the Shores, 
under a new Sort of Officers, called 
upon that Account, Comites Littoris Sax- 
onici, i.e. Governors of the Saxon Shore. 
Notwithftanding this Precaution, the 
Saxons, by means of their fwift Boats, 
often plunder’d the Briti& Coafts with 
great Barbarity. 

They were a People of great Obiti- 
nacy, and would rather kill themfelves, 
than be expofed to the Contempt of 
other Nations. A.remarkable Inftance of 
this we meet with in Symmachus, who 
had provided a Number of them againft 
the publick Shows. But on the Day they 
‘were to be brought into the Theatre, 
‘Symmachus found that no lefs than twen- 
ty-nine of them had ftrangled them- 
felves; fo. that the People were difaps 
Pointed. 

They were very fuperftitious, taking 
great Notice, among other things, of thr 
Neighing of-Horfes. ‘They were much ad- 
diéted toa peculiar Way.of.cafting bots. 
To know what would be the Event of 
a War before they. engaged-in.it, they: 
ufed this Method: They. took a Captive 
of that Nation they defigned to .invade, 
and made him fight with one of their 
own Country-men. They were both to 
fight in the Habit, and with the Arms 
of their Country. . According to the 
Iffue of this Duel, they judged: of-that 
of the War. 

The common Account of the Sexe 
Gods; as, that Woden is the fame with 
Mercury, Thor with Jupiter, and Friga, 
with Venus, among the politer Heathens, 
is fo far removed from.Truth, that it 
not only confounds the Manner of 

* Worfhip among the Idolatrous Saxons, 
but all the Northern Hiftory that has 


yet come to Light. For Woden, the chief da; 
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‘God amoag thé Saxont, ‘is fo ‘little like 
Mercury, according:to the-Opisione the 
Saxons and Remans had of thofe- t#o 
fuppofed Deities, that if we muft be- 
put upon comparing the falfe Gods of 
one Pagan Nation with thofe of ano- 
ther, it is very manifeft, that Woden 
much more refembles Mars than Mer- 
cury, And ’tis agreeable to the Genius 
of the Saxous, to. look. upon their fur 
preme Deity as a Warrior, becaufe they 
ow’d all they were poffefs'd: of to.the 
Sword, and becaufe they had learn’d 
from the Odes of their Scaldri, that Wes 
den was the firft, if not the only Heroe, 
that had anciently led them into thofe 
Poffeflions. 

Befides, if we fhould allow to .Poxe 
tanus and other modern Writers, that in 
fome Refpetts Woden may look. like Mar 
cary, and Thor like Fupiser, yet there is 
a Difference behind, that can never be 
got over: For.according to all the My- 
thology we have yet met with, either 
among the Greeks-or Romans, Mercury 
is affirmed to have been the Son of Fue 
piter; whereas we know from undoubt- 
eft Records, preferv’d in the Northern 
Hiftorians, that Tipr was the Son of Wo- 

Taking it therefore for granted, that 
the common Opinion in this Cafe is-‘nob 
without Cautien ‘to be liften*d to,’ we 
thall fay fomething of the Saxen-Deitiésy. 
as they come in our Way, without nice- 
ly comparing them with thofe of any. 
other Nation, that -had.the like Misfor- 
tune with our Anceftors, to ‘live, for 
fome Time, in the Doubts and Dark-. 
nef of Paganifm. 

Woden then, as we obferved before,was. 
the firft God among the Saxons. He was, 
according to their Notions, to be ap- 
peas’d by Sacrifices no lefs than Human, 
and to:be made propitious by many bar- 
barous-Rites, From this Idol, the fourth 
Day of the Week receiv’d: its Name of 
Wedenfday, or, 23. we DOW call it, Wedue/=

Many more Deities, of an inferior 
Rank, were worfhipped by the Saxens. 
The Names of feveral of them may be 
feen- in Schediex, who has wrote-a-parti- - 
cular Tra& upon this Subje&. To our 
prefent Purpofe it will be fufficient to ob- 
ferve, that among many others, they had 
2 Goddefs called Eofire; and from her 
Feftivals celebrated in. April, they gave 
that Month-the Name of Eoftre-Monath, 
Some Remains of. this Word we ftill fe 
in our Zafer. :

Of the Converfion 


T is not improbable, but that fome 

at leaft of the Saxba Nation ‘had 

Chriftianity preached to them: bé- 

fore the coming of St. Auk the 
Monk. « For tho” both the ‘Chriftians' in. 
Britain, and thofe of France; are Blained 
by Hiftoriane for their Negiigenct; and 
-even Backwardnels, in propagating Chri- 
fianity among thofe Pa lerors 5 
yet, by laying feveral Circumftances td- 
thee it will appear, that they wefe 
not all équally to be blamed; snd thee 
Aiuflin and his Compartigns were tit the 
firft that brought the Knowledge of the 
Chriftian Religion. among the’ Snghp- 


‘The fir Settlement we find the Sexegs 
made in this Nation, wis ‘after the Dé- 
feat of Aéngif by Aurelias Ambrofius. 
“This ‘happen’d according to Mathew’ of 
W efiminfier; inthe Year 1450, when Ag- 
brofrus entering into a League with thent, 
gave 2 nearScetland, ° So 
hat here we find the Britains and Saxons 
in fome Meafure united ;" and ‘this’ too 
fo éarly, that Henry of Hisittington places 
it but forty Years after the firft Ar- 
sival of the Suxont in Britain. The 
‘Name of Cumberland, and the Rifing of 
Gardwalla, Prince of the Britain, againft 
Bédwin, King of the Northumbers, thew, 
that the Britains continued long in tho! 
Parts. For Caedwaills was flain by Ofwaig 
about the Year 635. and’ the’ Britains, 
zecording to: Bade, enjoy'd thelr Liber- 
ties feveral Years after. Now into this 
Kingdom of the CambriorCumbri,S. Ken- 
tigert, ox St, Mungo, (as he is called by 


of the SAXONS.: 


‘the People of thofe Countries) came, 
“and préachéd Chriftianity ; and thew’d 
“particularly, that Woden, the chief God 
“of the Saxons, was a Man, a King of that 
‘People, from whom taby Nations were 
derived. “This we'know from Jobe of 
“Tinmouth in Capgrave; and Afford him- 
felf places this 4. D. 560. fome Years 
‘defare the Landing of St. 4u/fin. Here is 
“when a plain Intimation that Xentigern 
was one of the firft that endeavour'd to 
Convert the Saxons: And fo much is in- 
genuouily owned by’ Bollandus, tho’ both 
Afford and Creffy will have it he only re- 
cover’d the Pi, who had relapfed into: 
the Saxon Idolatry. 

The next Settlement we find; is that 
‘of the Wef-Saxons in'495. made by Cer-- 
‘dic, a renowned Warrior, and tenth. in 
Liheage from Woden. ‘ This Cerdicdid fo- 
weary out the Britains, that William of 
Mélmefoury affures us, they’ willingly: 
yielded themfelves tq him, and lived’ 
uietlf, together with the Saxons, under’ 
his Government. _ It.is very unlikel; 
that not’ one of the. maay Saints, who 
ffourith’d in that’ Age, thould offer to- 
infu their Neighbours in the Do- 
Qtines of Chriftianity :' Efpecially if 
we ‘confider the Zeal in propagating 
the Gofpel In the Orcades, and as far aa. 
Keeland., we cannot eafily fuppofe they: 
would negle&t the Converfion of ‘the! 
Ynfidels, that wete fo very near. to 


them. . 1 : 
“Nay, i will admit’of fome Difputes. 
even in relation to Kent itfelf, whether: 
St, 4ufin the Monk, was the firft that:

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brought Chriftianity thither. We know 
from Gregorius Turonenfis and others, that 
Ethelbert married Bertha, aPrincefs of the 

-Royal Family of France; whitft-his Fa= 
ther was living. She was the only 
Daughter of Charipertus King of Paris; 
and being a Chriftian, was Blygn to hieg 
in Marriage by her Parents tpdn Conti? 
tion, Sine the fhould have the Liberty of 

rofefling. ber Religion, “and. Lyi " 
Letardus, bine oF Sali te ae 
her. Wehave good Authority to believe, 
that Charipertus died about 4. D.. 567. 


So that, from the Death of this Prince to . 
the coming of St. Aygu/fin, we have the *

-Offices and Exétcifes of which were con- 

ftantly perfotméd by .Luidbardus. And 
hence it is,:that fome are of Opinion, 
the Converfion of the Saxons to Chri- 
ftianity is, in‘fome Meafure, - owing to 
this.excéllent Queen. This is the more 
‘probable, ‘becaufe Gregory jna Letter to 
‘her (tho’ he feems to call her Adilberga) 
“atuributes the Succefs of his Miffionaries 
to her Kindnefé and Prudence. So that 
perhaps. Hadrianus Valefius, a noted 
‘French Antiquary, ‘had fome Reafon.to 
“fay, That the Chriftianity of England was 
‘owing rather tthe Franks, than to the Ro- 
“mans. oa “ot 


‘Thefe, or fuch as thefe, ‘ate the Cir- P. 


cumftances fome have laid together, and 
“the Probabilities they have infifted on, 
to diferedit the common Qpihion . of 
‘St. Auguffin'd being .the firlt Apoftle of 
‘the Englio. ‘But far be it from us, up, 
‘on bare Probabilities, (provided the Cir- 
‘cumftances were true) to rob Gregory the 
Great, or St. Augu/tia the firft Archbifhop 
of Canterbury; of the Honour which is 
really due to‘them in planting Chriftia- 
nity among: our Saxon Anceltots. We 
will’ ptéceed now’therefore to fet down 
the Converfion Of the Saxons; as it is re> 
ported by Bede, and generally by all our 
beft Hiftorians, ©! . :

|. Upon. this,, .Gregery, having pioully 
‘projected the Converfion of the Saxony 
applied himfelf, to Benedié?, then Bithop 
of Rome, and eamettly requefted, that 
fome Pérfons might, be feat to ‘preach 
Chriftianity to the Saxons, Others were 
unwilling to undertake the Miffion; fo 
that Gregory, by Permiffion from Beme- 
did, undertook the :Bufinefs ,himfelf : 
But, before any confiderable Progrefe 
could be made in it, upon the Death of 
Pelogius Il. he was advanceg to the See 
of Rome, ‘This therefore made him re- 
folve to do‘that by others, which had 





hitherto been impracticable for himfelf. 


Being 


The Ancient State 


Being fixed therefore in his Refotution 
to attempt the Converfion of the Englifh- 
Seccons, he made Choice of Av/in, Priar 
of the Monaltery of St. AZartia in Rome, 
for the Conduct of it; and, together 
-with about forty other Monks to be Af- 
fiftants to him, fent him towards Bri- 
bain, in the Year 596. 

But Asfis coming to France, was fo 
frighted vy the Charaéter he there re- 
ceived of the Englifh-Saxons, and the 
Confideration of ‘his being entirely a 
Seranger to their Language, that, leaving 
his Company in France, he returned to 
Rome, and reprefented to Gregory the 
Hazard, and uncomfortable Views of 
his Undertaking; and with much In- 

unity intreated to be excufed: But 
wing proceeded fo far, the Wifdom 
and Honour of Gregory were engagéd in 
Profecution of the Attempt; and 
having quieted or over-ruled 

the Fears of Aufin, Gregery fent him 
back to France again, with a Letter of 
Encouragement to his Brethren. And to 


-give new Life to the Hopes of Aufin, he ° 


recommended him by his Letters to the 
Kings and Queens, and feveral Bithops 
of France, and defired that they would 
favour him with their. belt Afi in 
his Undertaking. . . 

Asfin, having provided himfelf of 
Interpreters in France, failed in the Year 
527 into Britain ; and having landed in 
the Ifle of Thanet, he difpatched fome of 
his Company to Echelbert, then King of 
Kent, to acquaint him with his coming, 
and with the Importance of his Errand, 
Having reccived this Meflage, the King 
commanded he fhould continue in the 
Ife “till farther Orders; and in the 
mean Time, fhould be treated with all 
Gentlene(s and Humanity: And, after 
fome Time, appointed a Day to hear his 
Meflage. To this End, the King, toge- 
ther with fome of his Nobility, went 
into the Iland: But, out of the Super- 
ftitions of the Pagan Worfhip, he feems 
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to have fufpeéted fome Fafcination ; for, 
according to a receiv’d Notion, that 
Charms coald have no Power over him 
in the open Air, he took up his Seat in 
the open Field, and commanded Asfix 
to attend him there. 4ufin, having re- 
ceived this Command, put himfelf and 
his Followers into the Form of a Procef- 
fion, and ereéting his Silver Crof, and 
carrying in his Arms the Picture or 
Image of our Saviour, he and his Com- 
any finging their Litany, came to the 
refence or. the King: . 
The King having heard, by the Inter- 
eters of Aufis, an Account of the 
jature and Promifes of the Gofpel, be= 
fore he difmiffed him, gave him Leave 
to preach the Chriftian Religion in his 
Kingdom, and affigned him a Houfe in 
the City of Canterbury. Aafin therefore 
haftening to Canterbury, to reap the Be- 
nefit of the Grant that Prince bad made 
him, he enter’d that City in the fame 
Manner as he bad before addrefs'd hime 
felf to the King in the Ifle of Thanet, in 
the Form of Proceffion, and finging the 
Office Gregory had not long before prepa 
red upon the Occafion of a great Plague. 
in Rome, being {ettled in C 
Anfin ing fett! in Canterbury, 
joined hirntelf-and his Company to the 
Queen’s Chapel; and, by "s Blef- 
fing upon his Endeavours, and the In- 
fluence and Example of that Princefs, 
eat Numbers were brought over to 
the Chriftian Religion; and, if we may 
rely upon the Authority of Baronins, be= 
fore this Year ended, King Ethelbert de- 
clared himfelf a Chriftian, and was 
baptized: Tho’ at the fame Time he gave 
one of the moft certain Marks of a 
Chriftian Spirit, and did a great deal of 
Honour to the Inftructions of Aufin, 
by declaring, that Chrift required no other 
than a voluntary Obedience, but forbid 
Violence and Force ; yet the Example and 
Zeal of that Prince were great Inftru- 
ments, and drew great Numbers of his 
u 
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‘Subje&ts to follow his Example. In 
fhort, the Succefs of Axfin was fo ex- 
traordinary, that Gregory, ini an Epiftle 
‘to Ewlogins, Patriarch of Alexandria, 
faith, that the Miracles of thofe wl 
engaged in this Undertaking, fhone like 
thofe of the Apoftles ; and that on Chrift- 
smas-Day, more than ten thoufand of the 
Englifh were baptized. -_ 
< This fame Year, or the Year after, 
‘Auflin went over into France, and re- 
ceived Confecration from Erherins, Arch- 
“ bithop of rles. Some Time after his 
Confecration, Gregory refolving to ho- 
nour him with the Character of an 
_Archbithop, as a.Mark and Acknow- 
Iedgment thereof, at the Coming of 
Afellitns with Fufius and Panlinws into 
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Britain, in the Year 601, fent him over 
a Pall; and together with that a Model 
or Platform of the Government he was 
to ‘eftablith in the Church. In this, 


ho Axfin, in Confideration of his Merits, 


was conitituted Primate of the Englifb 
Church, and had a Power given him to 
eret another Metropolitical See at York ; 
but with Subordination to him as Pri- 
mate of the Englifh. . 


, This feems to us to be the true Be- 
ginning of the Engle Church. As to 
what concerns the Succeffion of Arch- 
bithops and Bithops in their {everal Sees, 
that will be more properly related in 
another Place. 
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Of the Encutsu-Saxon Names. 


‘H intend not here to write 
an Exymologicon of Saxon 
Names, which would be 
dry, uninftru@ive, and 


exceed the Compate of our Defign ; but 
chufe rather to lay down fuch general 
Rules, as may in fome Meafure enable 
the Reader to make a probable Guefs at 
the Origination of ancient Engli/> Names, 
both of Places and Perfons, as often as 
he may occafionally meet with them. In 
this we profefs in the main to follow 
Mr. Conden, and other approved Au- 
thors ; particularly the learned Dr. Gib- 
who feems to have treated this Sub- 
Je& with greater Accuracy than any 
other Writer, in his Additions to the 
Saxon Chronicle.

‘MARSH, MARS, MAS, is the fame 
with the Saxon Mep:c, which fignifies 
a Lake, or Ground encumber'd with:

Scope indeed among the Saxons 
did fignify what we call a Shore ; but it 
is not ufed in the Names oF Places.

SURNAMES given for Difference 
of Families, and continted as Heredi- 
tary, were nfed by no People ancient! 
but the Romans, This Cuftom they too! 
up after the League with the Sabines, and 
called fuch Names Nomina or Nomina 
Gentilisia, as the former were called Pre- 
nontina, The French and we call them 
Surnames, not as if they were the Name 
of the Sire or Father, but becaufe they 
are fuperadded to Chriftian Names. 


The Hebrews, to keep up the Memory 
of their Tribe in their Genealogies in- 
ftead of Surnames, ufed the Name of their 
Father: with Ben, i.e.Son ; as Melchi Ben- 
Addi, Addi Ben-Gofam, and fo on. In 
like manner the Greeks; inép@ ti Aare 
Saas, i.e. Icarus the Son of Dadalus,Da- 
dalus the Son of Expatermus. 

The like was u(ed among our Ance- 
ftors the Eaglifh Saxons; as Ceolwald Cu- 
thing, Cath Cathwining, \.e. Ceolnald Son 
of Carb, Cuth Son of Cuthwin, Hence it is 
that Williams of Afalmesbary obferves the 
Son of Eadgar was called Eadgaring, and 
the Son of Ednund, Ea: ding, 

The Britains ufe Ap for Mab in the 
fame Senfe; as Owen Ap-Harry, Harry 
Ap-Rhefe. And fo do the iifp and 
Highlanders in Scotland employ Mac ; as 
Donald Mac-Neale, Neale Mac-Con. The 
old Normans made ufe of Fitz or Filz to 

_ the fame Purpofe; as Fobs Fitz- Robert, 
Robert Fitz. Richard. 

But tho’ Swrnames paffing from Father 
to Son were not anciently in ufe; yet to 
thefe fingle Names others were frequent- 
ly joined. which however died with the 
Bearer, and never defcended to Pofterity. 
So ar was called the Peaceable, Ed- 
mund tor his Valour Jron- Side, Williaw I. 
Baftard; Henry 3. Beauclerc, i.e. fine 
Scholar. 

Hence it appears, that to feek after the 
ancient Sernames of the Royal or moft

noble and ancient Families in Ewrepe, is 
to feck what never was. 

About the Year of our’ Lord 1000, 
Surnames began to be taken up in France. 
In England, either at the Conqueft, or a 
very little before under Edward the Con- 
feflor. Certain it is, that as the better 
Sort, even from this Time, by degrees 

k to themfelves Swrnemes, fo were. 
they not fully fettled among the com- 
mon People ‘till about the Reign of King 
Edward IL. 

This will {tem ftrange to fome, who 
value themfelves upon the Antiquity of 
their Names; _and yet fure we are, that 
after diligent Enquiry made, no Swrname, 
de(cending to Pofterity, could be found 
before the Conqueft. 

In Domefday we meet with the firft 
Surnames, brought in then by the Aer- 
mans, wlio had not long before taken 
them to themfelves in their own Coun- 
try. They are generally local, with de 
before them ; as Ant. de Grey, Walter de 
Vernon,’ Robert de Oily, now D'oyley. 

And indeed the moft ancient and no- 
ble Surnames are local, deduced from 
Places in Normandy, or the Countries 
adjoining, having been either the #atri- 
monial Pofleffions, or Birth-places, of 
fuch as ferved the Conqueror, or came 
in after out of Normandy; as Mortimer, 
Percy, Devrenx, Neville, Harecoxrt, Tracy, 
Lucy, Granville. Of this Sort are molt of 
the Names that have De, Dw, Des, Dela, 
prefix'd, and begin or end with Font, 
Fant, Beas, Saint, Mont, Bois, Aux, Eux, 
Vall, Vaux, Cort, Court, Fort, Champ, Vil : 
Which Vil in fome Names has been cor- 
tuptedly changed into Feld, as Sackefeld 
for Sackville, and others into Well, as 
Frefbwell for Frefeheville. 

Out of Bretagne came the Families of 
Morley, Laffels, Dinant, afterwards called. 
Dinkam aud Denham, with. feveral o- 
thers, 

Out of other Parts of France, from 
Places of the fame Name, came Courtney, 
St, Leger, Boba, St.George, St. Quintin,

From Places in England and Scotlend 
fikewife infinite Numbers of Families

Ratcliff, Cotton, Goring, Windfor, Stanhope, 
Sydenham, Dimoc, Winnington, Willow, aM 
and almoff all the Families in Cornmeal. 

_ Ina Word, all the Surnames that for- 
inerly had Of fet before them in Englifh, 
which in fome Parts of York/bire is con- 
traded into 4, as Wiliam 4 Paley; and 
all fuch as in old Latis Evidences have 
De prefixed, are borrowed from Places. 

We have not yet done with local 
Names; but there are another Sett of a 
different kind, that in old Records al- 
‘ways appear with Le before them. Many 
of thet fem to have been taken from 
fome Office, born by the Founders of fuch 
honourable Families; as Le Latimer, Le 

ncer, Le Norice, with fome others 
of the fame Sort, 

Others there are again without either 
De or Le before them; as Arundel, How- 
ard, Talbot, Bagot, Lovell, Fortescue, Tirell, 
Blunt, and {ome others, 

‘Tis obfervable however, that this Di- 
ftin@tion of Local Names with De, and 
of others with Le, and of fome without 
either De or Le, was carefully obferved 
in public Records, ’till about the Reign 
of Edward IV. : 

We may fafely affirm, there is not a 
Town, Village, or Hamlet in England, 
that has not given a Name to foie Fa- 
mily or other. Masry Names therefore 
are undoubtedly Jocal, tho’ they may 
not feem to be fo, to fuch as have no 
Knowledge of the Place: And this is 
the Cafe of Whisgs, Panlet, Bacon, Al- 
Sfp, and many others. 

Nay, fome of thefe Surnames are fo 
corrupted and altered by the common 
Sort of People, who would make all 
NumesSignificative in their own Way, 
that for Tipie we often meet with Tip-

and the like. , 

Tt muft be obferved likewife, that Jo- 
cal Names had t prefixed to them in 
old Writings ; as .4:-Adore, At-Woed + 
Which 41, tho it has been removed from 
fome, has been often. joined to others: 
as Atwood, Arwill.  S likewife of late 
has been added to feveral Names; as 
Koowles, Yates, Holmes, Stokes, and fuch 
ike. 

From Rivers as well as other Places feve- 
ral Families have had their Names; fuch 
are Derwent. Water, Eden, Troutbeck, Efgill, 
Wempall, Trent; juft as fome among the 
Romans were called Tiberii, Aufidii, 8c, 
from the Rivers Tibris and Aufidus, 

Many Families have likewife had their 
Surnames from Trees near their Habita- 
tions; as Oak, Box, Beach, Coigniers, now 
Conniers, i. ¢. Quince, Curfy and Carfon, 
the Stock of a Vine, Chefney or Cheyney, 
the fame with Oct, Afb ; Condry, i. e. Fi 

Thorn, Brome, and fo on. An- 
ciently thef¢ Names bad Ar put before 
them, and hence it is that divers of 
them are flrangely contraéted 5 as 4r- 
Afve into Tajo, At-Abbey into Tabbey. 
So in Saints Names, Saint. Ofth has 
been turned into Saint Tows, and St. Ebbe 
into Saint Tabbe. 

Strangers alfo coming hither, and 
tefiding here, retained the Names of 
their intries ; as Scot, Lombard, Fle- 
ming, French, Bigod, i. ¢, Norman, (for 
fo the French called the Normans from 
their frequent {wearing by God) Bretton, 
Burgoine, Germaine, Weflpbaling, Dane, 
Gafcoigne: Aud thefe, as weli as thofe 
mentioned juft now, had Le fet before 
them in old Records; as Le Flemming, 
i. ¢. The Flemming. 

In refpect of Situation to other Places 
near, arife thefe common Names, North, 
South, Weft; and alfo Northcote, Soushe 
core, Wiffcore ; all which had originally 
4 betore them, Hall, Church, Lodge, 
and fuch like, fem to :have been taker 

from 
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from the Places of Birth, or molt fre- 
quent Abode. 

Now fince it appears that local Sur- 
names are of no great Antiquity, it may 
feem ftrange to find fome maintaining 
that their Anceftors gave Names to Pla- 
ces, efpecially when we know that the 
Contrary of this is moft certainly true. 

Certain it is, and eafy to be proved, 
that many Places which now have Lords 
called after their Names, had other Lords 
and Owners, of other Surnames and Fa- 
milies, not many Hundred Years ago. 
Notwithftanding this, a fufficient Proof 
it is of ancient Defcent, where the Inha- 
bitant hath his Surname of the Place be 
inhabiteth; as Compton of Compton, Dal- 
fon of Dalfion, Fperion of Egerton, Low- 
ther of Lowther, Wharton of Wharton, and 
the like, 

Some few Names of Places indeed 
there are which owe, their Original to 
the Fore-Names or Chriftian-Names of 
Men; as Edwardffon, Alfredfion, Ubjton, 
Malmesbury, corruptly for AZaildulphef- 
bury. And likewile evident it is, that 
fome Surnames of Families have been 
added to the Names of Places, either for 
Diftindtion, or to notify the Owner: 
Such are Afelron- Mowbray, Higham-Fer- 
rers, Minfter-Lovel, Stanfed- Rivers, Dray- 
ton-Baffet, Drayton Beauchamp, Stanton- 
Harcourt, Stanton St. Fobns, Neither 
can it be denied, but that fome, dream- 

ing of a Sort of Immortality in this Life, 
have called their Houfes after their own 
Names : Such were Camois-Conrt, Hamons, 
Bretts, Bailies, Theobaldes, which are now 
either gone to Ruin and forgotten, or 
falfen into other Hands. 

No one of thefe Iniftances makes’ any 
thing againft what we have before laid 
down. So that in general the Reader 
may be certain, that Families have their 
Surnames from Places, and not Places 
their Names from Families. We fhall 
only obferve farther, that every Perfon 
Poffeffed of a local Name, cannot from 
thence conclude that his Anceftors were 


eithers Lords or Poffeffors of fuch a Place ; 
but this he may be certain of, that they 
were cither born there, or came original- 
ly from it. . 

2. Next to local Surnames, the molt 
numerous Sort is thofe, which have been 
derived from Profeffions or Occupations: 
Such are Taylor, Potter, Smith, Sadler, 
Archer, Chancer, i. ¢. Hofer, Weaver, 
Painter, Pointer, Walker, i.c. Faller, Brewer, 
Weber, Wheeler, Wright, Baker ot Baxter, 
Collier, Carpenter, Foyner, Salter, Banifter, 
i. e. Balneator ; and moft of the Names 
that end in Er in our Language. 

There was not any Trade, Craft, Art, 
Profeffion or Occupation, tho’ never fo 
mean, but had a Name among us com- 
monly ending in Er, and Men accord- 
ingly denominated from it; tho’ fome 
of them now are out of ufe, and fo the 
Signification difficult to be come at, and 
others ridiculoufly mollified by the 
Bearers, Ieft they fhould {eem to be dif= 

raced by them: Whereas “tis” well 

nown many of the nobleft Romans had 
no better Names. Of thia Nature are 
Fibulns, Piétor, Fabricius, Scribonius, Ru- 
Ficus, Salinator, Agricola, Carbo, Funarius, 
and a Hundred others. - 

Hitherto may be referred many that 
end in Aan; as Tubman, Chapwian, Spel~ 
man; i.e, Learned Man, Horfeman, and 
others, 

3. As from Places and Profeffions many 
Surnames have been affumed, fo from 
Offices, as we hinted before, feveral have 
had their Rife. Such are Chamberlaine, 
Cooke, Spencer, i. e. Steward, Latimer, i.e. 
Interpreter, Reeve, Woodreeve, Sherife, 
Sergeant, Parker, Fofer, i, e. Nutricius, 
Forfler, i. e. Forrefter, Hunter, Kempe, 
i.e, Soldier, Faulconer, Fowler, Page, But= 
ler, Clark, Proftor, Abbot, Monk, Prief, 
Bifbop, Deacon, Dean, Warder, 4. ¢.

8. Some had their Names from the 
Time they were born in ; as Winter, Sum- 
mer, which, by the Addition of S. we 
mentioned before, is now Somers, Day, 
May, Noel; not unlike Fanuarius, Mar- 
tins, So Pontanus, and after him Mr. Cam- 
den, would have Virgil wrote Vergil, be- 
caufe, as they fay, he was born at tke 
Rifing of the Vergilie, or Seven Stars, 
Now tho’ Mr. Camden underftood Altro- 
nomy very well, and was, as every body 
knows, a great Favourer of Aftrology, 
in which Study, we too fome of us have 
{pent fome Time, yet in this Cafe we 

efire to diffent from him. 
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g9.-Others had their Names from what 
they ufually carried ; as Palmer, i.e. Pil- 
grim ; becaufe, at their Return from Fe- 
rafalem, they bore a Palms-Branch in heir 
Hands. Something like this we fee in 
Long-Sword, Fortefcne, and perhaps in 
Break-fpeare, Shake-fpeare, and the like. 

10, Many have had their Surnames 
from Parts of the Body ; as, Head, Legge, 
Pollard, Hart, Whitehead ; and of this 
Name is one of the Arch-Hereticks a- 
mong the Quakers. 

11. Garments too formerly have hada 
Share in Surnames ; as Hat, Frocke ; and, 
if Dw Tillet may be credited, Hugh Capet, 
Founder of the Race of the Kings of 
France, had his Name from a youthful 
Humour of pulling ‘off the Caps of all 
his Companions. 

12, Not a few Surnames have arifen 
from the Colosr of Complexion, or the 
like: So we often meet with White, 
Brown, Read, Green,; and fome Norman 
Names ; as Rows, i. ¢. Red; Blunt, i. ¢. 
Flaxen- Hair, Hence Ruffel, Blundel, 8c. 
Pipa is {peckled ; and to thefe we may 
add fome Britifh Names; as Gwin, White, 
Dee, Black, Lhuid, Ruffet. Thete anfwer 
to Albinus, Candidus, Flavius, Fufeus, Ru- 
fus, and Niger among the Romans ; and 
to Pyrrbus, Chlerws, and the like, among 
the Grecians. 

13. Some owe their Names to Flozers 
and Fruits ; as Lilly, Rofe, Nut, which 
are not altogether unlike Lentulus, Pifo, 
and Fabins, among the Romans. 

14. Others have had their Names from 
Fonr-footed Beafts; as Lamb, Bear, Buck, 
Fox, Badger. So we find fome of the 
nobleft Romans called Catulns, Aper, Cae 
ninius ; and Cyrus, i, e. Dog, the Founder 
of a very great Empire, 

15. From Fifbes, among many others, 
are {uch Names as follow: Place, Sal- 
mon, Whiting, Crab; equal to A4urena, 
Phocas, and other fuch Names among 
the Romans.

HETHER the Danes were 
the fame with the Gmbri_ b 
of Greek and Latin Wri- 
ters, as Petreine endeavours 


to prove, is not very material. He 
feems to have been led into this Opinion 
out of a Defire of doing Honour to the 
Danes by entitling them to feveral great 
AGtons againft the Rewens. That they 
were an ancient and warlike People, 
defcended from the Getes or Gorhs, is not 
to be doubted; tho’ the oldeft Writers 
we have ufet with, that call them by 
that Name, are Procopins and Fornandes, 
How they came by this Name of Danes, 
is not fo certainly known. Goropises’s 
Conjecture is not worth mentioning. 
Andreas Velleins, a \earned Dane, fetches 


it from the Dace, a People of Scythia. N: 


Exbelwerdus, an ancient Hiltorian, a fort 
of a Tranflrtor of the Saxon Annals, 
thought the Name might be taken from 
the City Dania, Mr. Camden once thought 
he had Reafon to deduce it from Dan- 
cienes, (as he reads it) a People of Scan- 
dig mentioned by Ptolemy; but Das- 
ciones {eems to the true Reading. 
. Facobes Venufinus firlt difcover'd fome 
titeps of the Name in Cdan and CDa- 
sons, which are melted by Ada into 
Codanus (Sinas] and Codanonia. It feems 
probable to us, that not only the Names 
juft now mentioned, but thofe alfo of 
Danes and Denmark, owe their Original 
to Danss, the firft King of that Nation. 
Tho’ this Opinion be rejected by Mr. Cam- 
den, yet we find it deliver’d for Truth 
by Saxe Gragmatices, no mean Hifto- 


tian, and in this hohe followed 
y many knowing Perfons, particularly 

the moft learned Dr. Hickes. Some 
ime about the Middle of the Eighth 
Century they were joined by the Daci, 
a People famous in the i 
and for this Reafon, after that Time, in 
the Writers of the middle Age, we fre- 


quently find the Danes called Daci, This - 


happen’‘d not long after the Death of Ve- 
nerable Bede; for neither in his Time, 
nor before, do we remember to have 
met with any Author that calls them by 
that Name, . 

They are by our Latin Hiftorians cal- 
led Wiccingi, 1. . Pirates: For Wiccinga, 
as we learn from e4ifric, in the Saxon 
Language, fignifies a Pirate. Another 
lame, they are often called by among 
the fame Sort of Writers, is Pagani, or 
Pagans; becaufe they were not yet con- 
verted to Chriftianity. In the Lan- 
guage of this Nation they were named

Mr. Camden cites the following Paflage 
concerning them out of Dado of St. Oxin-

‘athers and Grandfathers, and often a- 
mong themfelves, about Eftates, becaufe 
the Land they then inhabited was too 
little for them, This is the Reafon that 
a Multitude of young Men were fome- 
times chofen by Lot, ‘according to an 
ancient Cuftom, and fent out into other 

K Nations 
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Nations to feek Habitations with the 
Sword. At the fending out of fuch a 
Colony, they facrificed to THUR, ‘not 
with the Blood of Beafts, but of Men. 
This, in their Opinion, was the moft 
recious of all Sacrifices; fo that no 
fooner had the Prieft determined by Lot 
who thould die, but the Victim had his 
Brains beat out at one Blow. After he 
Jay ftretched upon the Ground,’ they 
Yearched on the Left Side for the Vein of 
the Heart.~ Out of this they took the 
Blood, and fprinkled it upon the Heads 
thofe that were to be fent abroad, 


Having in this Manner, according to 


their Notions, appeafed the Gods, they 
immediately fet Sail, and fell to their 
S. 


"Another Method of appeafing their 
Is, or rather a barbarous Piece of Su- 
* perftition, ufual among the Danes, is 
deferibed by Ditmarus, fomewhat older 
than Dusdo, in the following Manner : 
Becaufe I bave heard frange Things con- 
cérning the Sacrifices of the Danes, I will 
not paft them by altogerber untouched, 
There is a certain Place, the Capital of this 
Kingdom, called Lederun, in the Province 
of lon; where, after every nine Years, in 
January, a little after the Epiphany, they 
all meet, and there facrifice to their Gods 
Ninety-nine Men, and as many Horfes, with 
Dogs and Cocks, for the Hawks that were 
Sent them, not donbting but thefe Things 
were moft acceptable 10 Heir Deities, 


The firft Time we hear of the Danes 
in England is in the Year 787, when 
they arrived on the Englifh Coaft with 
three Ships, as ‘tis related in the Saxon 
Chronicle. In 793, they deftroyed the 
Church of Lindi farne, and the Year af- 
ter over-run Northumberland. 

Egbert, the firlt Englifb Monarch, had 
put an End to the deptarchy, and was 
an the Height of his Glory, when in 
832 the Danes invaded the Ife of Shepey, 

e next Year they landed at Charmouth 

in Dorfetfbire, where they defeated King 
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Egbert, But in 835, Egbert 
compleat Victory over them. 

In the Reign of King Erhelwalf, the 
Danes were very troublefome in England. 
But in 845, they were met with by the 
Men of Somerferfbire and Dorfetfbire, who 
at the Mouth of the River Pedridan, 
gave tliem {uch an Overthrow, that we 
find no more of them in England for 
fome Years. 

In the Time of King Exhelbert, the 
Danes landed at Southampton with a pow- 
erful Navy, when they took and plun- 
der'd the City of Winchefler, As alfo in 
the Days of his Brother Echelred, sheir 
Devaftations in moft Parts of England 
ret moft terrible, and aloft number- 
ef. 

Even the great King Alfred himfelf 
was forced by thefe Pagans to retire for 
fome Time into the woody and 
Parts of Somerfetfbire; tho’ afterwards 
“tis true he engaged the whole Danifb 
Forces at Edendon in Wiltfbire, and gain- 
ed a moft entire Victory over them. 
They were often after worlted by this 
glorious Prince ; fo that tho’ they came 
Over in great Numbers, yet were they 
penerall unfuccefsful the remaining.

In the Minority of Erhelred AI. the 
Danes landed again at Southampton, took 
the Town, made fome Inroads into the 
Country, and carried off great Booty, 
We cannot now follow them into the 
fle of Thanet, nor their, Countrymen 
into Chefhire : But after thefe and feveral 
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sother Advantages obtained by the Danes, 
the Englifo were willing to compound 
with them, and accordingJy ‘paid them 
10000 Pounds, upon Condition they 
would quit the Country, and return ao 
more to difturb it. This was the firtt 
Tribute paid to the Danes; and an infa- 
mous Pxample it was, unworthy of 
brave Men, to buy that. Liberty with 
Money, | which can never be loft to a 
great Mind. . 

This 10000 Pounds quieted them for 
about a Year, when in 993 they landed 
again in England, deltroyed Bamborough, 
and marching towards the Mouth of 
the Hamber, walted not only York/bire, 
bur ‘alfo Lincolnfire, in their Paflage, 
putting all to the Sword, without Di- 
ftinGtion either of Age or Sex. The 
Englifo were now every where unfortu- 
nate, betrayed by their Commanders, as 
fome Hiftorians affirm, both at Land 
and Sea. .

In a few Years Time the Danes were 
defirous to have more Money, Accord- 
ingly they enter'd the Severn, and fome 
Time afeer the Frome, and for fome 
Years made fuch deplorableDevaftations, 
that not only very many remarkable 
Places in England were breught to Defo-: 
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lation, but the two Univerfities alfo 
were laid in Afhes about the Year 1000: 
In this Condition continued thole two 
fisious Nurferies of Learning for above 
130 Years, when Robert Poleyn, about 
the Year 1133, revived the Study of Dix 
vinity at Oxford, by his Lectures upon 
the Scripture. , From this Time Scholars 
have continued without Interruption 
both at Oxford and Cambridge This we 
learn froma Rodburne, and Roufe the Ware 
wick Antiquary, a3 he is cited by Leland 
in a Book of Calletions, ! 
In order to put an End to thefe Trou- 
bles about the Year 1000 above men- 
tioned, a Sum of 24000 Pounds wag 
paid down to. the Danes, upon Condi- 
tion, not that they would return Homé 
as before, but that they would” defift 
from all A@ts of Hoftility. For it ap- 
pears, that about this Time many Danes 
lived in Peace among the Engli/h: But 
they lived after fuch an infolent idle 
Manner, that they were ufually called 
Lord-Danes; and hence it is, that at this 
Day, in fome Counties, a lazy Felidw 
is called Lardane. To Bt an End te 
this Infolence, and the Authors of it to- 
peche: and withal to avoid paying Tri- 
te for the future, Erdelred fent Letters 
of Command privately to all Parts of 
his Dominions to deftroy the Danes, of 
all Ages and Sexes, at fuch an Hour, on 
the ninth Day of Fuly 1002, Which 
was execited with fuch Ri- 
gout, that few of the Danes, then in 
ingland, of what State or Condition 
foever, efcaped with their Lives, Such 
are the miferable Effects of Popular Fue 
ty, efpecially when fupported and back- 
ed by Authority. We are unwilling to 
believe the Worn had the greateft 
Share in this bloody Tragedy, as fome 
Authors have fuggefted ; and yet, if 
what the fame Writers relate may be de- 
pended on, in relation to the Attempts

of the Denes upon their Chaftity, they 
have a double Excufe for theie Cruelty 
in this Cafe. And that fome fuch Ac-

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tempts were made by the Danes, and 
that the Women were equally, at leaft, 
concerned with the Men in this Affair, 
feems very probable, not only from the 
Authorities juft now mentioned, but 
from fome Privileges they ftill affume, 
in fome Counties, at a Time called 
‘Pockeide, which, according to the Opi- 
mion of very good Judges, has its Ori- 
ginal from this very Maflicre. 

Swane however, King of Denmark, a 
Man of a furious Temper, exafperated at 
this barbarous Treatment of his Coun- 

n, refolved to revenge it. In or- 
der to accomplith his Defign, he landed 
fomewhere on the South-Weft Part of 
England, and formed the City of Exe- 
ter, The Reader is here again defired to 
obferye, that Swane’s Power, notwith- 
Rtanding be was joined by other Nations, 
was inferion to that of the Englifh,. if 
they had not been betrayed by their own 
Leaders: Infomuch, that if the Com- 
manders of the Englifb Armies had been 
true to their King and Country, Swane, 
without the Misfortune of a Famine, 
which then happen’d in England, might 
have been drove into his own Country 
after another Manner. By this Means, 
all the Miferies that befel England at that 
Time, might have been prevented, with- 
out buying a difhonourable Peace at the 
Price of 36000 Pounds, which was an 
immenfe Sum in thofe Days. _ 
~ It would beendlefs,and foreign to our 
Defign, to reckon up all the Sufferings 
of this Nation from thefe barbarous In- 
vaders. It will be fufficient here to ob- 
ferve, that about the Year 1012; the 
Englifh confented to pay ftilla greater 

lefs than 48000 Pounds, to

mrchafe a Peace with thefe unreafonable fe 


truders.

. S anciently the Franks and 
Saxons, from the Northern 
Parts of Germany, infeltcd 
Gan) and Britain, and at 
length made themfelves Mafters of thole 
two Nations; fo in Afier-Ages they were 
followed by the Daves, and afier them 
by the Normans, in the fame Manner, 
and with much the fame Succefs. 
Altho’ Ademus Bremenfis be of Opi- 
nion, that Norwegie is {tri€tly and pro- 
perly {peaking Norwania, or the Origi- 
nal Country of the Normans, yet he 
owns, that not only the Danes and 
Swedes, but alfo aH the People beyond 
Denmark towards the North, are called 
fo by the ancient Hiftorians of France. 
So we find Eginbardus, in the Life of 
Carles the Great, delivering himfelf to 
this Effect: The Danes and Swedes, which 


we call Normans, poffefs the Northern Ni 


Shore, and all the Ilands adjoining, And 
elfewhere: Lafl) ve fonghe 4 sin the 
Normans, which are alfo named Danes, 
Albertus Stadenfis {peaks to this Purpole: 
The Danes, and the reff of the People beyond 
Denmark, are all called Notmans. 

They were called Normans, i.e. Nor- 
thern Men, becaufe they came out of the 
Northern Countries. Odericus Vitalis 
exprefly affirms they came out of Den- 
mark; and not only Dado, but Gulielmue 
Gemeticenfis, affure us, that the Father of 
Rollo, the firlt Duke of Normandy in 
France, was a Dane. This being either 
not known, or not attended to by Crant- 
zine, bas caufed great Confufion in his 
Writings ; for he all along attributes 
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the Adtions and Atchievements of the 
Normans to the Norwegians, as if there 
bad been no other People named Vora 
mans, but the Norvegians {triGly fo cal- 
Jed. That therefore the Normans, moft 
of them at leaft, were of Danifh Extrac- 
tion, and that they were alfo called 
Nortb-Lexdi, i, e. Northern People, the 
Reader need make no Doubt. 

Tis recorded, when thefe Norman Ro- 
vers firft enterd the Mediterrancan, in 
the Reign of Charles the Great, That that. 
Emperor wept ;' not fo much out of Fear 
of any Hurt they could do him, as out 
of a Forefight of the Mifchief they 
would do his Polterity. Nay with fo 
much Cruelty did they manage their Pi- 
racies, that fome Time after, in the Pub- 
lic Litanies, we meet with the followin;

In the Reign of Charles the Bald, He- 
Sing, Commander of the Norman Pi- 
rates, was bought off with the Count:

fred the Norman Part of Neufria, toge- 
ther with his Daughter in Marriage.. 
They afterwards by Force fettled about 
the Mouth of the Seine, and_poffefied 
themfelves of all Newfris, which was 
Part of Wefrafa, as ‘tis called by the 
Writers of the middle Age, or, as the 
Germans named it, Weflenrych, i. e. the 
Weftern Kingdom. 

This Nenjria was afterwards called 
Normania ot Normandie, from thefe new. 
Inhabitants; about the fame Time, as- 
it fhould {cem, that this Country was.

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iven as a Fee to Redo, the firft Duke 
thereof, by Charles the Simple, who was 
not only his Godfather when he was 
Daptized, but had alfo given him his

hen Rolle, on account of thefe great

William, commonly called the 
Conqueror, was natural Son of this Robert, 
the fixth Duke of Normandy, by Arlette, 
a very beautiful Virgin of Falaixe, with 
whom he fell in Love, as fhe {tood gazin 
at her Door, while he paffed throug! 
that Town. For this Reafon he is called 
Gulielmsus Baftardus, or William the Ba- 
ftard, by many Writers of that and the 
following Ages. And fome Authors have 
deduced Harlot, a Word ftill comiman 
among us, denoting a lewd Woman, 
from Bis Mother’s Name, which was, as 
“we obferv’d before, Arlette. 
But we fhall_pafs by this improbable 
ConjeGture, and the Oppofition he met

“ Enemy, both at Home and Abroad: 
“* A known Ufurper, cruel in his Na- 
“ ture, of Danifh Extra@tion, and there- 
“© by ungrateful to the Englifh; a Hater 
“ of his own Blood, and who had ne- 
* ver triumphed but over his own Bro- 
ther; and by a bloody Victory at’ 
“ Stamford had loft the bravelt of his 
“ Troops, as he had done before the 
© Hearts of his Subjects. The 
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, The Duke landed his Army at Hofings 
in Sufex about the Beginning of O€fober ; 
and expecting a general Submiffion of the 
Englifh to his Right and Title, (pretend- 
ed from the Teftament of Edward the 
Confeffor) or the Defertion of Harold, 
as an Ufurper, by his own Army ; he 
made at firft no Show of invading a 
hoftile Country, but rather of his en- 
camping in his own; forbidding all In- 
juries to any of the Inhabitants, and all 
Spoil of the Country about him: And 
fo continued with his whole Army in a 
gulist and peaceable Manner for about a 

ight, either to refreth his Troops, 
or to how his Claim to the 
Crown, and his Arrival upon it, would 
be received in England, 

But after this Time expired, he was 
foon roufed by the Approach of Harold, 
who returned from the Defeat of his 
Brother, and his Dazi/h Affiftants, with 
all the Forces he had employed in that 
Expedition, and all he could invite or 
collet out of the Country as he pafied. 
The firft were (tanding Troops, nume- 
rous and brave, which he kept for the 
Defence of his Perfon and Title, know- 
ing hey were both generally hated in 
England, The saft were ill difciplin’d, 
and worfe affected, and ferved only to 
Increafe the Number of his Army, which 
Was very great. . 

Upon Approach of his Enemies, he 
fent Spies into the Norman Camp, who 
were taken, and courteoufly ufed by the 
Duke, carried through all his Troops, 
fhew'd their Difcipline and Difpoial, 
and fent back with Rewards, At their 
Return they told Harold, that the Nor- 
mans looked rather like an Army of 
Prietts than of Soldiers, their great 
Silence and Order in their Camp, as well 
aby their Faces being all thaved. 

is faid, the Duke before the Battel 
fent an ‘Offer to Harold to decide the 
Quarrel between them by fingle Com- 
bat, and theseby fpare their Subjects

Blood: Which Herold refufed, and faid 
he would Icave it to God to determine 
Upon which his Brother defired him, 
that he would not be prefent at the Bat- 
tel, becaufe he had formerly {worn to 
Duke William to afilt his Title upon 
King Edvard’s Death, and leave it rather 
to them who had a jufter Caufe, and 
thould fight only for Defence of their 
Country, and without Breach of Oath.. 
But the Courage of Harold was more 
than his Confcience, and fo both Parts 
difpofed their Armies for a pitched Bat- 
tel next Morning, after the Englifb had 
pafled the Night in Songs and Feafting, 
and the Normans in: much Devotion. 
The Fight began with great Fury, and 
ual Bravery as well as Order on both. 
Sides. - The Englifo were cruelly gauled 
by thick Showers of Arrows from the 
Norman Long-Bows, before the Battel 
joined ; which was a Weapon then un- 
ufed in England, and thereby the more: 
furprizing by Wounds coming from 
Enemies fo far out of reach, and not fud- 
denly to be revenged. But when they 
came up to clofe Fight, the. Norniens 
were hewed down by the Englifh Bills. 
which of all Weapons give the mot 
aftly and deplorable Wounds, Befides, 
cir Points were fo ftrong and fo clofe: 
together, that no Charges of the Nor- 
man Horfe could break the Englifh Ranks, . 
though the Duke affaulted them 1o often, 
and with fo great Bravery, that he had. 


- three Horfes killed under him in the: 


Attempt. But finding them continue: 
firm, he at length, by a Signal, caufed a 
fudden Flight to be feigned by his Nor— 
mans that were moft advanced. Upon 
which the Englifh, eafily deceived by: 
their own Courage as well as Hopes, be— 
gan fuch an eager Puttuit, as by it they 
diflolved their Ranks, t had been 
otherwife impenetrable. Upon this In- 
cident before expeéted, ‘and foon difco- 
ver'd by the Duke, and upon’no Signal’ - 
given, the Normans returned. with seater 
ury/ 


~ athe Courage of th 
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Fury than before, broke into the dif- 
order’d Body of the Englif, routed and 
purfued them to a rifing Ground, where 
their broken Forces made a Stand, fell 
again into Order, and encouraged by the 
Speeches, but more by the brave Example 
of Hard, they renewed the Fight, and 
made a mighty Slaughter of the Nor- 
mans, a8 they endeavoured to force them 
againft the Difadvantage of the Hill 
which they defended. . 

The Fiercenefs and Obftinacy of this 
memorable Battel was often renewed by 
¢ Leaders, wherever 
that of the Soldiers began to faint, “till 
the Normans leaving the Affault of the 
Hill, too obftinately defended, and 
keeping a little Diftance, fell again to 
their Arrows, with one of which He- 
rold was (hot quite through the Head, 
and fell to the Ground; and by his 
Death gave the Vitory and the Field to 
the Norman, which hitherto con- 
tinued doubiful on both Sides; and 
feemed thus far to have been fought 
avith equal Courage and with equal Lofs. 
But the Flight of the Englifb upon Ha- 
vold’s Fall foon determin d it, and was 
follow'd by a tong and bloody Purfuit 
of the Normans, which continued *till 
Night, and. left many Englifo flain in 
their Flight that bad been fafe in the 
Battel, and the reft of them wholly dif 
perfed, tho’ covered by the Night. So 
different are the 1 fects of Courage and 
of Fear, and fo ju(t the Rewards of 
both; the firft which. feeks Dangers of- 
ten avoids them; the other often runs 
into them, by endeavouring to efca; 
them: Much greater Numbers falling in 
all Battels by the Purfuit of thofe that 
fy, than by the Slaughter of thofe that 

t. 

eNothin feems to how the Greatnefa 
of England fo much at this Time, as that 
Harold fhould be able to affemble fo 
mighty an Army to oppofe this Inva- 
Son; and find above Threefcore Thou- 
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fand Men, brave enough, not only ta 
fight, but to lofe their Lives in his De- 
fence; for fo many are agreed to have 
been flain of the Englifh at this Battel of 
Haftings, where he loft his Crown and 
his Life together, and left the Field, 
with the Kingdom, to this brave Nor- 
man Conqueror. This was the: Man, 
thefe the Forces, and fuch the Circum- 
ftances, that contributed to fo famous 
an Enterprize, by which the Fate of 
England was determined, in or about 
the Year 1066, - 
"Tis not to be doubted, notwithftand- 
ing what fome late Writers have faid to 
the contrary, but that Widiem, after this 
Battel of Hafings, treated the Englifh 
like 2 conquered Nation. One great In- 
{tance of this Treatment was his laying 
afide the ancient Englifh Laws, and.in- 
troducing the Cultom of Normandy; 


-and ordering all Caufes to be plead! 


in French ; which Practice continued 
for fome Reigns after. Hence it is that 
many of our ancient Law Books are 
written in French, and the Students in 
that Faculty ftill find it neceflary to 
learn that Language. He likewife' dif- 
Poflefed the Engl of their Hereditary 
fates, and divided them among his 
Soldiers ; yet fo, as he referved the direé&t 
Propriety to himfelf ; fo that the great 
Officers held of the King as chief Lord, 
and the Soldiers of the Officers, who 
were a Sort of Feudatory Lords. This 
brought in a great many Tenwres, men- 
tioned by Litsleton; molt of which are 
now antiquated, except that of So- 
cage.

Hide of Land in England, but he knew 
both the Value of it, and the Owner, 
Neither was there any Place, but it was 
entered in the King’s Roll, together with 
its Rent, Revenue, Tenure, and Poffei- 
for, by certain Taxers chofen out of 
every County for that Purpofe.

VL Notwithanding the Wef-Saxen 
Kingdom and fome others might, before 
the Reign of King Aljred. pollibly have 
been divided into Diftri€s and Shires ; 
yet certain it is, that he was the_firtt 
who divided England into Counties as 
they now ftand, allowing for foine final 
Additions, which will be accounted for 
by and by; The Occafion of this Di- 
vifion we will, for the moft part, relate 
in the Language of Sir Fobn Spelman, 
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‘War had fo long reigned in the Lend, 
and in fo licentious a manner, as that 
there was no Part Gincere in the Com- 


“ mon-wealth, And in the Clofe of the 


War, the Diforder was greater than in 
the Continuance of it ; which tho’it be 
ufual at the Breaking up of Armies, 
et this was beyond all Example. The 
mies were of different Nations, and 
both of them refiding in the fame Land 
together: The Danes deftitute of any 
prefent Fortunes to betake themfelves 
unto, at their returning; and the Saxons 
generally deprived of theirs by the Danes: 
‘he Danes Infidels and Barbarous; and 
the Saxons long inur’d to the Prattice of 
the fame Impretics with them; and 
both of them by their Neceflities prefs’d 
to dare the utmoft, whenfoever there 
was the lea(t Offer of any Means of Sup- 
ply, whether warrantable or unwar- 
rantable. So that Violence, Robberies, 
and Murthers, did infinitely abound. 
And tho’ the Laws were ftriéter than 
formerly, yet the Means and Profecu- 
tion was not anfwerable to what the 
Condition of the Times as then requi- 


ted. 

Tn this fad Cafe ftood the Landwhen 

le King, defirous to find Remedy for 
fo great an Evil caufed firfta + Survey 
to be made of the whole Kingdom ; and 
finding it-parted into many {mall Divi- 
fions, Gccording to the divers Settings 
of the Sexons Plantations} he, preter- 
mitting them as being of little ufe, di- 
vided the whole Kingdom into Shires, 
the Shires into 7 rithings or three Parrs, 
and fo into Hundreds or Wapentakes, 
and them again he fubdivided into De- 
cennaries ot Tithings, that is to fay, into 
Societies of Ten Men, (were they more 
or lefs) who, being the Houtholders in 
every Deeennary ftood commonly Pledges 
to the King for their good Abbearing 
and Appearance, if Need were, both of 
thenfelves and fof all the Head-boroughs 
of their Decennaries, And there was no

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Man to be accounted a Liege Man, or 
one that lived legally, but was compre- 
bended within a certain Hundred, and a

ther prefently to abjure the Kingdom, or 
elfe kis Life and Fortune were at the 
Mercy of every one that would lay 
Hands on him. 


If any one of any Dece were” 
fatpeded or queftic of any nce, 
and the Head-Boroughs or Chief-Pledges 


of the Freebourg, (for fo were the De- 
cennarics alfo called, becaufe they were 
Suretyfhips of Freemen mutually ty’d 
one for the other) if they, we fay, wou'd 
not undertake for his Appearance and 
Acquittal of himfelf, he was to be im- 
prifoned, and to expect his Trial and 
the Severity of the Law. If he fied, 
(whether before his finding of Sureties 
ox after) and were not brought to an- 
fwer, both the Hundred and the Tything 
that he was. of, incurred a Mul or 
Fine to rhe King, 
thee kay a0 Aptos the Pig 
lay an rom the Tythi; 

or Decor Ot the Handre: Court 
and from Handred to the Trithing- 
Court, and from the . Trithing to 
Connty-Coxrt , called anciently Scvpe- 
Kemot and Shire-mote, In this Court 
the Bifhop and Earl fat together as 
Judges, the one of Sacred Caufes, and 
the other of Civil,.’till they were fepara- 
ted by the Conqueror. Ip fome ‘extra- 
ordinary Cafes, even from this Court, 
there lay an Appeal to the King in his 
Great Coencil called by the Saxons 

sevena-Lemot. 

The Manner hereof appears more at 
Jarge by the Lawe of Edward the Confef- 
for to have been thus: The Delinquent 
ying, the Freebowrg or Tything had 31 
‘Days given them ta find him and bring 
him forth. If they fail’d of this,then the 
Headborough or Chiet-Pledge of that 
Freebowrg, with two more of the fame

If the Neighbour Frecbowgs 
could not be drawn to this, then the 
Freebourgh,whence the Sufpected fed, was 
by a & round Fine corapelled to 
make Satisfaction to the King according 
to the Quality of the Fa& committed, 
to which Fine the Goods of the Delin- 
quent (if any he ha@) were in the firft 
place liable as far as they would go; but 
they rings the Refitne was to « fy 
pli a genera upon all ti 
whole Freebexrg, who befides were put- 
Man by Man to purge themfelves by 
their Corporal Oath from being privy 
cither tothe Fault or Flight, and tor 
{wear that they would bring forth the 
Delinquent _to Judgment whenfoever 
they could find him out. 

F it happen’d that a Way-fairing 
Man (Friend or Stranger) lodg’d in any 
Man’s Houfe, and grew to be fufpect oe 
any Offence, if when he was fought for 
he could not be found, it was enquired 
how long he had ftay’din the Houfe. If 
it appear'd he had not ftay’d above two 
Nights, the Houfholder might & the 
Oath of himfelf and two of his Neigh- 
bours purge himfelf from Sufpicion of 
Privity with the Delinquent, which if 
he did, he was difcharged ; but if the 
Guelt had lodged three Nights in the 
Houf, the Maller was then to have him 
forth-coming, or to an{wer for him as 
for one of his own Family.

obtained a teady Means of difcovering 
elinquents, he took away the Ufe of 
Vidomes from the Earls, becaufe that Of- 
ficer had not only the Charge of all 
Things, privatety and minifteriatly be- 
Jonging to the Earl, but had alfo (as it 
feemeth) the fole Adminiftration of 
Paltice under him ; and inftead of the 
‘idome, he in the Affairs of the County 
{ubltituted the Sheriff or Reeve of the 
ire, who from that Inftitutian has 
ever fince continued, firft as a Deputy 
to the Earl, and fince as an immediate 
Officer tothe Crown. And befides the 
Sheriff, he, for the better Adminiftrati- 
en of Juftice, erdained in every Shire 
Peculiar ices, by what Names and 
with what Jurifdiction we cannot ex- 
pists fay.

Of the Titles of Honour in BRITAIN. 


‘Othing need here to be faid of 

the Titles belonging to the 

Royal Family, becaufe they 

are all very well known. 

The higheft Title of a Subje& is that 


_L DUKE. It is not indeed the 
moft ancient, as will be made appear 
by and by : But we give it this Place, 
becaufe a Duke, as fuch, i 
firft Rank of Nobility. 

Dax, or Deke, was originally in the 
Roman Empire the Title of a jlitary 

ere The Dukes feem to have been 
ded as- Affiftants to the Comites or 
Counts, who were Officers in the Frontier 
Provinces immediately under the Afe- 
Sifter Peditum and the Magiffer Eqoitum, 
‘oras we may call them, the Afafer of 
the Foor and the AMefer of the Horfe to 
the Emperor, We fuppote the Aafer 
of the Foot Saldiers had the Preference to 
that of the Horfe among th: Romans ; 
Decaufe they depended chiefty,in all Bat- 
tels, upon their Legions: Exch of which 
confifted of about 6000 Foot Soldiers, 
wing'd with about 200 Horfe, fome- 
times more, but rarely of never above 
. So in the Noritis we meet with 
bee Britanniarum, who was neverthele(s 
inferior to the Comes Britannie, as appears 
from the fame Notitia, . 

Clwver and fome other Writers, would 
have us believe, that the Original of the 
Title of Count and Dwke was owing to 
the Germans ; becaufe the Romans, after 
the Conqueft of that Nation, in Imita- 
tion of their Graven and Pertsogen, 
(lo they Rill call Comats and Dakes) ap-

known to have often given Laws and 
Cuftoms to other Nations, but very fele 
dom to have received any from them. 
After the Fall of the Empire, in the 
Saxon Times, Duke (till continued, bere 
England, to be the Title of an Ofer. 
eAlfric renders it Depetoga; but 
Mr. Camden fays, a Duke was called Eal- 
dorman._ This is very true too, for Eal- 
dorman feems to be a general Name, un- 
der which not only Duke, but Esrl alfo, 
was anciengly comprehended. Thefe 
Names, before they were made Titles of 


Honour, were often confounded by the 


Writers of the middle Age : So we find 
that Adalmesbury calls William Duke of 
Normandy, who conquer'd England, Co- 
writem, i.¢. Count or Earl of Normane 


dy. 
Long it was however after the Con= 
welt, before Duke was made a Title of 
lonour in England. The King himfif 
was then Duke of Normandy; which 
was perhaps the trie Reafon why he did 
not think fit to raife any Subje& to that 
Dignity, in the Senfe we are now fpeak- 
ing of, notwithftanding it was of elder 
Date in France. We are the rather in- 
clined to believe fo, becaufe the firft 
Duke wemeet with in England, propert 
fo called, was no Iefs a Perfon than Ed- 
ward the Black Prince, eldeft Son to King 
Edward UI. This young Hero, after~

He was created 
for Life, and the Claufe of his Invefti- 
tureruns thus: Nomen Ducis Lancaftriz 
imponinins, & ipfums de Nomine Ducis’ 
ahi loci, per cin@turam Gladii, prefenti- 
aliter inveftimus, 

Afterwards however, in the 36th of 
Edward Wil. Fohn of Gannt was made 
Doke of Lencafer, and had Inveftiture 
not only by the King’s girding him with 
a Sword, but by putting on him alfo a 
Cap of Furr, tunder a Coronet of Gold, 
{et with precious Stones. 

In the fame manner Edmund of Lang- 
dey, Earl. of Cambridge, and Thomas of

IL. Immediately after Dake, in the 
Order of Nobility here in England, 
comes the Title of MARQUESS. 
He too originally was an Officer em- 
loyed in the Government of fuch a 

rovince, and fuch a one only, as lay 
on the Frontiers of the Empire. He is 
called in Latin A4erchio, and fometimes 
Marchianus ; in Italian, Marchefe, from 
which Name the later Greeks formed 
their Maprin@, It properly fignifies 
Prafettus Limitaneus, t.e. one appointed 
to guard the Frontiers of a Province; - 
and has its criginal from ark or 
MBarch, which in the Language of the 
Northern Nations is a Limit or Bound, 

It appears then from the Nature of the 
Thing, that this Office mult be ofa very 
ancient Date ; but the Name of A¢erehio, 
or Margueft, occuts not in Story before 
the Reign of Charles the Great. This 
Emperor, we are fure from Aimonins, 
appointed Governors by that Name in 
Gafcony : And in one of his Confitutions, 
publithed by Goldafus, we meet not on- 
ly with Daces, which Name was of eb 
der Date, but Aarchiones, or Adar- 
fefjes. 
in Germany thefe Adarqueffes were an-

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fares us, that the Name of Adarchio ianot 
to be found in the Empire, before tbe 
Reign of Henry I. . 
As Date, for many Ages before it was 
a diftiné& Dignity of it felf, was often 
pat for Earl, fo Marques feems in an- 
cient Writers to have {ometimes taken 
into its Meaning, not only Earl, but 
Baron alfo, efpecially fuch as were Lords 
Marchers, or Lords of Frontiers. So 
Malmesbury calls Brian, who was Lord 
* of Walingford Caftle in the: Reign of 
King Stephen, Adarqu:fs of Walingford , 
becaufe, as we fuppofe, Walingford Ca- 
fle, then well fortified, was a Sort of 
a Frontier, or March, between thofe of 
the Party of King Stephen, and thofe of 
Mand the Emprefs. . 
In like manner Foannes Sarishurienfs 
alls the Lords of the AZarches betwixt 
England and Wales, Marchiones, And 
welearn from the Red Book of the Ex- 
cheguer , thar at the Coronation of Elea- 
mer, Queen to Henry UL. Fobn Fit- Alan, 
Ralph Mortimer, “Febn of Monmoush, 
and Walter of Clifford, as Marchiones de 
Marchiis Walla, Lords Matchers of 
Wales, claimed it as their Right to carry 
the Canopy, which belongs to the Ba- 
rons of the Cinque-Ports. : 
Notwithftanding all this, certain it 
is, that Afargueft was not a diftin@ Ti- 
tle of Honour before Richard It’s Time; 
for he it was who firft created Robert de 
Yere, East of Oxfard, Marquefs of Dy- 
blin in dreland for Life, in the oth Year 
ofhis Reign. This Title in Robert de 
Vere was an Englifh Dignity; and by 
Vertue of this-Dignity he was placed 
between the Dukes and Earls in Parlia- 
ment, He was created by the King in 
Parliament, as appears from the Rolls, 
Coane cintturans © Circuli Anrei fuo 
i ionem. 
Mere te tee the Inveftiture was 
the Swerd and Corones ; but in the 21:

of the fame King Richard, Fobn Beaxfort, 

Earl of Somserfer, was rahe Margasfs 

of Dorfet, per impofitionem Circuli Aurei Cam 

piti_fuo, aud Adarquefs of Somserfer, per 
intiuram Gladii. 

Remarkable however it is, that this 
Dignity being taken from him in the 
Beginning of Heary 1V. and the Com- 
mons afterward, in the Parliament of 
the fousth of the fame King, recom- 
mending his Merit to the King and 
Lords, and fo making it their Suit that 
he might be reftored to the Title of 
Marquefi; he gave them hearty Thanks 
for thet Kindnels, but humbly declared * 
himfelfto the King, that he was unwil- 
ling to have any fuch Title, becaufe it 
was then fo ftrange and new in this ~ 
Kingdom. 

In the Patents of Creation, in fuc- 
ceeding Times, the Claufes of Inveftiture 
have not been always the fame. So in 
that granted to Thomas Gray, created ~ 
Marquefs of Dorfet, in the 15th of Ed- 
ward IV. it is only per Ginltaram Gladil, 
& Capa Honoris & Dignitatis impofitionems, 
i.e. by girdin, with the Sword. and pute 
ting upon his Head the Cap of Honexr. 
The Coronet is here omitted, tho ’tis not 
unlikely that it was made ufe of in the 
A& of Inveltiture. 

The Form of the Patent of the Crea~ 
tion of a Marquefs has been indeed 
fomewhat varied, in the Ages that have 

aft fince the Ereétion of that Dignity 

ere in England; But of late Years, and 
at preent, there is little or no Difference, 
belides the Names, betwixt it-and that

In the firlt Age of the §Vorman Kings, 
Earl is often render’ by Confal; as may 
be feen in Williaws of Malmesbury, Hun- 
tington, Hoveden, and others. But the 
Life of that Werds in this Senfe, {tema 
to have ended with the Reign of King 
Stephen, Dux in the fame Authors is 
fometimes put for Eerl, tho’ tarely, 
The ufual Latin Word for Earl is 

mes, 

._, They were for a jong Time called 
Earls, without any Addition: After- 
wards the Names of Places, over which 
they exercifed Juri{diiion, were added 
to Earl, But Hill the Dignity was not 
yet Hereditary, This Title was firft 
-made fo in the Reign of William the Cos- 
iga.ror, . And yet we learo from Dowef- 
ay, that the Eerls of thofe Times were 
called fo, without the additional Name 
of any Place or County ; as Earl Hugh; 
anor Hugh Earl of Ch:fer, or the like. 
There are no Charters of Creation to 
this Dignity, properly fo called, older 
than the Time of A¢ande the Emprefs. 
The Grant made by William the Conqueror 
to Alan Duke of Bretaigne, of the Ho- 
mours and Lands of Earl Edwin in York- 


Jrire, does indecd fomewhat refemble 
the following Terms of Creation; and 
fomething of the Nature of fuch Forms 


alf6 has been hinted at by our ancient 
“Writers, before the Days of Mande: 
But the firft formal Charter of this 
Kind, now in being, is that of she 
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aforefaid Emprefs given to Gea of 
Mandeville, by whieh fhe re bie 
Earl of Efex. It runs thus: J Maude, 
Daughter to King Henty, and Queen of 
the Englith, do grant and give to Geoffrey 
of Mandeville, for bis Service, and to bie 
Hhirs after him fucceffively, the Earldome 
of Effex, and that be have the shird Pen: 
Us the Pleas of the County, as an Earl ought 
40 have. 

As the Earl had the third Penny, fo 
the other two went into the 
for the Ufe of the King, From the 
Earls thus (haring with the King in che 
Profits of the County, fome of our old 
Writers have ignorantly derived the . 
Word Comes ; we! it is certain, that 
even here in Englasd, long before the _ 
Grant of the third Penny, the Earls 
were called Comrites ; as were alfo afrer- 
wards thofe of Counties Palatine, where 

had the whole Profits. But asto - 

the true Origination of Comes, there is 
no doubt to be made, but that England, 
as well as other Nations, borrow’d that 
Word from the Romans, and that the 
Comites in the Empire were originally a 
Sort of Companions conftantly attend- 
ing upon the Emperor, as has in Part 
before been obferved. The Conceit 
however about the Derivation of Comes, 
mentioned above, {cems to have been of 
no long Continuance in England, It 
began but about the Time of Henry IL. 
and after the Reign of King John we 
hear no more of it: And yet even in 
thofe Times, the beft Writers,. fuch as 
Foannes Sarisburienfis and Bration, derive 
the Title of Comes no otherwife, than the 
Authors of other Nations, 

They were created anciently without 
any other Ceremony, than that of deli- 
vering to them the Charter. Stephen made 
very many,and much waited theCrown- 
Revenue upon them. Several of the. 
Earls however made: by this King were 
afterwards called imaginary and fealfe 
Earls; For Henry IL. at his Refumption 
of the old Poffeffions of the Crown, in

diction of judging in his own Territory. 
were received here in England 
doutyleG out of the Ufe of the Empire 
and Fraace, and feem to have been not 
‘alike the Earls of the Sexes Times, 
who kad not only their Earldomg tp 
their own Ute, but alfo,under the King, 
all’ Legal Jurifdi@ion, infomuch as 
that the King’s Writ of qrdinary uftice 
‘did not nan there. Such was Erhelred 
Edgermas of Mercland under King 4l- 
Sred; for tho’ the Name it {elf be not 
found bere in the Days of the Saxons, 
et phe thing it {elf was fully in that 
Eetidom, low to be Earl Palatine, or 
Count de Palais, (as he is fometimes cal- 
Ied.in our Law-Books) was to bave the 
Title of Earl, ot the Seifin of a County 
or Earldom, and, under the King, Regal 
Power in all Things, as Bratton well ex- 
effes it, where he peaks of granting 
ardon to Felons. What Alteration 
the later Ages made in the Jurifdi@ion 
of Counts Palatin:, may be {een in the 
Statute of the 27th of Henry VIL * by 
ich their Power of granting Pardons, 
of iffuing out Writs in their own Name, 
and the ltkesare taken away.

He 
died in the Beginning of Henry 1V. and 
his Pofterity afterward, by reafon of that 
Creation received from King’ Richard, 
had. she Honour and Office ‘till the rsth 
“of Edward IV. when the Wlue Male 
failed, and fo-the Honour ended. But 
Richard Tl. revived “it to Lord. 
Howard, whom he made alfo Duke of 
Norfolk, This Lord Howard was Sonto 
one of the Co-heirs to Thomas [Mesino, 
who was firlt created Earl Marfoal. The 
Patent of Richard ML. is of the fame 
Kind with that of Richard TI. and the 
Limitation is alike alfo. By-reafon of 
an Attainder in Parliament-the firlt of 
‘Henry Vil. the Honour ‘and Office was 
‘forfeited, and granted in Tail to Williams 
Eartof Notsingham, afterward Marquefs 
Berkley ; but he within few Years dying 
without Iffue, Heary VIL gave the 
fame Honour for Life to Thomas Earl of 
Surrey, afterwards Duke of Norfolk, and 
the Heirs Male of his Body, which con- 
tinued without Interruption (excepting 
only the Reign of King Edward V1.) to 
the 14th of Queen Elizabeth, Since 
that Time, down as low as the Reign of 
King Charles II. that Honour and Office 
has been ufually for Life only: Butin 
the 2qth of Charles I. Henry Howard, 
Duke of Norfolk, was created Earl Aar- 
fral of England, with Limitation of that 
high Office to the Heirs Male of his 
Body ; and in that illuttrious Family it 
bas continued ever fince. . 


_IV. VISCOUNT, or Vicecomes, 
is the next Dignity to that of an Earl. 
The Original of this Dignity fcems to 

“have beenthis: The Coasts, in ancient 
Times, having gained tothemfelves large 
Dominions, p! _in_ certain Towns 
and Divifions of their Territories, fuch 


again(t this Earl (when 


orfolk alfa) not long ( 
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Governors and’ Delegates under them, 

which were bence. named Vifcounts) as 
did, <in Imitation ‘of their Superiots, 
“get tq thenaelves, either by Feudal Gift, 
‘or by Ufurpation, an Inheritance in the 
Dominions and furifdiGtions of thofe 
Towns and Divifions, and thence alfo 
this fettled Dignity, which continued 
totheir Poiterity. This feems to have 
been. the Cafe of Vifcountsin France, 
and other Nations; but with us this 
Fitle of Honour is no older than the 
Time of Henry VI. who in the 18th 
Year: of his Reign created Fobs, Lord 
+ Beanmtnt, Vifcount Beasmont, in Patlia- 
ment. - 


V. The next Title of Honour to that 
of Vifcoant is BARON. Many and 
frivolous have been the Conjectures of 
feveral Wsiters concerning the Origina- 
tion of this Name. It may here be fuf- 
ficient to obferve, that Baro in Gcero and 
Perfiue is quite of a different Mcaning 
from the fame Word ufed by the Nor- 
thern Nations, Neither is Barones in 
Hirtins and Ifdore any thing to our pre- 
fent Purpofe. The true Derivation of 
the Word Baron is from Bar, Barn, ot 
Bern, which in fome of the Northern 
Languages fignifies a Aan, exclufive of 
the other Sex, as Vir does in Latin. So 
in our Law-French, Baron ftill fignifies 
a Man in the Senfe before-mentioned. 

The Word thus fignifying a Man, 
came by Application to fignify a Dig- 
nity: But when it firft came over into 
this Ifland, cannot certainly be deter- 
mined: The Britains have no fuch 
Word; neither do’ we meet with it 
among the Saxont. A free Lord, which 
anfwers to our Baron was called Thane 
by the Danes. Some time after the 
coming in of the Normans, the Word 
Thane {eems to have been fucceeded by 
Baron; yet fo, as that Thane alfo was 
fome time uled.

Of the Courts ofJunicarturein Brit”, 


1 HE PARLIAMENT, 
no doubt, .in a large Senfe, 
is of very great Antiqui- 


ty; asold, at Ieaft, as the 
Seven Government in this Kingdom. 


But though we give this great-Anti- 
quity to the Parliament, and are willing 


alfo to allow that the People were al- 
ways reprefented in it; yet the Afanner 
how they were there repretented, is not 
fo clear, There is no explicit Account 
of this Matter any where to be met 


with, before the goth.of Henryl. The h: 


‘Summons to that Parliament are the ol- 
deft upon Record: and then, and not 
till then, it appears clearly the Parlia- 
ment was much what it is at prefent. 
This has bad fuch Influence upon fore 
very * learned Writers, that they have 
dented the Being of Gommons in 
Parliament that Thane, Bat tha 
falls not ty under out Confidera- 
tion te rail be .fufficient to our 
prefemt purpofe to obferve, that the 
Howfe f Lerds is the highett Court of 
Judicature in this Nation ; and we are 
of Opinion, that feveral Cafes, now ad- 


judged in Chancery, were anciently deter- 
mined by that ilinftrious Affembly. 


IL The Chescellor’s Office originally 
was to regefter the Adts and Decrees of 
the Judges ; fo that anciently he was a 
fort of Secretary. Before the Reign of 
the Cagefor, be is fometimes called Xe-

Ingnlphus may be credited, none of the 
Saxon Kings ufed Seals: So that what- 
ever thefe ancient Chancellors were in 
other Refpects, they could be no Keepers 
of the King’s Seal, which is now one of 
the principal Parts of the Office. Some 
ave endeavour'd to ¥ javalidare this 
Teftimony, and’ we think with fuch 
Saccefs, that Bifhop Sillingflees had Rea 
fon to fay, That Ingulphys is not to be 
underftood in fo ftric&t a Senfe, as if 
there had been no Seals in ufe here bee 
fore the Normans ; but that Deeds and 
sore I Sue valid before by bare 

‘offes an criptions, without an' 
Seals. Certain however it is, that, ate 
a diligent Search made by Sir Willios 
Dugdale and others, few Inftances have 
been produced to prove the ancient Ufe 
of Seals among the Englifh-Saxon Kings. 
This Practice is ownd Dagdale bim- 
felf to have been not only uncommon, 
but very rare; fo that for a Succefion 
of Seals, we are not to look higher than 
Edward the Confeflor. And it was not 
tilt towards the later End of his Days, 
after he had lived in Normandy, that 
we find even this King attended with 
his Chancellor and a Seal, This ist the

As the feparating of this Court from 
the Excheger was occafion’d by the Mul- 
titude of Caufes that were brought thi- 
ther; fo no doubt for taking off the Ex- 
pence and Trouble the Subjeét was ex- 
pofed to by following the King’s Court 
upon every Removal, as alfo to remove 
the Hazard of carrying about the Re- 
cords from Place to Place, the Law for 
fixing the Common Pleas in a $ certain 
Place was firft made. 

After the fixing of this Court, the

The firft is a Commiffion of Oyer and 
Terminer diteéted to them , and many 
others of the beft Account, m their Cir- 
cuits: But in this Commiffion the Judges 
of Afixe are of the Quoram ; fo a3 with- 
out them there can no Proceeding. 
This Commiffion gives them Power to 
deal with Treafons, Murders, and all 
manner of Felonies and Mifdemeanors. 
And this is their largeft Commiffior. 

The fecond is of Gaol-Delivery, and 
that only to the Judges themfclves, and 
the Clerk of the Afixe Aflociate. B: 
this Commiffion they are to deal wit 
every Prifoner.in Gaol, for what Of- 
fence foever he be there. 

The third Commiffon is dire&ted to 
themfelves only, and to the Clerk of the 
Affixa, to take Affices. From this they 
have their Name, and their Office in this 
Cafe is to do Right upon Writs called 
Afize, brought before them by fuch as

The fourth Commiffion is to take Vif 
Prius , directed to none but the Judges 
themfelves, and their Clerks of Affizss;

The fifth is a Commiffion of Peace in ever

nue, fofficient for a Chanter to one Chapel, 
which was dedicated to St. dudrew the 
Apoftle and St. Mery Magdalen. In Confi- 
deration of this 100. the Prior and: Con- 
vent of Hari obliged chemfelwes to find 
ene Chaplain for the faid Chapel. 

Ia.the 30th of Hey VI. the Patent-Roll 
dated Dec. 20. recites this Grant, and con- 
firms it with the Addition of feveral new 
Privileges. The. Mastynghem was conftitu 
ted the firft Chaplain. 

Afcer the Reformation, it was incorpon- 
ted by the Name of Warden and Burgefis, 
and it continued fo till the Reign of King 
James TI. who granted chem a new Charter, 
and incorporated them by the Name of Meyer 
and Aldermen, with Liberty to chufe a High 
Steward and a Steward.

The Town is firuated in two Parithes, 
part of it in Bray, and part in Cookbsw, 
though they have a Chapel peculisr to the 
Corporation, founded by Mr. Jobs Husbands.

He is-nor obliged to attend the Bithop’s Vi- 
fication. His Income is by Subfcription,

ble Market-Town. Ic ftands on the Bor. 
ders of the Vale of White. Herfe, ax the Foot 
of the.Downs, under Cackenjley-Hit. Ic is 
Bue. a fing}e Parith, cboygh. ficuate in‘ two 
different Hundreds, that of Wentege and" 
tehat of Reading ; and in it are five Manors, 
in ail which is kepe » Court-Baron, and in 
three of them  Court-Leet.

Shorweed Efq; © 
who has borne the Office of High Sherif of 
the County, and is at prefent ont of his 
Majefty's Juftices of the Peace. This Ma- 
nor is in Wantage Hundred, and formerly 
belonged tothe Abbey of dingten, if we 
are not mifinformed. 

The fourth Manor, called New.Cobege-

The fifth and Isft Manor is called ¢ 
Manor of srebes. ‘Ie belongs to Charles 
Exfiee Efq; sfore mentioned, and came to 
him by one of his Anceftors marrying the 
Daughter and Heirefs of one William de 
Arthas, This is the only Manor of the 
five that never belonged-to the Church. To 
Mc.

ved in charitable Ufes. 

Not far from hence to the S. are the two 
Hildefleys, or Iefuys, as they are now called. 
The ohe is Eaft-Hildefley, and the other Weft 
Hildefty, of which -a Family of the fame 
Name were formerly Lords. A Branch of 
‘them fetded at Bencham, and by Corruption 
were called Hilfys : Out of which Branch 
Sprung Dr. Febw Hilfy, who fucceeded Bie

At Baft-Hildefcy was born the great Lawyer 
Sir Francis Mert, whofe Reports are publith- 

ced, There are fome of his Name fill in 
being in this Town, which, tho’ fmall, has 
a Market every Weduefday ; but Sir Frencis's 
Polterity fertled at Grest.Fenley, where he 
Aimfelf was buried, as, will be remember'd 
hereafter. 

Richard Wightwick, B. D. 2 generous Be- 
nnefator to Pembroke-College in Oxford, was 
Minifter of this Place for fome time; but 
how long we know not. 

A Mile above Wantage, and Eaft from 
 Afbury, is a very large Camp on the Brow 

of a Hill. ‘Tis fingle-work'd, and of a 
quadrangular Form, which thew it to be 
Roman. . 

A little to the Baftward lies Cuckem-

Beneath this Hill, at Brettwel, or Bright- 
wel, if not upon the Hill it {elf, there was 
formerly a Caftle, which Hewy HL. took by 
Force, and demolithed a little before he 
made Peace with K. Stephen, This Bright. 
well is of Note for its rich Re@ory, and tho 
many eminent Divines that have been 
Reéors thereof; as Dr. Themes Geedwin, Au- 
thor of the Reman and Jewifh Antiquities ; 
Dr. Bdward Hyde, a near Relation of the 
Lord Chancellor Hyde, and Dr. Seth Ward, 
Nephew to a famous Bihhop of Selubury of 
both his Names. . 

From hence the Themes takes its Courfe 
towards Welingferd, formerly taken for che 
chief City of the Atrebatii. It is thought 
to be called by Antosinw, Celleva; aod by 
Ptolemy, CaBena, both for Gelena, according 
to the Conjeure of Mr. Comdex, who fup- 
pofes it was fa named from Gued-ben, 
which in Britifh fignifics The Old Prt. By 
the Saxons it was called Guallengarono, 
or Gallengaropb, and Wallengarono, 
now Wallingford. Ic is fuppofed-to have 
been the Royal Seat of Comiw, faid to have 
been appointed King over the .¢rrebatis by 
Cefer, As 2 Proof of, this, two Coims, re- 
‘ported co have been found in. thefe Parts, 
are produced, on one of which is this In- 
feription, R EX-C ALLE, and onthe other 
REX COM. From all which it is gather'd, 
that, during the Times the Reman Arms 
prevailed bere in Briteis, this was a Place 
of great Figure, as ic was certainly in the 
Days of the Saxons and Denss. 

This is che common Opinion concerning 
the Antiquity of to which we 
are iaclined to adhere, ti ough another Ac- 
count of this Matter tas lately been given 
us by ‘a very Jearned (d) Antiquary, who 
makes Celevs the fame with Henly. He 
argues firft from the Diftances in the Itime- 
vary becween Vesta Belgerem and Caleve, 
which agree better to Henley than Walliag- 
fird.

This is worth the Reader's Confideration, 
as coming from an excellent Writer, and 
one particularly well vers'd in our Anti- 
quities, But-we defire not fo prejudice him 
in his Judgment, our Bufinets is to go on 
with the Remarkables of Wakingford. 

This Town was utterly deftroyed by the 
Danes in the Year 1006 ; and yet not long 
after, in the Reign of Eatward the Cenfefir, 
it was reckon’d a Borough, and contained 
init, as we learn from , 276 Hon. 
fes, eight of which were deftroyed to build 
the Caftle. Ic was, at the Time of the 
Nermen Invafion, the Scat of .Wiged, Lord 
of Walingferd, whe Qieting to the Con. 
gueror after the decifive Battel of Haffings, 
entertained him in this Caftle. The Con. 
queror, after the Death of Hered, imme- 

diately leading his Army to this City, (for 
fo it is called by fome Writers) and paffing 
the Thaneer at a Bord, encamped here, where 
be ftay’dl and receiw’d’tie Sutmiffion of sti. 
gend Axechbifhop of Cesterbury, and other 
Grandces, before he marched to Londen. 


Here alfo he difpofed in Marriage. sidinh, 
the only Daughter oF che aforeted Wiged, 


to Reber? de Oilly, who had Hfue by her 
Mead, bis only heer. This Mend was 
given in Marriage by her Father, in the 
¥eer 1084, to is Criffin, together with 
the Caftie, Town, and Honour of Waling- 


Ph carte Dee of Crifpin, The wes mare 
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ried a fecond time, by the Favowr of King 
Hewry 1. to Brian Bitz-Connt, who ftoutly de 
fended the Caftle ageinft King Stephen, who 
befieged itin vain; the faid Brian holding 
ie ouc till the Peace, fo much withed for, 
was concluded at this Place between that 
King and Heary II. 

Soon after Henry If. came to the Crown, 
this Brian Fitc-Coust, and Mead his Wife, 
enter’d into a Religious Life. Upon this 
the King feized the Honour of ralisaford, 
which his Son and Succeflor Rickard I. bee 
fore his Coronation, gave to his Brother 
Foims whofe fecond Son Rickard, Earl of 
Gorswal, younger Brother to K. Henry IL. 
marrying Senchie, Daughter to Bestrix Coun- 
tefs of Provence, Sifter to two Queens of 
Eaglend and France, kept bis Wedding at: 
Wallingford, and on St. Cecilia’s-Day enter-- 
tained the King, Queen, and Nobility, io: 
the Caftle. The like he did afterward ins 
the Year 1251, when be had dedicated the: 
Monaftery of Hales in Gleuceferfoire, where,. 
in the Prefence of the King and Queen,. 
+3 Bifhops, molt of the Barons, and above: 
300 Knights, he withed all his great Ex- 
pences in his Caftle of Wallingford had been. 
as wifely employed, as the 10000 Marks. 
expended on that Monaftery. In- the Year- 
1257, this our Earl Ritherd was crown'di 
King of che Reman: ; but departing chis. 
Life in che s6th of fay IIK this Borough. 
fell to his Son Bimand, who. was thea. 
twenty Years.old. With the Borougt came 
alfo the Advowfons of the Churches, which. 
were no lefs than 14. There were People- 
alive in (4) Lelend’s Time, who could thew:

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wal, to which this Town and Honour of 
Wollingfrd was annexed, with all other 
Lands pofleffed by Zdmend Earl of Corswal 
at his Death, to bis unfortunate Favourite 
+Piers Gavefin, whom he slfo made Earl of 
Cornwal ; but Piers being, about five Years 
after, beheaded ac Bl-cklew Hid in Warwick- 
foire, his Bftace reverted to the Crown. 

The fame King tdwerd granted the fame 
to another of his Favourites, Hugh Defpenfer 
the elder, who was equally unforcunate, and 
came to the fame Fate. 

After his Death, the King gave the Ho- 
nour and Manor of Walliegferd to label bis 
Queen, who quitied it ro her Son King Ed. 
ward TI. This King, in the fecond Year 
of bis Reign, raifed bis Brother Jobs, fir- 
named of Elthem, to the Earldom of Corn. 
wal, and the nexe Year gave him this Ma- 


nor. 
Jobe Earl of Cornwal dying, in the roth 
of Edward IIT. without Itfue, bis Earldom 
was, by fpecial AG, annexed to the Crown, 
and the Title changed into chat of Duke, 
which was given ta Edward the Prince, 
who the next Year, in the Parliament held 
ac Wefiminfler, was invelted Dake of Corn.

From that Time thit Dukedom has ever 
remained in the Crown, the eldeft Son and 
Heir apparent of the King of Buglend be- 
ing Duke of Corwwel by Birth. Aad am: 
many other Manors, fettled co fupport chat 
Dignity, chis our Town of Wallingford was 
one. Teas it continued till the Time of 

Henry VIII. who, upon Cardinal Molfey's 
building @ magnificent College at Oxford, 
confirmed this Manor end Caftle to the faid 
Cardinal fer the Ufe of his College. But 
upon the Cardinal's Fall, this Grane {ems 
to have been in part reverfed; for in the 
32d Year of the fate King, this Honour of 
Wallingferd wes fevered from the Dutchy of 
Cornwal, and annexed to the Manor of 
Eqelm, which was then made an Honour. 
The Lordthip of this Town, fince that- 
. Time, has continued in the Crown, and 
was affigned by King Femes I. to his Queen, 
as Part of her Dowry, as it was afterwards 
to his Son Prince Charles.

and Fairs are faid now to be vefted in the

Magnificence by. fdwardIV. K. Henry VIE. 
added that ftately Fabrick adjoining to the 
King’s Lodgings, Henry VIII. the great Gate

4a Gent fur his Protetion, 

The R mans having now gotten a glo- 
rious Pretence to reftore a Confederate, 
haften'd again ir v Britain the next Spring,

vigoroufly oppos’d their Landing ; but be- 
ing often repu‘fed, and at Taft befieged in 
his own City, he found himfelf neceffitared 
to beg a'Peace, which, by Comiw's Means, 
be eafily obtained, upon thefe Conditions, 
wiz. That Mendutratiu being reftored co bis 
Kingdom, fhould be fuffer'd quietly to enjoy 
it.That he fhould give Hottages ro fecure 
his Submiffion for the future, and pay a 
yearly Tribute to the Roman Treafury ; and 
fo Cefar departed, Jeaving the Kings of Brie 
tain in the full Egecution of their former 
Sovereignty, in which they continued, ill 
Atlus Plautio fabje&ed them to the Impe~ 
rial Power under Glawdiue Cafer. 

. iteins were always uneafy under a 
foreign JurifdiGtion, and caufed the Romans 
much Trouble to keep them in Obedience, 
which at length, thro’ the Divifions of the 
Empire, they refcu'd themfelves from: But 
then being infefted wich rhe Pias and Scots, 
they were obliged to call in the Sexes for 
their Defence, who finding the Britsims 
weak, and the Country sboundiog with alB 
manner of Plenty, brought over fuch Num 
bers of cheir Countrymen, that they in 
fome few Years became almoft entirely Mas 
fters of it,.fo far as the JurifdiGion of the .

Walter Giffard, Son of 
Osbors de Belebes, firlt Earl of Buckingham, 
whom Walter his Son fucceeded ; but dying 
without Iffae, his Sifter’s Son, named 

Rickard de Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke end 
Sigil, obtained his Hononr by the Favour 
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of King Heery Il. 4.D. 1164. Hz was cal” 
Jed the Conqueror of Irelend. After hime 
this Honour lay dormant above 200 Years ; 
bue at aft 

Thomas of Woedftocke, a younger Son of 
King Edward IIL. was made Earl of Bucking. 
bam by his Uncle K. Richerd I. 4.D. 1378, 
Hampbrey his Son, after bis Father's Murder, 
affumed the fame Title, as his Iohericance 
but being drown'd as he was coming out of 
Freland, and lcaving no Iffue, his Sifter’s 
Husband Bad of 

Humphrey Earl Staffrd was created 
Duke of ‘Buckinghem by King Henry VI. 
4. D. 1444. He was fain in that King’s 
Quarrel in the Battel of Nerthampten, A. D. 
ris 3 and his cldeft Son fuffering the fame 

fate, 

Hewry his Grandfon, the Son of Humphrey 
Earl of stafford, fucceeded him. He was the 
chief Means of raifing King kichard II. 
to his Throne; but being difgufted, joined 
with Bithop Mertes to depofe him, and fet 
Op Henry Duke of Richmend on the Throne ; 
but partly thro’ his own Rafhnefs, and part- 
ly by the Treachery of his Servant, one 
Benifter, be was furpris’d by K. Richard, and 
beheaded, with the Lofs of his Honour, fo 
tong as that King lived, which was but a 
licele time ; for K. VIL reftored 
Edwerd, his Son, to all his Honours and 


Poffeffions ; and certainly never was there _ 


any Subje& greater than he in Englend, exe 
cept fuch as were of the Royal Blood, for 
he was Duke of Buckingham, Earl of Stafford, 
Mereford, Nertbampem, 1nd Cambridgé, Lord of 
Breeksack and Holdernefs, Conftable of England 
and Dever Caftle, as his Father and Grand- 
father had been before him. He was nearly 
related to the Crown, which, as it bred in 
him a Contempt of Mlfzy’s Grandure in 
King Hemy VIIL's Court, fo it gave that 
crafty Minifter an Handle to ftir up that 
Prince’s Jesloufy co thar Height, that it 
could not be cured, but by bringing him 
to the Block, which was effiG@ed May 17, 
gar. He died much lamented by al! good 
Men ; and che Emperor Charles V. hearing 
of it, is reported to have faid, 4 Butcher's 
Deg bath pulled down the fneft Buck in England, 
alluding to Wolfey’s Birth of a Butcher, and 
the Duke's Title of Bucks. He left an 
Heir, Henry; but he enjoyed but part of his 
Honour nr Eftare.

How the Laver was fuppofed to be 
many Hundred Years fince, and how 
came to $e Fenns. a 


His Great Level contains about 300000 
Acres of Fenny Ground, lying with- 

in the Counties of Norfolk, Suffolk, Cambridge: 
and the Ifle of Ely, Huntingdon, Northampton 
and Lincoln, as furveyed and defcribed by 
Sir Fonas. Moore; and in all probability, as 
appears by Hiftorians and the Relations fol- 
lowing, was once firm dry Land, and not 
annoyed with any extraordinary Inundation 
from the Sea, or Stagnation of the freth 
Water. For there have been abundance of 
‘Timber-Trees found of fevcral kinds, but 
moft Oak, and few fevered from the Roots, 








well known, that in Moor-Ground‘aad Wa- 
ter, Timber-Trees will not thrive or grow.. 
In making fome of the great Rivers, divers 
of the Trees were taken up, fix, eight, ten 
Foot deep, and upwards. And there alfa. 
hath.becn found Stone and ‘Bricks, and o~ 
ther Materials. for Building; which fhews, | 
thac this Adéor or Fenn hath cover'd.over the 
Face of the Land, and chang’ iv from 
what it formerly had been. In fetting down 
a Sluice, there was found fixteen Foot deep 
a. Smith's Forge, and: all Tools thereusto 
belonging, and feveral Horfe-thoes... (a) 
This is bounded on all Parts (except 
by the Sea ) with high Lands in Form of. 
an Horfe-fhoe, which maketh it much liko- 
a Bay, and in former Pimes muft have been 
a pleafant Country. The Hiftory of WGl- 
iam of Malmesbury, (vouched by Afr. Cam- 
den) who. lived. about 1200 Years-fince, 
faith, that in his Time, Thorney-Abbey with- 
in this Level, now belonging to the Duke 
of Bedford, was reprefented a very Paradife 5. 
for thar, in Pleafure and Delighe, it refem- 
bleth Heaven itfelf; [In the very Marthes 
bearing Trees, that for their ftraight Talnefs, 
and the fame without Knots, firive to touch the 
Stars, A Plain there was as even as the Sea, 
evbich with green Grofs, altureth the Eye; fo

Days, ards were very Frequent in Eng- 
land. ‘The like may be faid of the Abbey 
of Crowlard, and of the great Lordfhip of 
Whittelfea. Now by what Means ic came to 
pafs to be fodrowned, it is believed, that 
the Ocean did at firft break into it with 
fach Violence, as that the Buildings and 
Woods, then ftanding throughout the fame, 
became turned up by the Roots; and fo 
great a Proportion of Sift brought iin, as 
not only, for divers Miles next towards the 
Sea, did cover the Ground to an-extreor- 
dinary Depth, but to the remoteft Parts, 
even to the Verge of the High-Lands, as 
by one farther Difcovery or Inftance of late 
Years was feen, at the Skirt of Connington 
in Hyntingdenfbire, where, upon making a 
Pool by Sir Robert Cotton Bar. he found there 
a Skeleton of a Jarge Fish, ( near twenty 
Foot long, as then conjeBtur’d) lying in per- 
fc& Silt, above fix Foor below the Superfi- 
cies of the Ground, and as much above the 
refent Level of the Fenns. But when and 
flow that violent Breach and Inundation of 
the Seca was firft made into this Country, 
is not pofitively known, ‘Therefore it muft 
be c r'd from the moft rational Pro- 
pabilities, which is, that it was by fome 
great Earthquake. That fuch dreadful Ac- 
cidents have occafion’d the like, we have 
unqueftionable Teftimony. . . 
Cofs. Valertiniano & Valente, (faith the Tri-- 
partite Hiftory, Lib. 7. xv. Anno Chrifti 
68.) terre motus factus, multas dirnit Civi- 
tates, fed etiam Mare terminos propriss muta- 
cit; & in quibufdam locis in tantum ibi fluxit, 
st loca que pridem ambulari poterant, remiga- 
rentur ; ab aliis vero lois tantum veceffit, ut 
arida telus inveniretur. In the Time of the 
Confulthip of Valentinian and Valens, there 
was an Earthquake, which not only over- 
threw divers Cities, but altered the very 
Bounds of the Sca: which fo flowed in 
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fomie Parts, that Mén might fii fn chéfs 
Plhecs, where before they did walk ; and 
forfook others, that they becante dry Land. 
The like Regtion of the fame Earthquake, 
but fomewhat more largely, doth Ammianus 
Marcel. Lib. 26. make. And to the like 
Parpof alfo is that of Ovid's ;

Who would imagine that the City of 
Ghent in Flanders had been an Haven-Town:; 
yet that fo it was about 800 Years fince, 
appeareth in the Life of Charles the Great, 
written by the learned (4) Du Chefne. Nei- 
ther do we want Examples here in foma 
Part of England of this kind ; Ratesborough, 
otherwife called Richborough in Kent, (fome- 
time a Colony of the Romans) was, before 
ever the River of Sture did turn his Bottom 
or old Canal within the Ifle of Thanet, (a8 
(6) Leland affirmeth) and by likelihood the 
main Sea came to the very Foot of the Ca- 
file; but now it is off from it a Mile, by 
reafon of the Oxze that hath there {wollen it

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up. So alfo (4) Lymme-bill or Lymme was 
fametinie a Haven, and good for Ships, that 
might come se the Foot of the Hill. And 
Remeey, (four i iftant from Lymme-bill) 
one of the Cinque-Ports, hath been a Meet- 
ly good Haven, infomuch (faith the fare 
& Leland, who lived in King Hemry VIU.'s 
Timc) as within Remembrance of Men, 
Ships have come up hard to the Town, and 
caft Anchor in one of the Church-yards; 
but is now two Miles from the Town, 
which is fo. fore decayed thereby, that 
where there were three great Parifhes and 
Charches fometime, there-is now feant one 
well maintain’d. Zye in Sef 

And concerning in Saffelk,. it is not a 
little obfervable what he (c) likewife ex- 
preficth, oiz. That it thould feem anciently 


to have been in a Manner totally encom-. 


d: with Waters; Eye in our Eaglife figni- 

fying an Iflahd ; but now (faith: he) there 
is no-fuch Store, tho’ it be a moift Place, 
efpecially in the Winter Seafon ; which ma- 
aifefly ewcth, that it was heretofore a 
flanding Fenn : Adding, thac in old Time, 
Barges came up thither from the Haven of 
Chromar, or fome Creck near unto it, there 
having been found by the Monks of Eye, in 
fcowsing of their Ditches, large Rudders, 
done over with Pitch ; ‘as alfa Barge-Nails, 
with other Naval Inftruments, tho’ then no 
Veffels came noarer it than Bwrfan, which 
is 12 Miles diftant. 

And as fome Places have got from the 
Sca, fo fome other have loft, “ may — 
by Skegne/s in Lincolnfpire, which was here- 
by ken hat en, (as the before 
fpecified Author (p. 304) relateth ), and 
walled, having a Cafle; but the old Town 
is clean confumed and eaten up of the Sea. 
Not unapplicable hereunto is therefore that 
of the Poct ;.

Hard by # Lake, once babitable Grownd, 
Where Coots and fijbing Cormorants abound. 
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The principal Rivers or Drains former! 
paffing through this Level were eight, viz. 
Gleane, Welland, Neane, Ouzs, Grant, Milden- 
bal, Brandon, and Stoake. The faid Rivers 
had three feveral Out-falls from the Fenns 
into the Sea, oiz. Welland, Wisbich, and Sal- 
ters-Load by Lynn. 

‘This Level is broad-and of « great Extent, 
and licth. very flat, with little or no Defeent 
of its own, and was full of Haffacks, Sedge, 
Reed, and Weeds, that the Watcrs could 
not go. but flowly from. the Lands, bur 
came in. fwift from the Up-land Countries, 
where the Rivers have great Falls. Alfo- 
there were large Sands on the Sea-fide, 
thrown up by the Tides, which fop and 
choak the Ourfall Rivers Mouth, At bot- 
toming of Wisbich River. in the Year 1635, 
eight Foot lower than the then Bottom, was 
found another Botrom, which was fct with 
Stones and old Boats, overwhelmed with 
the Sile that had lain many Ages. And fo 
at digging of a Foundation fer the great 
Safs at Salters-Load, was found mix'd Earth 
and Silt that had been caft up, and the na- 
tural Bottom Earth was above ten Foot 
deeper. 

‘This Level being of fo vaft an Extent, 
and great Depth of freth Water lying there- 
in, that the Moor is increafed by fuch 
ftanding of the Waters in fome Places from 
10 to 20 Foot deep ; fo.thar inftead of the 
Bencfit which this Level might receive 
from their Overflowings, in cafe they had 
enjoyed its free and natural Paffage, and 
good Out-falls, it hath been made for molt 
part, for divers Ages, an unhcalthful Stagna- 
tion of putrid and.muddy Waters; the 
Earth fpungy, unfaft and bogey, fuch as. 
are the Inconveniencies of drown’d Lands, 
and yielding 20 confiderable Profit to the- 
Inhabitants that border’d upon it. - 


When Application was fi-ft made for 
Draining. 


‘The Inhabitants and Parts. adjoining find- 
ing this to .be thein fad Conditions, having: 
no Communication one with the. other ba 

¥: 
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ty Boats ; and fometimes in Winter, when 
the Iee was ftrong enough to hinder the 
Paffage thereof, (and yet not able to bear 
a Man) the Inhabitants in the Fenn Towns 
could hardly eet help of Food for Soul or 
Body, being fo debarred of coming each to 
others Affiftance ; therefore they did in fe- 
veral King’s Reigns reprefent this their fad 
Condition, and had divers Commiffions of 
Sewers granted for the Cleaning and Opea- 
ing the Ont-falls of the Waters to the Sca. 
Bat all was fraitlefs for want of a general 
Draining, whereby new Rivers and Drains 
imbanked might be made to carry off tHe 
Waters through {0 flat a Country, till un- 
dertaken by Francis and Wiliam Earls of 
Bedford. ee 

At laft they made it their Suit (4) and 
Petition to Francis Earl of Bedford, that he 
would undertake the Work of Draining, 
which the faid Earl confented then unto: 
And by Agreement was to have 95000 
Acresto be fet out in feveral Parts of the 
Level, tegether with the Ways, Paffages, 
Banks, Forelands, new Rivers, Cuts, Drains, 
and Fihings of the faare, to be made by 
him or his Affigns, of which 12000 Acres 
thereof was to the King or his Affigns for 
his Royal Affent. 

The faid Earl having (4) fo taken this 
Draining upon him, Land was fet out ac- 
cordingly ; aad thereapon the faid Earl ad- 
mits divers Perfons Adventarers and Parti- 
cipants with him : They caft 80000 Aercs 
thereof into 20 Lots or Shares, confifting 
of 4000 Acres to a Lot, (as equal of Valuc 
a3 conld then be well judged) and proceeded 
therein to the fpending of about 100000 /. 
But (c) Complaints being ftill made that ic 
wasnot drained: Thereupon His Majefty 
King Charl-s I. undertook the better Drain- 
ing thereof, but was to have an Addition 
of s;c0o Acres more, and went on with 
the perfecting the fame, till the late unhap- 
py Wars and Differences came, and-then all 
lay wafte, and fo continued feveral Years, 
til William late Duke of Bedford and his 
Participants, in the ¥ear 1639 did again 
undertake the faid Work for his former 
Proportion of 95000 Acres, and proceeded 


fo far therein as to perfe the fame in man- 
| 
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ner as in the Map defcribed, at their further 
Charge of about 3ooocol to the undoing 
of many, being a much greater Sum than 
the 25000 Acres are worth. But for the 
better encouraging the faid Duke and his 
Participants in fo great a Work, His late 
Majefty K. Charles II. did recommend the 
Sertlement and future Performance thereof 
unto the Parliament, who, Auxe decimo quinto 
Caroli Secundi Regis, made an A& for the 
Prefervation thercof, Entitled, As A& for 
Settling the Draining of the Great Level of the 
Fenns, called Bedford Level. 

And by the faid A&, 15 Car. IL the 
Bounds thereof are fettled as followeth : 

Eaftward from the Bridge and Cawfey of 
Stoake unto Brandon- Bridge upon the the Up- 
Lands of Northwold, Methwold, Feltewell, Hoc- 
wold, and Wilton, in the County of Norfolk, 
and from Brandow Bridge unto the End of 
Worlington Load upon Mildenbal River, upon 
theUp- Lands of Brandon, the low Grounds of 
Wainsford excluding the fame. The Up- 
lands of Lakingbeath, the Low-Grounds of 
Earfewel{ exclading the fame. And the Up- 
Lands of Midenba# in the Caunty of Suf- 
folk. Southward from Wormington Load unto 
‘Burwelt-Block upen the Up-Lands of Freck- 
ingbam, [flebam, Fordham, Sobam, and Wicken 
in the County of Cambridge, and excludin, 
the Low-Grounds of Burwel, Lanward, a 
other Places lying Eaftward from Berwel- 
Blck aforefaid ; and from thence unto the 
Mill near Anglefey Abbey upon the Up Lands 
of Burwel, Reach, Swaffham: Prior, Sevaffham~ 
Bulbeck, and Botfbam, in the County of Cam- 
bridge, And from thence unto the Ferry- 
place at Clay bith upon the Up-Lands called 
Quy-bal, the Low-Ground called Low fenn, 
and the Up-Lands of Hormingfey and Clay- 
bith in the faid County, excluding the 
Low-Grounds called Loav-fonn and Offenn, 
and from the faid Ferry-place unto.

‘cernors, Bailiffs and Commonalty, of the Com- 
pany of Conferoators of the Great Level of the 
Fens. Which Corporation confifts of one 
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Governor, fix Bailiffs, twenty Conferyaters 
and Commonalty; and are to ufe « Com- 
mon Seal, and affemble and meet toge- 
ther, when, where and as often as they 
pleafe ; and appoint a Regifter, Receiver, 
one or more Scrjeants at Mace, and other 
Officers, and remove them at their Plca- 
fares, And vefteth in the faid Corporation 
all the eforefaid 83000 Acres, Part of the 
faid 95000 Acres, with the Ways, Paffages, 
new Rivers, Cuts, Drains, Banks and Fore- 
lands, made by Francis and William Earls of 
Bedford, and their Participants, according to 
fach Parts and Proportions as they held or 
enjoyed at the Time of paffing the aforc- 
Said A&, 15 Car, TL £0 be held of the Ma- 
nor of Eaft-Greenwich, by Fealty only in free 
and common Socage, and not otherwife.

The Governor, Bailiffs and Confervators, 
or any five or more of them, whereof the 
faid Governor, Bailitfe, or any.of them, to 
be two, maketh a Quorum, to a& in all Ca- 
fes as Commiffioners of Sewers, and may 
lay Taxes only on the 95200 Acres, for 
Support, Maintenance, and Prefervation of 
the faid Level, and levy the fame, with Pe- 
nalties for Non-Payment, not exceeding 
the third Pagt.of the Tax : And all other

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with the faid Regifter as aforefaid, the En- 
tty whereof being indorfed by the faid Re- 
gifter upon fuch Leafe, Grant, Conveyance 
ot Charge, fhall be as good and effe&yal in 
the Law, as if the Origine! Book of En- 
tries were prodaced at any Trial at Law, or 
oherwife. 

The Governor, Bailiffs and Conferyators, 
by the faid AG, 15 Car. IT. were to mect 
on Wednefday and Thurfday in eit Weck 
at the Shirc-Houfe at Ely, to lay Taxes on 
the faid 95000 Acres. And for all fuch 
Taxes and Penalties in Arrear four Months, 
they had Power them to fell fo much of the 
95000 Acres, as would raife the Tax and 
Penalty then in Arrear. And the Perfon to 
whom the Governor, Bailiffs and Confer- 
yators, fhould make Sale unto, fhould be a 
Jawfal Purchafer thereof, (Thefe Days and 
Times for laying Taxes are fince alter’d by 
an A@ made 20 Car. IT. as hercafter is de- 
clared. ) By the faid A&, 5 Car. II. the 
Corporation have Power, from time to time,

The faid Governor, Bailiff 
and Confervators, or any of them, may be 
removed by the faid Governor, Bailiffs and 
Confervators, and Comimonalty, or the 
greater Number of them prefent at thei¢ 
publick Meetings, whereof the {aid Gover 
nor, Bailiffs, or any of them, to be two, and 
new chofen in the Place of him or them 
fo dead or removed. And the faid Gover- 
nor, Bailiffs, and Confervators, are (before 
they take upon them to: a&) to take an 
Oath, Well and truly to execute the Office ; and 
likewife to take the Oath, which by. 
23 H. VIII. chap. 5. is to be taken by Com: 
miffioners of Sewers. And the faid Gover- 
nor, Bailiffs, Confervators and Commonalty, 
are the Corporation for taking of the Ac- 
counts; andall other Matrers may do, other 
than the ading as Commiflioners of Sewers.-. 
And if any Suit be commenced againft the 
faid Corporation, or any Perfon for any. 
Matter or Thing done in Purfuance of ‘this- 
A&, then he or they thall or may plead . 
the gencral Iffue, and give the fpccial Mat- 
ter in Evidence upon any Trial to bo had 
touching the fame; which fhall be as good 
and effe@tual in Law, as if the fame had 
been fpecially pleaded; and the Jury upon 
the Trial to give a Verdi& accordingly. 

By the faid A& ‘tis declared, that if any 
Breaches happen in any of the Banks, 
Sluices, G. or other Works of Draining

Sigebert, King of the Eaft Angles, who began 
bis Reign 4. D. 636, that he, as foon as he 
came to the Throne, ere€&ted Schools, as 
William of Malmesbury, or «School,as (b) Bede, 
ive, one uot College for the teaching of 
Als and Sciences at Cambridge, and provi- 
ded Teadhers and Mafters-for them, and 
that (¢) Edward the Bilder repaired the Uni- 
pert of Cambridge, and beftowed divers 
Privileges upon it about the Year grs, de- 
ferves a.reverent Regard, if we will not bes 


. lieve it as certain; which becaufe we feck 


after, it will be neceffary to defend to 
Jater'Ages, wheqithe Univerfity began to 
put pn che Form it isnow-in. This Ac 
‘connt is takery for‘undoubted, being given 
by -arrexceHedt Author, (a) Petras Blefenfis, 
Jeffrey, Abbot of Gowland, having loft his 
Monaftery by Fire about 4 D. 1110, parte 
ly to get Money to rebuild it, and partly to 
fettle his Mofiks in the mean Time, fent 
four of the moft learned ‘of them to his 
Manor of Cottenbam nest Gembridge, viz. 
Giibert, Odé, Terrie, wnd 'Willtem,  Thefe 
‘Met being-furnifhed with the Knowledge 
of Divinity, and the other ancient Sciences, 
reptired often to Cambridge, the Seat of the 
jafes, and having gained # Permiffion to 
teach their feveral Arts, hired a Barn, made 
open Profcflion of their fevered Sciences, 
and ina fhort Time drew a great Number 
of Hearers to them. ‘In the fecortd Year 
after their coming, the imber of theis 
Scholars grew fo great, that no one Place 
would hold them ; whereupon they (taking 
the Univerficy of Orleans for a Pattern) fee 
parated themfelves to feveral Places, and 
divided their Auditors between them thus:

Heory VILL. 4uns Reg. 38. out of three {mall 
Colleges, viz. 1. King's Hall, founded by 
King Edw. II. 2. Sc. Michael’s-Houft, buile 
by Harvey of Stanton, Chancellor of the 
Echequer, 17 Edw. II. 4. D. 1323. and, 
3. Phifwick-Hoftel, ete&ed by one Phifwick, 
an Efq; Beadle, who at the Diffolution 
feiz'd them into his Hands. The two for- 
mer were well endow'd with Lands and 
Rents; the laft was unendow'd: Of thefe 
three, with large Additions, that King com- 
pounded one fair College, dedicated it to 
the Holy Undivided Trinity, and endow'd 
ie with plentifal Revenues for the Main- 
tenance of one Matter, fixty Fellows, forty 
Scholars, and twenty poor Scholars. Queen 
Mary, out of a pious Affection to her Fa- 
ther's Memory, (for whofé Soul the Clergy 
in her Times would not allow aay Prayers 
to be made, becaufe he was fuch ® noto- 
tious Schifmatick) added to this College a 
Revenue of 3761. 75. 34 pcr dm. (a) 
Dr. Themas Nevil. Dean of. Canterbury, and 
eighth Matter of this College in Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign, fpent'3000/. in repairing 
and enlarging the old Court, and building- 
a new one, called’ to this Day from him, 
Nevil’s.Ceurt. This College may be juftly 
reckon'd one of the moft beautifal, regular, 
and {pacious Colleges in Eurepe, out of 
which, fays Dr. Fuller, may be carv'd three 
Datch Univerfities, Ie confifts of two fpa- 
cious Squares or Courts, with a noble Li- 
brary at the Botcom of the leffer of them, 
lately built of Free-ftone, and fupported by 
two Rows of Pillars, the moft magnificence 
Building in the three Kingdoms of the 
kkind, and fcarcely to be matched (6) abroad. 
The Donations of divers Benefattors have 
increafed the Number of Scholars and Offi- 
cers, tho’ not of the Fellows, The prefent 


Majefty, and Archdeacon of Ely, who has 
lately publifhed an excellent Anfwer to the 
Ticentious Arguments of the Free-Thinkers. 
There are alfo three Royal Profeflors of 
this College, befides a Library-Keeper, four 
Condués, twenty Alms-men, and other Of 
ficers maintain’d by the Foundation, 

15. Emanadl College was founded by 
Sir Walter Mildmey, fifth Son of Themat Milde 
may of Chelmsford in Effex, Chancellor of the 
Datchy and Exchequer, in the Place where 
the Deminicans bad formerly bad a Convent, 
but was now turned into the Dwelling. 
houfe of one Mr, Sherweed, of whom Sir 
Walter purchas'd it. Qu. Elizabeth feem'd 
to have taken fome Umbrage at his Baild- 
ing this College, telling him, the heard that. 
he had ere€ed a Puritan Foundation ;,- but 
he difown'd ir, faying, He would not couae 
tenance any Thing which was againft Her 
Majefty’s Laws; but he had fet an Acorn, 
which, when it became an Osk, God slone 
knew whac Fruit ‘cwould bear. He eftas 
blifbed only one Mafter, three Fellows, and 
four Scholars, tho’ bis Grant from the 
Queen’ was for thirty Fellows, and as many 
Scholars, as the Revenues given, .or #0 be 
given, would maintain. The Number of 
both is much augmented, and feveral Benes 
fa&tors have been liberal to it; but the So- 
ciety is advanced as yet to no more than 
one Mafter, (who, is at prefent Dr. Baldere 
flex) fourteen Fellows, fifty Scholars, ten. 
poor Scholars, and Officers of the. College. 

Ic hes a very neat Chapel, Iacely built by 
Archbithop Sancrofs, who had formerly been 
Mafter of it, and others,

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the Enlargement of Clart-Hal, and the Maia- 
tenance of the fame Number of Scholars 
and Fellows there. Henry Grey, Earl of Kent, 
and Sir Jobs, afterwards Lord, Herrington, 
were her Executors; and tho’ the Sum be- 
quzathed was found far fhore of che Work 
to be accomplifhed, yet fuch was the Care 
and Diligence of the Executors, that they 
ina great Meafure falfilled the pious Defires. 
- of the Deceafed, in founding a Mafter, 
eight Fellows, and twenty Scholars, with 
fome fuitable Conveniency of Buildings. 
What Defeéts remained, were foon after 
fupplied by the unexpeéted Liberality of 
one Sir Francis Clerke, whom nothing could 
have induced to it, but pure Piety, and 
Compaffion to fo good a Defign left imper- 
fe& ; for‘he not only buile a fair and firm 
Range of Building of twenty Chambers, 
which: made up a fecond Court to the Col. 
lege, but founded four Fellowthips and 
eight Scholars entirely, and augmented all 
the Scholarthips of the Foundation, fo that 
now chere is a Maintenance for one Mafter, 
(who at prefent is Dr Fjber) twelve Fel- 
Jows, and twenty-eight Scholars, befides the 
Officers and Servants of the Foundation. (4) 


Refigioh and Learning being the great 
Ends aimed at and intended by the pious 
Founders of the Colleges aforefaid, ic is 
neceffary to give a fhort Account of the 
Places neceffary for the Acquirement and 
Exercife of both, viz. 1. The Schools; 
2. Chapels and Charch ; and, 3. Libraries, 
both publick and private. 

As to the Schools of this Univerfity, 
they were at firft kept in private Houfes, 
hir'd by the Univerfiry from ten Years to 
ten Years, during which Time they might 
nat be converted to any other Ufe: Such 
was the Houfe of one Sok Geldcomb, which 
now is inclos’d in Cetus College, and fuch 
was (as'we conceive) (6) the School of 7y- 
réunws, where St, Peul had his Difputations 
with the Jews: But the publick Schools, 
as they now are built in the Form of a 
Quadrant or Square, were ereéted of Brick 
and rough Stone ; the Weft-Side at the 
Charge of the Univerfity ; the North-Side

the Eaft-Side by Thomas Retherbem, Arch. 
bithop of Yerk, and Lord Chaneellor; and 
the South-Side by Lewrence Beth, Bifhop of 
Durbem, Chancellor of the Univerfity, buc 
at the Charge of the Graduates, and by Col. 
le@ions from fome Bifbops and Parfons, Prow 
feffors and Monks. 

Every College bath its own peculiar Li- 
brary, and moft of chem are well ftor'd 
with Books, efpecially Zrimity and Ss. Joba's, 
The Univerfity-Library was furnifh'd at 
firft with many the choiceft Books by the 
above-mention’d Thomas Rotherham ‘Arche 
bithop of York, and Cuthbert Tenftell Bithop 
of Durbsm, both of them once Members of 
this Univerfity; buc Time hath devoured 
them, or unfaithful Library-Keepers loft 
them, for few or none of them are remain- 
ing. The Books that it now containeth are 
the Colle@ions of three learned and faccef- 
five Archbifhops, Drs. Perker, Grindal, and 
Bancreft, which have been beautifully thelved 
ac the Coft of Sir Jokn Weellefim, Alderman 
of Lends, Many Additions have been 
made to it fiance their Time, and particu. 
larly this Year his gracious Majefty King 
GEORGE hath beftowed the large and va- 
Tuable Library of Dr. John More, late Lord 
Bifhop of Ely, purchafed at the Price of 
60001, on the Univerfity ; and if now, by 
fo large an Addition, it cannot equal the 
Bodleian at Oxford, let the Emulation bee 
tween the two Univerfities be, not which 
has moft Books, but which fends out the 
beft Scholars. 

Every College hath its own Chapel, where 
the Mafter, Fellows and Scholars, meet 
Morning and Evening to the Worthip of 
God, without’ Intermiffion, upon any Ac+ 
count whatfoever, and all Negle&s are pu- 
nifhed by reafonable Mul&s. The publick 
Sermons are preached at S. Mary's on all 
Swndays and Holidays. This Church was 
built _by particular Contributions. Hene 
ry VII. coming to Cambridge to vifit bis 
Mother’s Foundation of Chrif's.Cellege, gave 
4ol. towards the Building of this Church. 
Thomas Barrow, Do&tor of the Civil Law, 
and Archdeacon of Golchefer, gave 2401,

The Univerfity is a Body in it felf, tho” 
exifting in a Corporation. Ic has its own 
Laws, and is governed by its own proper 
Officers, The Town had a Jurifdiéion 
originally over the Scholars, as well as ics 
own Members, but abus'd it fo, that the 
Founders of Colleges found it neceffary, 
for the peaceable Being of the Students, to 
obtain fome Exemptions for them, which 
the Kings eafily granted, fo that the Uni- 
verfity is at this Day thus govern'd: 

The chief Magiftrate is their Chancellor, 
who for many Years was annually chofen ; 
but 4,D. 1504, the Univerfity perceiving 
it was troublefome every Year to chufe 
new Chancellor, made a Decree, that the 
Chancellor fhould- continue fo for Life. 
Jobe Bper, Bithop of Rochefter, was che firft 
who was thus fettled in it. This Officer is 
always a Nobleman, (and is at this Time his 
Grace Charles Duke of Semerfet) who never 
tefides, and therefore hi ice is difcharged 
bya Vice-Chancellor, annually chofen. He 
bath a Court, to which all Controverfies 
that happen among she Univerfity. Members 
are brought, and in which they are decided, 
according to the Statutes of the Univerfity. 
The chief Officers under him are, the 
ProGors and Taxers, of each two. But 
they are regalated very much in the Exe- 
cation of their Authority by the fpecial 
Grats of out Kings, of which it is necef- 
firy to give a fhort («) Account.

The Original is thoughe 
to be cafual: A Clothier of Kendal having 
wetted his Cloth in this Brook, expofed it 
to Sale, as not fit for his Landes Markee, 
whither he was going, and found he got fo 
well by it, that be, and fome other of his 
Towalmen, came the next Year with more 
Cloths, for which they had fo good « Mar- 
ker, thae they kept coming annually, and 
brought other Trades to accompany them, 
cill it became fuch a Fair as now ic is. Ic 
lafts fousteen Days, and vat Quantities of 
Goods are there fold. Sszy Fair is thoughe 
to excel it in Finenefs of Company, and 
Briftel and Way-bill Feiss to equal (if noe 
farpafs) it in Merchandizes and Goods;

fix Generations, and were at laft deprived 
by Caswtas the Dene, who committed this 
Part of Mercia to the Government of cet- 
tain Earls, commonly ftyled, Earls of Chefter. 
OF thefe, only Lesfrie che Son of Lefwin, 
Alger the Son‘of Leefrie, and Edwin the Son 
of Edgar, enjoyed this Dignity ; for in his 
Noa Time,

the Vifcount of dereacher; his Sifter’s Son, 
and an expert Soldier, Earl, whom he there- 
fore placed fo near the unconquer'd Britains, 
that he might ceftrain their Incurfions. 
*Twas on this Perfon, partly to grace his 
Birth, snd parely to encourage his Bravery, 
that the King beltowed a Royal Jurifdiion 
within the Precinés of his Earldom in 
thefe Words ; Tencre totem bunc Comitatum 
foi, Heredibus fais ita liberi ad Gladiaw, 
ut ipfe Rex tenebat Anglia Cermam; i.e. To 
have as ample a Power in his County, as the 
King in bis Realm. By this Grant, the 
Earl and bis Succeflors had a Palatine Ju- 
rildi&ion, i. ¢. a Sovereignty under their 
Prince in the Province over which they 
prefided, made over to them; tho’ neither 
Hagh Laps nor any of his Succeffors were 
fiyled fo in the Original Grant, nor in any 
Records of Antiquity; fo that the Name 
of Comes Palatinu, or Count Palatine, feems 
to be attributed co the Earl of Chefer only, 
beceufe his Authority refembled that of the 
Comites Palatini of the Imperial Court,-who 
attending conftantly on the Palace of the 
Emperor, were deputed by him to deter- 
mine Coufes in his Stead. 

+ _ By Vertue of this Grant, Chefbire has all 
Sovereign JurifdiGion in its own Precin&s, 
and that in fo igh a Degree, that the ane 
cient Earls had Parliaments, confiftiog of 
their own Barons end Tenants, and. were 
not obliged by the A&s of the Englifh Par- 
Jiaments, and held Courts for beasing judi. 
cially and determining oll Pleas of Lands 
and Tenements, Contsaéts, Felonies, de. 
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Such a DiGatoria] Power was thoughe then 
neceffary to fubdue the Nations ies. 
Buc this Power at length growing formida- 
ble co the Crown, K. Hesry VIII. made this 
and the other Palatinates fubje& to the 
Crown, yet leaving to this County the De~ 
termination of all Pleas of Lands and Te- 
nements, Contras and Crimes, except 
Treafon. Lencafbire and Durkew claim ti 
fame Privileges of 2 Palatinate as Chefter; 
bat both of them were ereted later, and 
not fo well fertled. : 

Chefoire, as it now is, is bounded on the 
North-Side by Lexeeftere, from which it is 
fired by the River Merfey; on the North. 

aft Corner it coucheth upon w/hire ; on 
the Eaft it hath Derbyficre, and on the South- 
Eatt Stafferdpsire, from which it is divided 
in fome Places by Hills and Mountains, and 
in others by Brooks and Rivers; on the 
South it hath Shropfire and part of Hint. 
fire, and on the Wetk Denbighfbire and the 
ett of Mintfbire; and on the North-Weft 
Corner ict hath the /ifs Ocean; which ma 
king two Creeks, forms a Cherfenefe, and re- 
ceives all che Rivers of the County into 
them. It contains in Length 45 Miles, and 
as in’Breadeh, and about 112 in Circum 
ference. ‘Tis divided into feven Hundreds, 
tr Market-Towns befides Chefter, and 125 
Parifhes and Villages, of which only 87 
have Churches; the reft are Chapelties. 
The Longitude of it is 17 Deg: 30 Min. 
and the Laticude Ar@ick 53 Deg. 30 Min. 
It fends only four Members to Parlixment, 
vie, two for the County, and two for the 
City of Chefer, , 


In dcferibing this County,-we fhsH be. 
fin with the Northern, and proceed by the 
‘eft and South to the Eaftern Bounds, ta- 
king im che Rivers in our Way, of which 
the moft famous is the Dee, in Latin Dews, 
in Britith Dafyrdwy, becaufe it fprings from 
two Fountains in North. Wales, tt was called 
Des, Deva, or Divena, becaufe che Britsins 
and Reman: accounted the Waters of it Di- 
vine, according cto-the Cuftom of other 
Heathens, as the Thefalians efteemed Penew, 
the Sethiens Ifer, and the Germans the 
Rhine; Nay, the Chriftian Briteis retained 
the fame Superftition ; for they are faid, 
when they were drawn up in Battel againit 
the Semas, and ready co engage, firit to id 
’ u 
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the Earth, and then devoutly drink the 
‘Water in Memory of our Saviour's Blood ; 
or rather pero der might fem to 
conduce towards a Vii " changing 
its Stream to the Bank next ole who 
fhould conquer ; but chis ought to be im- 
puted to the bojftcrous Winds, which of- 
ten remove the Quickfands, with which 
this River abounds, and fo aleer the Chanel. 
This River abounds with all manner of Fith, 
efpecially Salmons and Trouts, and holds 
its Courfe for about 55 Miles, being at the 
New Key near Ghefter two Miles broad,and at 
Helbves Wand four. Ics Stream at ‘firlt is 
fomeching pid, but milder when it encers 
Chefbere, ach this jiar to it, that 
not Rain, bat the Soutke Welt Wind, makes 
it over-flow. The fir Place which this 
River wathes, when it runs into this Coun- 


» is 
Teche, called by ois ine, Bevio of Be 
sium, and by the Saxe Bancqpna-bypig, 
aod "sencber from its Choir, once a famous 
City, but now a Heap of Ruins, or rather 
acontemptible Village, fo little remains ci- 
ther of the Monaftery or Town. This 
Place is faid, among very many good Men, 
to have produced thet greateft and worft 
of Hereticks, Pelegiw, who erverting the 
Nature of God’s Grace, infefted the We- 
ftern Charch with his pernicious Do@rine; 
for which Reafon St. Prefper calls him Co. 
Iaber Britannw, i.e. the Britfs Adder, whofe 
Sting let all good Men avoid. The fa- 
mous Monaftery, once fituate in this Place, 
is omitted to be Spoken of here, becaufe it 
belongs to the Church-Affsirs, among which 
you'l find it. This Town being here treat- 
ed on by Mr. Camden, we follow his’ Me- 
thod, but it properly belongs to Flix:fbire, 
tho’ adjoining to this County. Many Re- 
mains of Antiquity are often found in it, 
as the Bones and Vefture of Monks, fquar'd 
Stones, Rowan Coins, and the like. From

without the North-Gare, was once the fair. 
eft, being a ftaccly Building, »nd having 
Prebendaries belongirtg to it, which fome 
make ao Argument that it was a Bitbop’s 
See; but chere remains little of either. 
Upon a rifing Ground, bn the South.Side 
of the City, ftands the Caffle, # noble and 
ftately Building, having a Tower, bearii 
the Name of Julius Cefas, of fuch a Wor 
as fhews the Roman Magnificence, and a 
joodly Hell, where the Palatine Court and 
Sones are kept ewice a ¥ear, with all fic 
and commodious Rooms for the Reception 
and Lodging of the Judges of Affize; as 
alfo a convenient Hall for the Prince's Ex. 
chequer-Court, a Prifon for the County, an 
Office for the Prothonotary, with Rooms 
for keeping Records, and Officers, their Sere 
vants, Horfes, &e: too many to be particu.

Some remarkable TrenfaGions of State 
have render’d this City famous: In the Days 
of King 4rthur it was of great Account 
for Arts and Sciences which were caught 
there, viz. Grammar, Philofopby, and che: 
learned Languages. Gadway and Cadwan, 
two Britifh Kings, baving routed the Sexexs, 
were bath crowned in this City, and the 
former held a Parliament here. K. shel 
wolf alfo was crowned here in a moft 
magnificent manner. It is alfo faid, chat 
Henry 1V. Emperor of Germany, who had mar. 
ried Mand the Conqueror’s Grand-Daughter, 
having in ‘his turbulent Reign imprifon'’d: 
his Father, the Pope and Cardinals, and af. 
tet Reconciliation, being troubled for what 
he had dene, withdrew himfelf, and lived 
a Hermit unkaown st Cheffer for ten Years ; 
buc Death approaching, difcover’d himfelf, 
and lies buried there. More lately, in the 
Wars begun in the Year 1641, it declared 
for their lawful King Cherles I. and enter- 
tained a Garrifon of bis Soldiers, under the 
Command of the Lord Biren, who bravely 
defended it againft the ParliamenteArmy 
led by Sir Williom Breretm; and when 
Sir George Besth cook up Arms for King 
Charles TI. they again os bravely . declared 
for him. But that which is the greateft 
Glory of this City, is, that ic has not onl 
given a Title to Men of the greateft Worth 
ever fince the Conqueft, and thofe many of 
theth of the Royal Line, but thar it now is 
annexed fo clofely to the Royal Family, 
that none bat the eldeft Sons of the Kings 
of Exglend may bear che Title, as may bet. 
ter appear by the Succeffion of the Earls 
and Dokes fince the Conqueft.

Eanus of CHESTER. 


Lupus, Son of Richerd Earl of u- 
vai and Emma the Conqucror's Sifter, 
was the firft Barl o£ Chefer, 4.D. 1071. 
He had a Palatine Jurifdi&ion given him by 
the King, by Vertue of which he created 
feveral ey Barons to affift him in his Coun- 
cils, and manage the Government under 
him, fome of which we find upon Record, 
as Nigellus Cefn, Baron of Halts, whom he 
made Confteble and Marthal of Chefer. He 
was by his. Tenure to lead his Army againft 
the Wekb, when he had Wars with them, 
and to march in the Rear when he returned ; 
Sir Pierce Malbane, Baron of Nantwich; Rebert 
Fitz-bagh, Baron of Malpas, Clerk; Richard 
de Vernsu, Baron of Shi 3 Hemex Mafiy, 
Baron of Deshsm; Gilbert Venables, Baron 
of Kinderten; Werrem de Pointer, Baron of 
Stockport ; Exftece Chew de Renbealt, Baron of 
Hawarden, Steward; with feveral others, 
whom he endowed with Isrge Pofleffions 
and great Privileges, and placed them in 
divers Parts of his JugifdiGtion, for the bet- 
ter ordering of it. He converted the 
Church of S. Werbargh into an Abbey, by 
the Advice-of S. Anxfelm, whom he fent for 
out of Nermeniy for that end, and was bu- 
fed there, when he had been Esrl forty 
cars. 

Richard his Son, then about feven Years 
old, facceeded him, and K. Howy I. educa- 
ted him with his own Children, with whom, 
coming out of Frene, he was drowo'd, 
Nov, 25, rr20, being about 14 Years o'd.

Webbenbury, fo called from Wibba, King 
(or rather Hubba, 2 great Nobleman) of the 
Mercians. It is a Church-Town, having a 
Parith-Church for a great Precin&, and fo 
adorned with the Seats of Baronets, Knights 
and Gentlemen, as is f{carce to be found in 
4 Country-Parith fo far remote from a City, 
in England, "Tis a Vicaridge in the Gift of 
the Bifhop of Coventry and Lichfeld: And

Times, from whom it paffed to the Cerbets, 
and is now, or lately was, the Poffeflion 
of the Smiths. . 

Other {mall Towns are in this Neigh;

Neatwich, the head Town of a Hundred 
fo called, and of all the County, 14 Mike 
diftant from Chefler, In the Deeds and o- 
ther Writings belonging to the Plice, it is

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called Wiens Malbanus, i, ¢. Wich. Malban:, be- 
caufe it was given by the firft Earl of Chefter 
to one of his Barons named William Malbenc, 
and fo became a Barony, which continued 
in his Pofterity 2 while, but at length de- 
fcended by Female Heirs firft to the Vernens 
and Baffts, then to the Wilbrabams, Stafferds, 
and Littlebaries, and now is, or late was, fet- 
tled in the Cholmendeleys, The Buildings «f 
the Town are fair and neat, and every 
Street adorned with fome Gentlemens 
Seats. Ie. has been twice lamentably con- 
fumed with Fire, viz. in July 1438, and De- 
cember 1583. But by a Colle@ion thro’ the 
whole Nation, farther'd and encourag’d by 
jueen Elizebeth, and manag'd by Sir Hagh 
Chelmendeley and others, it was not onl; 
fpeedily rebuilt, but in fuch Order, an 
jeouty, that is revived better out of its own 
Ahes, than it was before, and fo i¢ now ree 
mains, The Church is a large and beauri- 
ful Seru&ture, in the Form of a Grofs, like 
a Cathedral, with the Steeple in the Middle 5 
Bue the Maintenance of the Minifter is poor 
and mean, the great Tithes belonging for- 
merly to the Abbey af Cembermere, and 
now impropriate. The Trade of the Town 
is confiderable, and the Inhsbitents are 
wealthy, not only upon the Account of the 
Iarge Market for all Sorts of Commodities, 
efpecially for Corn and Cattle, every Sature 
day, and Fair on S. Berthelemew’s Day, and 
the Advantage of a great Road to Ireland 
Dut for two fpecial Commodities it yields, 
which are Cheefe and Sale. The Scil in 
and abont this Town, by a {peciat Gift of 
Providence, yields fuch  fweet and plea. 
fant Feed, thae tho’ in other Parts of this 
County good Cheefe is made, that which 
is made here far excels all others ; for di- 
vers Ladies and Gentlewomen heve endea» 
vour'd to match ir, bet by all their Care 
they could never do it; fo that the Nentwisd 
Cheefe, for a perfc& Relith, furpsffes al 
ophers in Ghefire, nor can be equalleg by. 
any in Bree for Pleafantnefs of Taft, and 
— Eafinefs of Digeftion, even to the moft dee 
Ficate Sromachs. But the Sale of this Town, 
which is the pureft and whiteft, from 
whence the pleb call the Town Hellath. 
wen. 4, ¢, White Sals-wich, procares ic the 
grenrett Trade from Wales. and other Parts, 
alt is made at the two other Wickes, viz: 
Birth Wish and Middle Wick, and Dunham, 
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but not fo fine ashere. There is but one 
Fit in this Town, which they call a Brine 
Pir, about 14 Foot diftant from the River. 
From it they convey the Salt-Water to 
their Wich Houfes’ by Wooden Troughs, 
which are Barrels fet in che Earth ready to 
receive it. Out of them, when full, of 
which Notice is given by a Bell, they. lade 
the Water into their Leads, of which shey 
have fix in every Houfe, and immediatly

HE Bifhoprick of Chefter was one of 

thofe thae were founded by. Kiog 

Henry VIII. who, out of the Spoils of the 
many Monafteries and Religious Houfes 
which he feized for-his own Ufe, was pleafed 
to refund a little back for the Support of 
"Religion, and Increafe of Learning, as may 
appear from rhe Aé of Parliament made 
for chat purpofe 31 Hewy VIII. ¢. 9. The 
other five are, Brifol, Oxford, Wefminger, 
Glocefler, and Peterborough. Ic was made up 
of the two Archdeaconries of kickmend and 
Chefler, belonging to the Diocefe of Lich. 
fild, which contained Richmondfire, and 
part of Cu:aberlend the one, and Lancafbire 
and Chefbire the other. Ie was at the fictt 
Foundation annexed to the See of Canter. 
bary; bute afterwards, the King confidering 
that Canterbury had many, and Tork but two 
Suffragans, fubje€ted it for ever tothe Prow 
vince of York, by AG of Parliament, 33 Hen 
ry VIL ¢. 31. The Cathedral Church was 
once a Monaftery, founded by Leefricus, an 
Officiary Count in thefe Parts, and by him 


dedicated to St. Werburgh. Tt was much de- 
cayed by Age, when Hagh Lepus, the fick 
Earl. of Chefter after the Nermens Invation, 
repaired and beautified it, and sdding to 
the Revenues, placed che Monks in ir, King 
Henry VIII. at the Diffolution of the Mo- 
nafferies, ej<f&ed the Monks, and bringing 
into their Room a Dean and Prebendaries, 
made ir an Epifcopal See. (#) Chafer had the 
Name before of an Epifcopad Seat, 4.

HIS County and Devenfire was 
the Country inhabited by thofe 
Brisarns which Solinus calls Dax- 
moni, and Ptolemy Danmnonii, 
from, Dus an Hill, and Mena a 
Mine, becaufe thefe Parts have always been 
famous for Hills of Tin-Mines. Mr. Cam. 
dew is of Opinion, that the Ofidemnii, cal- 
led alfo Ofei and Oftiones, were the fame 
with thefe Dunmenii, becanfe Strabo fays, 
they were feated on the Weftern Ocean, in 
the remoteft Parts of Eurspe, over sgainft 
Spain, not far from the Ifland Uxentiffa, or 
Upent ; which Circumftances exa€tly agree 
to the Country of the Dasmmii. This 
County reaches out to the Weftward the 
fartheft of all Britain, and ‘being inhabited 
by the Remains of the Weftern Britains, 
who fled hither. for. Shelter againft the 
Saxons, it took .the Name of Cermwal, part- 
ly from the Figure of the Land, which 
runs out into Promontories like. Horns, 
called by the, Britains, Kermaw, and partly 
from thefe later Inhabitants,: whom the 
Saxens called Gauls or Wanles, which is the 
fame as Wealsh.

the Town is now removed into the Valley. 
In the Brisifo Hiftory ‘tis called Pew Uchel 
svit,.,¢ An high Mountain in a Wood. 
Some will have Exeter meant by the Ronen 
Ucelle; but the Sleuation affign’d by Prolemy, 
and che Name it till retains, plainly deter- 
mine for this Place. Ie is now a little Town, 
and not st all populous, becaufe the Chanel 
of the River Fey, which in the lat Age 
ufed to carry up the Tide the waey 
Town, and bring up Veucls ‘of Burthen, is 
how fo ftopr by the Sands coming from 
the Lead-Mines, that it is too fhallow for 
Barges. However, "tis ftill a Market and 
Borough Town, where the County-Court 
ds ufually kept, and the Lord Warden of che 
Stannaries hath his Court, Prifon, and Of- 
fice of Coinage, or ftamping their Tin, by 
the Favour (as the Inhabitants fay) of Ed- 
gound Earl of Corawal, who had his Palace 
here. In Mr. Camden's Time it might have 
‘been the County-Town, as he fays; burt 
Launcefies is now the Place, where the At 
izes are held, and which is commonly ac- 
eounted the Shire-Town. Its Market is on 
fridays, and Fair on St. Berthelomen’s Day. 
‘Te is sppointed by 11 Henry VII. to keep 
bhe Weights and Mcafares, and fends Mem- 
bers to Parlisment. In. this Town there 
was formerly a Cuftom, tho’ now difconti- 
hiued, for 2 Perfon on Low. Sunday to sf the 
Part of a King, and in brave Apparel, and 
Koely mounted, with a Sceptre in bis Hand,

was the moft glorious Event that happei'd 
to the King during the whole Courfe of the 
Civil Wars. The Decay of this Fown may- 
be imputed in fome meafure to the Neigh.

Leskard is a fine Town, and has good 
Trade, feated upon an Hill, and famous for 
a Caftle and Market, which is kept on Ss 
‘turdavs, and das for its chief Commodity, 
Leathern Wares, Boots -and Shots, with 
which-.it: fornithes all the neighbouring 
‘Towns. Ie isa Borough, and fends ies Re 
prefencatives to Parliament. *Tis encom 
paffed with Woods and Commons, which 
afford both Profit and Pleafure co che Inhw 
bitants. The Woods furnifh them with 
Fuel and Charcoal; the Commons feed 
Multieudes of Sheep, and are much uled 
for Horfe-Races. Ata {mall Diftance from 
the Town run the Rivers Repis and Dew 
suerte, which have each » Bridge over them; 
the one falls into the Fewey, and the other 
in Padftew Chanel; but the Glory of it is 
the noble Seat of the Re. Hon. the Earl of 
Radner, before mentioned, which has fine 
Park adjoining. Ten Miles" Weft of this

Bedmen or Bedmins in Britifh, . Bifuemns,

The Market affords Plenty of Corn, Beef, 
Mutton, oc. and formesly was a Staple for 
Yarn; but that Trade. is much decayed 
thre’ the long. continusyce of the Jate War, 
which broughe the Pricts fo ‘low, as to dif- 
courage the fpinning. The Market is kept 
on Ssturdays, and. Fair Moreh 13., "Tina 
Borough, and govern'd by a Mayor aad 
Town-Clerk, aflifted with 12 Magiftrates 
and 24 Commoners, who alone have the 
Privilege -of chafing their Reprefentatives 
for Parliament, and ftamping Tin. The Shes 
Tiff’s Prifon’ for infolvent Debtors is kept 
in this Town.

Town, 
which, had it not the Privilege of fending 
Reprefentatives to Parliament, would be 
counted a forry Village, for the Town 
conlifis only of a few Fifhcrmens Cottages, 
who mintain themfelves by fithing in the 
Sea and neighbouring Rivers. Ic hath « 
Fir on fugu t, and a large Church pro- 
portionable to the Parith. Buc as con- 
temptible » Place as now ic is, it was an- 
cently 2 Bifhop’s See, and had a famous 
Monftery in it. In the Dewifs Wars, the 
Bithop’s See, which had been placed at Bed- 
aia, was, thro’ Fear, removed hither ; but 
afer the Succeffion of fome few Bithops, 
Loviaw or Levingew, Bifhop of Kirtow in De- 
m, t great Favourite of Censtus the Dawe, 
Obained a Royal Grant to have it annexed 
to his own Seac ; bat this See slfo conti- 
med not long, being tranflaced foon after 
to the chief Cicy in thofe Parts, Bxeter, 
where it now remains, yet to the Advan- 
luge of St.Girmans, which was appointed 
for the Seat to the Suffragan by chat Bithop.

'His County is firuate in the soth Deg. 
jo Min. N. Lat. and Deg. of Lon- 
gitude, The Air being cleaned wich fre- 
quent Winds and the Tides; is yery 
and ‘healthful, fo that the Intableants ar 
rarely troubled with any infectious Difeaf¢s 5 
et being fharp and piercing, fiich as have 
n fick, efpecially Strangers, recover but 
flowly. The Seafons of the Year are fome- 
thing different from thofe in other Parts; 
the Spring is more backward, the Sammer 
more temperate, Autumnal Fruits lar-t, 
their Harveft rarely being ripe enough 'for 
the Barn till near aichesmes, but cheniwell 
digefted,- and rhe Winter, by reafon of the 
warm Breezes, much milder, for have 
Froft and Snow but very feldom, and then 
they foon vanifb.

fording true Copper, which mikes fo y 
a Return, that che Tin-Trade it felf is in 
danger of being neglefted. This Mundick, 
as it is in fome Re very pernicious, 
wis. to the Miners, who are fometimes 
choaked with its on Steam, fo in 
others ‘cis very ufefol ; for being applied to 
a Wound, it immediately cures it, which 
the Workmen are fo fure of, ther they ufe 
no other Remedy than wafhing in the Wa- 
ter that rans from the Mundick-Ore ; but 
this muft be done before it is wrought or. 
burnt, for then the Water in which ic is 
wathed is fo venomous, that it rancles 
and &ills che Fifh of any River it 
falls into; yea, they fay, fome Men have 
been d by drinking of fuch Water.

The great 
Tithes of the whole Parith of Umilelayt, of

It trades 
chicfly in Fuftians, has a confiderable Mar- 
ket on Saturdays, and a yearly Fir on the 
Affamption of the Virgin Mary. Ic is go~ 
vern'd by a Mayor, 12 Aldermen, two Bay- 
lif, Ge. and fends Burgeffes co Parliament. 
The Affizes and Seffions for the moft part 
are held in this City. 

There are bue two Parith-Churches in 
this City, ois.

HE famous Wall, which was the 
Boundary of the Roman Jurifdiaion 
in chis fle, called in Latin, Vadem Barberie 
tum, Pretentura, and Clufare; by the Greeks, 
Mate 400, yous; and by the Englif, 
Ue Pss Well, which croffes the upper Pare 
Of this County, muft noe be negle&<d in 
-our Account of it. The Occafion of erc&t. 
+ ing ic was this; The Rewens having con. 
ques’d the mof fruitful and pleafane Parts 
of Briszin, and finding that the more ree 
_ mow, Northward, were inhabited by a bare 
‘barous, People, and had nothing defirable 
them, contrived, according to ehcic 
.Caftom.in their other Conquefts, to raife 
tfudb Fences as might fecure and bound the 
<Ptotings:; Mr. Camden fays, that Julius Ae 
grils made.che firft: But Archbifhop Uper, 
De Primerd, bes proved out of Tacitw, thee 
Agricela made no Walls or Rampires, but 
«gerrifon'd-only the Frontiers, which then 
extended as far as che Neck of Land be- 
tween Edinburgh and Dunbritten Friths. 
, + But Hedrien, eithéo out of. Envy co the 
:Glory Of Trajes, or out of Fear, retired 80- 
«Miles more Southward into the Ifle, and. 
-drew a Wall 80 Miles in Length, to divide 
the Barbarians from the Remexs. This is 
-the Wall, of which cht Remains appear fill 
it Gamberlend, Ic was (fays Spartien) made 
inthe Esthion of s Mural -Hedge, of large 
Seakes:deiven deep into the Ground, and 
vweredthsnt together with Wartles, ftrength~ 
ened with huge: Heaps of Turf. and-Earth, 
-and. 4 steep Ditch, extending from the Gow 
yuan kobe Iifo Ocean. In the Rabbi af 
: d 
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this Wall was found-not long Tinco 8 litle 
wing'd Image of:Brafs, little more than 
half a Foot long, which (sccording to the 
Defcripeion of the Ancients) is the Effigies 
of the God Tersimw. ‘Tis naw in the Pof- 
feflion of Sir John Lewther Bar. 

: Lebius. Urbicus, who was Lieutenant of 
Brisein undex Astminus Pius, having had 
great Succefs againft the Pids and Scots, re~ 
moved the Bounds back to the Place where 
Julins Agricole had firlt fet them, and made 
a Wall of Turf againft che Barbarians: 

“Bue che Celedenian Britains under Commades 
breaking thro’ this Fence, Severs retreated 
again, and drew a Wall along the very 
fame Ground where 4drian before had fix- 
.ed his Stakes, repairing the Decays of He- 
drien's Wall for the moft part, but adding 
anew feverel Stone Fortreffes and Turrets, 
at fuch Diftences as the Sound of a Trum- 

cpet againft che Wind might be beard one 

Bom the other. 

The Remans fome Years after this feotrto 
have negleGted this Wall-; .but the Emperor 
Almander Severus baving given fuch Lands 

-as were taken from the Enemy tothe Fron- 

-tier Garrifons, and their Officers, that they 
and their Heirs might be more diligent co 
.defend the Bounds.of the Empire, by fighe- 
ing for their own, they paffed this Wali, 
and building Garrifons in the Enemy's 
Country, carried their Dominion ss fer as 

“Badetria ; but it was not firmly ferrled there, 
the Barbarians now and then beating them 
back to Seoera’s Wall, till Coreufew bei 
mede Governor of Britain by Diselesian, fix’ 

athe old Barrier between Gletts and Rasstria, 
ie. Edinbargh and Dunbritten Frith. 

Confiavtine the Great is much cenfured 
negle&ing thefe Boundaries; for (as 
mus fays) whereas the Bounds of the Em- 
pire, by the wife Condud& .of Discesion, 
were 7 fortified rich Towne, Cafiles, and 
Boroug! is, in Whicl oldiers were garri- 
fon'd, chat it was not poffible fer the Bar- 
arians to make Inroeds, he removed the 

~better part of the Soldiers from the Fron. 
tiers, and fo expofed the Marches to the 
Fury of che Barbarians ; bue after his Deach, 
the Country between the two Feaces was 
fo entirely recover'’d by }, the Recher 
.of Thesdofus the Emperos, that he buile Ci- 
-ties in it, fortified Caftles, gave it the Nemec 
ef Valemia, in Honour of Volentinios; snd 
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‘placed a Governor over it, which Theedefus 
his Son carefully upheld. : 

-But when the Affairs of the Empire be. 
gan vifibly to decay, and the Prs and sors 
bresking thro’ the Wall at Bader, ode 
Havock of the adjoining Countries, the 
Reman Legion under Galie of Revere was 
feat to their Affiftance, and repalfed the 
“Barbarians ; but being recalled for the De 
fence of Gasl, their old Enemies (as foon 
as they heard chat they were gone) threw 
down the Bounds, put all co the Sword, nd 
over-run all ; yhereupon the Britaias were 
forced to fend Ambaffidors to Reme to beg 
their Affiftance, that their mifereble Coun- 
try, which had been fo long  Rewss Pro- 
vince, might not be quite ruin'd. A Le. 

ion is again fent over; and farprizing the 

inemy in Aucumn, flew grest Natnbers of 
them, and drove the reft back into their 
own Country: But becanfe fuch toilfome 
Expeditions could not be often endured, 
the Remeus told the Britains phinly, that be- 
-ing sble.to difpute the Caufe with their Ene. 
mies, they muft -for the future faad upon 
their own Guard; which the they might 
more eafily do, they affifted them ia bu: 
ing a Stone Wall.8 Foot broad, md 1a Foot 
bigh, in the Place where Seveas's had fer 
merly been, and fo od. 

The Tra@ts of ehisWall, with the Fom- 
dations of che Towers or little Catties, now 
Called Caffe-Seenls, placed a & Mile diftance 
one'from the other, and the fereified little 
‘Towns on the infide called Gdyfers, do evie 
dently at this Day appear. The Inhabitants 
about it tell you, char there was anciently 
« Brazen Trampet (of which they now 
and then find fome Pieces) fo artificii 
laid in the Wall between éach Caftte-and 
Tower, that at the Approach of an Enemy, 
Notice might be given eefily by‘every one to 
their Neighbour; but tho” no fach thing 
now appears, the Tenure of Lands held by 
Cornage here renders it very probable. 

This Wall begine at Blattues Belgien 
Bulvoft upon the Fifh Sos, ind fo kecping 
dong the Brith of Eden, Peffcs by Bergh vp- 
on Sands to -Lxgseelim qr ile, where 
tcefing the Hema or iden, i¢ cuss slocg 
with the River Méhigg GW:it sgeescrofs the 
Conmbeck, whote ate’ vatt Marks of » Coli. 
‘Then pelfing the Rivers Qebing and Priirif, 
Wt cinpers Mo ibemberdand: whine ic sbes bind

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the River Sesth-Tine thro’ many Mounteins 
into the German Ocean, Bat this wonder- 
ful Stru€ture could not fecure the miferable 
Britains from tho Pifs and Sees, who, as 
foon as the Remans were gone, broke over 
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thefe Bulwarks, snd horribly deftroyed theic 
Councry ; whereupon they called in the 
Samar Gor their Deliverance, who proved 
almoft as bad Enemies,

The “Natural Hiftory. 


T IS Country, tho’ the Northern Si- 
tuation of it renders the Air tharp 
and piercing, which would be worfe, if the 
high Hills in the North did not theleer it 
from Storms and Snow, yet is very pleafant 
and agreeable. The Soil is for moft . 
part fruitful in Corn and Grafs, che Plains af- 
fording a competent Plenty of the one, and 
the rich Mountains of the other, which are 
therefore always ftocked with great ftore of 
Sheep. The Uneveonefs of the Country 
makes it more delightful both to the Inha- 
bitants and Travellers, the lofty Hills af- 
fording a Rleafane Profpeé into the verdant 
Valleys. * 
Some of the Mountains are very remarkae 
ble for their Height, viz. the Mountain 
called Wo Nile upon the top of which, near 
the Highway-Side, are to be feen three 
Stones, commonly called, shire.Ssouss, lying 
within a Foot one of another, yet in three 
feveral Counties, viz. one in Cumberland, 
another in Weftmerlend, and the third in 
Laucapire. 2. Shiddaw, a Mountain that 
rifes up with two mighty high Heads like 
Parnaffus, and from which 1] Hill, which 
is in Auandele in Scotland, may be difcerned 5 
and accordingly as Mitts rife or fall upon 
thefe Heads, the People thereby prognoftie 
aate of the Change of Weather, finging this 
Ime =

3. Lenvellix, and, 4. Ceftinen, of which and 
the former they have another Proverbial 
Speech common among them: 


Skiddaw, Lauvellin, end Caftinand, 
Are th’ bigheft Hills in all England. 


The other mountainous part ofthe Coun. 
try hath its Excellency alfo, being for the 
moft pare big with Metals, and divers Sorts 
of Mines. The South Pare of the County, 
which is called Cepelend or Coupland, becaute 
it rears up its Head with tharp Mountains, 
called by the Britsins, Cops, abounds with 
rich Veins of Copper, for which Reafog 
fome will have the Name taken from that 
Metal, and import, Gupperiond. At Newe 
lends sifo; which ftands among the Moun- 
tains called Derwens- Fells, and other Places 
near it, fome rich Veins of Copper, with 
a Mixture of Gold and Silver, were found 
in Mr. Camden's Time by Themae Tisrlend, 
and Deniel HetchRetter, a German of dugse 
barg, which had indeed been difcover'd fome 

before, as appears from the clofe Rolls 
of King Hewy m=. 18. but were not 
wrought. So far is it from being true, that 
Tudy bath {aid in his Epiftles to Atticus, *Tie 
well known, that there i met 4 Grain of Silver 
#a Britain. Nor would Cafar have faid, Thie 
the Britains make ufe of imported Copper, 
if be had known of the Mines in this 
County, which afford now a Plenty not on- 
ly for Ufe, but Exportation. Kefwick alfo 
was formerly a Place noted for Mines, (as 
a certain Charter given them by King Ed. 
ward IV. proves) and is ftill inhabited by 
Miners, as is alfo one of the Ifles in the 
Lake adjoining by the fame Artificers from 
Germany. 

Here is alfo found abundance of that 
Mineral Earth or hard thining Stone which ~ 
we cal} Black-lead, ufed by Painters ia 
drawing their Lines, and fhading fuch Pieces 
as they do in Black and White. ‘Tis ufed 
alfo much in cleanfing rufty Armour, ba« 
ving a particular Virtue for chat purpofe, 
The People hereabouts call ic Wadd, and 

Ggeg fore 
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fome think it to'be the Pinginis or Nedlante. 
via, or Gebre, whith is-a fore of Earth burnt 
bieck, mentioned by Disfcersdes ; but by the 
Defcription which the Naturalifts give of 
their Pingitss, ‘tis not the fame, but more 
Tikely the black Chalk mention’d by Dr. Plet 
(Nas. Hf of Oxf. 9. 56,57.) It feems to be 
an Earth ftrongly impregnated with the 
‘Sreams of Lead, and not to be a Metal or 
Mineral, Dr. Meret (in Pin. Rer. Net. p.218.) 
fays, ‘tis the peculiar Predu@ of Old and 
New England; but we have no need of im- 
porting it, for as much may be dug here in 
Fad ‘Year as will ferve all Zerepe for feveral 
ears. 

There sre alfo in this County Mines of 
Coal, Lapis Calominaris, ond Lead, of which 
deft che King-bach che Advantage. 

This County has anny large Lakes, ftored 
with all Sorts of wild Fow!, and the Occen, 
twrbich beats upon the Shore on all the Weft 
and Souch Sides, sffords great Plenty of the 
deft Fith ; but the Land fupplies the Inhe- 

“Bitants fo well with other Sorts of Feud, 
ie they follow tie Bithing-Trade very 


Ac the Mouth of the'litele Brook Js, on 
the Sea-Corft, are bred « fort of ShellFith 
or Mukles, which gaping there, wnd fack- 
‘ing in its dewy Streams, conceive, wna 
‘ring forth Pearls, or (as the Poet vails 
hem ) Sholl-berries. The Inhabitants ga- 
‘rer them nap at low Water, and fell them 
tothe Jewellers at Loudon for a Trifle, who 
Ynwhe a confidersble Gain of them. 
thefe, Merbedens fpoaks, Gignit & Infiguer 
Sigua Britannia Bacces; And ancient Britsie 
doth fine Pearls produce. Tacitw tells us, 
That the Britifp Pearls were Subfufes & Lie 
wuatin ; bue Bede {peaks more truly of them, 
Thac thoy are of afl Colours. Thofe that 
are not bright and thining, commonly called 
Sand-Pearl, (and fuch are thofe found in 
thefe Parts ufually) are as ufefal in Phyfick 
‘as the'fineft, tho’ not fo beautiful. Dr. Lifer 
{ De Goch. Flv. Sef. 2.) fays, he'has found 
36 of them in one wenn fierts them 
Bo be Srvsfcentivm Mufiuleram vitia. 

‘There is a Patent lately granted to feme 
Gentlemen: and others for Pear-Fithing in 
this River; but ie is uncertain whether it 
will carn to any Account, becaufe they are 
«not very plentiful, and may be hed arno exe 
‘eraordinaty Charge from otber Places,

St. Patrick, who came ines The Ifle, ere&ed 
un Epifcopal Sec bere by the Name of Epif- 
opts Sederenfis, and his ‘Juritai@ion was exe 
tended to all che Hebrides; but now it is li- 
mited to this Iland. The Bifhop was for- 
merly reckon'd a Baron, but never fat in 
the Houfe of Pcers, becaufe he holds of a 
Subje&, the Earl of Derby, and not of the 
King, yee bath the higheft Seat in the lower 
Houle of Epnvocation. 

2. Devglae, fituate on the Eaft Side of the 
Ile, the moft populous Town, and the 
moft fpacious and beft Haven in the Ifle, 
the Mouth of which is fecured fo weil by 
a Fort, that there is not any attempting 
either the Town or Harbour from the Sea- 
ward. In Times of Peace it is much fre- 
quented by French and other Foreigners, 
who come thither with Bay-Salt, and buy 
up coarfe Wool, Leather, and falt Beef, to 
carry home; by which means this Town is 
become the richeft in the Ie, and has a 
good Market, 

3. Ramfey hath alfo a good Haven, de- 
fended by a Bleck-houfe, buile by the pre- 
fent Earl ; and, 

4. Peel or Pile, anciently called Holm. 
town, hath a Fort, erefted in a fall He, 
and defended with a ftrong Gerrifon, which 
fecures the Harbour. The Caftle bas a 
Platform round it, well (ecured with Can- 
non. In it ftands the ancient Cathedral, 
dedicated to St. German, the firft Bifbop, and 
repaired lately by the Earls of Derby, a5 alfo 
aswinated Church dedicated to Se. Patvick, 
their Apoftle. Within this Circuic is che 
Lord's Houfe, fome ruinous Lodgings of 
the Bifhops, and other noble Remaias of 
Antiquity.

They have Sea Fifh in abundance, as Sal- 

mon, Ling, Cod, Haddock, Mackarel, Ray, 

Thorback, Plaife, buc efpecially Herrings, 

Crabs, Lobiters and Cockles, but few or no 

Pufess 5 buc what they have are very 
jarge. 

They have no Wood in the Ife, nor is 
there a Tree to be feen, gho’ in former 
Times there was great Plenty, as appears 
from Geddard Crewnan's hiding 300 Men in 
a Wood, and from the Charch called Kirk. 
Arey, which feems to be fo called from 
Arbor, a Tree, as alfo from the Timber 
found in their Bogs, and efpecially in the 
Meadows called Curragh ; nor have they as 

yet difcover’d any Sea-Coal for Firing 
in their Soil, only they have Plenty im- 
ported, and the poorer Sort make ufe of 
Gorge, Heath, Ling and Broom, and a 
coarfe fort of: Turf or Peet, in digging 
which they often find Oaks lying under 
Ground. They have fome good Stone- 
Quarries, efpecislly Lime-Srone on the Sea- 
Shore, snd the Rocks called Mine-haugh give 
very probable Signs of other Minerals. 
They Save alfo lately found Iron, Lead, 
and Copper, and there is great Probability 
of finding Coal. 

This Ifland feems to have been peopled 
from the Hebrides, or Welftern Ifles of Scet- 
Iend, and their Language is a kind of Scotch. 
Bip, mingled with Latin, Greek, and Eng- 
lifp. ‘We have 2 Specimen of the Monks 
Language, given us in the Lord's Prayer 
printed ia Bifhop Wilfen's Ewchiridivn, and a 
Colle&ion of cle Lord’s Prayer in above 
roo Languages, printed tm 1703, wix. 
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Bor Ain, taypns Pian, &e. The Pca- 
fancs are tall in Stature, of a dull furly 
Temper, and live in poor Huts made up 
of Scones and Clay, and thatched wich 
Broom. Theit Gentry are courteous and 
affable, and imicate the Exzlifb in their Car. 
riage, Apparel and Houle-keeping. The 
Families of Gentlemen named Chriftien and 
Caunel are of great Antiquity, and ouc of 
them their Deemfters or Fadges are ufually 
chofen. 

"Tis almoft certain, that this Ile was ne- 
ver in the Poffeflion of the Remans, and fo 
retained their original Simplicicy longer 
than che reft of Britein. The Original Go. 
vernment of this Place was a fort of Arifto- 
cracy; I had almoft faid Theocracy, under 
the Druids, admirably adapted to the Good 
of Mankind, and fo mixed with the Prince 
and Prieft, that Religion and the State had 
but one united Intereft. All Controverfies 
were ended by an amicable Compofition, 
and the Kategrity of their Rulers was fuch, 
thie cheir Awards were inftead of Laws. 
This was the true Patriarchal Government, 
to which Virtue, not Birth, was the beft 
Title, and is fuppofed to have continued 
here till the end of the 4th Century, when, 
according to Mr. Gamdm, out of Neauiu, 
this Hland was conquer’d by one Binley, a 
Set, who overturn’d the ancient Form of 
Government, and ruled all by bis own 
Will, which Force, not Reafon, fway'd, 
till Neceflity obliged his Succeffors co 

ree_in fome Rules and Laws, which were 
the Foundation of their prefeat Confticu- 


tion. 

The Laws and Statutes of this Ifland are 
fach, as the Lord C. J. Goke faith, That the 
like are not to-be found any where. They 
were govern'd of Old by s Ju Scripi 
which was committed: to the Fidelity o} 
their Deemfters, a certain fore of Judges 
chofen every Year to decide all Controver- - 
fies, a Coftom received probably from the 
Druids. All poffible Care is taken for the 
{peedy Execation of Juttice. 

The Government of chis Ifle hath, ever 
fince irs Conqueft by Binley, been reputed 

<Monarchical, and was managed by Kings of 
their own, who claimed the whole Revenues

_ upon the Wonders of the Peak, a curious 
and inquifitive Perfon, endeavour'd to find 
the Depth of it by plumbing it, and having 
Tet down, a Line of 884 Yards long, of 
which 80 appeared to have funk into the 
‘Water at the Bottom, yet could nor reach 
any landing for the Plummer; but he con- 
- fells, thac upon a fecond Trial, he could 
snot make the Plummet fink down half fo 
far as he had done before. The Earl of 
+ Leicefter, in Queen Elizabeth's Days, was at 
the Charge of hiring and letting down a 
“Man into it with a Basket of Stones, to ob- 
ferve its Frame, and try the Depth of it. 
‘He was let down about 200 Ells, and after 
he had remained at the length of the Rope 
awhile, was pulled up again, with great Bx- 
ations of fome Difcoveries : Bue when 


‘he came up, he was fonfelefs, and dy’d - 


within eight Days of a Phrenfy, and fo we 
~are 2s much at a lofs concerning the Nacure 
of it, as we were before. Travellers and 
. Strangers, who have the Curicfity co fee 
thefe“Wohidets, ‘ufually caft into ‘it great 
‘Stones, by the help of the Country Fcllows, 
(thet willingly offer chemfelves to be their 
Guides to thew them it} to form to them: 
folves fome Idea of its Depth, and they find, 
by lying their Ears clofe to the Mouth of 
tl it, that they make a great Ratcling 
and Noife by their Falt for a long time, 
which is leffen'd by degrees, cill ic gets bee 
yend the Spltere of ‘Herring. Some, who 
will have the Winds begotten in the Bowels 
of the Earth, affert this Hole to be the 
Mouth by which they iffue out into the 
Air; and others, who indulge Fancy more 
than Judgment, will have ic the Mouth of 
Hell; both equally crac: But the Poets 
make amends for their wild Conje@ures, by 
their witty Defcriptions of it, which we 
hall give you as follows.

Fi embe ‘aters bee 
ing drenk, create a te, 
ObftruGtions, and if mized wich che 
Jybiace Waters there, would anfwer all che 
Teteactions of che Beth Waters in. fete 
fire, and St. Viacent’s acar which is 
fo famous for curing the Disbetes and 
Bloody Urines. This Bath is of a te 
Heat, and tho’ by Reverberation it might 
be browght to sny higher degree, its own 
natural Heat js more agreeable co the Con- 
ftitution of thofe Parts, and may be ufed 
where hotter cansot. It is of good 
in fcorbutick Rheumatifms, Diltempere of 
the Nerves, and moft Difeales of the Body.

Thefe Fountains daily purge themfelves 
by running out in a continued Current into 
the adjacent Meadows, where they add a 
recking Colour unto the other Waters, with 
which they unite their tepid Streams. Not 
far diftant from che hot rife two cold 
Springs; but the Partition being fmall, and 
not kept up, they are mixed; but the hot 
{eems predominant. 

That thefe Baths were eminent in the 
Times of the Romans, is certain ; for Lacan 
add others acquaint us, thac they were cx- 
Graordinary hot, and the high Road, called 
the Remen Bath-gate, farther confirms it ; 
but it is more efpecially evident from a Re- 
qew Wall, cemented with a red Romen 
Plsifter, clofe to St. amn's Well, where we 
may fee the Ruins of the ancient Bath, its 
Dimenfions and Length. -

« Fhe Cottle of this County do not differ 
from thofe of other Shires only in this, 
hia being plentiful in fat and fweer Paf- 
tures, it: fends.out a fine Sort of Heifers 
into other Counties, which make very good 
Cows for the Pail and Dairy. The Peak al. 
fo feeds great Numbers of Sheep, which 
the Enhabitants fell into other Countries, 
which do not breed any, to-their great Ad- 
pentage, as well as kill chem for the Ta 
ic. 


This County being fo femous for-deli- 
cious Meadows and Peftures in the Eaftern 
and Southern Parts, ic can’t be doubted 
that all che common Herbs flourith rather 
more in this County than in others.

The Conqueror gave this Town, with 
other large Eltates, co Judacl de Toteneft, 
that mcble Nerwwn who accompanied him 
hither. He made it his principal Seat, and 
ere€ting a Caftle, which is-now in Ruios, 
held ic as the chief Place of his Bsronp. 
In bis Time ic had this Privilege, (accord. 
ing to Demefday-Book) that ic did not geld 
but when Exeter gelded, and then it yielded 
fo:ty Pence, and was-to ferve upon any 
Expedition by Land or Sea, as did Bernfe- 
le. and Lidford. - : 
King Jebn, in After-times, granted this 
Town the Power of chufing » Mayor for 
their chief Magiftrate, and Edward I. en- 
dowed it with many Privileges, which ic 
Hill enjoys. From Judael,de Teteneft it came 
by Female Heirs by the Breners, Bresjes, 
* ‘and Centelups Lord of Abergavenny, to the 
Lords Zoushe, who repaired the Caftle, and 
made the Town much more beautiful and 
ftrong. It continued in this Family thro’ 
many Succeffions, till Jobs, Baron Zonche, 
being banifhed for fiding with King Ri- 
chord 111. King Hewry VIL gave it to Peter 
Ragesemb, a Man of high Birch and Wif- 
dom, asa Reward of his faithful Services. 
The Market is kept here on Saturdays,

- One Roger Newman founded 2 Priory in 
this Town,, and dedicated it to he Virgin 
Mary, and placed in it Clwwiack Monks.

The 
Shipping of, this Port, and Trade of 
the Town, was the moft confiderabl: in 
the County, (except that of. Exeter) till 
Plimenth became af late fo profperous and 
flourifhing:; but _now "tis much leffen'd: 
However fome Foreiga Commerce is tll 
maintain'’d, and the King bas his Oiicers 
there to cake care of the Cultoms. 

King Edward IIL. made it a Mayor-Tow, 
and it has been ever fince govern'd by 1 
Mayor and Aldermen. The. Zoashes.were 
the firft Lords of ic; then Nicholas de Tex 
Resbary had it, and afterward tbe Brients. It 
has been feveral times invaded by foreign 
Enemies. The French burnt ic in the frlt 
Year of Risberdl. and again in the Reiga 
of HeeryIV. When they had fer Fire on 
Plimoth, they attempted to do the fame t0 
this Town, but were repulfed, not fo much 
by the Bravery of the Men, as Women, 
who, like Amazons, oppos'd them, sd 
took Monfieur Cafe, their General, three 
Lords, and twenty three Knights, with the 
Shughter of many others. - . 

The Market is on Fridays, and it {cods 
Reprefentatives to Parliament under the 
Names of Cliftes-Dertmenth-Harducft, which 
fhews that anciently thefe three Towns 
were but one Borough, united by reafon of 
their nearnefs, buc all of them are com

In this Town lived one Hawly, » Man of 
great Wealth, whofe Houfe was called the 
Haw. He was as generous and hofpitable 
as rich, which made his Neighbours ¢t- 
prefs their hearty good Withes co him is 
this Rhyme :

Wiliam Legg, who in the Reign of our 
late gracious Sovereign Queen Aunt being 
fworn one of the Lards ot the Privy-Coune 
cil, and appointed one of her Principal Se- 
cretaries a Stace, was farther dignified 
with the Title of Vifcounct Lewifbam, and 
Earl of Dartmeuth, which he now enjoys. 
He has Iffue by che Lady 4m Finch, Diugh- 
ter of the Re. Hon. Heneage, late Lord Guers- 
Sey, now Earlof Aylsferd, three Sons, Geerge 
‘Legg, Vifcount Lewifbem, Heneage, and Henry, 
and one Daughrer. . 
Steke-Flemmsing is hard by Dartmouth, Ic 
takes its Name from a Nobleman of Flanders, 
who was formerJy the Lord of it, and went 
by a Daughter of the Family of the Mebens 
to the Carews. In this Parifh, on the low 
Land called Black- Pool, the Lord Caflecame 
firt afhore, and fired feveral Villages be- 
fore he atrempted to take Dartmouth, as is 
above mentioned. 
From Dartmouth the Shore rifes North- 
ward to Berry. Point, where the Sea preffes in 
upon the Land, and makes a Bay about 
twelve Miles in Circuit, called at this Day 
Torbay, from the Village adjoining, ancient- 
ly he Seat of che Bruert, who, in the 
Reigns of King Richard]. and King Joby, 
were Men of great Nore, and afterwards 
of the Wakes. William Lord Bruer built 
an Abbey here, and placed in it Canons 
of the Order of che Pramonfratenjes, to 

ay for the Souls of the Kings of Exg- 
land, his Father’s, his own; and all his Pre- 
deceffors and Succeffors. Vefpafian is faid to 
have landed here when he came to make 
‘War upon Arviragus, King of Britain, who 
was very powerful in thefe Weftern Parts 
of our fle. But this Bay is more particu. 
larly memorable for being the Place where 
his Majefty the late K. William (then Prince 
of Orange) Ianded on che sth of Novem. 
der, 1688, to refcue this Nation from its 
Fears of Popesy, as tho’ God had pecue 
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jiarly fer apare that Day, to chew his {pecial 
Favour and ProveBtion of the Proteftane 
Religion, then as much in Danger as by the 
Powder-Plot, and more feared. During 
the lace Wars with France, the Royal Navy 
of England often rode in this Bay, which 
had che Honour of giving the Title of 
Baron co the late Re. Hon. Arthur H rbert, 
Earl of Torrington, and Baron Herbert of Ter- 
bay. He was defcended of a younger Branch 
of the Family of the Lord Herbert of Chir- 
bey, and Marnie that Fleet which 

roughe the Prince of Orange to Englen, 
and foon after condutted the Frincels seehy 
over to him, then made King; for whic! 
Services, and others done toon afer, he 
was created by their Majeftics Baron of 
Torbay, and Earl of Torrington. He was 
twice married, but left no Iffuc, fo the How 
nour is extin®.

‘The Organ in this Church is accounted the 
largeft in England, the biggeft Pipe being

See, chat were once well-furnifhed with all 
‘Things neceffary, the reft being ‘alienated

-ot the Reformation. The Dean and Chapter 
alfo have each of them a fair Houfe sbout 
the Chucch-yard, called, The Cleft, becanfe 
they are inclofed by certain Gates from the 
City, and within that Circuit ase two other 
Churches to attend che Cathedral. - 

The Dean, Chantor, Chancellor, and 
Treafurer, are the four Dignitaries of the 
Church. The Dean is the Chief, has Power 
o affemble the Chapter, and hath the firlt 
Vote in ie. To thefe-are added four Arch- 
deaconvies, vis. ‘Exeter, rene Bernftaph, 
and Corawal. . The Sab-Desn is a principal 
Man in the Governatene of the Church. 
‘The Prebends have handfome Incomes, 
‘but the Refidencisries moft. - 

ThisCity abounded with Religious Hou. 
fes before the Diffolution, and orher-leffer 
Sappreffions:. Within the Circuit ‘of the 
Cathedral were three, one for the Monks, 
fappofed ro be fownded by King Bebelred ; 
another for Nuns, which is now called the 
Keleider Hay; and athird for che Monks of 
Se. Benediét, founded by K. Atbelfian, and is

Gite ftood tis: Priory of Se, John for Regus

Ac che upper end of the City ftands an 
old Coftle, called Rosgment, a Place famous 
for its Antiquity and Situation, which com.

to the Sea. It is faid to have been for 
fome time the Seat of the W7f'-Sexen Kings, 
who are fuppofed to have buile it, and af- 
terwards of the Earls and Dukes of Corse 
wal; but now it belongs to the King’s el- 
deft Son, as Duke of Cirwwat and Prince of 
Wales, The Buildings are now much rui- 
t up for 
the Affizes, Quarter Scflions, and County- 
Coure. : . . 

The City was in-ancient Times very po- 
pulous, and chiefly inhabited by Clothiers, 
and Weavers of Broad-Cloth for Speix and 
Portuzal; but afterwards Merchants, Serge- 
makers, snd Kerfcy-Clothiers, fettled here, 
Rogether with all Sorts of Tradefmen and 
Mechanicks, The Government of: this Ci- 
ty was ar firt in four Bailiffs, called by the 
Saxms Portgreeves; but afterwards they 
-were ftyled Provofts and Stewards. Their 
Souncil confifted of thirty fix Perfons; but 
wns reduced, by King Hemey VII. tor ewenty 
four, and thé Mayor order'd to be chofen 
out of them, who, with the Provolts or 
Baikffs,-is to determine all Canfes between 
Pasry and Party, for which they kepe a 
weekly Court on Mondsys in the Guild-Halt 
‘Df the City, 'a fair arid convenient Builds 
ing ; bat now thefe Names are changed ins 
to a Mayor, Aldermen, four Bailiffs, and a 
Common.Council. The City is alfo divie 
ded into its feveral Companies, which are 
ruled by their own Officers, annually chox 
fen, whieh much facilitate thy Work of 
the Mayor and Aldermen in ‘their Admié 
niftration of Civil and Criminal Canfes,” 

Ic was incorporated by K Jobs, and mad¢ 
a County by King Hewy VII. and eve 
fiace hath continued to fend its Reprefentas 
tives to Parliament. Thete are kept week, 
ly two- Markers, wiz. on Wednefdays and 
Fridays; buat in Summer-time Things necef= 
fary for Man’s Suftenance are fold in Plenty 
every Day.

However they preferved the Daties accru-

This City was under the Jurifdittion of 
the. Remaas; but the Time is unknown. 
et Story of Vefpafan's belieging it cight 

ays in the Reign of the Emperor Clandéw, 
is one of Jeffrey of Moxmenth's Eables, as is 
Pendas of Matthew of Wefwinf.r; but in 
he Times of the utemines, ic is probable 
ic flourith’d under.their Command, becapfs 
Mntoninwa’s Itinerary continues the Roads in 
hefe Parts to this City, and no. farther, 

hen the Renrans lefe England, the Britains 
in Pofteffion became abfolute Matters of ic, 
and kept it againft the Sexens, when all the- 
Eaftern Countries had fubmitted to them, 
near three hundred Years after their-firt 
Ufarpation; bue yet ‘tis likely that the 
Sexons were in Amity with the Britains, and 
liv'd mix’d with them, becaufe when the 
Danes bad befieged and taken ix, King Alfred 
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‘with bis Saneus weot againit thew, and

Some Years after this, King Athelfias en. 
tirely fubjeG@ed this Place co tbe Sex Go. 
vernment, for he forced the Britain, who 
lived in equal Power with che Saxsas, to 
fly beyond the Tamar into Gerewal ; snd 0 
feeure it to -bimfelf, encompalfed it with 
Wall of: fquare Sepee, aad a Ditch, with 
other Bulwarks. His Succeffors beftowed 


-Many Privileges opon it, and among others 


this, That this Cicy fhould not geld, bur 
when Londen, York and Winchefter did, wd 
then it paid half a Mark of Silver firs 
Knight's Fes. Amd in cafe of an Exped 
tion by Land or Sea, it was to ferve after 
the Rate of five Hides of Lands, as appeis 
from Demafday-Book, Edward the Confelix 
alfo, for the greater Dignity of this Tow, 
removed the Bithop’s See frem Kirta 


ther. 

This Place hath often fuffes’d great Gl» 
mities from, divers Encmies and Invades 
The Danes, A.D. 875, coming out of Ne 
mandy, arrived in the River Ex, and {poikd 
it with great Outrage : Theis Trenchest» 
wards the North remain to this Diy. 
Again, Sosis King of Dewmark hearing of 
that great Maflacre which the agli bid 


King made of the Denes upon St. Brict's Diy, 


landed here with a greet Navy,and befieged 
the City, which oppofed him with gret 
Bravery, till by the Treachery of one Hugh, 
a Nermen, whom Queen Kame hid mie 
Gevesnog of it, he became Matter of it, 
and in Revenge put the Men to the Sword, 
ravighed the Women, meffacred the Chik 
dren, burnt the City, razed che Walls, bet 
down the Churches, ond fo Jefe it.in Ruiss. 
Ic wag a Jong time before it could in iny 
mesfare recover it elf; yet when it began 
a little co flourifs agiia, Wakisse the Com 
queror ceme and Jaid close Siege-to it. The 
Citizeas, who were always of approved 
Loyalty, fhut up their Gates sgaiaft bia, 
and galled him equally with their biter 
Reficdtions, as with their Weapons, tills 
pare -of their Wall falling: down, (by the 
AG of Providence’ as the Hittorians fay) 
they: were forced to furrender upon 3s good 
Terms as they. could obtain, The Com 
wuoror was not fevere; but only akerd the 
Gates of the Cafe in Sign of Vidor. wd 
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obliging them to take an Oath to be his 
faishful Liege Subjefs, departed. Ac this 
cinve 
King had in this City 300 Honfts, it psid 
fifteen Pounds a Year, and that cight and 
fasty Houfes were deftroyed after the King 
came into Exglend. . 

« Ib the Reign of K. Stsphes, Baldwin Ri- 
vers, Earl of Dew, revolting to Adend the 
Emprefs, fortified this City and Caftle a- 

aint him, bat was forced, after a long 

iege, to yield by Famine. After this, ic 
was prefled with three other Sieges, viz, 
Sie Hagh Conrtucy, a Geatleman of the De- 
venfrice Family, whe fiding with K. kdw.1V. 
againft Hesry VL beficged this Cicy and 
took it, the Lords and Gentlemen of che 
contrary Party flying to Cele#, and fo King 
-&dward took Poffeftion of it foon after, 
ftay’d there chree Days, and then returned 
to La 

Ia the Reign of K. VII. Perkin Wor. 

beck, pretending to be Doke of tek, fe- 
cond Son to Edward IV. laid Siege to Exeter, 
and batcer'd it with Ordoance, the Citizens 
defending themfelves with equal Vigour, 
till Edward Coartuey, Ear of Deven, drove 
them from before the Town.

to plonder. them, uniefs the Gates were 
forbeith open’d to-them; bar they were 
deny'd refolutely. They were beaded by 
Hampbrey Arundel Efq; and fome other Gene 
tlemen, and the Citizens were animated by 
divers Gentlemen of the Country, then in 
it. The Rebelsbegan the Siege by flops 
ping up.all Paffages for ProviGen, curring 
their Conduit-Pipes, snd breaking down all 
the Bridges, and them fell co bartering it 


Cit is faid in the Survey-Book) the * 
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with their Cannon, The Citizens as brave- 
Jy defended chemfelves, and tha’ miferably 
pinched by Famine, yer held out, cill che 
Lord Jobn Rufil, who bad a Seat there, dee 
feated the Rebels in feveral Bartels, and fo 
raifed the Siege. This Deliverance hap. 
Pen'd upon the 6:b of age, which was 
then appointed-for a Day of Thankfgiving 
for chat City, and is ftill kept there onder 
the Name of Jefus-Dey. “K. Edward VI. to 
reward their exemplary Loyalty, gave them 
the rich Manor of the Ex Ifand. Mr. Miles 
Coverdals, afterward Bithop of this See, was 
Chaplain to the Lord Rufel, and preached 
the firft Thenkfgiving-Sermon in the 

amp. : . 

Tn’ the late Civil Wars, this City was 
gerrifon'd for the King, and held out till his 
Affaics grew defperate every where. The 
Queen was deliver'd here of thé Princefs 
Hewiaste, afcerward Dutchefs of Orleans 5 
bue .hearing that the Eerl of Efex was 
marching with his Army toward it, fhe 
committed the Princefs to the Care ‘of the 
Lady Datkeith, and fled into France, The 
Earl tarned bis Forces another way, and fo. 
“the City remained fafe under its Governor’ 
Sir Joba Berkley, till the Lord Feirfax be- 
fieg'd it, and then that Knight farrender’d 
it-upon Articles, and the Princefs was left - 
poe King’s Difpofal in any part of the. 


Soon after the Appearance of Generali 
Monk, in ‘Oppofition to the illegal Powers, 
then ufarping the Supreme Authority, the - 
People of ‘this City grew impatient for a- 
free Parliament, and feverat Tumults hape - 
pen’d in their City upon that Accomnt. 

When K. Wiiam, then Prince of Orange, . 
landed at Torbay, he fent » Detachment to 
take Poffeffion of this City ; but the Bithop, 
Dr,. Lamplugh, flying to London, the Ma: 
giftvaces, deterred by his Example, rece 
him but coldly, as being backward to join - 
with him in the Quarrel, However they 
made no Refiftance, and his Troops were 
very. welcome to the Citizens in general,: 
‘The:King himfelf made his Entréace ehere 
avfew Days after, and when he marched 
towsrile Lindi, left Sir. Edward Seymonr' one 
of the Burgetfes for the Town, Governor 
of ir ** a : . 
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The Dukes and Earls. of EXETER. 


This Place having highly deferved of 
stheir Kings for their Loyalty, has been as 
highly honour'd, by giving the Title of 
‘Duke, before any other, to - 

John Holland, Earl of Huntington, who be- 
ing Brother by Mother's Side co King Ri- 
chard UI. was made Duke of Exeter by thet 
King, who being depofed by K. Heary IV. 
this Duke joining in a Confpiracy to reftore 
him, was deprived of his Honour and Life 
together, This Honour lay.vacant awhile, 
till King Henry V. in the 4th Year of bis 
Reign, creace : 

mae Beaufort, chen Earl of Derfet, Duke 
of Exeter, He was defcended of the Houfe 
of Lencefter, being the youngeft Son of 
Jthn of Gaunt by the Lady Katherine Swin. 
ford. He was a Prince as eminent for his 


Wifdem and Courage, as for his high Birth © 


and Station. He died without Iflue, and 
Jokn Holland, Son of the sbove mentioned 
Jebn Helland, was reftored to bis Father's 
Eftace and Honour, and fo 

Jobu Holland II. was made Duke of Exeter 
by K. Beary VIL and left them to 
. , bis Son, who, while the Houfe of 


 Lancafler prevailed, flourithed in great Ho- 
nour; but when the York Family got up, ~ 


and came to the Crown, he was reduced to 
fuch mean Circumftances, (notwith{tanding 
the married King EdwordIV.'s Sifter) chat 
Philip de.Commines (¢. 50.) teltifies, he few 
him begging his Bread; bare-foot and -bare- 
legged, in the Netherlands. He returned ine 
to Exgland again when-the Lencafriaws ap- 
Peared in the Field, and was,ac the Bartel 
Of Barnet; after which hé was never feen 
more, till his Body was found caft up on 
the Keutifo Shore, as if he had been thip- 
wreck'd, He lefe no Heirs Male, and fo 
this Honour ceafed. King Henry VIII. long 
after this, leffen’d the Title, creating 
Henry Courtaty, Son of the Lady Katherine, 
King Edwerd §V.'s Daughter, Marquef of 
Rxeter, He affifted Cardinal Pool, (who be- 
ing angry with his Prince for withdrawing 
from the Remifs Communion, had lefe his 
Country to carry on Intrigues with the 
Pope and Emperor againft both) with his 
Parfe and Counfel ; which being difcover'd, 
° 4 
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he was arraigned, found guilty, and te. 
headed, with fome others, ails were ia the 
fame Plot. Afcer this, the Title fill de. 
creafed, and King Femes 3. 3 Reg. created 

Thomas, the eldeft Son of Wiliam Cuil, 
Lord Berleigh, Lord Treafarer of Englerd, 
Earl of Exeter, Fle was a zealous Perfon 
for bis Queen’s Heneur, and proclaimed 
the Earl of &féx a Traitor in Louden, becaufe 
he bad made an Infarre@tion. He was fue. 
ceeded in his Honour and Eftate by 

Wikam Cecil, his Son and Heir. He ws 
Principal Secretary of Scate, and fent Em. 
baffador co the Emperor Metthias, 13 Jac, 
He is though to be poifon'd at Naples, aod 
dying without Iffuc, he was fuccceded in 
his Honour and Eftate by 

David, the Son of his Uncle Sir Riched 
Ceeil, fecond Son of Themas, che firt Earl. 
He, by Elizabeth, Daughter to the Earl of 
Bridgewater, had Iffue one Son, 

Jobs, bis Heir and Succeffor, who by 
France, Daughter of the Earl of Ratlad, 

a 

Jeb, his Son and Heir. He married 4a, 
Daughter to Widiew Eat] of Devenpire, by 
whom he had four Sons, William, Cherie, 
Edward, and * 

John, who was his eldcft Son, and inhe- 
rited his Honour and Eftate. He died in 
France, leaving for his Heir and Succeffor 

‘Jebn, the prefent Earl of Eweer, who by 
Hlizabsth, eldeft Daughter and ope of the 
Coheies of Sir John Brewnlem, batty Iifoe 
living five Sons, we. Sete Lord Berleith, 
Brewnliw, Wiliem, Francis, and Charis, 204 
@ne Daughter, Elixebeth,  — 


Leaving Beeter, we come co cake a View 
of the adjacent Towns, which have ben 
Sharers in the Misforcqnesof cheit' Capit 
City, vie: - 


Meltens, Stretches, and Cheyneys, 00 the Ws 
graves, now Poffeflors of it: Here the 
Daues ond Nermaas encamped, and threstend 
to deftroy Exeter; but were difcomfited ia 
a bloody Bartel by an Army of Orth, 
Derfit, Semerfit, and Deoonpire Men, 14 
sforced to depart the Country with sr 
Lofs and Difgrace ; as alfo 

Clift &. Mary, where the rebellious Com 
mons intrenched themfelves by lying 
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Yrees crofs the Ways, and planting Ord- 
nace, whieh they had brought from Top- 
jam ; bat hearing that the Lord Rufe/, who 
was comifg againft them, lay at Woedbery, 
they haften'd thither, hoping to farprife 
him; but he received them fo warmly, that 
he put them te flight, and purfauing chem 
fit to this Town, and then co the Heath 
adjoining, routed them fully by a fecond 
Battel, fo chat few of them: furvived, yet 
with fome Lofs on the King’s Part. 

Near this Town lie many other Villages, 
which take their Name from the River 
Gif, 38, 

Glif:sackwville, or Clift. Bifbeps, the Inheri- 
tance of Sic Rafph Sackville, who going to 
the Holy Wars with King Edward. mort. 
gaged his Eftate to Walter Brownjcomb, Bie 
fhop of Exeter, on Condition to pay the 
Monzy at a certain Day, and the Charges 
he fhould be at on the Effate in his Ab- 
feoce. The Bifhop thereupon begins ftare- 
fy Buildings, and f-nces the Ground at fo 
great Charge, chat his Expences excecded 
the Value of the Land very much, and fo 
the Bithop got it, and lef ic to his Sucef- 
fors, of whom Bithop Vefiy gave it the 
Errl of Bedford. 

Clif Ss Geerge, fo called fromahe Dedica. 
tion of its Church. It was of old the In- 
heritance of ehe ancient Family of the 

Champernewns, by a Daughter of whomvit is 
come to Sir Fehw Herle, In this Parifh hath 
dwele a Family called Sucksbich ever fince 
the Conqueft, eminent only for this Conti. 
puance. The other have nozhing remarka- 
le. . 


Let us now follow the Courfe of the Ri- 
ver towards the Mouth, and we find in our 
way ia 

Exminfler, anciently called Exonminffer, 
which K fred’ bequeathed to his younger 
Son, and over againft it, at the meeting of 
the little River Clif-and: Ex, 

Topfiam, a little Market-Town and Mi- 
nor, almoft encompaffed with the two 
Streams. The Market is on Saturday r-week- 
Jy, and Fairs on the Eve, Morrow, and 
Feaft of Sr. Margaret. 

They were both procured by Hagh Comrt- 
sty Earl of Deveafbire, who was Lord of this 
Town, and fecking all manner of Ways to 
advance its Profi:, ftopped up the Paffage 
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to Exeter, and fo made it's flourifhing Towa 
for fome Hundreds of Years, This Town, 
in the Confeffor’s Time, was taxed at one 
Hide, and paid fix Pounds ad Pafem. A 
little lower ftands 

Pewderham.Cafile, built by Yobel de Ripa- 
riz, and for a long time the Seat of the 
Courtneys, Knights, who being defcended of 
the Earls of Devenphire, and related co the 
beft Famities in the County, are at chis 
Day flourifhing, and worthy of their Ane 
ceftors. Below chis Town runs che little 
River Kew into the Ex, near the Head of 
which ftands . 

Moleomb, a Village, where, in a Park, is 
4 fair Houfe, buile by Sir 7hemas Dennis, 
whofe Family derive their Pedigree and 
Name from the Denes, who are tby the 
Cormifh called Le Dew Denis, as they ane- 
ciently write their Name. They bear for 
their Arms three Denify Axes, which is anos 
ther Proof of their Original. Farther on 
the River ftands 

Keates, « Manor that hath ¢lis pretty: 
Cuftom, That iff the Iffae of any of the 
Tenants hold their Tenements one after the 
other three Defcents, they may claim the 
Inheritance of the Tenement. The Ket: 
falls here into the Ex, which feom empties: 
it felf at'a wide Mbuth into the Sea, where 
ftands oa. 

Exmouth, or Exaxmenth, which is remarka-- 
ble for nothing but the River, and the 
Fithermens Dwellings, who attend there to 

et a poor Livelihood by drudging in the: 
Witeke. Keeping slong te Shore, we 
come to —— 

Litsiebam, a Manor, which after ehe Con- 
queft became a part of the Poffeflions of” 
the Abbey of" Sherburn, and after tht Sure 
render of that Abbey was purchafed by’ 

ir Thomas Demis Ke. Near this. Town 
Thonds . 

TidweB, a Villuge in the Parith of Baalley, 
anciently belonging to the Tidwells, and 4 
Féan, the Heir, it came to the Sf.Cleeres, a- 
Family who had a noble Minfion here, and 
ftourithed for many D@tcencs. The lift of .- 
them, Gabriel St. Chere, having fpear:his - 
Eftate in riotous Living, pulled down thé - 
Houfe, and fold it by Piece:invats:as he 
wanted it, faying, Thatneither He nor his- 
Pofterity could profper,fo longs. one Stone - 
Jay upon mother in that Houle, where: : 
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fo many Sias ‘fied been committed. Near 


at is . 
Budley, called in the Saxew Times Bodley. 
Ir gave Name to the Hundred, Ie basa 


- fall Market, which in former Times was 


iseligioufly kept on Sundays, as was the 
Market at Honiton, Exeter, Launcefes, and di- 
vers otber Places in this end other Counties ; 
Dut now "tiskept on Menday. William the’ 
Conqueror gave this Manor to Robert de 
Mownt-Charden. Arid now the Shore leads 
us to the Mouth of the River Oster, i. 
of Otters, or Warer-Dogs, as the Name 
implies, at the Head of which is 

Up. Autre, or Up Ottery, fo called becaufe, 
tho” the River rifes at Osserford in Semerfet. 
Poire, this is che higheft Place where che 
Spring makes a Shew of a River. In the 
Conqueror’s Time, Ralph Pomercy was Lord 


. of the Manor here, and his Pofterity conti- 


nued fotill the Reign of K. Edward I. when 
it came to the Cheymys. In K. Edward IIL's 
Days, Clemens Ie Beteler held Lands here and 
at Heele by chis Tenure, That. he fhould 
find the King three bearded Arrows when 
he came co hunt at Redmere. The Family 
of the Preflens inhabiced alfo here. From 
hence the River glides to 

Loeppit, or Leve-P.t, which took its Name 
from a Religious Order which had feated 


“ chemfelves in a lovely Valicy chere. Ic was 


diffolved by Willian de Mehun, and the Monks 
of it tranflated ta the Abbey of Newenkem, 
which he and his Brother Reginald had late~ 
Jy founded, and fettled their Lands upon it, 
as it continued to the Diffolytion: And 
lo to 
_ Hesites, wgreat Market-Town, and Tho- 
rough-fare from Eaft to Weft, and fo well 
known to Travellers. It is well {cated both 
for Corn and Pafture. Droge, a Saxom, held 
this Town before the Conqueft ; but fince 
it has become the Inheritance of the Earls 
Dewonpire, by whofe Heir, Jfabel de Forti- 
jw, (her Iffue failing ) part of chac great 
Eftate that belonged to the Earldom was 
given to K. Edwerd 1 and the remainder 
-came to the Heirs of Mary, the Wife of Re 
bert de Geurtay, who thereupon attained to 
the Harldom of, Dewex ; but it being after- 
wards given to a younger Branch of that 
‘Family, it ftill is s part of the Pofleflions of 
the Courtneys. It is a Borough-Town, and 
fands Members to Parliament. The Mar- 
3 
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ket was formerly kept on Sanday: ; but in 
the Reign ‘of K. els it was aleer'd to Fis 
dsy, as it now remains. The Fairs are on 

‘The River 
having paffed by feveral {mall Towns of 
little Note, comes to 

Minit, anciently the Inheritance of the 
Maleherbes, but by Female Heirs is now come 
to the Carews of Cockingtes. Here is 2 Bridge 
over the Ossery, where the Corsi and De- 
wonfoire Rebels, in K. Edward V's Days, 
encamped chemfelves, and were defeated in 
two bloody Bartels by Sir Jehu Raffel sod 
the Lord Grey, who led the King’s Forces 
agrintt them, with the Lofs of above 1000 
of their Men, yet not without Lofs on the 
King’s Side. The Ostery is a little lower 
augmented by a Rivulec, and gives Name 
to feveral Towas, of which the moft con 
fiderable are, 

Mobun’s Ottery, anciently called Hewming's 
Ottery, when in the Poffcffion of the Hep. 
mings; but coming to che Mobear, takes 
their Name, as an Adjun&. Ic is now in 
the Pofterity of the Carews, divers of whom 
have been very famous Warriors, 21 Sir Jon 
Cerew, who ferved valiantly under. K. Ed 
ward III. in his Wars with France, and vit 
fent by him, in the agth Year of his Reiga, 
Lord Deputy of irelend ; another Sir Jobs, 
who was flain in France in the Reign of 
K. Henry V. and Thomas Lord Caren, who 
commended an Army of 3000 Soldiers for 
the Security of the Emperor Sigifesnd, da- 
ring his Journey, Stay and Abode in By- 
lend. A litcle lower on the River ftands 

St, Mary's Ottery, This is the chief 
Place which the River communicates its 
Name to. ie was fo called, ss Mr. one 
fays, becaufe Jobm Grendifen, Bi! 
ter, founded a CoWege here, which he de 
dicated to St. Mery ; due others fetch the 
Name higher; and affere, that ic was fo ak 
ied becaufe K. Edward the Confeffor gut 
thefe Lands to Se. Mary's Monattery in Ree 
However it appears, that this Manor w# 
afterwards fold to Jobn de Grandifa, who 
buile a College bere far Secular Briefs, end 
endowed it with this Parith, aad sll the 
Tithes and Garb of the whole Hundred. 
The Market is here on Zuefdey, nd Pin 


on 
the Mouth of the River Eeftward tinds 
oe oven, 
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aad after it was taken from the Normans by 
A® of Parlisment ia K..Hawy IV.’s Reign, 
ef the Abbey of Sim, which onjoyed ic by 
Gift of K. Henry VIL. yor as a Cell to 
the Abbey of $#. Michael abovefsid. Ic 
then contained five Hides of Land. Bol- 
lowing the Shore South-Eaftward, 
Sidmouth prefents it felf, ealled in old Re- 
cords, Sidemew, taking its Name from the 
Kietle River side upon whofe Mouth it 
ftands. Icancicntly belonged to the Abbey 
of Sim, and was a Port of fome confidera- 
ble Account, bue is now choaked up fo 
much by Sands caft into it by the Tides, 
that no Ships of Burden can get in; yet it 
remains one of the chief Fither-Towns in 
this Shire, and furnifhech thofe Eaftern 
Parts with much Provifion. And then 
Saleemb, which fignifies a Sale Vale. King 
Gawnte gave this Manor to Ss. Peter's in Ewe. 
fer, to oxpiate for his Father Swain's Cruele 
to the Church in thefe Parts; near whi 


* Brosfcemh, «Town, which before the Con- 


queft belonged to the Church of Excter, bot Marri: 


afterward was Parcel of the Poffeffions of 
the Abbey of Conms-Legh, and after che 
Diffelucion was fold to Sic Bernard Drohe Ke. 
Here was anciently tho Seat of Richerd 
Brenfcemb in che Time of K. Zdward III. a 
Pe: well skilled in our Laws, and often 
employ'd in the Government of the Coun- 
ty, being four times Sheriff, and Knight of 
he Shire, This Land came afterwards to 
Sir Yobn Wedbar, 2 Judge, from whom it 
defeended by an Heirefs to the Stremgeway!, 
Wendbems md Martins, Berailies of Repute 
in thefe Parts, Next is 

‘Seatm, which lieth clofe to the See, and 
thence takes its Name. Mr. Comden wil 
have it to be chat Meridenum (falfly called 
Ridumum in the Pensegerian Tobe) in rte 
wie which is feeted between Darxevens 
and Ics, whieh he grounds on the Diftance 
and Signification of both Blames, which is 
a Town upon en ‘Hill by the-Sea; but-be 
feems miftaken, for Sesten ifies onty a 
Town by the Sea, and Meri a Towa

thac maintain a tolerable Traffick..

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In the Conqueror’s Reign, (as appears 
from Domefday-Book ) it had forty Burgefles 
within the Borough, and nine without, and 
Baldwin the Baron had feven Burgeffes, Ic 
did no Service in any Expedition but when 
Extter did, and was guildable in all Services 
by Land and Sea, as Twenefs and Lidferd, Te 
was incorporated by K. Henry I. who be- 
ftowed many Privileges upon it, to which 
K. Jokn made fome confiderable Additions. 
Ic fendeth two Burgeffes to Parliament, and 
bath its Market on Fridey weekly, much 
frequented, and ftored with Choice of Com. 
modities. 

The Haven here is fo thallow, that it 
will hardly bear fmall Veffcls, which may 
be the Reafon that the Trade is fo much de- 
cay’d, and gone to Biddeford, which is a bet- 
ter; for tho’ se fome Changes, and Full of 
the Moon, the River upon a Spring-Tide 
overflows the Fields to that degree, that 
the Town feems a Peninfula, yet when the 
Sea withdraws it felf again, it becomes fo 
fhallow, being delated over the Sands, that 
{mall Veffels can hardly get up it. 

* Wiliam the Conqueror beftowed this Ma- 
nor and Town upon Judacl de Tosneft, Son 
Of Alured Earl of Britany, from whom it 
defcended to the Tracy's, Martins, and Aud~ 
day's; which latt dying without IMfue, it re- 
verted to the Crown, and K. Richard Il. then 
reigning, he gave it to his Half-Brother 
Solu Hofead, Duke of Exster, who leavin 
no Iffue, it again lapfed to the Crown, ind 
Queen MaryT. gave it to Thaw Merrow, 
whofe Son fold it. 


It was once walled round, which if ic we 


had continued, it would bave been little ine 
ferior to fome Cities for fair Buildings, nu- 
socrous Inhabitants, and great Liberties and 
Privileges. Ic is pleafantly fituated among 
the nifis in the Porm of a Semi-circle, to 
which the River isa Diameter. It is fairly 
paved, and the Streets are clean in all Wea- 
thers. The principal Buildings worthy of 
ous Obfervation are, 

1. The Caftle, which ftood on the North 
Side of the Town, and was probably the 
Qriginal of it, The little River North-Bwe 
hath its Courfe near it. Ic is faid to havo 
been buile by K, dshelfay, bur others fay 
by Judael of Tetwys. Sundry Men here 
abouts held their Lands by this Tenure, co 
defend the Caftle, and yielded a -Cuftom 
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called Gefleguard, Thoce are now few o 
no Remains of ic. 

2. A ftately Bridge, {rid to be built by 
one Stamford, a Citizen of Leadon ; but fous 
avers, chat it was erected by a Ferry then 
kept, only three Pillars were fet up by the 
Contribution of the Maids, if Tradition de 
not deceive us. 

3. A Religious Honfe toward the Eat, 
buile by Judea! aforefaid, end confecaud 
to Sc. Mary Megdals, for Claxisck Moot, 
after the manner of the of St. Mare’ 
tin de Campis in Paris, to which it wis 
fome time a Cell. Near this Townis 

Ralegh, which formerly belonged to it 
noble Lords of the fame Name, which fct- 
rithed not only ia this Town, where S 
William Ralegh had his Seat, but in obs 
Parts of the County ; for in the Timo 
K. Edward IIL. there were no lef thi i 
Knights of this Name in chis Shire. Wh 
ther they were defcended of one Fail, 
may be doubted, becaufe they bore differat 
Arms. The famous Sir Walter Rolegh,i 
Perfon as eminent for Learning, as Viou 
and Navigation, was defcended of a Bani 
of this Family, feasted at Zef-Badle. Be

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‘Santen, ying on the Sea-Coaft, and fo lia- 
ble to the Winds, which have by their 
ferce Blafts overwhelmed many hundred 
Acres of Land with Sands, and, render'’d 
them unprofitable. The Town takes the 
Name from them, and the Husbandmen 
make ofe of them to improve their Lands: 
Upon which Occafion a Mountain of Sand 
being undermined, fell down and difcover'd 
the Top of a Tree, which upon farther 
Search was found to be thirty Foot- tong, 
which thews chst the Lands, now cover'd 
with Sand, were once-ftored with Wood 
and large Timber.

The We of Lendey, lying at fifty. Miles 
diftance from» Devenfbire, Norcth-Weftward, 
but much farther from any other Part of 
the Continent. "Tis but five Miles long, 
and two broad, but is encompafled with 
foch inacceflible Rocks, that there is but 
one fmall Entrance-into it, where two: Men 
can fearce go-a-breaft, nor can it be atcacked 
in above two Places, and that with great 
Hurd, fo that it may in a maoncr bg 
teckon’d impregnable. It had fome time 
ago a Bort ang: Chapel dedicated to St. Hee 
det; bug both arein Ruins. | * 1 

The Souch -Pare of this. Ile is. an indife 
ferent good Soil, and has a {mall ffland cal 
led .Lamiter joining co it, where grows 
abundance of Sampier ; but che North Part 
is more barren, and has a Rock ftanding 
Pyramid-wife of a great Height, called the 
Cnpable, keeping ‘true Centinel. Tho’ it 
lies fo far in the Sea, it hath feveral Springs 
of frelh Water, and fo nourifheth Horfe, 
Kine, Hogs and Goats, as well as great 
Score of Sheep and Conies ; but their chief 
Commodiry is Fowl,.of which they have 
great Abundance. . 

In former Times this Hand had its proper 
Governors. Sir, Ralph Wellington ‘had the 
Caftody of it committed to him, and had 
for his Succeffor Hamphrey de Bobun. In the 
Reign of K: Edward III. it was the Poffef. 
tion of the Lusterells, and of late bas’ been 
fubje& to the Greesvils. No venomous 
Worm or Beaft will live here, no more 
than in Ireland, to which, by that, it might 
feem to appertain. . 

Returning from this Ifle to the Continent, 
We come to Begg-Psint, and Mort-Bay, fo 
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called from Mort, the adjoining Parith, ane 
ciently called séorshe, wh ¢ ftandeth a now 
ted Stone, called Mortfone, of which there 
is this Proverb, That it can’c be removed. 
but by a Nimber'of thofe Wives who 
have a Sovereignty over their Husbands, 
which yet hath not been found. Here are. 
the Hamlets of Over and Nether . 

Wallacomb, where Sit Wilism Tracy lived a 
private Life, after he, with others, had 
fain Themes Becket; Archbithop of Canterbue 
ry, in K. Henry ILS Reign. Ie feems that 
the Punifhment of killing a Prieft ac chac 
Time.was not Death, but Excommunice- 
tion; which being infli@ed on him, he req 
tired into this remote’ Place, and {pent the, 
remainder of his Lift init. Te is probable 
he was abfolved from this Murder for bis 
building an Ifle in the Church, where he 
lies buried under a Monument, with his 
Effigies and Arms engraven on it, and this 
Infcripcion fomething mangled :

This Monument was rifled in the lat Age 
by fome Men of Subftance, who carried a- 
way the Lead in which his Body was wrapt, 
but miffed of the Treafure they expe&ted. Ie 
was obferved, that they never profper'd af- 
ter, and theic Wealth wafled away, Farther 
on the Shore lies ~ . 
Ufarcomb, or Alfrincomb, and lfridcomb, a 
pretty fafe Harbour for Ships, by reafon oF 
a Pile buile there. Ie is remarkable for the 
Lights here maintained, inftead of a Watche 
-Tower, forthe Dire&ion of Sailors, but 
much more for Mr. Camden's being Preben- 
dary of its for tho’ ic belonged to the 
Church of Salisbury, it feems that a Lays 
man in his Days was capable of it. This 
Towo, in the Confeffor’s Days, guilded 
after one Hide and one Farding of Land:

Bete is a Cove for the landing of Boats, 
and the Land about it is noted for yielding 
ttre beft Hemp in chis Country, and that ia 
the greareft abundance. 

“Ia former Times this Place was famous 
for Tin Mines, and in Mr. Camden's Days 
fone Lead. Mines were open’d, which had 
fore Veins of Silver, which by farther 
Search was found in more abundance. Thefo 
Silver Mines were fist difcoves'd in the 
a2d Year of K. Edward f. and 337 Men ta- 
ken up in che Wapentakes of the Peak of 
Derby co woik in them.) In K. Edward III's 
Reign, they yielded the King great Profic 
toward the maintaining the War ia France. 
In Queen Slinsberk’s Days, the Mines were 
again enter’d upon, having been neglefted 
fome Ages before, by Sir Besvie Balmer, a 
curious Artift in Refining, who got up 
great Quantities of Silver from them, of 
which he caufed two Cups, rich and large, 
to be.made, and prefented the one to Wil- 
hem jer, Earl of Bath, and the other 
to Sir Richard Mersin, Lord Mayor of Lene 
en, with Inftriptions, too long to be reci- 
ted. This laft weighed: +37 Ounces, and

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This Manor defcended from the Martin:

The Mountains indeed are not capable 
of fuch Husbandry as the Plains and Val- 
leys, both upon the Account of their Steep- 
nefs and Rockinefs; but then they have 
theis Advantages, which equal, if not fur- 
mount, the Profit of other Parts ; for they 
are impregnated with rich Mines of Silver, 
as thofe of Comb Mertin above mentioned, 
Tin, Lead, Iron, and Copper, with fome 
Mixcure of Gold and Diamonds. . ; 

As to the Mines of Silver and Gold, we 


hhave good Evidence, that fuch there wera be; 


in Devenpire, and thofe of no {mall Profic 
te the King; for we find not only feveral 
~ Grants made by K Edward III. and other 
Kings, for carrying them on, with a Re- 
fecvation of the Tenths to the Church, bug 
from the Records of the Exchequer it ap- 
pears what was the Benefit of them; for in 
1293, Wikiaw de am was Overfcer 
of thofe Works, and by his Art there wag 
sefined out of the Lead-Ore 370 Pound 
Weight of fine Silver, which K. Edward I, 
geve for a Portion with bis Daughter £iee.

In the en- 
fuing Year more Mines were difcover'd, 
and Miners fene for again out of the Peak 
of Derby snd Weles; but we find not what 
was the Profic of them.

-very coafidersble for them, of which this 
-is an Evidence, that there are four Sanna 
ries of JurifdiGions, with as many Stannary- 
Coarts and Coinage, viz, Plimpton, Tevifteck, 
Afrburten, ond Chagford, By thefe are cho- 
fen from time to time, at the Dire&ion of 
the Lord Warden, certain Jurates to meet 
ina Seffion of.

The Eaftern Pat 
of it is very good for Sheep and Corn, 
where it is chalky; bue in other Places, 
where ‘tis marly, it is a grest Eoamy co 
Sheep, for it melcgth their Bat, and core 
supterb their Fleth, tho’ it {eems to plump 
them up fpecdily. Here are two Sores of 
Marle, vie. Bluc ind Red; the Blue is exe 
cellent for pafturing Beafts, and the R 
hath a Property to make barren Grow 
fruicful ; but ic does ticcle ar no gaad tos 
fertile Boil, Jn the Spring and. Fall-oF she 
Year, after » Shower off Rain, you oan 
hardly-endure to fir on the Ground, the 
Heat will be fo piercing, which proceads

The Trees are of as great Variety in theft 
Barts as in any other Places of the King- 
dom,and Fruit-Trees are very plentiful,efpe- 
bielly Apples, with which they make fuch 
great Quantities of Sider, that many of the 
ae rhald Fenants poy their Rents with the 

of it only. The Merchants, who ge 
great Voyages at Sea, find it a very ufeful 

‘ink in their Ships, and fo buy up ftore 
ef it ; for one Tun of Sider will go as far 
as three of Beer, and is found more whole- 
fome in hot Climates. ’Tis faid’ alfo, ther 
fince' there has been’ a Scarcity of French 
Wine, thro’ our want of Commerce with 
Frome; there has been 10000 Hogfheads of 

ider. exported yearly from this County to 
Lends, How-it has been made ufe of, is 
biatd:to know. Little or none of it can be 
had neat any where in that City, and there- 
fore it is a common and probable Con- 
jeGure, that it being of » more vigorous 
and high Spirit than the Hereferd Sider it 
felf,,it has been made ufe of by the Vinr- 
ners in Louden, with other Ingredients, to 
brew a fort of Claret, which will pafs ve- 
ry. well’ with common Drinkers who have 
no. Ju nt. Nor may ic be impoffible 
thatthe beft Sort of it, which is made a- 
bout Seuthem, being kept long, and artfully 
managed. and mixed, may better pe for 
White-Wine, it having as Rood a Body or 

‘better than common Whice-Wine has.

Pare is diligent and induftrious, and by 
their Manufaétares in making and felling 
Serges, Perpetuanas, Druggets, fine and.

acquire great Wealth; and maintain many. 
Families. *

‘Webilla de Fontibe, hex Daughter, Countefs

Buckfaft, an Abbey of White Monks of 
the Ciftertien Order, founded by Duke ab 
fred before the Conqueft, and dedicated to 
the Blffed Virgin Mary.

ment there, removed to Exeter, and there 
lived quietly for a while, till being mach 

tieved at the pompous Superftitions and 
idolatry of the Place, he could not but de. 
clare the Pope Antichrift, and that no Ado- 
ration was due to Saints. He did this firft 
privately, by fetting Bills upon the Doors 
of the Cathedral, but at length owned 
thofe Do&trines to be Truth in his Judge 
ment, and refafing to revoke them when 
brought before the Bifhop, and in divers 
other Conferences, he was burnt in a Place 
called Livery-dele without Exeter, where he 
bore his Suisrings with fuch admirable Pa~ 
tience, that many of the Spe@tators, yea 
the Scribe that wrote his Sentence of Con- 
demnation, pronounced him a true Servant 
of God, and a good Man.

were as liable to have been returned as fome 
of the former; but having made Friends to

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Parliament.. Thus the Sheriff of Cornwad 
returned the Boroughs of Leanceffes, Helffow, 
and Bedmin, only due 12 Edw. {1. and thé 
Sheriff of Lencafbire, 4 Edw.

This City of Exeter is of great Antiquity, 
having been of eminent Note in the Times 
of the Britains, Saxons, Remans, Danes, and -

cipal Cities in the Kingdom for its good 
Buildings, Wealth, Largenefs, and Numbee + 
of Inhabitants, there not being above five 
or fix before it. The Situation of it ig

” City but Landen, 
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Buildings, is {carcely to be equalled in any 
In the Eaft Quarter ftaods 
the Cathedral, which is forrounded with 
Pleafane Walks and good, Hovfes, and fepa- 
tated from the ree of the Town by its 
Gates, and in che North Pare is the Cattle 
Called Rugement. The Saxon Kings had ane 
ciently their Pa'ace here, and fince the Con- 
queft "ewas th: Refidence of the Earls of 
Cormpal. At prefent it is famous only for 
being the Shire-Town of Deve, and the 
Place where the Affizes are kept, and the 
Quarter-Seffions and Sheriffs-Torn held. 
The Buildings worthy our Notice are, a 
meat ‘Conduit, the City-Halls, and the 
Churches, which are in the City and Su- 
burbs twenty in Number, of which the 
Cathedral is the moft eminent.

Monuments of Noblemen, Bifhops and 
Gentlemen, as of Hemphrey Bebux Earl of 
Rertford, Haugh Courteney Excl of Deven, and 
his Lady, che Lord Ghichejfer, Bithops Staf- 
ford, Stapleton, Carew, Brounfcombe, &cc. Sit Pe- 
‘ter Carew, Sic Thomas Speke, Sir Richard Sta. 
pices, and many others, which arc great 
Ornaments tq ic. ; 

The Privileges of ir, ss 2 Corporation, 
are many and great: At the Norman Tova. 
fion there were reckon'd, according to 
Demefday-Book, 315 Houfes belonging co 
the King, of which were deftroyed ; 
and as the Survey fers forth, Exeter did not 
geld or pay Tex, but when Londen, York and 
Winchefter did. It bas had divers Charters 
gtanted, and fucceffively confirmed by moft 
of our Kings, many of whom have honour’d 
it with their Royal Prefence. 

In the Reign of K. Henry I. the Fee-farm 
Rents of this City (as sppears by its Char- 
ters) were granted to Maud, the King’s 
Confort ; and in K. Joba's Time, Ifabel his 
Queen held Exeter in Dower, with a Fair 
thereunto belonging ; and ia the third Year

The Bough of HONIT ON. 


This Town was held before the Conqueft 
by Droge, a Sexes, and in the Norman Sur, 
vey it is defcribed under the Title of Zers 
Comisis Meritenenfis, i.e. Lands belonging to 
Robert Earl of Mertes, Half-Brother to the 
Conqueror, to whom he gave it Poffef- 
fions in thefe Parts, and made him Earl of 
Corswal.

The Town of Zevifick ftands low, being 
fituate upon the Banks of the River Tevy 
or Tewe, upon a fandy Ground, among ma- 
ny Springs. It is a large Town, and has 
feveral Streets, indifferently well buile, and 
is adorned with a good Parith.Church, an 
handfome Building, dedicated to St. Zafe- 
thi, whofe Feftival is kept September 20, 
and cover’d with Slate, with an bigh Tower 
at the Weft End, But 

The Glory of this Town was anciently 
the Abbey, whofe Abbot fare in Parliament 
asa Baron, famous not only for the Build- 
ings, wiz. a large Church 126 Yards or 
Paces in Length, befides Ow Lady's Chapel 
at the Eaft End of it, fpacious Cloyfters, 
and the Chapter-Hoafe, « mott ma nificent 
Building, containing 36° nest Stalls fairly 
arched over, (all which, with the other 
Buildings and Offices, are entirely ruined, 
fave fome fmall Remains of Walls, &e.) 
but alfo for the promoting of Litera 
ture ; for here was a School ere&ted for the 
teaching the ancient Saxew Language, that 
the Ant ities, Laws and Hii Hiftories, written 
in that Tongue by our rs, might 

preferved from Oblivion, and Printing was 
eftablifhed here by the Abbots foon after 
the Invention of that Art, as is evident 
from feveral Books printed in this Abbey.

- In the Time of the Remens, it was one 
of the two Winter-Statians of their Le- 
gions. mentioned to have been in thefe Parts, 
(as Viudsgladis or Winbern is faid to be ano- 
ether) by which means i¢ came much to be 
enlarged, had a Caftie, and was walled in. 


At about a Mile diftance sIfo from this 
Town they had a Summer-Station, now 
called Maiden-Cafile, being a Camp with five.

He 
firmly adhered to that King in bis Wars 
with the Parliament, and being fucceeded 
in his Honour and Loyalty by this Heary, 
King Charles I. in the 20th Year of his 
Reign, 1645, advanced him to an higher 
Degree of Honour, by the Title of Mar- 
quefs of Derchefter, and fo this Honour of 
Marquefs, upon his Deceafe without fue 
Male, became extin®, <tme 1680, and the 
Earldom defcended to his Uncle William 
Pterpsint, and bis Hzirs Male.

Dorchefter js the Shire-Town of this Coun- 
ty, and was famous in the Times of the 
Romans, who had bere the.principal Station 
of thefe Parts, as may appear from a great 
Number of Coins frequently dug up here. 
Ic is pleafantly firuate on the River Frome, 
and confifts of three {pacious Streets, in 
which ftand ‘the Town-Hall, the Churches 
of St. Peter, AB Saints, and che Holy Trinity, 
the Shire Hall, and the County-Goal. In 
the Church of St. Peter there are two very 
handfome Monuments, one belonging to 
the Family of Wiliams of Herringften, whofe 
Luftre thines our perfpicuoufly in the Me- 
rie and Worth of the prefent Poffeffor, Jobw 
Willioms Efq; the other lying at length in 
the South Window of the Chancel, like the 
Knights- Templars, faid to be (sccordiag to 
Trilition) the Effigies of Geeffrcy Van, the 
Founder of the Church. There is likewife 
a common Saying brought from their Fore- 
fachers, Thee

Bailiffs, fix Aldermen, and fix Capital Bur- 
geffes, befides a Governor, and twenty four 
Gorkmon-CouncikMen, whofe Office is 
chiefly co infpeé and look after the Trade 
of the Town, according to the prefent 
Charter in force, granted by K Charles I. 
Reg. 5. tho’ it was incorporated long before 
that Time or K. Jemes1.’s Reign, who by 
his Letters-Patent, bearing Date June 1610, 
Amt Rig. 8. appointed for the Government 
of the Borough of Derchefter two Bailiffs 
and fifteen Burgeffes, whom he ordain'd to 
be call’d, The Cepital Burgeffes and Coun- 
fellors of the faid Borough, out of which 
the Bailiffs were to be chofen. He likes 
wife.gave them Power to chufe a Recorder, 
who by himfelf, or his fufficient Deputy, 
fhould do all Things relating to the Office

The Right of Ele@ion of Members of 
Parliament for this Borough is in all che

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The Borough of Lyus-Recis, 


Was at the Conqueft part of the De- 
mefne-Lands of the Convent of Shsrtwra, as 
appears by a Bull of Pop: Exgenius, dated 
Anne 1145, 11 Steph. confirming to that Mow 
naftery the Church of Lime, cuss piftariis & 
alii. jitiis sbidem. Ic is probable, chit 
this Manor continued in the Poffcflion cf 
the Abbey till about the sath Year of King 
Edword I. when it was annexed to the 
Crown. 

This King, foon after he obtained ir, 
made it a free Borough, as is evident from 
the following Charter: Rex Omnibus, cc. 
Sciatis quod Velumus Gr Goonce(firacu, Gre. qud 
Villa mfira de Lime in C.mitasu Dorfet, & 
catero liber Bergus fit G quad Homines cjujdcm 
Ville fint Nberi Burgenfes, Ite qued Gildem 
babeant Mercatoriam, cums exanibus ad bujafoedi 
Gildem [peEtantibus in Burge prediffe, & alist 
Libertates, Gr Liberas Confuetudines per tan 
Anglian && Poteftstem noftram, ques Burgenj- 
bus moftris de Melcumbe per Chartam nofrem 
wuper Conceffimus, & quibus Cives neftri Lon- 
don, per Chartas Progenitorum noftrerame qurs- 
dara Ragum Angliz, de Rebus O Mercbandifi, 
ejus rationabiliser ufi fant bucufque fine Occafiest 
vel Impedimente Juficiariorum, Gre. in perpee 
tuum percipientes, Orc. me quis ipfes in Purfoms 
aut Rebus fais contra Libertates liberas Cenfacte- 
dines pradiGas gravet, Gre. Tefte, Oc. apd 
Aberconwey is Swandon, Die Msertii 27. 

The fame King, 4nno Reg. 16, iffued out 
a Writ to Jobe de Mettinghay, his Jultice 
Ttinerant, willing and requiring him to ap- 
point fome difcreet Knight to hear and de- 
termine Caufes within this Town, accord- 
ing to the Charter he had: granted to the 
Burgeffes, that they fhould not be implesd- 
ed out of the faid Town, which, with other 
Privileges, were confirmed to them in the 
Reigns of King Edward II. Reg. 13. and of 
K. Edward Ill, Reg. 4. 

King Edwerd LI. alfo, Reg. 4, did farther 
grant to the Burgefles of Lime che Townia 
Fee-farm, paying into the Exchequer an- 
nually 32 Marks; but in the Reign of King 
Henry IV. and V. the Town being mach 
impoverifhed by many Affaules of the 
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Enemy, the French, who had burnt and de- 
ftroy'd it, the Burgeffes pray’d a Difcharge 
from fo great a Rent, which the King 
knowing the Trath of, granted tliem’a Re- 
Jeafe of all Arrears, and allowed an Abate- 
ment of the Fee-farm Rent from 21. 6%. 
8. to sf, which Sum was again leffen’d 
upon theie Petition, thac their Port was 
much prejudiced by the Tempeftuoufnels 
of the Sea, and their Trade near loft ; 
whereupon the King, compaffjonacing their 
Misforcunes, granted to the Burgefles and 
their Succeffors the faid Town in Fee-farm 
for fixty five Years, paying only five Marks, 
which is 34 6s. 8d, yearly, at which Rent 
the Corporation ftill holds the Manos and 


Town. 

The prefent Charter, by which the Cor- 
poration is new governed, is that which 
was granted them by King James I. or King 
Charles I. by. which it is empowered to have 
a Mayor and fixteen Capital Burgeffes, two 
of which, with the Mayor, are Juftices of 
the Peace. The Ble&tion of Members of 
Parliament for this Borough is in all the, 
Freemen who are Inhabitants, whofe Num- 
ber probably may be upwards of two hun: 
died, and the Return is in the Mayor and, 
Burgeffes. nee i 

Llend {peaking of this Town, informs 
us, that it is a pretty Market-Town, feated 
at the Botcom of an high rocky Hill near 
the Sea-Shore ; that there is but one Parith- 
Church, and no Haven, (as indeed there is 
no coming dire@ly to the Town ; for the 
Place called the Geb, where the Merchants, 
lide and unlade their Goods, lies a quarter 
of a Mile from it, and cofts a great deal to 
maintain) ; chat it hath good Ships belong- 
ing to it, and ufeth Fifhing and Merchan- 
dize; that the Merchants of Morlaix in 
Britain in France did much frequent this- 
Town, 

The Lift of the Pasliament-Men for this 
Borough begins the 23d of King &dwerd I. 
and is continued, with the like Defe& in 
the Reigns of the Kings Henry VIL VIII. 
and Edward VI. to the 12th of Queen dane.

WEYMOUTH takes its Name from ita 

Situation upon the River Wy, which rifing 
wat Ups &, about four Miles diftang from the. 

Sea, falls into it here, and divides is fron 
Melcomb-Regis, another Town juft..oyer a+ 
gainft it, and joined to it of late by a long 
Bridge of 17 Arches. They were anciente 
ly two diftin@ Corporations; bur by an 
A& of Parliament made dene 13 Sliz. and 
Confirmed by K. James 1. Anno 1614, were 
united and made one Body, yet ftill recaine 
ing the Privilege of fending each two Mem 
bers, and fo the Freemen of each Corporae 
tion vote for four Burgefles, as the Citi~ 
zens of Lendes do, tho’ they are returned as 
two for each, 

Weymouth is probably the more encient 
Borough, and therefore will deferve the 
firft Place in our Defcription, This Town, 
with Wyke, and the fle of Pertlend, was 
given by Edward the Confeffor to rhe Church 
Of Winchefler ; but at the Time of the Sur- 
vey (whether by Exchange or otherwife is 
not, known) it is reckon’d among the forty, 
nine Manors which were given by the Cone 
querox to Robert Earl of Morton and Crrawel, 
bis Hal€Brother. Io his Family it contie 
nued ¢ill K. Henry I."5 Time; when his Son 
rebelling, forfeited it to the King, who be- 
ffow'd it on his natural Son the ftour Earl 
of Glousefter, from whom it defcended to 
the Earls of Clare; and Lionel Duke of Clay 
renee coming to that Earldom, with the Ap> 
purtenances, obtained of his Father King. 
Edward III. great Liberties for this Borouge 
and Wereham, as Grants of Markets, Fairs,&c. 
The Earls of March afterwards held it for- 
fome time ; but upon the Acceffion of King. 
Edward IV. to the Crown, and the dethrp= 
ning of K. Hewry VI. it became pert of the 
Royal Poffeffions. 

In Leland’s Time, Wepmeuth was a bigger 
Town than Melconb; but it is much dee 
cayed fince, and Melcombis become the much 
more populous and flousithing Place, having: 
both fewer Houfes, and more irregular 


- Buildings. Weymenth hath ncither Ghapel- 
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nor Town-Hall ; but the Members of the 
Corporation, on publick Bufinefs, and to 
hear Divine Service, are forced to repair to 
_Mclcomb, which hath both thofe Coavenien- 
.@ies, or to the Mother-Church at myke- 
Regu, a noted Land and Sea-Mark, where 
they bury their Dead. It had wichin the 
Memory of Man a Chapel, which ftood on 
an Hill fo fteep, chat the Afcenc up to it- 
was by 60 Stairs, and overlooked the Town 
and Haven ; bue the ‘Rebels in 1641 con- 
+erted it into a Fort, from which they bat- 
vter’d Melcomb-Regit, and having reduc'd it, 
they demolith’d the “Chapel, and fold the 
‘Stones, 2s the ancient Inhabitants repore. 

The Paflage-beeween this Town and Ml. 
sem was ancicntly -(1s Leleml informs us in 
his itinerary, Vol. UH.) by a Boat and a 
Rope bent over the Haven, by which the 
Ferry-men pulled the Boat, and ufed no 
Oars; but in che latter end of Queen Eli- 
-waberh’s Reign, or beginning of K. James I. 
sthere was ereéted ooden Bridge of 17 
Arches; which ‘being decayed, was built 
-within a Year or two at the Coft and. Charge 
.of the prefent Reprefentatives. 





MELGOMB-REGI3 inthe Conqueror’s 
“Time was furveyed among the King’s Ma- 
nors, and in ‘King ‘Edward the Confeffor's 
pReign was held by Herald, the Son of Ged- 
win Earl of Kent. “In. Edward 1.’s Reign 
it belonged to ehe Abbey of Cerne, as ap- 
pears from the Abbot's certifying his Claim 
‘of a Teefdey Market and Fair, on the Eve, 
Day and Tranflation, of St. Thomas the Mar- 


tyr, in his Manor of Melemb, and likewife. 


Wreck of the ‘Sea; for all which he pro- 
@uced King Henry IIE:’s Charter. And the 
fame Year the Jury prefented Melermb to be 
a Member belonging to the Barony of the 
Abbey of Cerne, and that the faid Abbot 
sheld it of the King in Chief by Knights- 
Service. 7 

But not Jong after this it became part of 
the Dowry of Eleanor, K Edward 1.’s Queen, 
on whofe Account great Privileges were 
given toit, as, that ic fhould be a Borough ; 
that all Caufes fhould be heard and deter- 
mined within the Town, and that none 
Lhould plead or-be impleaded out of it, ee. 
The Arms alfo of this Place are partly 
K. Edward ].’s, marfhalled with the Earl of 
Giyuecfier's, vin. A Bridge of three Arches 
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in Feffe, mafon’d with Screams trnfa. 
ents in Chief, in an Efcutcheon, three Che. 
veronels in Chief, and three ‘Lions of Eag. 
lend in Baffle. 

King Edward II. steno Rog. 3. granted allo 
tothe Burgeffes of Melceneb, that chey and 
their Succeffors fhould have a Mesdey Mar. 
ket and Fair on the Feaft of the Tranflation 
of St. Edward, and the two fuccceding 
Days; which King, Anno Reg. 11. confirm. 
ed the fame, and granted co them the fiid 
Borough in Fec-farm, paying yearly into 
his Exchequer eight Marks, viz. fix accord. 
ing to Cuftom, and two for increafe, and 
gives ‘Liberty of building on the Wate, 
and to lec it in ‘Bee-farm, ‘and tha they 
fhould have a Monday Marker iriftcad of their 
Tuefday one, and a Fair for eight Drys, wiz, 
on the Eve, Day and Morrow, of §:. Be» 
talpb, ( which is on Fune 17, ) and five Days 
following. 

Ink. Edwerd JIL's Reign this Town great- 
ly flourifhed, and was, ome Reg. 38, sp- 
pointed a StapleeTown; burt in the fac. 
ceeding Reign of King Richard II. it was 
much impoverifhed, and atmoft laid defo- 
late by the French, who invaled and bumt 
it; upon which the Inhabitants pray'd a 
Difeharge of their Cuftoms, Fee-firm 
Rent,eve, the Merchants being retired from 
the Town with their Wares, ee. The 
King, in Confiderarion of thefe offes, ree 
leafed it from the feid Fee farm Rent, snd 
all Tithes and Fifteens, for twelve Yeart 
next enfuing ; which Grant yas confirmed 
by K. Henry IV. and V. which loft renewed 
their Laf, and remitted to them all Ar 
rears, 

In K. Henry VL's Reign, Reg. 15, it was 
brought to fo low a Condicion, thit ce 
Commons in Parliament affembled, to prt 
vent all future Affaults upon it, becaute it 
lay naked and expofed, thought fir to take 
away the Privilege of » Pore from -Melermh, 
and remove it to Peel; but this has been 
Jong ago revoked ; and tho? “tis no Plice of 
Strength, it is at this time almoft asc 
derable s Sea-Pore as Peel, or any other Place 
in this County. 

This Town lies dire@ly oppofite to Wy- 
south, and has four tolerable broad Streets: 
The Houfes are moftly ‘buile with S:one, 
tho’ not very high, and the Church ftands 
in the middie of the Town. It ws pe 
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merly a Chapelry to Redipe, a {mail Vil- 
lage that ftands a Mile and a half slmoft 
dire&ly North from Meleomd;.but by A& 
of Parliament 1 Fae. 1: 1604, the Parochial 
Rights of thee Church were tranflared to 
this new Foundation, without any Preje- 
fice to the Patron or Parfon, and Redipel 
made a Chapel ‘of Eafe co the new ciefted 
Church of Melcemb-Regis. Dr. Zouch, Suf- 
fragan co the Lord Bifhop of Briftel, confecra- 
ted this Ghurch, and named-it CHRIST Ss 
SHUREH 

Both thefe Towns make but one Corpo- 
‘ation and Borough, coniifting of a Meyor, 
Recorder, two Builiffs, an uncertein Num- 
ver of Aldermen, and twenty four Capical 
Bargefes. The Number of Aldermen is 
Incertain, becaufe whofoever has been onc 
Mayor, is ever after an Alderman. They 
end four Reprefentatives co Parliamenc, as 
f they were ftil two Corporations, and 
herefere mult be accounted a double one: 

The EleGtors ‘of their Burgefles act all the 
freeholders,; every Man boving a-Freshotd, 
whether he be an Inhabitant. or nor, tho’ 
of the moft inconfiderable Vatue,, enjoys 
he Privilege of Voting. Their Number 
wot long fince was under two hundred, but 
within chefe twelve Yeats are increafed to 
ix handsed :forty eight, and upsatds. 

The Manner of Vosing is: chus ; Every 
ile&tor has a Privilege, as in Loxdew, to poll 
‘or four Perfons ;-but when they: are cho. 
tn, they are returned in twp Indearures, 
he two firit, according to the Number of 
Totes or-their lity, wnder the Title of 
he Burgefles of Weymouth, and che two 
nhets under che Title of chofe of Adelcrmb; 
1y which Means the Lifts for them are pre. 
trved feverally, tho’ the Corporation be 
vot one. 

Tho’ Weymentls probably be the elder Bo- 
ough, yet Meleemb received Summons td 
‘cliament feoner chan: Weymouth, wiz. 330° 
4 Edward ¥. and fent Reprefentatives oft- 
‘er perhaps for this Reafon, becaufe ic was 
he Demefne-Land.of the Crown. The 
ft of the Parlisment-Men for Wepwentl

the King’s Houtholders half a Mark of Sile 
ver, excepting the Cuftom of one Naght’s- 
Service ; and thacshere was-then one Minte- 
Mofter, who yielded»to: the King a- Marky 
oF Silver andewenty Shillings our of everyt 
Coinage. But of thefe Houtes;: there were - 
twenty ruinous in the Conqueror’s Reign, - 
thac could not pay the Tax- 

By this Defcription, this Town feems tot 
Itave beon ‘the King’s Denefne'at the Time 
of the Cangueft, as were aslfo Derchefer;t 
Shafisbury,-ind Werehaw,sbecault they had: 
Mints and great Privileges, which by che’ 
Laws of K. ebelfen could not be exercifed* 
bue in walled Towns ond Boroughs, which 
import much the fame thing. . « : 

K. Heary LiL. Rag, 37, created this Place a~ 
Borough by his Charter in thefe Ward: 
Rowe ‘vomcefis prabis Heixibd de-Beideport, 
quod Vile de Beideport de catere-ft tiber Bure* 
bm, & quod itdem Hominer, & cerum Herehes > 
iw perpetuum babcans illum Burges liberam;-

Men of Bridport, that their Town fhali be s 
free Borough, and enjoy. al che Liberties 
and Cuftoms of a free Borough, paying 
yearly into the King’s Exchequer their old 
Kee-firm Rent, and forty Shillings Increafe, 
and doing all the other Services due from a 
free Borough ; as alfo chat they may chufe 


out of theit Numbers one or two Bailiff, - 


-who fball be anfwerable to the Exchequer, 

and the King and his Heirs, for the faid 
Farm and Increafe Rent. 

From this Iaft Claufe, and the like Ex, 
preffions in other Charters, it feems evi- 
dent, that this was the Original of divers 
Corporations. The Builiffs, who were 
cuftomarily chofen ro be Receivers of the 
Feo-farm Rents, by degrees commenced Ge- 
neral Officers or Governors of the Towns 
in which they made their Colle@tions, which 
were made often from Houfe to Manfe, 
and fa this Town was Jeafed‘in Fee- farm to 
the Inhabitants, upon their rendring a eer- 
tein Quit-Rent to tbe Crown, as they had 
done formerly, and cheir Bailiffs were to 
solle& it, and pay it into the Exchequer at 
Michaelmas yearly. K. Rickard II. confirmed 
this Grane: But : 
: The Charter by which this Corporation 
is now governed, is that which was ratified 
and confirmed by K. Fames I. Reg. 17, who 
reciting, that Bridpert baving been anciently 
incorporated by che Name of Bailiffs and 
Burgeffes, limits ic to confit for ever after 
of two Bailiffs, to be choftn by the Bargof 
fis yearly, and that the Corposation fhalt 
eankit of fifteen Burgefles, whereof the 
Bailiffs to be. two of them, and to have 
Power to chufe a Recorders and that the 
faid BaiJiffs and preceding Bailiffs and Re- 
corder fhall be Juftices of the Peace, and 
no.foreign Justices to a& thergin: ‘He alfo 
gave them Power.to build’ Prifan, have ¢

Bailiffs, an 
Fines and Amierciaments, with other Privi- 


eges. 

This Town ftands low, in a dirty Soil,

This Town fs certsinly very ancient; 
for in Afr, the Bithop of Sherburn’s Days, 
who died suse 883, Shaftsbury contained a 
Screee; and Brompton in his Chromicen fays, 
that K. ad repaired this City, which thd 
it may feem contradi&ed by the ‘ancient 
Fn(cription' in Gemden above-mentioned, 
which makes him the Founder of it, yet 
the Word FECIT may be well enough 
expounded, by enlarging, repairing, and 
granting larger Privileges, which put it in- 
toa fourithing Condition, which is the’ 
moft proper Meaning. The fame King al. 
fo fodn after buile’in it a Monaftery for 
Nuns, which he confecrated to the Virgin 

, and was another Caufe of its Emi- 
nency and Profperity, it being the richeft 
and beft endowed in England. 

Te was a Borough before rhe Conqueft, as 
appearaby Demsfdey-Book; for in the Reign 
of K. #helfan, Grandfon of K. ad, it 
was ordain’d, that there fhould two 
Mints in Sheftsbury, which (according to 
that Sarvey) were in the next Century in- 
creafed to three, as appears from the Re- 
cord following: ‘In ‘Burgo« Sceptesberie, 
tempore Regis Edwardi, evant ¢.

bam, was fick fettled at Lindisforn, a 
Jittie:Ifland upon the Sca-Coafts of Northum. 
berlend, apon this Occafion ; Ofwasld King 
Of Northumberlend, « virtuous and well- 
difpofed Prince, having obtained that King- 
dom about 4.C. 634, was not more, follici- 
tous for che Temporal chan Spiritasl En- 
terefts of his Subjetts, and thereupon fent 
certain Meffengers to his Neighbours the 
Scots, who had long before embraced the 
Gofpel of Chrift, to defire them:to fend him 
fome fit Perfon to preach the Gofpel in his 
Dominions, The Seets willingly confented 
to his Petition, and fent a certain Pricft, a 
goed. Man, bat of a pcevith Difpofition, 
who not meeting with the Succefs he ‘ex- 
pe&ed immediately, returned bome, and 
told chem, that there was no poffibility of 
Converting fo barbarous a Nation. iden, 
a pious and pradene Man, was prefent, with

more perfe& Knowledge of the Engle 
Tongue. iden prefided here 14 Years, 
and beftowed wondertul Pains to convert 
the Nation, going on foot into all Parts to 
reach che Word, and beftowing what Gifts 
foever were given to him by the Rich for 
the Rolief of the Poor.

‘by the Romans. Plautio was fent by the 
Emperor Clasdiw to reduce them to cheir 
Obedience, but found a brave Refolurion 
in Garstecm to maintain their Freedom, for 
which he engsged him in feveral Battels; 
but the Rewsn Soldiers proved victorious st 
Jength, and Cerstacw himfelf being caken 
Captive, was carried in Triumph at Remd, 
to the great Honour of Plastina, 

edummns, third Son of Cauobelize, and 
Brother of Catscratw, affamed the Govern- 
ment in his Brother’s Abfence, and with 
equal Boldnefs and Courage profecuted his

this Infarre&tion was quickly fuppreffed by 
Suctenius Pawlines, with the Lofs of 80000 
Britains. 

When the Romans had relinguifi'd this 
Tlind, and the Britains finding themf{clves 
too weak for the Scots and PiGs, were forced 
to call in the Sexews out of Germany for their 
‘Help, this Country of the Trinebantes wis 
given (as Ninning tells us) to the Sexens by 
Vertigern, whom they had taken Prifoner, 
for Kis Redemption, and upon the Divifion 
of the Ie among the Ssxee Generals, came 
‘to be the Portion of Ufs, or (as others fay) 
Erkernin, who fertled his Kingdom here. 

The Saxons having fertled rhemfelves 
here, changed the Name into €ayt-Seaxa, 
or Gayt-sex-ycipe, which the Nemes 
Fetained: with very little Alteration, calling 
dt Bufife or Exfeffa, from whence- by Con 
gration “tis commonly called Efex. The 
Word is plainly taken fram the Saxew, and 
their Eaftern Situation from Aiddlefix and 
she other Part of the Zrinsbaxtes. This was 
the leaft, and confequently the weskeft of 
the Saux Kingdoms, who almost from their 
firft Settlement were ever- warring snd en 
crosching one upen: another, and fo wis 
always a Feudatory cither to the Kingdom 
of Kent or Mercia, till-it was fobdued quite 
by Egbert, and made a Province to the

After the Seiten Heptarchy was diffolved, 
and become a Monarchy, we find nothing 
Particularly related in Hiftory concerning 
the Inhabitants of this Shire, fave thac 
when the Danes became formidable for their 
Power, they are faid to favour them more 
than any other Part of England. 

Atthe Nemes Conqueft, they fabmitted

‘to the Blefled Virgin, was given anciently 
te che Abbot and Convent of stratford- 
Langthorn by Gilbert Monifichet, by the Name 
of the Church of Leys; but after the Sup- 
preffion, the’ Menor of Leytor, with the 
Reory, ond Advowfon of the Vicartge, 
was granted by King Merry VIIE. to Thimar 
Wrinhefy, Lord Chancellor of bngland, 
from whofe Family it hes paffed to Captain 
Swenley, whofe Widow laft prefented. 

Near the Church in this Town is an 
Alms-houfe built by one Mir.

Town, to the Monaftery of St. Mary Clerk- 
enwell in Middlefex. . 

The Seat and Lordthip called Waenfteds 
Hevfe, and Park, deferves a particular No- 
tice.

This Manor defcended by Marriage to 
John Earl of Athol in Scotlend, whole Wife 
was [obel, Sifter and Heir of Richard de 
Chilbam ; but _he forfeiting ic by Treafon 
the 34th of K. Edward III. that King gave 
it to Ralph de Monthermer, Earl of Gloucefter, 
who refigned it afterwards to Devid, the 
Son of Earl Johw, upon {uch a Compofition, 
4s the King confirmed it to him and his 
Heirs. From the Son of this Devid it 
eame to Giles Lord Bedlefmere, and from him 
by a Daughter to Wiliam Lord Rees of Heme- 
Jake, whofe Family enjoyed it for fome 
Deftents, till by Eleaner, the Daughter of 
Edmond, the laft Lord Ross, it pafled to Ree 
bert de Manners, the Anceftors of the Duke

The Town is of no ancient Origin; 
for in the larter Times of the Ssxeu, ont 
Tovies, a Man of great Wealth and Awho 
rity, Standard-Bearer tq the King, by re 
fon of the abundance of Deer, built this 
Place, and guarded it with 66 Men to pre 
ferve them. After his Death, his Son 4 
thelften {quander'd away this Eftate, ani 
Edward the Confeffor beftowed this Villege 
wpon Hareld, the Son of Bsrt Getets, who 
buile here a Monaftery, where himfcif ws

afterwards interred ; for faving’ pofleffed 
himfetf of the Crown of Exglend afcer Ed- 
ward's Death, be raifed that Struure in 
Honour of the Holy Crofs, and upon the 
Invafion of the Normans made his Vows 
for Succefs folemnly here ; but being fon 
after flain im fighting againft them, bis Mo- 
ther, by many Intreaties, obtained bis Bo- 
dy, and depofited it in this Place. His Boo 
dy is thought to have beer dog up in Queen 
Elizabeth's Days, by the Workmen employ’ 
by Sir Edward Denny to convert the old 
Abbey into a Seat for himfelf and Pofte- 


rity. 

This Monaftery (of which more after- 
wards) was at the Diffolution beftowed by 
K. Henry VII. with many other Lands, up- 
on Sir ache Dewny, then one of the Gen-* 
tlemen of the King’s Bedchamber, and 
Groom of the Stole for thirty one Years 5 
before which Time Sir Anthony dying, 
Dame Jem his Wife purchaféd the Re- 
verfion in Fee, with many large Privi- 
leges in che adjoining Foreft, of King Bd- 
ward VI. 

Edward, the Grandfon of chis Sir Anthony, 
inherited this Eftate in Queen Elizabeth's 
Reign, snd was by her Knighted ene 1589, 
which Title he fo well deferved, that King 
James ¥. created him, 3 Reg. Baron Denny 
of Waltham, and fommop'd bim to Parlia- 
ment by thac Honour. K. Cherks I. raifed 
him to an higher Degree of Dignity, be- 
ing made, by Letters-Patents bearing Date 
OGeber 24, 1627, 2 Car. 1. Earl of Norwich; 
but both Honours dy’d with him, he Icaving 
only one Daughter, Honere, marricd to 
James Lord Hay, afterwards ‘Earl of Car. 
lily, .He repaised the remaining Buildings. 
of the Abbey, and made himfelf a Seat 
in it, which now is of the fame Ufe to 

Jones E(q; late Sheriff of this 
County. While the Monaftery flotrithed, 
it had feveral Fairs and Markets, which 
were granted by K. Richerd I, and K. Hen-

While this Manor was in the Poffeffion 
of the Abbey of Waltham, the Abbots had 
erc€ted in it for themfelvss a convenient 
Manfion for Pleafure and Privacy, now 
called Copsba, but in ancient Records Cop- 
pite-Hall, fo named from the neighbouring 
Woods. After the Diffolution of the Ab- 
beys, it became the Seat of the Pitx-4u- 
eheri, who fold it to Sir Thomas Hineage foon 
after he became Lord of the- Town, Sir 
Themes much enlarged it, and built there 
one of the moft ftately Galleries in England, 
being 56 Yards long, which by a ftrange 
Hurricane'was blown down Nov. 1639, and 
the Lord Coventry's Piture carried away, 
without any. Damage to many others. 

‘From Sir Thomas Hincage this Manor and 
Scat defcended to Sir Moyle Fixe, by his 
Marriage with Elizebeth, his only Daughter 
and Heir, from whom it came to the 
Sackviles Earls of Durfet, and now of Mid- 
@lefex alfo, who made it their Seat for fome 
time ; but it was of late fold by Charles 
Earl of Dorfet, that great Statefman, and 
Patron of Wit and Learning, to Sir Themes 
Webfter Bar. Member of Parliament for Cel- 
chefter, whofe Seat it now is, and chat as 
fine 1 one as moft in the County. 

This Place is a delicate Town in the 
Royal Forcft, reaching from it to Londen, 
which tho’ anciently called the Foreft of 
Effix, and after Waltham Foreft, yet this 
Town being of late become the more emi- 
nent, it generally bears che Name of Epping- 
Frit. Near it iss fine Seat of the Lord 
North and Grey, commonly called of Rel- 
ie, a Nobleman, who being Lieutenant- 

neral of Her late Majefty’s Forces, di- 
ftinguith'd himfelf by many brave AGions 
in the late Wars with France. It was lefc 
him by che Iste Earl of Tankervide, Ford 
Lord oo of Warke, and Earl of Tenkervile, 
The Advowfon of the Vicarage is this 
Lord's. ° 

South-Esft of the Parith-Church, at about 
a Mile and a half diftance, is an Hamlet 
belonging to it, called Epping-frees, where 
is a Market kept weekly on Thurfésys and 
Brides, and Fair on 

Nafing, of old written Nafngen, and New 
Sages, was one of the 17 Lordthips with 
‘which Hereld, afterwards King of Exglend, 
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endowed bis Monaftery of Wathen ty. 
Grefs for a Dean and 11 Canons, sfter ex- 
changed for an Abbot and Monks, and pro- 
cured a Charter from K. Edward the Con- 
feffor to confirm them, with many sm 
Privileges, nnd 1062, which K. 
by his Charter dated at Winchefter, again 
confirmed to the Abbot and Canons Regu- 
Jar, and particularly mentions, that of the 
Lands at Nafng, Proventus veftibus emis 
affgnati fant, te. The Profits were alligned 
to them for buying them Cloathing. 

At the Suppreffion of the Monaftcriss 
by K. Henry VIH. this Manor remained ia 
the Crown, till it was granted in K. Ed 
werd VI's Reign to the Lady Jean Dem, 
Widow of Sir utbiny Demy, ia. wh-fe Fr 
mily ic is, or lately was. 

The Advowfon of this Vicarage is intte

In Demifday-Beok called Herlaws, Of this 
Hundred the late Earl of Warwick ws 
feized in Fee, and the Re.

Edmend:boy 
in Suffelk, and confifted of a Manor and 
one Hide and a half of Land, valued x 
feventy Shillings in the Conqueror's Sar- 
vey, Pope Bewifece IX. appropriated the 
Reftory Menfe Abbatial, i.e. to the Abbot's 
Table, for the upholding the greater Hol 
pitality, wich a Provifo neverthelefs, chit 
the Abbot fhould.take Care, hat the Cure 
be fupplied either by his own Monks, Pilg 
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Secular Prieft, as he pleafed ; to which laft 
the Abbot inclined, for the Profit of che 
Parifhioners, and thereupon endowed a Vi- 
carage, with the Approbation of Rebert 
Braybroke, then Bifhop of Landon. 

Upon the Diffolution of the Abbeys, 
this Manor and Re€tory came to the Crown, 
and fo remained till the Year 1603, when 
both of them became vefted in Themes Ad- 

+ dington, and Ka:berine his Wife, io which 
Family they continged many Years, 

Here was anciently a Market on Satar- 
days, but ‘tis not now ufed ; but ftill chere 
is a Fair kept on November 17, being the 
Eeftival of St. Hugh, Buhop of Linels, and 
the Day of Qu. Blizebesh’s Accellion to 
the Crown of Englond. 

Hat field-Regis, or King's Hatfield, alias Broad. 
Osk, fo called from the Nature of the Soil, 
hat in che Saxen Language fignifying hot 
and fandy, the Tenure by the King, and a 
broad O:k growing in the Town, 

Earl Harold held this Town in the Reign 
of K, Edward the Confeffor as a Manor, and 
containing 20 Hides of Land ;, but after. 

wards it came into the Confeffor's Poffel- 
fion, and fo gained that Privilege which 
we eall Ancient Demefne. To it then be- 


longed three Hamlets, Hartfort, Amwell, and. 


Hodeftun, in Hertferdfbire. The Conqueror, 
after he obtain’d the Crown, kept it in his 
own Hands, as did the Kings his Sons and 
Succeffors, (from whence it took the Name 
Of King’s. Hatfield) cill King Hesry I. by his 
Charter, gave tothe Church of St. Julien 
and Sr. Botolph in Celcheficr, and co the Ca- 
nons ferving God there, the Tithes of his 
Lordthip in the Parith of Hatfeld, which 
becaufe the Prior and Convent of Hatfield, 
founded by Aubrey de Vere, Earl of Oxferd, 
in K. Henry IIl.’s Reign, who gave them the 
Parifh-Church, and all the Tithes of his 
Poffeffion there, claimed as their due, there 
was a Compofition made between thefe 
Priors in the Reign of K. Heny VIII. ‘that 
the Prior aod Convent of Hatfield thould 
pay to the Prior and Convent of St. Betelph 
in Colcbefier three Pounds yearly for ever, 
and f9 fhare the Property and Benefit of the 
whole Tithes. 

At the Suppreffion of the Monafterics, 
this Manor, with its Appurtenances, were 
in the King's Hands, till in the Reign of 
K. Philip.and Qu. Mary, 2 Ry. they were 
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granted to Themes Noske or Noke, whofe 
Heiss enjoyed them, and held them by 
Knight’s.Service to the 7h Year of Qucen 
Elizabeth, who gtanted him a Licenfe to a= 
Jienate the fame to Thomas Barringtes, the: 
Anceftor of the lace Sir Charles, and pre- 
fene Sic Jobs Berring'en, in which Family 
chey now are. This Family of the Barring- 
tows, who give Name to heir ancient Scat 
in this Town, called Berringten Hal, have 
been feveral times render'd illuftrious by 
marrying to noble Families, and once into 
the Royal. In K. Stephen's Reign, they mar- 
tied into the Lord Mentftcher’s Family, and 
were much enriched by his Eftate, which 
for want of Male Iffue fell to them. In the 
Reign of Qu. Hlizeteth, they contca&ed an 
Alliance with the Royal Family, by match. 
ing with a Daughter and Heir of Henry Pele, 
Lord Mextacuse, Son and Heir to Margares. 
Countefs of Se/sbury, who was the Daughter 
of George Duke of Clarence, Brother to King 
Edward IV. and lately Mr. Thomas Barring = 
tem, Son and Heir of Sir Febs Barrington Bar. 
married the Lady 4mm, eldeft Daughter of: 
Robert Earl of Warwick, and Coheir of her 
Uncle Gherles Earl of Warwick, by whom. 
he had (among other Children) Sir Charles: 
Barrington Bar. deceafed, a Gentleman fo 
well refpe€ted by his Country, that he was. 
their Reprefentative in Parliament for feve- 
tal Seffions, and a firm Lover of our Church. 
and Eftsblifhment. But the Re@ory and 
impropriate Titbes, with the Advowfon of. 
the Vicarage, late Parcel of the Poffcilion 
of the Priory of Barking, K. Vu 
Reg. 31. affigned and made over to the Ma- 


- fter and Fellows of his new-ereétcd College 


of the Hely Trinity in Cambridge, and their. 
Succeffors, (excepting certain Reprizes 
charged on them) who have fince been the- 
Proprietors. In this Church is ftill to be. 
feen a Portraicure of Alberic de Vere, firtt. 
Earl of Oxferd, lying by the Side of the 
Alear ‘erofs legged. 

Here is a Market on Saturday: weekly,. 
and a Fair on the Feftival of St. James. 
yearly, wiz, on the sth of July. 

HeBinghury, or Heftingbury Magna, alias More 
ly, or Morle, becaufe the Manor belonged: 
to the noble Family of the Merles or Mer- 
dys, who bad their Seat here, which fil} 
remains in fome Splendor. 


This 
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This Menor -oame to the Morleys, with 
feveral other Manors, by marrying Hewife, 
the Daughter of Williem de harp, and 
Sifter and Heir of John de Merifchal, of 
Hogbam in Norfolk, the roth of K. Hewy Il. 
1164. It continued in this Family till in 
the Reign of K. Hewry VI. 4. D. 1453, it 
pafied to Wiliem Level, a younger Son of 
Wiliam Lord Level of Tichmerfs, by his Mar- 
riege with Eleaner, Daughter and Heir of 
Robers, the laft Lord Morley, who brought 
him the faid honourable Title. 

Wiliam Lord Lovel being pofleffed of this 
Eftate ond Honour, enjoy'd it for his Life, 
and left it to Hewy his Son, who being un- 
heppily flain in Fenders foon after he came 
of Age, all his Eftate defcended to <kee, 
his Sifter, who being married to Sir Wile 
liaw Parker Kt. brought bim alfo the fame 
Honour, fo that 21 Hemy VIM. he was 
fammoned to Parliament by the Title of 
Lord Mele.

To the Reign of K. Jehu, Hagh de Nevil 
obtain’d a Grant from that King of the

Married to Mr. Shales, of Londen, Gold- 
fmich. Ic takes ics Name from 

Clavering, the principal Town of it, fi- 
tuate near the Rife of the River Stert. This 
Parith in Domefdey Book is called Glavelings, 
and was chen held by. Swemsy de Effix,a 
mighty Man in thefe Parts, who pofleffed 
no lefs than fifty five Lordfhips in this 
County. In King Hewy IL. and K. job's

In the Reign of K. Edward I. Jobe Fitz 
Robert, a Nobleman of the fame Line, 
whofe Father had been fummened to Par. 
liament, feated himfelf upon chis bis Mi 
nor, from whence he was called, by the 
Appointment of chat King, Jobs de Cle 
vering. He was much in favour with this 
King, who pardon’d all his Debts, made. 
him Governor ef Newcafile upon Tine, fum- 
mon'd him to Parliament, and granted him 
many other Privileges; for which Canfe he 
made a Feoffment, thac upon failure of If 
fue Male, this Manor, and other Parts of 
his Eftate, fhould after his own Life be 
veftsd in K. Edward and his Heirs, which

Daughter, named Eve.

Great Berdfield, the principal Town in 
this Hundred. The Manor of this Town 
was in the Crown in K. Edward TIL.’s Reign; 
for we find that Lie! Duke of Cleresc, 
third Son of that King, dying in the Palace 
of the Duke of Milan, of Boifon, as was 
thought, is faid ta have then been pofle 
fed of the Manor of Bardfeld, among m 
ny others, and not long after chat it was 
in the noble Family of the Mertimers Esrls 
of Merch; for in the Reign of K. Heny V. 
Reg. 9. Edncund Mortimer, Earl of March, died 
poffeffed, among many other Eftates, of the 
Manor of Berdfield, and having no Chil 
dren, left his whole Eftate to Richard Pla- 
sagentt, Earl of Cambridge, and Duke of 
Terk, being the’ Son of dwn Mortimer, his 
Sifter, who was married to Richard de Cor 
singsburg, Eat] of Combridge, Nephew a 
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Eeawed of Lengly, sth Son of King £é- 
werd il. 


The Church, with its Tithes, and all its 
Appurtenances, was given to the Priory of 
Se Flee Boptift of Siebs juxta Clare, in the 
County of Sufslk, by Gilbert de Clare, Son 
of Gilbert Earl of Brians in N.rmandy, ano 
ogo, and was appropri; to chat Priory 
by Richard Fi Bifhdp of Lendm, who 
infticated a Vicarage, of which the Abbot 
and Convent were Patrons, as were the 
Dean and Chapter when it was turned into 
a Collegiate Church, and fo they remained 
till their Diffolution.

fal of the High-Sheriff for the Time be- 
17g to put in what Bailiffs he pleafes, thd 
ie is not ufut co remove any, unlefs for 

fome Mifdemeanor. The Towns moft re- 
markable in this Hundred are, 

Desemes Magna, or Dawmange, 2 Name de- 
rived from two old Geulif or Brisifo Words, 
Daxam, 0 ary gravelly Hill, and Magu, a 
Town, which anfwers enty to its Situa- 
tion, which is on the top of a moderately 
fteep and gravelly Hill, which tenders the 
Town very delightful snd pleafant. 

This Town is of great Antiquity, and 
tho’ Mr. Camden {cems to believe Berntweed 
or Burghfted to be the Caferomagus of the 
Rewans, and Mc. Talbot Chensferd, yet there 
is much clearer Evidence, that it was this 
Town of Danmew or Dawmange ; 1. Becaufe 
there is part of the Name in it, and no- 
thing was more ufual with the Sexexs, 
when they changed the Names of Towns, 
than to retain part of the old Reman Name, 
and put in Des, Burgh, or Ghefter, inftead 
of ic. 2, Becanfe the Diftance between 
this Place and the next Su 
Colonia, i.e. Golcbefter, and is faid to be di- 
Mane from Cefaremegus 20 5, do very 
well agree, if we reckon according to the 
Sexen Leagues, which confifted of 1500 
Paces. 3. Becaufe in the Rosd from Dex 
mew to Colebefter, which is very dire&, there 
are ftill in fome Places to be feen the Re- 

mains of an old Rewen Way, which the 
Country People, that live upon it co this 
Day, call The Street, and particolarly at Reis, 
which is the very Word almoft by which 
Beds calls 2 Remon Road, vis. Strata, aad 

s which we alfa find in an old Perambuls- 
tion of the Foreft in King John’s Time, 
where 'tis faid to be bounded on the North 
Saper Stratam ducentem @ Danwew werfr Col- 
‘caftriew ; 3. upon che Street leading from 
Dunmew co Colcbefer, meaning this Road. 

In-the Conqueror's Survey, this Town 
was beld partly by Rich, Btx-Gifibert, 
Earl of Brion in Nermandy, and partly by

the Conqueror in obtaining this Kingdom, 
had for their Reward fevent Manorsgiven 
them in this County and others. 

Ic is a Market-Town, and the Market is 
held on Saterdays weekly, and Fairs on 
April as, and Oeber 28, It is goveraed by 
twelve Headboroughs, out of whom is cho- 
fen annually a Bailiff or chicf Officer for 
that Year. . 

The Church, which ftands near 2 Mile 
from the Town, was anciently a ReGory 
and Sint.Cure, having a Vicarage endowed, 
of which the Re€tors were Patrons, and fo 
continued till the Church was appropriated 
to the College of Stoke jaxts Clare in the 
County of Sefélk, the Dean and Chapter of 
which prefented to the Vicarage in 1481 
and the Bifhop of Lendon the next Turn, 
it continued cill the Diffolution ; aft 








which the faid Bifhops got the entire Pre» 
fentation, snd Qu.

_ Demmoe Parva, of Little Denmew, adjoia- 
ing on Grest Dewmsw on che Esft. In the 
Conqueror’s Survey, Ralph de Baynerd beld 
this Village for four Hides and « half of 
Lind. After his Death, jugs, bis Widow, 
founded «-Monaftery here, ene str, and 
procured Mssrice, Bithop of Leads, to dea 
dicate it ¢o che Bleffed Virgin, which-be- 
ing done, fhe endowed it the fame Daj 
with half an Hide pf Land; but of chis 
Priory we fhall creat more fully in its pro- 
per Place.

This Church was given to the Prior and 
Convent of Hatfield-Regis in this County 
by Alberic de Vere the third, who was the 
Founder of that Houfe,. and a Vicany 
was ordained and endowed by the Mon! 
there, who had the Advowfon till the Sup- 
preffion, when it came to the Crown, in 
which it remained fome time, till ic was 


“given by K. Edward VI. to the Family of 


the Wifement, who have pofleffed che Me 
nor and Reéory ever fince, and prefented 
to the Vicarage, They have had their 
ufual Refidence here ia the Manor-Houle, 
and one of this Family, viz, Williaw Wife 
Ed Bigs was made @ Baronet by King: 
Charles 1. Auguft 29, 1628, 

Eafon Magna, or Great or Mich Eaffee, cal. 
Ted alfo in ancient” Writings Efaynes, or 
Hom ad Mrtem, lying on the Eait Side 
of the River Chelmer, and within two Miles 
of Dusmew. This Manor was in the Reiga 
of K. Richard II. in the Poflcffion of the 
Family oF the Magus or Monks, of which 
Sic John Meygy, the laft Lord of that Family, 
leaving only a Daughter named Elizabuth, 
fhe married to Wiliam» de Steerten, and 
brought this Town as her Inheritance to 
bim, It continued in’ this noble Family 
(for her Son Sir Jebn Stourtow-was made Lord 
Stourton by K. Howry VI. May 13,. Reg. 26.) 
for fome Succeffions ; but coming at length 
to be the Eftate of Sir Ralph Warren, and 
then of Sir Téemae Xwivet, it paffed by them 
to Wiliam Lord Maynard, made a Baron by 
the Title of Lord “Maynard of Eftayncs ad 
Tarrim, or Little Eaften, by K. Charles J. in 
which it hath continued ever fince. 

‘The Church here is a Re@ory, appen- 
dant to the Minor, and fo the Advowfon 
hath ever atténded che Manor io all its Re- 
, and ins 
for the moft part been prefented coby them, 
faving chat Wiliam Lord Stexrtew granted 
the Advowfon of it for two Thrns to the 
Abbey of Tilty idjoining. “ 

Eafies Parva; ‘or, ‘Little Esften, called in 
Records and:ancient Writings, Eafe ad 
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Torri, lying on the Weft Side of the Chel 
mer, and oppofice to jon Megus. This 
Village, in ith of K. gdwerd IIL was 
in the Poffeffion of Sir Thewas Leveive Ke. 
whofe, Heirs enjoyed it for fome time, cill 
Eleaner, the Daughter of Sir Jehu Levaine, 
being married to Sir Willem Beurchier Ke. 
brought him into the Poffeffion of all the 
Efftate of the Lovsines, and of chis with the 
reft. His Pofterity were Earls of Efex, and 
Lords of this Manor for divers Succeffions ; 
but being alienated to the Thregmertens, it 
paffed from them by Purchafe to the uae 
nerds, who have their Seat here, in the 
Houfe that did anciently belong to the 
Bourchiers Earls of Bfftx. 

The Advowfon of the Benefice, which 
is a Re@ory,is appendant to che Manor, 
as that of Much-Eafton is, and has been al- 
ways in the Prefentation of the Lords of 
the Manor, as it isin the Gift of the pre- 
fent Lord Maynard. 

This lietle Village, which was anciently 
honeur'd by the Seat of the Earls of Effex, 
is farther dignified by giving the Title of 
Baron to the Lord Maynard. This Noble. 
man ‘is defcended from one Maguard or May= 
nard, one of Wiliam the Conqueror’s Nore 
man Attendants into Exglend. This Femily 
feems to have fertled at firlk ac Axminfler 

“in Deves; but Henry Maynard, Secretary to 
Wiliam Lord Burleigh, Treafurer of 
and Grandfon of Sir Jobe Maynard, who 
ferved the Black Prince in his Wars with 
France, having purchafed a Seat at this 
Town, the Family fettled here. His Son 

Sir Wiliam Magnerd Kt. was a Perfon of 
great Wifdom and Merit, and being creae 
ted a Baronet by K. Famer 1. Fuse 29, 1611, 
was farther advanced by that Prince to the 
Honocar of Lord d of Wicklow in Treo 
lend, 4une 1620, which Title was by King 
Charles I. Reg. 3. changed into the Title of 
Lord Maynard of Efteyner ad Twrvim in this 
County. This Lord, by dn, the oi 
Daughter and Heir of Sir Anthony Everard, 
of Langley: int Much.Weltham in this County, 
left for bis Heir 

Wiliam Lord Maynard, Comptroller of 
the Houfhold both to King Cheri¢s and King 
James. Fie tnarried Deystly, Daughter 
and fole' Hell ro Sir Robert pester, of Pef 

ms in, Nort baveptonfin a whom he 
had his Son’ and ar y 
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Bensfer, the prefent Lord Meynerd, who 
by Klizebeth, the only Daughter of Hany 
Barl of Kent, Granddicher of che prefent 
Duke of Ket, hath many Children, win, 
Sons, Williew, Hawy, Bonsfer, Grey, Yeoman 
of the Wardrobe to the ne Gaeen and 
Chorles; and Daughters, Awabels, Derethy 
and Liscebub, : ’ 

High-Esfter, or Effer, anciently Efra and 
Efire, was in the Confcflor’s The hed by 
E(gar for a Manor, and two Hides of Land, 
then worth but 20 J. per enw ; but ac the 
Survey at 301. per Anwam, when Guoffrey de 
Magnaville or Mendeville held it. 

Several] Knights-Fees belonged to this 
Manor at this time, which the Abbey of Ely: 
claimed at the Survey, and the Hundred 
did ceftify, that the faid Abbey held when 
K. Edward reigned ; bue the Conqueror gave 
itto Seifiey Magnavils, as before is men-- 
tiones 


The Church here was given by the faid 
Geoffrey de Mendevike, with others, to the 
Abbey of Welden, which he had jut found- 
ed, une 1136, by che Name of Eel fia de 
Bfird, and was confiemed to the Monks by 
K. Stephen and K. Héary Wl. They bid the 
Appropriation, and a Vicarage was ordain- 
ed,-to which, befides the {mall Tithes, Ob-- 
lations, Ge: they were to pay 2 Penfion of 
one Mark yearly. The Patronage was in- 
them till the Diffolation, when it was 

liven, with the Re&ory impropriate,to the 

rd Avaley, from whom by Exchange it 

came to the Dean and Chapter of Se. Peal's, - 
in whom now it is. 

Pléfty, a Town often mentioned in His 
ftory by thefe Names alfo, Plefjs, Plas 
Pleicy, Placy, Plefets, Plaify, with the Addie 
tion fometimes of Belbews or Bowels, Mr. 
Camden tells us, it took its Name from che 
French Word, fi nifying Pleafing, and bad’ 
formerly the Name of Efrre: ft was the 
Seat of the Conftables of England in the 
latter end of the -Sexes Government, and* 
(as the Ely Book informs us) in che begins 
ning of the 

Ic is probable, chat this Manor of Plefbey,, 
which then was fo extenfive as to contain: 
High Efire and Gress Waltham ss Hamlets to‘ 
it, was one of thofe forry Manors in this 
County which Wiliam the Conqueror gave 
that valiant Soldier Jeeffrey'de Mandevile;. 
who did im fo great Service in conquers 

ing: 
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ing Harald, then King oF Zuglendy for'we 
find in.our Hiftories, chat Witlinn.de Mande. 
wille his Som, and the firft Earl of £fix, bes 
gen to bwild 2 Caltle-here, which was &- 
nithed by his San Jeaffrey, whodiding wide 
‘Maud che Emprefs, was fciz'd upon and im- 
prifon’d by K. Stephex, and was forced: to 
redeem his Liberty by furrendring to chat 
Kiag the Tower of Lesdex, and bis Caftles 
of Walden and Plefty, and fo came into the 
Pofkeffion of the Crown; but was reftored 
by K. Henry H. who fucceeded him. 

From the Mendevilles this Manor, with 
many others, came by Marriage to the Bo- 
bans, Earl of Hereford and Effex, and from 
them to Thumes de Weedfisck, Earl of Back- 
ingham and Efix, and Dake of Gloucefter, 
who marrizd Eleaner, one of the Daughters 
and Coheics of Humphrey de Bobn, the laft 
Earl, and fo became the Owner of this Ma- 
nor and Caftle of Plefhey, where he had bis 
ufual Refidence. . : 

This greac Duke was the youngeft Son 
of K, Edward II. and bore a great Sway in 
the Reign of his Nephew K. Richard I. to 
whom he did many great and faithful Ser- 
vices againft the Spaniards, Fremh and Sests ; 
bur being inftramental in the Benifhment 
of Rebert de Vere, Duke of frelowd, that 
King’s Favourite, he fo highly incurred 
his Difplesfure, thae he refolved to teke 
him off and after feveral Arcempts, did at 
Tengeh effe& ie in this manner: 

The publick Affairs being a little com. 

fed, and a Reconciliation between the 
Buke of Irelend and this Duke being 
wroughe by the Mediation of the King him- 
Felf, the Dukes of Lencefter and York with- 
drew themfelves from Court to their pri- 
vate Houfes, and the Duke of Gloucefter re~ 
tired wich his Family to his Caftle here, 
Upon this Sepération, the King {till keep- 
ing to his Refolution of putting his Uncle 
to Death, yet athymed to avow it epenly, 
enter'd into a Confultation with Jobs Hel- 
Jend, Barl of Huntington, his Half-Brother, 
and Theres Mowxbrey, Earl of Nottingbem, 
(chen Earl-Marthal, and his great Confident) 
how he might cffe& it, and with their 
wicked Advice thus contriv’d it. 

The King and Earl of Nostingbew rode 
-together to Hevsring at Bower, co difport 
themfelves in Hunting, which having done, 
the King in the Afcernoon retreated with

This Duke, not long before bis Dest, 
had founded a College in the Parochil 
Church of this Town, confifting of sit:

Land in Plefhey, the Advowfon of tte 
Church, and the Manor of Bergfese ; bat of 
this, more among the Religiogs Houles

The Church of this Town was Colle 
giate, and the Cure of Souls was incum- 
bene on the Mafter of the College ; but 
fince the Diflolation, the Tiches are come 
into Lay Hands, and che Revenue is fo 
fonall, that it is become s Donative, or Cu- 
racy without a Patron, the neighbouring 
Miniffers ufuslly fupplying the Cure. The 
Site of chis College, with the Parfonsge, 
Lands and Tenements, belonging to it, 
were given by K. Hesry VIII. Reg. 38. to 
Jobn Gate Ef; one of the Gentlemen of his 
Privy-Chamber, who afterwards, 3 Edw. VI. 
obtained certain Rents belonging to the 
Dotchy of Eascafer. . 

+ The Charch being, thro’she Negligence 
of the Parifhioners, and Poverty of the 
Town, almoft fallen down, the Re. Rev. 
Father in God, Heary Lord Bifhop of Le. 
dew, exe&ked at his owo Charge chiefly an 
handfome and convenient Church, which 
"tis hoped the late Qucen’s Gift for che 

Augmentation of {mall Livings will in time 

render mrore ufeful and beneficial to the Pa- 

tifhioners, who need conftant Refidence and 

Inftra&ion. 

Redings, which teke their Name from the 
River which paffcs thro’ them. They are 
accounted nine; but they moke but cight 
diftin& Parithes, Monrels.

In the Time of the general Survey, Eade 
Dupifer held Eytherp Roding, and Feeffrey de 
Moendevills Leaden. Afterwards the Manor, 
and Advowfon of the Re@ory appendant 
to it, came co the Bourchiers Earls of Effex, 
and from them by Marriage of the Heir to 
the Lord Parrs of Kexdale, and by his Wife 
Earl of Efex,.who fold them to the Lua 
thers, who are now the Poffeffors of them. - 
In this Town were fome Lands belonging 
to Celw Priory, which, with others in Beam 
chomp. Roding, were given by K. Henry VIII, - 
toGi Brenden Duke of Suffalk, who mare 
tied his youngeft Sifter Mary. 

Leaden-Roding, or Reding-Plambea, This 
Manor was of old given the Church of 
El; bar being taken away by the Con. 
queror, was beftowed on Jeoffry de Mande. 
vibe, as is above faid, but not long after 
was alienated to Wiliam de Warren, Earl 
OF Surrey, who gave Exclefiam de Roiznes, 
qua vecatur Leden-Chirch , fimiliter O advocan 
tiene ejus; i.e. the Church of Roding, cal- 
led Leaden-Church, and the Advowfon, to 
his Priory of Caftle- Acre in Norfolk, which 
he founded there for Cleniacks, nue rogo, 
who held it till the Suppreffion, when it 
came to the Crown, which now enjoys 


it. 

High Roding, or Great-Roding, fo called bee 
caufe it ftands higheft up the River, and is 
efteemed the chief of them. This Manor, 
with the Advowfon app<ndant, belonged 
anciently to the Monaftery of Lewes in Sufa 
Sex; which held it tothe Suppreffion, when 
it was given to one Steffird, who fold it, 
1 Maria l. to Sit Thomas Jofcelin Kr. whofe 
Pofterity Mill enjoy it, and one of them, 
‘Mr, Edward Jofslin, is the prefent Regtor, 

and Sic Strange Jofcelia Bar. Batron and 
Lord of the Towa. 
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Margaret Reding, fo called from the Dedi- 
Cation af the Church there to St. Margaret. 
This Manor was in the Year 1341 in one 
Alexander de Rething ; but a Portion of cle 
Tithes bad been lung before given out of 
this Church to the Monaftery of Ss. Albans, 
for which a Compofition was made between 
‘the Abbot and Convent and Re@tor of this 
Church for-46s. 8d. per Axnum, with the 
Confent of Relph de Stratford, Bithop of 
London, . 

Whise-Roding. This Manor, and Re&ory 
appendant, was the Poffcflion of one Cafse 
oF Cafawe in the 33d of K. Edward I. whofe 


_ Poftericy alienated it to one Quynten or Que- 


neton in the Reign of K. Edward Ill. from 
whom it came to the Greens, and from them 
to the Browns, who have fold both the Ma- 
nor and Advowlon. 

Among the Re&ors of this Town, Charles 
Leventhorp was the moft remarkable: He, 
while he was Minifter here, happen’d co 
be the next furviving Male Heir of his 
Family, and fo became a Baronct, wiz. Sir 
Charles Leventherp. He lived co a great Age, 
and was Reétor here near 63 Years, being 
indocd in 1617, and dying in 1680. 

Thaxted, or Thackfed, and in fome old Re- 
cords Tefled. In Dome(day- Book it is called 
Tachefteda, and is {aid to be held by Richard, 
Son of Gifebert Earl of Brian, and after- 
wards of Clare, as a Manor containing nine 
Hides and a half of Land, then worth 304 
and after advanced to 601, per dwn. but af 
ter brought down to 10 /. But before this 
the Church, which is a regular and ftately 
Building, was part of che Poffeflions of 
the Colicgiate Church of St. Johs Baptift of 
Clare in Suffolk, which was founded in King 
Edward the Confeffor’s Reign by one Elewric 
for feven Secular Canons ; for when Gilbert 
Me Clare, Son of Richard, made this College 
of Clerea Cell tothe Abbey of Bec in Nore 
mandy, wns vogo, the third Prebend cone 
tained Ecclefiem de Tafted, which is more die 
ftinGly fec down in the Statutes of the 
College, a Penfion of five Marks out of 
the Church of Thexted, if the Prebendary 
refided. 

‘This Church was appropriated to the faid 
College by Rickard Bithop of Londen, and 
confirmed by Reger Niger, Bithop of Londen, 
gn 1123, and a Vicarage ordained and ene 

+ 


dowed by bim, of which the Prior and 
Convent were Patrons tilf he Suppreffion. 
Upon the Diffotution of this College, 
the Re@&ory and Advowfon of the Via- 
carage fell to the Crown, and there con 
tinued till Queen Blizabeth, tees 1570, 
granted them co Willism Hemard, afterward 
Lord Hewerd of Effingham, to hold them of 
the Crown im Capise by Knights-Service. 
His Son Cherles alienated them by Licenfe, 
with the Manor of Thexted, to Robert Pe. 
tre Ef; from whom they came to Sir Hil. 
lism Maynard Kt. & Bar. in whofe Family 
(now Lord Maynard) they all remain. The 
Re. Hon, Williom, late Lord Maysard of Lit. 
tle Eaffen, being fenfible that che Vicange 
of this Town was too poor a Maintenance 
for the Minifter of fo great a Place, gave 


- 2000 4 to be laid out in Lands for an Aug- 


mentation to this Vicarage for ever, (Ka 
net’s Cafe of In . 323.) which Is accord- 
ingly dong and’ feteled upon che Vicarage 
with the greateft Care poffible by the Rev. 
Mr. Robert B-rnerd, the prefent Vicar, who 
now enjoys the Rents and Profits. 

This Town was incorporated by the 
Name of the Mayor, Bailiffs and Commor 
alty, of the Town of Thawed, by K. Philip 
and Qu. Mery, which Qu. Hizabesh confira- 
ed, and K. ames I. added an Increafe of 
theirs Liberties. Accordingly we find, thir 
aca Vifitation of the Heralds, Aagsf 20, 
1637, Robert Humphrey was Mayor and 2 
Juftice of che Querum within the Liberty 
‘and Borough of Thexted. George Scot, of 
Lincoln's. twn, Efq; was Recorder ; Jobs Hels 
and Thomas Glerke, Bailiffs ; and abouc cwenty 
chief Burgeffes, of which ten of them bid 
been Mayors. They had a Common Seil, 
but no Arms. Here is a Market weekly 00 
Fridays, but afmall one, and a Fair on Lew 
mas-Day. Here was‘slfo a Fair on the Se 
day next after Afcenfiew-Dey; but “ris now 
difufed. . 

Among the Vicars, thefe Perfons are of 
Note; Richard Bifhop of Benger, and Dein 
of Steke-Clare, under which Title he pre 
fented feveral times to Yeldbam Parvs. 
Bifhop Gedwin de Praful. doth not mention 
him ; but it appears fully by the Lowden Re- 
giftry: Jobe Skyp, Archdeacon of Defé, 
and bi op of Hereferd, he 
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‘Fhe’ next Plunidred in our way’ to’ the 
Themes, and lying on the Roding, is,

"Called in Demefdey. Buk, Aungre, Aungrs, 
and’ fengre, This Hundred was formerly 
the Poffeftton of John de Ripariit or Rivert, 
and-Mesd-bis Wife; bys more lately it was 
in the Difpofal of the Earls of Werwick; and 
is now in‘the Hands of the Rt. Hon. Daz 
niel Earl-oft Nettinghem, or the other Heirs 
of that Earl. Ie cakes its Name from the 
chief!

Chipping. Ongar, fo called partly ftom the 
Snem Word Ceapan, which fignifies to 
buy and fell; becaufe ic wis-anciently and 
ftill is a Market-Town, whofe Merket-wa: 
in the 46th of K. Edward IIL: held on Tusf> 
des, but now is on Saturdays weekly ; and 
partly to diftinguith it from the other One 
Ber, called High-Ongar, 

The Property of thts Hundred, and Lord- 
fhip of this Town, were given by William 
Earl of Gloucefter, King Stephen's Son, to Ri 
shard de Laiy, a Nobleman of Dyfé or Di 
in Norfolk, for defending the Cafile of Fa- 
leit in Normandy bravely againtt Jeofrey of 
Anjos, who fought to take it for Qo, Misd 
and her Son. -K Hemy If. alfo made him 
Sheriff of this County and Hertforapbire, and 
in his Abfence in Normandy Prote&tor of 
England, giving him an hundred Acres of 
Aifire Lands in the Foreft' of Ssendferd, 
Greenfled, and Angre, where he built a Ca 
ftle, divided the Parifhes, builrthe Church, 
and procured a Fair and Market, as was 
ufual with the great Lords ac their Ceput 
Beronia.

The Church is a Reétory end. Manor, 
confifting of a good Demefne, and divers 
Copyhold Tenants. It was ia the Gift of 
the Crown, till K. Heary VIII. granted the 
Advowfon to Sir Richard Rich, afterwards 
Lord Riek, in whofe Pofterity it has hitherte 
remained,

yet not tong after this the Re@ory and Pa- 
rith-Church became prefeatative, by 
‘Thomss Kemp, Bithop of , were united 
to the Prebend of St. Pancras in St. Paul's, 
Londen, and the Prebendary bas been Re@or 
ever fince. 

Greenfted is a Village bordering on Ghip- 
ping-Ongar. In the Conqueror’s Survey "tis 
faid, Hame Dapifer held Greenfted, and after 
him Robert Earl of Gloucefter, natural Son of 
K. Henry I. marrying Meud or Mabel, Niece 

- to the faid Memo, had with her all his Lands; 
bur not long after this Richard de Lucy, be- 
fore mentioned in Ongar, obtain’d this Mae 


for. 

The Church is a Reétory sppendant to 
the Manor, the Advowfon whereof was 
anciently in the Bowrchiers Earls of Effx, 

+ and more Jately in Chancellor Rich, who 
procured the Confolidation with Ongar, thd 
it lafted nor. "Tis now in the Youngs. 

Lembourn is one of the 17 Lordfhips with 
which Herold endowed the Abbey of Wal- 
tham Grofs by the Name of Lembebide, or 
Lambebitha, and which K. Edward the Con- 
feffor confirmed by his Charter, dane 1062, 
vo the Secular Canons there, which K. Hes. 
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ryIL. changed into Regulars. This Nsnoc 
is held by the Service of the Wardftadf, via, 
To carry a Load of Straw in a Cart with 
fix Horfes, two Ropes, and two Men in 
HarnefS to watch the fsid Wardftaff, when 
it is brought to Mibridge, an Hamlet in this 
arilh, 
This Chorch was given to Walthem $1, 
Groft by Roberts de , and was in the 
Gife_of the Prior and Convene till the Sup. 
reffion ; after whith the Advowfon was 
Et in the Berefests, and then in the Teor. 
neers fome time, viz. till 1608, but fince 
has not been fixed. 

In this Parith there were certain Lands 
called Mixchis Lands, belonging to the Mo. 
naftery of S. Mery at Stratford le Bew, now 
called Bromley, granted by K. Henry VILL. to 
Sir Ralph Sadler, who fold it to Ove Lis 
and his Heirs. Here was alfo a Portion of 
Land belonging to the Priory of the Hy 
Trinity in London. 

Loughton, called in ancient Writings Lu. 
ten, Leckten, or Lekeron, and in Demefday Buk 
Lochintena, was one of the 17 Lordthips with 
which the Monaftery of Waltham Holy Cris 
was endowed by Earl Harold, the Founder, 
by the Name of Lukedon, and confirmed to 
it by the Charter of K. Rdward the Confct- 
for in 1062, by the Name of Lukentes, which 
alfo King Henry II. confirmed, when he 
changed the Secular Canons into Regular. 

Divers other Lands in this Parith were 
given to Walsham Abbey, and other Reli- 
gious Houfes, wiz. Our of the common 
Wood, ‘containing 56 Acres, Relph de 4- 
fortis gave three Parts to the Monks of 
Stratford, and Feeffrey Reyuceth and Reger Fist 
Aylaer the fourth Part, with all the Emolo- 


‘ments arifing by cutting Timber, Pannage, 


and Agiftments, to the Abbey of Walhen; 
which Divifion breeding a Controverfy af 
terwards, there was an Agreement made it 
Ghelmersford upon the Tharfday after St. Ber 
nabas's Day, viz. That in cutting down the 
Timber, the Biailiffs of both Convents 
fhould meet, and affign four, or a greater 
Number, and when they were felled, the 
Abbot and Convent of Stratferd thould chufe 
the two firft, the Abbot of Walsham the 
third, and the remainder fhould be to the 
Abbot of Stratford; and. as to the other 
Profits, the Abbey of Stratferd fhould have 
three Parts, and Beishew one. The fuse 
Ral 


gave alfo'to the Abbey of Waltham 
a Tenement and 45 Acres of Land, and 
Jeoffrey Swerrings gave it 225. an Annu 
Rene which Relph de Affartic paid him for 
certain Lands he held of chem. 

The ReGory of this Town being sppen- 
dant to the Manor, was part of the Poffef- 
fions of the Canons of Walsbem, and they 
were Patrons of it till the Suppreffion, 
when it came to the Crown, in which it 
remained till the Reign of K. James I. who 
prefented a Clerk, but after granted che 
Advowfon to the Wrethr, who now enjoy 


it. 

Moreton, 2 Village near Chipping-Ongar, 
in the Con eror’e Time it was held by 
Williow de Efcecies, who gave this Church to 
the Monattery of Se Stephen in Caen in Nore 
mandy, with the Wood, Land, Ge. thereto 
belonging, a Vicarage endowed being ap. 
pointed out of it, which was in the Parr 
nage of. the Monks there ; but becaufe che 
faid Monaftery was a Cell to Panfield, the 
Prior of Panfield ufually prefented, as their 
Procurator, till K. Zdwerd Il]. feizing the 
Priories-Alien, this came to the Crown, and 
fo remained till K. Henry VIEL. gave ic firft 
to Dr. Creamer, Archbifhop of Canterbsry, 
and then to Gharles Brenden, Dake of Suffolk, 
from whom not long after it was paffed to 
Richard Lord Rich; in whofe Family it te- 
mained till che Divifion of his Eftate among 
the Female Heirs. ~ 

Roding-Beauchemp, commonly called Bel- 
champ-Reding, was one (or at leaft part'of 
one) of the Lordthips which Mberic de Vere 
(called atlberic Senior) beld in this County 
at the Time of the Conquerors Survey 5 
fot upon his founding the Priory of Col, 
and making ic a Cell to the Abbey of Abing- 
tm, he endowed it with two Parts of the 
Tithes of his Demefne Lands in ‘Reinges, 
which fs ungerftood of this Beisbamp-Reding, 
as feems ‘intimated in the Grant before, 
where the Church of Belchemp is particular! 
mentioned, with others then given. : 

The Re@ory of this Parith feems to have 
been ap éndant to the Manor, called Long-

by Ailredws, Abbor of Rieval, and Jebn 
Brompton, which Mr. Weaver fappofeth cone 
firmed by the Remnants of a Pr@ure in che 
Esft Window of the Souh Ie of Rumford 
Chotch; under which is'wrircen, Jobannes 
per Peregrines, mifit Regi Edvarde : and 
on certain ‘Hangings: in Weftminfter Abbey. 
King Henry VII. in the beginning of his 
Reign, when he addiéted himfelft to Paftime;

of this Family, and from him by two Co. 
heireffes, feveralrimes married, Charles Bran 
den Duke of Saffolk, the Tyrils, Berners, Harle» 
Sflenes, Heveringhams, and other good Fami- 
lies, are defcended. South Okenden-Hell was 
probably the Seat mentioned, becaufe it is 
found in old Writings to be called Broinie, 
A Male Branch of this Family removed into 
Hamppbire, and afterwards into Dorferfbire, 
where fome of them were living and in 
good Repute fince the Reftoration of King 
Charles Il. 

The Advowfon of the Church hath been 
always appendant to the Manor, and the 
Bruins are.found to have prefented to it for 
many Generations, till for want of Male 
Heirs it camo into the Families above men- 
tioned, 

Thurrock Mogue, or Great Tharreck, com- 
.tmonly called Greys-Therreck, or Greys only, 
fiom the ancient Lords of it, the Greys of 
Gedenour in Derbyfbire, who came to Chis fair 
Effate after this manner : 

In Domefdey Book, Williem Peverel of Nit 
tingbam held the Lordfhip of this Town, 
among other Manors in this County. He 
was an aétive Man ii K. Wiliem Raefw's, 
K. Henry I's, and K. Stephen's Reigns, and 
left his Eftare to bis Son William, who fiding 
with K Stephen, and having poifon'’d the 
-Earl of Ghefler, was forced to fly when 
K. Henry IL. came to the Crown, and leave 
all his Coftles and Poffeffions to the King's 
Difpofal, of which this of Tharreck being in 
the King’s Hands, Richard]. bis Son, gave 
it to Henry de Grey of Codeneur, whofe Po- 
fterity enjoyed it for many Generations, 
and were great Benefa@ors to it; for 

Richard de Grey obtsined a Charter for a 
weekly Market on Friday; (how it came to 
be alter’d to Thar{day, as it.is now kept, is 
not known) and a Fair yearly on the Eve 
and Feaft of St. Peter and St. Panl, June 28, 
and 29; (but now ‘tis kept only on the 
agth) cogether with Free-warren in all bis 
Demefne Lands here, and in the oth Year 
of King Edward III. died feiz'd thereof.

Joan Bebun Countefs of Hereford, James Ear} 
of Witfire, end others, till it came at laft 
to the Lord Rich and’ his Heirs; who now 
wre in Poffeffion of it. ‘Ik is pow famous 
for nothing but its Road for Ships. ' 
* The Church here is 2 Re€tory, appendant 
to the Manor, and has always been in the 
Prefentation of the above mention’d Lords, 
who ftill enjoy it. 

Prittlewell, or Pritewell, in Domefilay- Book 
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of Bfers-and.contained feven Hides of 
Land, worth 12 |, per dunum, Here was a 
Church exifting at that time. 

Robert de fe, called Robert Fitz. Swain, 
Or the Son of Sweaw of Efex, founded here, 

‘in the Reign of K. Hesry II. a Priory to the 
“Honour of St. Mary for Clunieck Monks, 
and fubje&ed it as a Cell to the Abbey of 
Lewes in Suffem, giviog it the Church of Prit- 
shewe, with the then two Chapels ( now 
Parochial Churches) of Sutton and Eaj?wood, 
‘and che Tithes of Middleten, ftill an Hamlet 
Belonging to this Parith, a Vicarage being 
ordained, and in the Gift of the Prior and 
Convent, as it continued till the Diffolus 
tion. . 
The Priory was accounted Alien, ard 
‘was fuppreffed by the A& of Parliament 27 
Henry VIIL and the Site of éc, with the 
Re€ory, and Advowfon of the Vicarage, 
granted to Sir Thomas dudicy, whofe Nephew 
Thomas Auilty Efq; by Licenfe, alienated 
them, to Richard Lord Rich, in whofe Fa. 
mily they continued till the Divifion a- 
mong the Heireffes, who have fold the Site 
‘of the Priory, and Lands thereunto belong- 
ing, to Mr. Scretson, whofe Heir Mr. Dae 
niel Scratten is now in Pofleflion of them. 

Raleigh, Reylgh, or Reghly, a pretty 
Town, with a Market on Saturdays, and 
Fair on "Tis an ancient 
Honour, to which belong great Privileges, 
and a Court-Leet and Baron, of Strange 
Prerogatives. 

Among the many Manors which Swen 
Earl of Effex held in this County, this of 
Releigh was one. He built a Caftle here for 
his own Refidence. In Domefday-Book it is 
walled Ragencia, and was a Manor, contain- 
ing five Hides of Land, one Paik, fix Ar- 
pennies of Vineyard, which, if ‘it takes 
well, yiclds 20 Modii of Wine, worth 10 J. 
per Annum, 

This Swenws was a very eminent Man for 
Name and Honour, the Son of Robert Nitze 
Wimaserc, and Father of Robert de Effex, 
whofe Son Henry de Effix, being Standard. 
Bearer to the King [ Henry II.] by Inherie 
tance, behaved himfelf fo unmanfully ina 
Bartel againft the Welh at Colefbul in Flint~ 
fire, throwing down his Standard, and 
running away, that the whole Army being 
afraid che King was flain, fell into Confu- 
fion, and were utterly routed; for whigh 
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treafonable-A& rhe-King, {paring his Life 
feized upon -his Eftate, and patti him « 
be thorn a Monk of Reading, and fo this 
Honour. was annexed to the Crown, and 
continued in it for many Years ; for we do 
not find it in any Subjcé&ts Hands, till 

Qu, Elizabeth, Reg. 1. & 2. granted the 
Houfe and Hosour of Raleigh to Sir Hor 
Garey, her Mother’s Sifter's Son, whom fhe 
foon after raifed to the Dignity of a Baron 
of this Realm, by the Name of Lord Hun/: 
don, fcom which Family it paffed to the Earls 
of Warwick, and became at Jength the In-

he Church was very early feparated 
from'the Manor, and given by Robert de Ef. 
Sex; called Robert Fitz-Swain. to the Priory 
of Prisslewel in K. Henry TL’s Reign ; but 
after che Diffolution it was in che Crown, 
and annexed to the Manor by Qu. Elizabeth, 
when it was given to the Lords Hunfdem, and 
fo has gone ever fince. 

Shobury North and South, called in the 
Saxon Language, Sccobipix, now .two 
mean Villages, but anciently a City ; for 
we read (as Mr. Gemden quotes it) in the 
Sexes Annals, that the Danes being chafed 
from Bemfieet, repaired to a City of the 
Eaft-Saxens, called Sceobing, and there fecu- 
red themfelves with Fortifications. Both 
the Manor and Church of this Town feem 
to have been the Poffcflions of Robert Fitz. 
Swain, and by him given to the Priory of 
Prittlewel, in which they remained till the 
Diffolution, and were then given to Sir Rie 
obard Rich Kt. ia whofe Family they remains 
ed till Male Iflue failed, 

Here the Land juts out into a Nook, cal- 
led Black-Tail-Point, and Shoobery-Neffe, where 
the Thames being forfaken of its Banks on 
both Sides, empties it felf into the Ocean, 
from whence the Place is called by Prelemy, 
Tamefe Oftium, i.e, the Thames. Mouth. 

Seuth.Church, corruptly called Ses-Church, 
This Manor, and Advowfon appendant, 
was very anciently, vis. in 823 or 824, 
given to the Church of Cemterbary ; for 
thus we find, Lifftanus dedit South Church M:- 
nachis Ecclefie Chrifti Cantuarienfs, @ pofics 
Celulfis, Rex Mercierum, dedit. cifdem & sdem 
confirmavit denum; i.e. Liffas gave Seth.

In King Rdward ¥1."s Reign, Peter de South 
Charch held Lands here. 

After the Diffolution, 37 Henry VIII. 
there was an Exchange made between that 
King and the Dean and Chapter of Center. 
sury of feveral Lands in this County, of 
which this Manor, then valued at 334. 94. 
1c d. was part, to find certain Scholars in 
cambridge ; but foon after the fame King 
exchanged iteagain with Sir Richard Rich 
forthe Manor, Advowfon, and Patronage 
of the Vicarage and Parfonage of Little 
Bd:w in this County. 

Ia this Cimarch are fome Monuments of 
the Braiss, who were old Inhabitants here, 
celcended (ss fome fuppofe) from Jordan le 
Buin, Lord of Hackwel in King Henry HL's 
Reign. 

Adjoining to this Hundred there are four 
Mands, in Mr. Camden's Time fubje@ to 
frequent Irrundations; but now, by the 
Art of the Dutch in dreining, freed from 
that Inconvenience, and made fertile Lands 
both for Ploughing and Pafture, viz. 1. Foul. 
nefe, which Mr. Gemden interprets a Pro- 
montory of Birds; but being called by the 
Saxms EOulpernayye, » Name hard to

be a Contra€ion of it, and fo called Foul 
nfe. At low Water it may be come at on 
Horfeback. It was not anciently a Parith, 
but was inhabited by the Parithioners of 
Rochford, Sutton, &c. Of old here was on- 
ly a Chapel inftitutive ; but in K, Heery VIL. 
or K. Edward VI.’s Reign, it was made a 
Parochial Church, and is ftill prefented co 
asa ReGory, of which the Steffords were 
a long time Patrons; but at length che 
Earls of Warwick obtain'd that Right, which 
continues in the Heirs of that noble Fami- 
ly, viz. the Earl of Nottingham, 2. Walt. 
3. New England. 4. Pottent.

Mr. Camden thinks that it cook its Name 
from the Denes. In the Conqueror’s Sure 
vey, the Abbot of St. Welrick in Picardy 
held Danfie, and K. Henry If. confirmed it, 
with allits Appurtenances, co the faid Ab- 
bey, How it was alienated, appears not ;

Inthe 26th of K. Edward]. we find, that 
Henry Grammantl held the Manor of Danefey 
or Denjfly, with the Advowfon of the 
Church, of the King és Capise, by certain 
Service payable at DeverCafle, for = 
Guard yearly 10, and Suit to the King’s 
Hundred-Court at Dengy from three Weeks 
to three Weeks ; but it was not his Poffef= 
fion long, for this Manor was held 18 Eda 
ward III. by one Frances, and 18 Richard II, 
by one Roos, 

K. Hemy VIL in the latter end of his 
Reign, founded an Hofpital in the Savy in 
the Strand, London, and endowed it with the 
Manor of Dengy, and the Advowfon of the 
Church ; but after the Suppreffion, inQueen 
Elizabeth's Reign, both were given to the 
Fanfoaws, in which Family chey ftill re- 
main, 

The Church here was always appendant 
to the Manor when it was in Lay Hands, 
and in the Hofpital, except when it belong. 
ed to the Abbey of St, Walerict, for then 
fome of th: Nobility ufually prefenred. 

There is belonging to this Church a 
Parcel of Tithes called Bacons. Portion, given 
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by fomte Pesfon called Bact, who was Lord 
of the Manor of Besens, out of which it is 
now paid by a Compofition of 41. 85. 84, 
It is prefented to by a different Patron from 
the Reétory of Dengy, and pays Firft-Fruits ; 
but it is confined to ferve the Cure there. 

Maldon, an ancient Colony of the Romans, 
by chem called Camaledunwm ; but by Prolene 
my, Camudolanum; and Antonine, Camulodu- 
imum, and Cameludunum, thro’ Miftake, as 
Pliny and Dio teftify. Authors have affigned 
different Places for the Setclement of this 
Colony, as in the Weft, Scorlend, and Col- 
chefter; but two Things put ic beyond Dif. 
pute, that this is the Place; 1. The Name 
Maldon, in Saxon Maleoune, and MQeal- 
dune, which is the greateft part of the Ros 
man Name ; and, 2. The Diftance of the 
Mona of Pliny, and its Situation in an ane 
cient Itinerary Table. 7 


Mr. Camden does not pofitively affere it, 
but offers thefe Reafons co make it proba. 
‘ble, that this Town was called Camelodu= 
num from the God Caml, vie. Thar the 
God Mars was warfhiped under that Name,

And from fome Coins of Cunobeline, with 
thefe Figures on each Side: 
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This'Town was the Reysl Sest of Cau.

Altar of Eternal Dominion, as Tecitw cails 
ir, and certain Priefts called Sedoles As, 
des were’chofen to attend ar it, who, uncer 
Pretence of Religion, juggled the poor Hi- 
seins out of their Fortunes and Efteres; 
buc the Crueley of the Veterans, who tret- 
ed the Britain as Slaves. and Captives, fo 
exalperated them, that they renewed the

‘The Abbot 
ere&ed a Church here for the Ufe of bim- 
felf and his’ Monks, who alfo agreed to 
build a Chapel for their Servants and 
Farmers that held Lands of them, and for 
Bone elfe. 
» The Church, after the Suppreflion of the 
Abbey, was pulled down, snd the Bells 
(as the eommon Report goes ) carried to 
Kelueden, and the Chapel being turned into 
a Barn, this Village was united to Great 
Gezel, and the Inhabitants go to that Pa 
rith-Church. 

At the Surrender of the Abbey of Coxe 
to K. Hewry VIII. 4ano 1538, Reg. ag. the 
Site of it was beftowed upon Sir Thomas 

e. 

Coln-Cimitie, or Earls-Coln, which, with 
the other three Coles, take their Name from 
the River Celn, upon which they ftand, and 
are diftinguifhed by the Names of their fe- 
veral Lords, the Earls of Oxford, Wakes, and 
Ragains, This is the moft confiderable of 
them, and is therefore fometimes called in 
old Writings Great Cols. 

In the Sexons Time, one Walwine or Ul. 
wine, » great Nobleman, held this Town 
for a Manor and five Hides of Land, then 
worth 71, per annum, but afterward 121, 
‘The Conqueror gave this Town, with the 
ret of Ulwine'’s Eftate, to slberic de Vere, 
who held it in the Time of the Sarvey. 
His Grandfon Aiberit was made Earl of Ox. 
ford by Mend the Emprefs, and this Manor 
‘eontinuing in that Family fome hundreds 
of Years, till Kdwerd Earl of Oxford aliena-, 
ted it in-Qu. Hlizabsh's Reign, it took its 
Name from them. 

The Church of this Town was at firft » 
Re@ory, in the Gift of the Abbot and 
Convent of the Monaftery of this Place;

Time was called Great Rain and Little Rein,

the Fee of Roger de Raines, a great Norman 
Lord, whofe Scat was at Old-Hall in Litt

In the Reign of K. Ill there were 
three Manors in this a viz, 1. Na 
Tingberft, then held by Reger de Naylingherf, 
and after by his Pofterity, till Clemens Nayo 
lingherft, 12 Henry VIL paffed it co Widiow 
Tendring of Beddow.

eror’s Time at 14! Upon an Hill io 
this Manor ftuod the Bifhop’s Palace, where 
the Bifhops fometimes refided ; but now ‘tis 
demolifhed , and the Manor long fince 
alienated to the Crown by Bifhop Ridley, in 
which it continued till it was granted by 
K, Edward VL. to Richard Lord Rich, whole 
Heirs enjoy'd ic, till it was lately fold to 
Herman Olmins Efq; 

This Town is famous for the Woollen 
ManufaGure called Bays and Says, of which 
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the Clothiers there make great Quantities, 
and tranfport theth to Portege! and Spain, 
by which the Poor are employed, and the 
Town greatly enriched. This Trade was 
fettled here firft by certain Memmisgs driven 
out of the Netherlends by the Duke D' Atve’s 
Cruelry, and taking up their Refidence in 
fome Inns grown out of ufe here. * 









Admong the charitable BenefaGtors to thig 
Town, we muft take notice of Henry Sam- 
mers Efq; a Native of it; snd an eminent 
Rafi Merchant, who left a Rent-Charge of 
71. 108. yearly for ever to be thus expend-" 
ed, viz. five Pounds to be given to the 
Poor in Bread, and fifty Shillings to be 
fpent-upon the Anniverfary of his Baptifm, 
February 4. in a convenient Dinner i, his 
Traftees.

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The moft ancient Lords of this Manor, 
of whom.we have any Accoent in Hiftory, 
were the Beurchiers, of whom Robert de Bour- 
chi was Chancellor of Exglead in tho 
Reign of King Zdward III -and chen bein;

the King’s Charter for a Court-Leet here, 
and a Market every Week upon the Tuef- 
day, ( which is fince alter'd to Friday) and 
a Fair yearly upon the Eve and Day of 
Sc.

Henninghem ad Cafiram, to diftinguith it 
from Sible-Hesningham, of which by and by, 
Te is diverfly written, 28 Hedingbem, Hed- 
singhem, Hevingham, Higikam, and Hengham, 
now commonly called Caftle-Hewninghaw, 

To the Congueror's Survey, this Town 
was beld by ric de Vere, and his Pofte- 
rity built a neat Caftle bere, which was all 
along made the Scat of his Family, after- 
ward Earls of Oxfwd.

This Town is made moft famous by bee 
ing the Birthplace of Sir Jehw Hawkwned, 
the Son of Gilbert Hawkweed, a Tanner here. 
He was bound Apprentice to a Taylor in 
the City of Lend, where being pretied ine 
to the Service of K. Edward IIL then about 
to make War in France, he behaved himfcif 
fo bravely, that he was made a Captain, 
and then Knighted by thac King. The 
French Wars being at an end, he offer'd his 
Service tothe States of Herexce, in which 
he fignaliz’d himfelf fo much, that Bernsly 
Galeaxe, Duke of Milaw, gave him his Daugh- 
ter Demnia to Wife, by whom be bad « 
Son named Jobs, born in Irely, but nata- 
ralized and knighted in England 8 Henry lV. 
He died an aged Man in 1394, and- was bu- 
ried in the Cathedral Church of Senta Ms. 
via Florida at Horence, where that Republick, 
out of Gratitude to bis Memory and extr 
ordinary Deferts, have honour'd bim with 
a Scatue on Horfeback, and a noble Mo- 
nument, under the Name of Gieusne de 
cute, minding the Sound of the Name 
only. Fervidw, an ancient Poet, refi &s 
thus upon this Tomb, and P. Jeviw's Elo- 
gies upon him :

The Church of this Town was anciently 
appropriated to the Prior and Convent of 
Sc.

Sox, Surrey, ire, and feveral other 
atidlund Counties, brd; bur the Judgment 
being made without Diffin@ion, is very er- 
woneous. It is » hrge County, and bore 
ering dn- the: Batt and Seuth upon the Ri. 
ver Theme and Girmen Ocean, where the 
Shores are generally oozy, thofe Handreds, 
which adjoin co tho Water, are marfhy and 
fenny, and fend forth fuch noifome and 
ftinking Vapours, as are indeed prejudicial 
to the Inhabitants Healths in general, buc 
moftly to fuch as have been born and lived 
in a better Air, as che Clergy can ac- 
teft by fed Experience. Among thefe, the 
Hundreds of Rochford and Dengy are eftcem- 
ed_the moft pernicious by the-Natives of 
Effix themfelves, who avoid them es fatal s 
and fuch as are forced to venture into then, 
undergo a terrible Seaforing. 
- Bar asco the other Parts of Effex, which 
are fome of them at as great a Diftance 
from the Sea as Middlélex, Surrey, or Hert- 
Fferdfpire, viz. the Weft and Northern Parts, 
why the Air therefhould not be as pleafant 
and wholefome asin thofe Counties, it will 
be hard co give any good Reafon, efpecial- 
Jy fince the Soil is much of the fame Na 
ture. 
~ And as chis County mutt be diftinguithed 
upon the Account of the Air, fo alfo of 
the Sai, whith differs 2s much as the for- 
mer, and feems fo ordered by Providence, 
that they are equally velueble ; for, gene- 
‘sally fpteking, the Soil is beft where the 
" Ait is worft ; and where the Air is fo good, 
the Soil #8 not fo profitable. The Parts ad- 
§oining ta the Sea and Themes abound with 
tich Paftures, and verdant Marfhes, which 
prbptce Plenty both of Corn and: Grafs; 
wl the mote inland Parts are many of 
them gravelly and fandy, not fo good either 
for Corn or Pafture, but bearing Furze, 


Breem, Brakes, end fuch like unprofitable 
Crops ; others Clay and Loom, which bear 
excellent: Corn, and good Paftures, efpe- 
cially in ehe Redings, Bumpfieds, and other 
Places near Rivers or Market- Towns. 

No County affords greater Plenty of Pro= 
vifions of all Sorts than this, both Water 
and Land generoufly contributing to the 
Supply not only of the Inbabitants, but 
very much of the City of Londex. Great 
Score of fee Oxen and Sheep are brought 
to their Markets out of the Marthes, and 
Corn weekly fent up in great Quantities 
both by Sea and Land. Mony great Dayries 
of Cows are kept elo in thofe Parcs, which. 
not only furnith the Country with much 
Butter and Cheefe, but afford Calves of ad- 
mirable Whitenefs and Delicacy of Fieth, 
infomuch that "tis a Proverb among the Cie 
tizens, 4s: goed ae ae Efex Calf. In the 
Marfhes alfo are bred many good and fere 
viceable Harfes. 

The Sea and Rivers yield Plenty of Fith 
ef all Sorts, as Soles, Plaife, Flounders, 


. Pike, Perch, Maids, Lobfters, Eels, and . 


great Aburdance of Oyfters, of which. 
there are two Sorts, which have the Repute 
of the fineft in England, viz. the Calsheter 
Barrell'd Oyfters, and Walfeet, whofe Shells . 
are thin and almoft tranfparent, and caffe. 
moft grateful. . 

This County hath one extraordinary Pro- 
du@, which as few other yield, fo none 
‘can equal, which is a Saffron, a choice Mes 
dicinal Drug, which was firft brought in- 
to England in the Reign of K. Edward IH. 
and has thriven wonderfully in the Parts 
in and near Walden, called from thence Safe 
frow.Walden, This Plant groweth out of a 
Bolbous Root, which being taken out of 
the Ground in July, and replanted within 
twenty Days, fends out a bluith Flower 
about the End of September, in the midft of ~ 
which are found three yellow Chives, which - 
are the Saffron, Theft she Enbabitants 
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“ther early in a Morning before the Sun rifes, 
and picking it out of the Flower, dry it by 
a-gentle Bire. The -Increafe of it is won- 
derful, tho’ every Flower feems to afford 
fo little ; for of an Acre of Ground, they'll 
gather 80 or 100 Pound of wet Saffron, 
which, when it is dry’d, will yield twenty 
Pound, and fo mutt be profitable, becaufe 
it always bears the beft Price, which is fel- 
dom lefs than ‘forty Shillings, and fomes 
times double as much by the Pound. They 
ufually plane it bue three .Years on one 
Piece of Ground, and then remove it to 
another ; and ’tis remarkable, that the Land 
which is left will bear Barley very plenti+ 
fully every Year, withouc Dunging, for 
eighteen Years together, and then it will 
bear Saffron again, : 

. The Waters in thofe Hundreds, which 
lic upon the Themes and Sea, efpecially 
near the Shore, are -brackifh, but in all 
other Parts of the County plenciful and 
wholefome, every Hundred almoft having 
fome confiderable River, as the Stoar, the 
Lea, the Stort, the Coln, the Chelmer, the 
“Crouch, Blackwater, and Reding, befides ma- 
ny other Brooks and Rivulets which empty 
‘themfelves into them. Here are fome 
Springs of a Medicinal Nature, as thofe of 
“Uprainfier and Burntwoed-Weal ; and at Har- 
wich there iffues out a Spring of excellent 
clear Water from the Side of a Cliff be- 
tween the Beacon and the Town, which 
falling upon a fort of bluith Clay, which 
tumbles down from the Shore, turns it in 
time into Stone-; for upon Search it has 
been found, that the Pieces new fallen are 
as foft as che Clay on the Cliff: Others that 
have lain longer are crufted over and hard ; 
but if brcken, are foft in the Middle; and 
fuch as have lain long, are petrified to the 
very Heart, and turned into perfe& Stone, 


This Water will petrify Wood as well as | 


Clay, of which there is a large Piece in the 
Repofitory of the Royal Society.

His County is under the JurifdiGion 
of the Bifhop of London, who for fome 
fhort time had bis Suffragan appointed to 
refide at Golebefter, of which Office we find 
Williams More, Re&or of Weft Tilbury, and 
Dr. Sterw, Vitar of Witham. It is divided 
into three Archdeaconries, viz. 1. Of Bfex, 
which has feven Deaneries, viz. Barking, 
Ongar, Cafford, Barfiable, Rechford, Dengy, and 
Chelmsford, Dr, Thomas Gouch is the prefent 
Archdeacon. 2. OF Colchefter, in which are 
fix Deaneries, viz, Colchester, Witham, Lex- 
den, Tendring, Samford, and New-Port. Dr. Jo. 
nas Warley, Vicar of Withem, is the prefent 
Archdeacon. 3. OF Middlefex, which only 
hath three Deaneries, viz. Dunmow, Harlow, 
and Heminghim. Dr. W.lliam Lencafter, Mi- 
nifter of Sc.

After great ‘Inquiry. an: arch theytwere 
apprebended, and being indi&ed of Felony, 
were banged in Chains, viz. Rebert King at 
Dedham, whete be and Nicholas Merfhdwelr, 
Robert Debnam a¢ Catawey-Casfey, and Niche. 
dae Morfh xt Devercenes. Onc Robert Gardiner 
of Dedbom was an Affiftent to them ; but he 
cfcaped the Perfecutors Hands. 
. Highed, of Bonion on the Hil, and 
Ms, Caufien of Fbenterfey, Gentlemen of 
good Effates and Repute in their Country, 
being dete&ted co Besmer, Bifhop of Londen, 
as Enemies to the fuperftitious Worthip of’ 
thofe Times, the Bifhop, with Mr.'Fcknam, 
come down from endow to reclaim them 5 
buc finding that neither -Ptomifes nor 
Threagenings wold prevsil with them, 
he took them wp to Lendew, and examined 
‘them upon certain Articles about the Pre- 
fence chiefly, whieh they denying, and re- 
fufing to secant, she Bithop condemned 
them for Heroticks, and delivering them to 
the Sheriff of jiu, Mr. Highd was burnt 
at Heruden, and Mr. Caufex at Raleigh, 
March 26, 1555. 

Wiliam Piget, Stephen Kadght, and ‘foln 
Lewrence, were all examined together, and” 
demanded, what their Opinion was of the 
Sacrament of the Altar? To which they 
feverally. andwer'd, and fab{crib’d, That in 
the Sacrament of the Altar, under the 
Forms of Bread: and Wine, there is-not the 
very Subftance of the Body and Blood of 
our Ssvionr Jefus Chrift, bet a {pecial par- 
taking of the Body and Blood of Chrift, 
the very Flefh and Blood of Chrift being 
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only in Heaven, and no where elfe. Upon 
this Anfwer, other Articles were drawn 
Up about the Faith of the Church, and all 
the Profeffors of it, whether they haye not 
atrne Faith, tho’ they believe otherwife ? ~ 
To which tHey snfwer'd, That they are in 
an Error, and refuling to recant, and come 
into the Do@rine of the Church, they were 
all condemned at the fame time, bur burnt 
io feveral Places, as William Pigot at Brain 
sree, and Stephen Knight at Malden, March 28, 
1555, and J. Lawrence at Colchefter, March 29. 
of the fime Year. He fat in a Choir ag the 
Stake, becaufe he was fo weak, 

John Ardley snd Jobn Sinpfin, Husband- 
men of Great-Wigherengh, brought up to 
Bifhop Bewner by the Under Sheriff of &/- 
Sem,_were the mere feverely treated, be- 
caufe the Queen had, by her Letter of 
May 24. Reg. 1. 2. fent to the Bithops, 
charged them with the Negle& of their Du- 
ty in not receiving fach Perfons, as being 
aceufed of holding Heretical Opinions,. 
were broughe to chem co be reclaimed or 
punifhed, and fo fuffering them to contie 
tfue in their Errors, and admonifhed them 
to have more Regard to their Office for the 
farwse, thag the Juftices of Peace in the 
Country might not be difcouraged. Where- 
upon they were brought to their Examina 
tion as foon as they arrived, and accufed of 
thefe-Artictes, we. Thar the Faith and Ree 
ligion of the Charch of Rowe and of . 
Jeud, fo far as it is conformable thereto, is 
falfe, erroneous, and naught, and oughe noe 
to be believed; That there is not, under 
the Forms of Bread and Wine, the very 
Subftance of Chrift’s Body and Blood in the 
Sacrament of the Altar, but the materisk 
and common “Bread and Wine are only 
Signs ofChrift's Body and Blood, and to be 
received by Faith only in Remembrance of: 
Chrift’s Death; That the Mafs, as now 
ufed in Englend, is abominable, full of Tdoe 
Jatry, an Ordinance of the Pope's, and not~ 
of Chrift’s Inftiration; That Auricalar 
Confeffion is net needful, and the Ceremoa* 
nies and Service of the Church is fuperflu. 
ous 3 and that no Service of the Church is 
to be faid, but in the “Bxghf “Tongue. 
Thefe Articles Jobs Ardley acknowledged to 
be true ; but Jobe Sisepfen faid, he waenae 

. fully 
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fully refotved of ehe talt, and igreed with 
Ardley ia the scft, After which they were 
brought to the Confiftory, and refultog to 
secant their Opinions, were condemned 
‘May 25. and being deliver'd to.che Sheriff 
of Lf'x, were burnt, Jobe Simpfen ag Roche 
ford, and Fobn Ardley at Releigh, 

. Themes Hewkes, of Coxal, Gentleman,.a 
Perfon of a very comely Stature, courteous 
and seligious, was {ent up to Bithop Bemer, 
purfuant to the Queen's Orders, by the Earl 
of Oxferd, then refiding at Hedinghem-Cafle, 
being accufed of contemniag the Sacra. 
ments of the Church, in refufiog to have 
his Son beptized after the Papiffical man- 
ner, which Mr. Hawkes confefling, and, af 
ter divgrs Examinations and Conferences 
with the Buhop, maintaining, was cone 
demned, and burnt af Coxad, ume 10. 1595. 
Before his Sufferings, he had promifed fome 
Fricnds, who loved the Truth, and admired 
his Conftancy, buc feared the Fire, that if 
the Punifhment was tolerable, be would 
lift up his [ands above his Head, which he 
accordingly did, and, with a feeming Joy, 
ftruck them three times together, tho’ aff 
of a Flame, and foon efter expir'd, to the 
great Admiration and Applaufe of the Peo- 
ple there prefent. : 

Thomas Wists, a Drapee of Billerieai, be- 
ing apprehended and brought before the 
Lord Rich, Henry Tyrrell, Thomas Mildmay, 
Juttice Gauay, and other Commiffioners, for 
‘not coming to Church, was examined by 
them in open Seffions at Chelmsford, where 
Sir anthony Brows, 2 Juftice, asked him, 
Who was his Teacher? Pater anfwer'd, 
“* You, Sir, and none more than you; for 
“in K_ Edward's Days, in open Seflions, 
“ you faid, that the Mafs was sbominsble, 
“ and all che Popith Trumpery beftde, arf 
“ that our Belief thould only be in Chrift ; 
“and that ‘twas Tresfon to bring in a

another Occafion he faid, That as the Jufti- 
ces faid, chat che Service of the Church fer 
out in K, Edwerd’s Days was heretical, and 
all naughe ; fo he averred, that all chat ig 
now done in the Church wes abominable, 
and all naught, Ge.
